J. HE History of England shews the great change produced 
in the minds of the people, during the sixteenth and pre- 
ceding century, by the discovery of the art of printing, and 
also by Ihat memorable event, the reformation of the church. 
Communication of ideas being thereby rendered more easy, 
and individuals being relieved from the dread of papal 
denunciations, they quickly began to feel their own conse- 
quence, and obtained more correct views of religion and 
politics ; they also began to set a proper value on their civil 
and religious rights, and proceeded to adopt such measures 
as might secure those blessings to their posterity. 

At the commencement of the seventeenth Century, in the 
latter end of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, O'Neill, Earl of 
Tir-Owen, with several other Roman Catholics of eminence 
in the province of Ulster, in the north of Ireland, rebelled 
against the Crown of England, but were finally subdued, 
and attainted of high treason; and their princely possessions, 
consisting of six counties, were, in the succeeding reign vested 
in the Crown by act of Parliament, as forfeited property. 

As this part of Ireland was notorious for having always 
afforded shelter to rebellious subjects, King James the 
First, when he came to the throne, determined, in order to 
support his power, to make use of the reformed religion, as 
a means of establishing a settlement on the forfeited lands, 
composed of such English and Scottish Protestants, as he 
could induce to settle amongst a people so turbulent as the 
natives of this part of the country then were ; and, with a 
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view to the formation of such an establishment, applied to 
the City of London, and offered to gfrant the citizens a great 
part of the forfeited estates, as an inducement for them to 
undertake the proposed plan of settlement. The citizens, 
accordingly, undertook the Plantation ; and King James, 
on the 29^^ March, 1618, granted them a charter for carry- 
ing the same into effect; and although they encountered 
great dif&culty, by reason of the enormous expense which 
attended the measure, and the opposition they met with, yet 
they finally succeeded in accomplishing the intended object. 

By this charter, the Irish Society were incorporated ; and 
they acted under it 'till the following reign of Charles the 
First, when it was revoked, and declared void, by a sentence 
in the Court of Star Chamber ; but in the reign of Kin^ 
Charles the Second, on the 10^^ April, 1662, a fresh chartef 
was granted, which confirmed the previous charter of Kin^ 
James the First, and restored the Society to their rights ; 
and under this latter grant the Society still act as a Cor- 
poration. 

The Revolution of 1688, proved that King James the First 
had dieted with great policy; for although his grandson. 
King James the Second, a professed Roman Catholic, was 
actually in Ulster^ at the head of his Roman Catholic sub- 
jects, the citizens of Londonderry made so noble a resistance 
to his forces, that all his endeavours to obtain support in 
that part of Ireland totally failed. 

Londonderry had before distinguished itself for the gal- 
laAry and perseverance with which it defended itself on 
two memorable occasions, in defiance of the greatest hard- 
ships and discouragements, namely, in the year 1641, when 
it was held by the English and Scots, in the King's name, 
against the rebels ; and again, eight years afterwards, when 
it was held for the Parliament by Sir Charles Coote and the 
-celebrated General Monk, who obliged the Lord of Ardes 
to raise the siege. 
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The achievements of the Protestant inhabitants of Lon- 
donderry, daring the siege of 1689, undoubtedly secured to 
the subjects of the kingdom at large the possession and 
exercise of their civil and religious privileges. The inflexible 
bravery exhibited by them, furnished an example of the 
powerfid energies which might, on similar emergencies, be 
called into action by opinion founded on the principles of 
natural justice. At that period, the contest on the part of 
James was not to become the sovereign of a free and enlight- 
ened nation, but to establish despotic rule, as well as popish 
tyranny, and thus completely to enslave the minds of his 
subjects; and the point at issue was, whether the arbitrary 
measures of a prince should supersede and counteract the 
,gaieral opinion, religious freedom, and happiness of the 
people. The result, however, demonstrated the impolicy 
ai attempting to oppose a just public opinion by military 
ibroe. 

The glory which the inhabitants of Londonderry acquired 
by their exertions in the cause of civil and religious liberty, 
reflected a lustre on the parent institution, the Irish Society, 
under whose jurisdiction and auspices they were encouraged 
to defend themselves. 

The object, therefore, of the following Work, is to enable 
the present and succeeding Members of the Society, who, 
according to their constitution, are changed every two years, 
to gain, with little labour, a knowledge of the duties which, 
under their charter, they are bound to perform; and the 
following chronological view of the proceedings of fthe 
Society, taken from the records now existing in the Irish 
Chamber, which have been recently recovered from the 
oblivion in which their mutilated condition, in consequence 
of fire, had placed them, will detail the original constitution 
of the Society, the nature of their general operations, and 
their present manner of conducting their business. 
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1607. In the begpoitiing of the reign of King James the First, a 
considerable part of the province of Ulster, in Ireland, was 
vested in the crown, by an act of attainder of certain Roman 
Catholics of distinction, who had rebelled against the state; 
and soon afterwards a project was suggested by the Earl of 
Salisbury (Lord High Treasurer) to the King, for establish- 
ing a Protestant colony on the forfeited estates, who, having 

1608. approved thereof, the same was published by the Privy 
Council, in the following terms. 

'' A COLLECTION of mch Orders and Conditions 
as are to he observed by the Undertakers upon 
the distribution and plantation of the escheated 
Lands in Ukter. 

*^ WHEREAS the greatest part of six counties, in the pro- 
vince of Ulster, within the realm of Ireland, named Armagh, 
Tyrone, Coleraine, Donegal, Fermanagh, and Gavan, being es- 
cheated and come to the crown,hath lately been survey^, and 
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the survey thereof transmitted and presented unto his Majesty; 
upon view whereof, his Majesty, of his princely bounty, not 
respecting his own profit, but the public peace and welfare of 
that kingdom, by the civil Plantation of those unreformed and 
waste countries, is graciously pleased, to distribute the said 
lands to such of hii» subjects^ as well of Great Britain as of 
Ireland, as being of merit and ability shall seek the same, 
with a mind not only to benefit themselves, but to do service 
to the crown and commonwealth: and forasmuch as many^ 
persons being ignorant of the conditions whereupon his 
Majesty is pleased to grant the said lands, are importunate 
suitors for greater portions than they are able to plant, in- 
tending their private profit only, and not the advancement of 
the public service, it is thought convenient to declare and 
publish to all his Majesty's subjects, the several quantities of 
the proportions which shall be distributed, the several sorts 
of undertakers, the manner of allotment, the estates, the rents, 
the tenures, with other articles, to be observed, as well on his 
Majesty's behalf, as on the behalf of the undertakers, in 
manner and form following : 

** First. The proportions of land to be distributed to 
undertakers, shall be of three different quantities ; consisting 
of sundry parcels or precincts of land, called by Irish names, 
used and known in the several counties, viz. Ballibetaghs, 
Quarters, Balliboes, Tathes, and Polls. The first and least 
proportion to contain such and so many of the said parcels as 
shall make up 1000 English acres at the least; and the 
second, or middle proportion, to contain such or so many of 
the said parcels as shall make up 1500 English acres at the 
least; and the last, or greatest proportion, to contain such or 
so many of the said parcels as shall make up 2000 English 
acres at the least; to ^very of which propoi^ioii shall be 
allowed such quantity of bog or wood as the ccmntry shall 
ccMiveniently afford. 
' « ^em4^ 1^ persons rf the uvderlakero of the several^ 
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pToportioBBy shell be of three sorts, viz, — 1st. English or 
Scottisby as well servitors as others, who are to plant their 
portioiis with English or inland Scottish inhabitants. — 
2i. ServitoiB in the Kingdonft of Ireland, who may take mere 
Irish, English, or inland Scottish tenants, at their choice. — 
8d. Natives of Ireland, who are to be made freeholders. 

" ThvrA His Majesty will reserve unto hsnself the ap- 
pointment m what county every undertaker shall have his 
^'portion. But to avoid emulation and controversy, which 
would arise among them if every man should choose the 
place where he would be planted, his Majesty's pleasure is, 
Atat the scttes or places of their portions in every county 
shall be distributed by lot. 

" Lastly. The several articles ensuing are to be observed, 
as welt on his Majesty's behalf, as of the several undertakers 
respectively." 

" ARTICLES concerning the English and Scottish 
Undertakers^ who are to plant their portions with 
English and inland Scottish Tenants. 

^ ** First, His. Majesty is pleased to grant estates in fee 
farm to them and their heirs* 

** Second. They shall yearly yield unto his Majesty, for 
every proportion of 1000 acres, £5. 6«. 8rf. English ; and so 
rateably, for the greater proportions, which is after the rate of 
6«. Sd. for every sixty English acres. But none of the said 
undertakers shall pay any rent until the expiration of the 
first two years, except the natives of Ireland, who are not 
subject to the charge of transportation. 

^ Third. Every undertaker of so much land as shall 
amount to the greatest proportion of 2000 acres, or there- 
abouts, shall hold the same by knight's service, in capite; 
and every undertaker of so much land as shall amount to the 
middle proportion of 1500 acres, or thereabouts, shall hoM 
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the same by knight semce, as of the castle of Dublin; and 
^very undertaker of so much land as shall amount to the least 
proportion of 1000 acres, at thereabouts, shall hold th« 
same in common socage, and there shall be no wardship upon 
the two first descents of that land. 

** Fourth. Every undertaker of the greatest proportaon of 
2000 acres, shall, within two years after the date of his 
letters patent, build thereupon a castle, with a strong court 
or bawn about it ; and every undertaker of the second, or 
middle proportion of 1500 acres, shall, within the same time, 
build a stone or brick house thereupon, with a strong court or 
bawn about it ; and every undertaker of the least proportion 
of 1000 acres, shall, within the same time, make thereupon a 
strong court or bawn, at least. And all the said undertakers 
shall draw their tenants to build houses for themselves and 
their families, near the principal Castle House or Bawn, for 
their mutual defence and strength ; and they shall have 
sufficient timber, by the assignment of such officers as the 
Lord Deputy and Council of Ireland shall appoint, out of 
^ his Majesty's woods in that province, for the same buildings, 
jvithout paying any thing for the same, during the said two 
years; and to that end there shall be a present inhibition to 
restrain the felling or destruction of the said woods, in the 
meantime, for what cause soever. 

^^ Fifth. The said undertakers, their heirs and assigns, 
shall have ready in their houses at all times, a convenient 
store of arms, wherewith they may furnish a competent 
number of able men for their defence, which may be viewed 
and mustered every half year, according to the manner of 
England. 

<* Sixth. Every of the said undertakers, English or Scottish, 
before the ensealing of his letters patent, shall take the oadi 
of supremacy, either in the chancery of England or Ireland, 
or before the commissioners to be appointed for establishing 
of the Plantation; and diall also conform themselves in 
religion, according to his Majesty's laws. 
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^ Seventh. The undertakers, their heirs and assigpas, shall 
not alien or demise their portions or any part thereof, to the 
mere Irish or to soch persons as will not take the oath, which 
the said undertakers are bound to take by the former article; 
and to that end a proviso shall be inserted in their letters 
patent. 

^ Eighth. Every undertaker shall, within two years after 
the date of his letters patent, plant or place a competent 
number of English or inlimd Scottish tenants upon his pro- 
portion, in such manner, as, by Ae commissioners to be ap- 
pointed for die establishment of this plantation, shall be 
prescribed. 

* ** Ninth. Every of the said undertakers, for the space of 
five years next after the date of his letters patent, shall be 
resident in person himself upon his portion, or place some 
such other persAi thereupon, as shall be allowed by Ae state 
of England or Ireland, who shall be likewise resident there 
during the said five years, unless, by reason of sickness or 
other important cause, he be licensed by the lord deputy and 
council of Ireland to absent himself for a time. 

^ Tenth. The said undertakers shall not alien their por*- 
tions during five years next after the date of their letters 
patent, but in this manner, viz. one-third part in fee farm, 
another third part for 40 years or under, reserving to them- 
selves the other third part without alienation during the said 
five years; but after the said five years, they shall be at liberty 
to alien to all persons, except the mere Irish, and sudi 
persons as will not take the oath, which the said imdertakers 
are to take as aforesaid. 

^ Eleventh. The said undertakers shall have power to 
erect manors, to held courts bcux>n twice every year, to create 
tenures, to hold of themselves upon alienation of any part of 
Uieb said portions, so as the same do not exceed the moiety 
thereof. 

^ Twelfth. The said undertakers shall not demise any 
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port of their lands at will only, but shall make certain ^istates 
for years, for life, in tail, or in fee simple. 

<< Thirteenth. No uncertain rent shall be res^*ved by Ae 
said undertakers ; but the same shadl be expressly set down 
without reference to the custom of the eountary ; and a proviso 
shall be inserted in their letters patent, against cuttings, 
codieries, and other Irish exactions upon their tenants. 

<( ^Fourteenth The said undertakers, their heirs and asi^giis, 
during the space of se^en years next -ensuing, shall haye 
power to transport all conmiodities growis^ upon their own 
lands, which they shall hold by those letters patent, witbout 
paying any custom or imposition for the same* 

*^ FifteeiUh. It shall be lawful for the said undertakers for 
the space of five years next ensuing, to send for and bring 
into Ireland out of Grei^ Britcun, victual and utensils for 
their household, materials and tools for bidding mid hus* 
bandry, and cattle to stock and manure the lands aforesaid* 
without paying any custom iw the same, which i^all not 
extend to any commodities by way of merchandize.'' 

^^ ARTICLES cotwermng such Semitart in Ireland 
ais shall be Undertakers m this PkmtaUon^ tmd 
shall have power to inhabit their portions mlS% 
mere Irish Tenants. 

I^irst. They shall have estates in .fee farm. 
" Sec(md. They shall yield a yearly rent to his Majesty of 
£8 English, for every proportion of 1000 acres, and so 
rateably for the greater proportions, which is after the rate of 
10«. for 60 English acres or thereabouts, which they shall 
Inhabit with mere Irish tenants; but they shall pay only 
£5. 6«. 8rf. for every proportion of 1000 acres which they shall 
inhabit with English or Scottish tenants as aforesaid, and iso 
rateably for the other proportions ; and they shall pay no rent 
ibr the two first years.

** Second. They shall pay the yearly rent of £10 13«. 4rf. 
for every portion of 1000 acres, and so rateably for the greater 
proportions, which is after the rate of 13«. Ad. for every sixty 
acres, or thereabouts ; and they shall pay no rent for th^ 
first year. 

<' Third. For their tenures, they shall hold as the other 
undertakers respectively, according to their portions, with a 
proviso of forfeiting of thnr estates if they enter into actual 
rebellion. 
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^^ Fourth. They shall inhabit their lands, and build their 
castles, houses, and bawns, within two years, as the former 
undertakers. 

<^ Fifth. They shall make certain estates for years or for 
liyes, to their under-tenants, and they shall take no Irish 
exactions. 

*< Sixth. They shall use tillage and husbandry after the 
manner of the English pale.''* 

" CERTAIN general Propositians to be notified to 
the Undertakers of dU sorts. 

« First. That there shall be commissioners appointed for 
the setting forth of the several proportions, and for the order- 
ing and settling of the Plantation, according to such instruc- 
tions as shall be given unto them by his Majesty in that 
behalf. 

<< Second. That all the said undertakers shall, by them- 
selves, or by such as the states of England or Ireland shall 
allow of, attend the said commissioners in Ireland, at or 
before Midsummer next, to receive such directions, touching 
their Plantations, as shall be thought fit. 

" Third. That every undertaker, before the ensealing of 
his letters patent, shall enter into bond or recognizance, with 
good sureties to his Majesty's use, in the office of his Majesty's 
chief remembrancer in England or Ireland, or in his Majesty's 
exchequer or chancery in Scotland, or else before two of the 
commissioners to be appointed for the Plantation, to perform 
the foresaid articles, according to their several distinctions, 
of building, planting, residence, alienation within five years. 



* The limit which diyided the possessions of the English settler 
from those of the natire Irish, was called the pale ; and the expressions 
of inhahjtants tc^tVAm the pale and withoui the pale, were the terms \>^ 
which the two nations were distinguished. 
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and inaking of oertam estates to dieir tenants, in this manner, 
viz, die undertaker of die greatest proportion to become 
bound in £400, of die middle proportion in £900, and of die 
least proportion in £200. 

** FcmrtK That in erery of die said counties diere shall 
be a conyenient number of market-towns imd corporations 
erected, for the habitation and setding of tradesmen and 
artificers; and diat diere shall be one free-school at least, 
appcHnted in eyery county, for die education of youdi in 
learning and religion. 

*^ JRifth, That diere shaU be a conyenient number of 
parishes and parish churches, with sufficient incumbents in 
erery county ; and that die parishioners shall pay all dieir 
tithes in kind to die incumbents of the said parish churches.'* 

The before-mentioned conditions appear afterwards to have 
been formed into a general stipulation, entided, << CondUians 
to be observed by the British Undertakers of the escheated 
Lands in Ulster^ consisting of three principal points, viz. 
first J What the British undertakers shall have of his Majesty's 
gift ; second^ What die said undertakers shall, for their parts, 
perform ; and, thirds In what manner the said performance 
should be executed. 

These conditions do not vary in substance from the former. 

It was directed that the lands to be undertaken should be 
divided into sundry precincts, of different quantity. 

Every precinct to be subdivided into proportions of three 
sorts, great, middle, and small. 

The great proportion to contain 2000 English acres at 
least; the middle, 1500; and die small, 1000 acres at the 
least. Bog and wood to be allowed to the same, rent free. 

The precincts were by name distinguished part for the 
English and part for the Scottifidi, as appeared by the table of 
distributions of the precincts. 

Every precinct should be assigned to one principal under- 
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taker and his consort, as would appear by the table of assigna- 
tion of the precincts. 

The chief undertakers should be allowed two Huddle pro- 
portions, if they desired the same; otherwise, no single 
undertaker was to be allowed above one great proportion. 

They were to hold courts baron twice a year, but not 
oftener; and they were empowered to create tenures in 
socage, to be holden of themselves. 

Timber to be assigned for building during the space of 
two years; and after that period, every undertaker to hold to 
. his own use the timber and woods remaining upon his own 
proportion. 

The principal undertaker to have one advowson within his 
vprecinct, to him wd his heirs. 

Every undertaker, within three years, to be accounted 
from Easter then next, was to plant or place, upon a small 
proportion, the number of twenty-four able men, of the age 
of eighteen years or upwards, being English or inland 
Scottish, and so rateably upon the other proportions ; which 
numbers should be reduced into ten families at least, to be 
settled upon every small proportion, and rateably upon the 
other proportions, in the followio^ manner, vizp the principal 
undertaker, and his family, to be settled upon a den^sne of 
three hundred acres; two fee-farmers upon one hundred and 
twenty acres a pieces three leaseholders for three lives, or 
twenty-one years, upon one hundred acres a piece ; and upon 
the residue., being one hundred and sixty acres, four families 
or more, of husbandmen, artificers, or cottagers, whose por- 
tions of land were to be aligned by the princ^al undertaker, 
at his discretion. 

The tenants of the undertakers to buUd their houses alto- 
gether, and contiguous tio the principal mansion, and not 
to be detached and scattered, in order that they might con- 
stitute villages and townships, and foe conducive to mutual 
defence^ 
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The und^rtakfia to take the oath of m^pteaxmcff nAd be 
GcmfiHinaUe to the national i^ligjoii. 

The ii]idertak«nB, either .in peraen, 0r by such iigenlB aa 
should be allowed by the oouBcils of the estate of Ireland, 
or Scotland, sespectiv^, should, before Ifidsmnnitr-day 
then next, repahr unto the realm of Irelaad, to offer l3ie»r 
selves to the lord deputy and commissioners for the Plante*- 
tion, who ahoidd 4ake order with die said uadertdcers for 
the distnbfitiQii e{ Ae proportions widria eyery preciocti 
eiiher by i^rreement or lot, so as e^ery underiidcer should 
kifeow his p^NTtioB, if the isame should AGft happen to b^ 
distributed in England before. 

The undertakeira ahmild take possession before Jiliohaelmas 
IhenoeiEt. 

The time apecified for briBgu^ over into beland the 
families of the undertakers, to be all settled before AU-^Saints'- 
day, 1611. 

The undertakers to take out Aek letters patejit, 'Oitfaer ia 
Ei^Iand or Ireland, at their election, before Midsummer 
l:ben next.

That the said commissioners be ready to begin 
their journey into our province of Ulster, for the execution 
of their commission, before the end of July next, or sooner 
if it may be. 

*' Third. The omissions and defects in the former smrey 
of the escheated lands in Ulster, either for us or the church, 
are to be supplied and amended by new inquisitions, and 
the ecclesiastical lands to be distinguished from the lands 
belonging to the crown. 

« Fourth. The counties being divided into several propor- 
tions, every proportion is to be bounded out by the knoWn 
metes and names, with the particular mention both of the 
number and name of every balliboe, tath, poll, quarter, or the 
likelrish precinct of land, that is contained in every portion, 
and to give each portion a proper name to be known by, and 
in the proportion lying near to the highways, choice is to 
be made of the most fit seat for undertakers to build upon, 
in such sort as may best serve for the safety and succour of 
passengers; and also to allot aind set out by ntears and 
bounds, unto every proportion, so much bog and wood ov^ 
and above his number of acres, as the place, where the pro- 
portion shall lay, may conveniently afford, having respedt 
to the adjacent proportions. 
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^ Fifth. Becaiwe die article of casdng lots discoaragetk 
laany diat are sufficient, and would be glad to dwell together; 
that therefore eyery county be divided into greater precincts, 
every precinct containing eight, ten, or twelve thousand 
acres, according to die greatness of the county ; and those 
pcecincts to contain several proportions lying togethw, to the 
end that so many consorts of undertakers may here be ap^ 
pointed, as there are several precincts; which being done, 
then these consorts may cast lots for the precincts, and after- 
wards divide every precinct amongst the particular under- 
takers of diat consort, either by agreement or by lot; and 
this form not to be concluded but upon consideration token 
thereof by the commissioners there, who having reported 
back their opinions, some such course may be resolved, as to 
us shall be thought most convenient. 

** Sixth. To cause plots to be made of every county, an«t 
in the said plot to pnck out the several precincts, and in the 
precincts the several proportions by their names. 

*^ Seventh. Such great woods as the commissioners shall 
make choice of to be preserved for our use, are to be excepted 
out of the proportions ; and to be reserved for die undertaken' 
buildings, and for such other purposes as to us shall be 
thought fit. 

^ Eighth. That in die surveys, observation be made what 
proportions by name are fittest to be allotted to the Britocis, 
what to the servitors, and what to the natives ; where in this 
respect is to be had, that the Britons be put in places of best 
safety, the natives to be dispersed, and die servitors planted 
in those places which are of greatest importance to serve the 
rest 

^ JVinth. The commissionere are to limit and bound out 
the precincts of the several parishes, according to their dis- 
cretion, notwithstanding the limitation of the precinct; 
wherein diey may observe the ancient limits of the old 
parishes, so as the same iH'eed not a.greater inconvenience 
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to the PlaatatHMi; and to ttssign to-Ae mcmabeiit of each 
fm^ a gldbre, after Ihe rale of three score acres for every 
thousand acres within Ae parishes, in the most convenient 
plaeeS) or nearest to the churches; and, for the more cer- 
tainty, to give such glebe a certain name, whereby it may 
be known; aftd to take order, that there be a proviso in 
the letters patent for passing the glebes, to restrain the 
alienations thereof, saving during incumbencies.

That there be set out and reserved twelve 
Aousand acres, either out of the proportions, or otherwise 
imt of the lands omitted in the survey, in such counties and 
places, as to our deputy and commissioners shall be thought 
ilieet, the same tabe disposed by us for the endowment of an 
Hospital, to be erected for maimed and diseased soldiers, in 
such place and mamier as we shall hereafter appoint* 

• "* Thirteenths The commissioners shall, by the authority 
^iven them, hear and determine all titles and controversies,* 
by final order and decree, that shall be brought before them, 
concerning any lands and possessions; the church lands onfy 
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excepted, which^-iieTertlieless, diey aball have also pow^s to- 
cnrder and decree (aB aforesaid) so it lie done with the consent 
of the Lord Deputy, the Archbishop of DabKii) aod the now 
Bishop of Derry. They shall also compoond for titles 
betireeii us and our subjects, and between party and party. 

^ JFaurteenih, And whereas complaint is made, that the 
scites of some cathedral churches, the places of the residence 
of Ae Bishops, Deans, Chapteis, Dqriiitaries,.and Prebends, 
in Ulster, be passed away to diTeicr in fee-fiom, by letters 
patent, undar pretence of monastery lands, to the great 
detriment of dioee churdies; the commissionerB shall have 
authority to examine the same, and finding the information 
true, to consider of some course to be' taken for reirtitution 
to be made to the drardies from whence they wese formerly 
taken,, widi such consideration to those that now hold them 
as standeth with equi^,. according to &e drcumstances 
considerable. And fhrthev we are pleased, that the escheated 
lands, out of winch the Brahops have had heretofore rent, 
certam^ of refections, or pensions, should be esteemed ec- 
clesiastical, and be aimesed to the scnreral sees whereunto 
they did pay the same, whereof the ciwnniissimters are to 
take particular notice, and to see the same effected ac« 
cerdmgly. 

^JFifteenih. You, our deputy, shall came our judges 
and learned counsel to set down our titles to the sereral lands 
lately escheated in Ulster, to see the recosds to he perfittedf 
and to take care that they may be safely preserved and kept 
secret, and ta transmit the eases hither,, under the hands of 
our judges and learned .counsel. 

^ Sixteenik* All acts, orders, and decrees, resolved dbere^ 
to be recorded into two books, the one to remain there in. 
some court of record, and the other to be transmitted to our 
counsel here. 

^ Seventemah* It is also to be considered wlmt portions;' 
are fit to beallrtted to the mother of the late Earl of Tyr^qp^ 
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nel, the mother of Mac-Gwir, Katherine Butler, die late 
widow of Mulmorie O'Rely, and such others as claim join- 
tures; and that the commissioners do (if they have cause) 
allow the same unto them during, their .lives, and the rever*. 
sion to the natives, with condition that they observe the. 
articles of the Plantation as other undertakers do, or other- 
wise to assign them recompense in some other place. 

*^ Eighteenth* The river fishings in loughs and rivers are 
to be allotted unto the proportions next adjoining unto the . 
loughs and rivers, wherein the said fishings are, the one 
moiety to the proportion lying on Ae one side of the river 
or lough, and the other moiety to the proportion lying on 
the other side, unless, by necessity or inconveniency, it shall 
be found fitting to be allotted to the one side ; for which 
fishing, some increase of rent is to be reserved unto us, as 
to the commissioners shall be thought fit. 

^ •Nineteenth. That return be made of their proceedings 
and doings by virtue of this commission and instructions, 
before Hallow-mass next, that we may have convenient 
time to resolve thereupon this winter, and to signify our 
pleasure against the next spring." 

By virtue of the aforesaid commission, inquisitions were 
duly held concerning the several escheated lands in the 
counties therein mentioned, which were returned, into the 
Bolls-Office, for which see appendix. 

After the publication .of the foregoing . conditions of 
plantation, his Majesty conceiving the City of London to be 
the ablest body to undertake so important a work, directed 
the Earl of Salisbury to write a letter to Sir Clement 
Edmonds, the City Remembrancer, desiring him to acquaint 
the Lord Mayor, (Humphrey Weld) that the Earl wished a 
conference should be had with him on the subject. Accord- 
ingly, on or about the dO^^ of July, 1609, the Lord Mayor 
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sent to Sir John Jolles and Sir William Cockaine, who were 
well acquainted with Irish affairs, and thereupon a meetings 
was appointed to be held at Sir John Jolles's house, where 
the following propositions, made by his Majes^.to 4he City, 
were considered." 

« MOTIVES and reasons to induce the City of 
London to undertake the Plantation in the North 
of Ireland. 

' ^ The late ruinated 6ity of Derry, situated upon the 
rirer of Lough Foyle, navigable with good vessels above* 
ike Deny, and one other place at or near the castle of 
Coleraine, situate upon the river of Bann, navigable with 
small vessels only, by reason of the bar a little above Cole- 
raine, do seem to be the fittest places*for the city of London 
to plant. 

^ The situation is such, that with small charge and in- 
dustry, the aforesaid places, especially the Deny, may be 
made by land almost impregnable, and so will more easily 
afford safety and security to those that shall be sent thither 
to inhabit. 

^ These towns his Majesty may be pleased to grant unto, 
not only Corporations, with such liberties and privileges ilbr 
their good government, &c. as shall be convenient, but also 
the whole territory and county betwixt them, which is above 
twenty miles in length, bounded by the sea on^the north, 
the river Bann on the east, and the river of Deny, or Lough 
Foyle, on the west ; out of which 1000 acres more may be 
allotted to each of the towns, for their commons, rent 
free ; the rest to be planted with such undertakers as the 
city of London shall think good for their best profit, paying 
only for the same the easy rent of the undertakers. 

** His Majesty may be pleased to grant to these towns, the 
benefit of all the customs of all goods to be imported 
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thither, or exported thence, as well poundage wd tomiag^^. 
as the great and sa^M customs, for twentyrone years, ps^yii^ 
yearly Qs. 8d^ i^ an acknowledgment. 

^^Furth^more, that his Majesty will be pleased to buy 
from the possessors, the salmon fishing of the riFers of BfUAii 
and Lough Foyle ; and out of his princely bounty, to bestow 
the same upon those towns (for their better encoiu^g^ment) 
which some years proveth very plentiful and profitable. 

" And likewise to grant them licenses to transport i^ll pro- 
hibited wares growing upon their own lands. 

" And likewise the Admiralty in the coai^ of Tyroonuell 
and Coleraine, now, as is supposed^ in the Lord Deputy by die 
Lord Admiral's grant, may bei, by his Majesty's.mesmSf trans- 
ferred unto th«m for the term of twenty-one years." 

** Tlie Land Comnwdities which ^e North of Ireland 
produceth. 

** The country is well wi^eied, generally^ by abundajqice jpf 
springs, brooks, and rivers; and plenty of fuel^ either by 
means of wood, or, where that is wanting, of good and 
wholesome turf. 

^^ It yiel^eth stoore of all necessary for man's sustenance, in 
such measure as may not only, main tain itself but also fumidi; 
the city of London, yearly, with manifold provision, especially, 
for their fleets; namely, with beef, pork, fish, lye, here, peasy 
and beans, which will also, in some yeaps, help the deattkof 
the city and country about, and the storehouses.appointed fop 
the relief o£ the. poor* 

" As it is fit for all sorts of husbandry, so for breeding o£ 
mares and increase of cattle, it doth excd, whence may be 
expected plenty of butter, cheese, hides, and tallow. 

^< English sheep will breed abundantly in Iseland, — ^the S6» 
coast,, and the nature of the soil, being very wholesome for 
tihem; atid,Jf need were, wool might be had cheaply aa4 
plentifully out of the west parte of Scotland. 
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^ It 18 bield to be good in many places for madd^, hops, 
sod'Woad. 

^' It affordeth fells of all sorts, in great quantity, red deer, 
fexes, sheep, lamb, rabbitB, nuiitins, squirrels. &e. 

** Hemp and flax do more naturally grow there than else^ 
vhere; whidi, being well regarded, might give great pro- 
vision for canvas, cable, cording, and such like requisite for 
diippiag, besides thread, linen, cloth, and all sttiffs niade of 
linen yam, which is more fine and plentiful there than in all 
the rest of the kingdom. 

^ Materials for building, — timber, stone of all sorts, lime- 
stone, slate, and shingle, — are afforded in most pdrts of the 
country ; and the soil is good for brick and tile. 

^ Maferiab for building of ships (excepting tai^) are there 
to be had in great plenty ; and in the country adjoining, the 
^wdKect and largest timber in the woods of GlanccMkene 
and Killetrough.that may be, and may compare' with any in 
bis JVfajesty^s dominions,' which may easily be brought to the 
sea by Lough Neagh, and the river of the Bann. The fir 
masts, of all sorts, may be had out of Lochabar in Scotland, 
net far distant from the north of Ireland, much more easily 
than from Norway; — other sorts of wood do afford many 
servicies, for pipe staves, hogshead staves, barrel staves, hoop 
stnves, dapboard staves, wainscot, soap and dyeing a^hes, 
gbsB'and ironwork, for iron imd copper ore, are there plen- 
tifaily had.'

^< Great and profitable fishing are in the next adjacent 
isles of Scotland, where manj Hollanders do fish all the 
summer season ; and do plentifully vend their fish in* Spainv 
and within the Straits. 

^^ Much train or fish oil, of seal, herrings, &c. may be 
made upon that coast. 

" Ab the sea yieldeth very great plenty and rariety of di6 
sea fish, so doth the coast afford abundance of all manner 
of sea fowl, and the rivers greater store of fresh fish, than 
any of the rivers in England. 

^ There be also some store of good pearls upon this coast; 
especially within the river of Lough Foyle. 

*^ The coasts be ready for traffic with England and 
Scotland, and for supply of provision from or to them; and 
do lie open and convenient for Spain, and the Straits, and 
fittest and nearest for Newfoundland. 

" The Profits which London shaM receive by this

^^ If multitudes of men were employed, proportionably ta 
these conamodities, which might be there by industry 
attained, many thousands would be set on work, to the great 
service of the King, strength of his realm, advancement of 
several trades, and benefit of particular persons, whom the 
infinite increasing greatness (that often doth minister oc- 
4»sion of ruin to itself) of this City, might not only con- 
veniently spare, but also reap a singular commodity, by 
easing themselves of an insupportable burthen, which so 
surchargeth all the parts of the City, that one tradesman 
can scarce live by another ; which, in all probability, would 
be a means ako, and preserve th?

" Eleventh. That the city of Deny and town of Cole- 
raine, and 7000 acres of land to them, riiall be holden of the 
King in free burgage 

^^ Twelfth. That the residue of the county lands and 
woods, and all such lands as were to be undertaken, should 
be holden of the King in common socage. 

** Thirteenth. That the customs of all goods imported, or. 
to be exported, poundage, tonnage, the great and small 
customs, should be enjoyed by the City for the term of ^ 
years, within, the city of the Deny, town and county of 
Coleraine,, and ports and creeks thereof, paying yeaorly 
68. Sd. to his Majesty as an acknowledgment ; and to have 
the like within the port of Portrush. 

^^ Fourteenth. That the salmon and eel fibs^ing 6f the 
rivers of Bann and Lough Foyle, and all other kind of filing 
in the river of Lough Foyle, so far as the river floweth ; and in 
the Bann to Lough Neagh, should be in perpetuity to the City* 

" Fifteenth. That the City should have liberty to trans« 
port all prdiibited wares growing upon their own lands. 

'' Sixteenth. Thfit the City should have the office of 
adnmraltyin the coasts of Tyrconnell and Coleraine, add all 
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Ae vo^ties tuid profits thereunto belonging' ; and sbonld' 
kaTe their own ships and goods, which should happen to be 
wrecked air sea in BaIl}r8hannon and Oderfleete, and in all die 
coasts, porte, and creeks^ along and between th^A, saved and 
reserred to themselves, 

<^ Seventeenth. That the City should have the like liberty of 
fishing and fowling upon all that coast as.other subjects htfd ; 
^d that it should be lawful for them to draw their nets and 
pack their fish upon any part of that coast that they fish 
upon, and'cany tke same away; and that they have the 
several fisfaii^ and fowling in the city of Deny, and towii 
and comity of Coleraine, and all the lands to be undertaken 
by them; and in the river of Lough Foyle, so far as it 
floweth, and of the river of Bann unto Lough Neagh. 

^ Eighteenth. That no flax, hemp, or yam, unwoven, be 
carried out of the ports of the Derry and Coleraine, without 
licence from the city officers ; and that no hidea be .transported 
tww, without licence, oilt of those ports. 
i . <^ Nin^eenth. That as well the cities and towns, as the 
county of Coleraine, be freed from all patents of privileges 
th^setofore granted to any person; and that thereafter no 
patent of privilege* be granted within the said several cities, 
iKfrnm^ and county of Coleraine, and other the undertaken 
laods ; and that the said city of Dei^, town and county of 
Coleraine, should be freed fr«mi all compositions, and taxes 
which might be exacted or imposed by the governor or. 
governors of those parts. 

'' Twentieth. That the City should have the castle of 
Cuhnore, and the land thereunto, in fee-farm,- they main« 
gaining a sufficient ward of officers therein. 

^ Twewty-^firtt. That the liberty of the City of Deny and 
Coleraine should extend three miles every way. 

'' Twewty-^secwd. That the Ci^ should hav'e such further 
liberties to the Derry and Coleraine, as upon view of the 
4!hsffters of London, the Cinque Ports, and NewcastiempoB^.' 
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Tyne, vor the City of Dublm, islioiild rte totttid fit fot those 
places. 

<< Twenty-^tMrd. TheLt itll poftiltitilar nien'ls interests in 
fhe places about the Beity aiid county 6( Coleiaine, and in 
other the undertaken lands be cleai*ed and freed to the cfty, 
(except as excepted in the sixth article.) 

«' Twmty-fcufth. l^at sufficieirt forces should be 1nafn« 
tained at the King's charges, for seEfety of the undertakers^ 
ftxr a convenient time. 

« Twenty^fth. That for settling atid securing edl things 
touching the said Plantation^ his Majesty would gire his 
royal assent to a^sts^of parliament ^in England, and the like 
in Ireland, to pass. 

" Twenty-sixth. That the City should have titoe, during 
the tarmof seven years, to madce snob reasonable demands 
as time should shew to be needful, but could not presently 
be foreseen. 

« Twenty-seventh. Lastly, that Ihe City should, with all 
speedy set forward the said Plantation, in such sort as that 
there should be si^tty houses htdlt in 'Derry, and forty housed 
in Ccderame, bythe !»' of Ndvanber thon next following, 
with convenient fortifications, and the test of the housea, 
widi the fortifications, should be built and perfecteid by t%e 
!•* of November, 1611."

Exdieqper^ hmg all at Ae ¥nrj Ommdl ; and anodief 
part was signed hy SirHtniy Jfontagwe and sixteen odier 
penous bsing the committees apfwinled'hy act of Common* 
CoandU on the hehalf of die Mayor and Commonalty. 

Xhis f^gieement being thus eKoeoted .by the parties, the 
Comrt ordained, that fiir the pmrpoae of conducting the said 
Plantation, a Cempany should (be constituted and established 
withm the City of London, which should consist of one 
GoTemor, one Deputy to the GoFemor, and twenty4our 
ABWHtanIs ; and that the GoFemor, and five of the said 
Assistants, should be Aldermen of the Gity of London; and 
lb; JtecordiHr, of the City, should likewise be one of the 
same AmjuImiIo ; and the Deputy, and the rest of the Asdst«' 
anlB, diQuld bexommonors ^the same City; which coaopany 
dtencefcrwavd, in every yeac, should be deded and chosen 
at Ae fimt Conunon-Councll to be hdM after the Feast of the 
Purification of the blessed Virgin Alary; at which tims Am 
Deputy, Bui. twelve of the Aasteantsfor the year precedent^ 
ai%^t be. removed, and one other Deputy, and twelve odier 
AssislanlB in Aeir steads, should be newly elected, to join 
widi the odier twelve Asaistas^ that were not removed ibr 
the year «nsuiiig; and lihe next year, those that omitinned 
Ibei year before might be removed, so Ibat twelye •of the 
AsBislaiils Aoight continue the apace of two years. 

Jite Coiurt aceoriingly appointed 4!he membdm of the 
Sodety', of which WiUiam Goekaine, Alderman, and one of 
4be Sheriffs .of the City, was Governor, and Wilttam Ibwersm 
Deputy Governor, and it was ordained, Ihat the said Govemoiv 
Depoity Governor, and the Amistants, should continue in 
th^ir ^ffiee jfor <nte yeas, beginning at the Feast <^ the Puii« 
fication then itext ensuing, and that at the next Common 
Council to be held after the expiration of the said yeari, 
the new election of a Governor, Deputy, jmd Afiusistanln^ 
Ao^d be had in ferm oforesaid, and so from y esr to year* 
And the Court Author enacted, that the said Compsoy then 
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elected and appointed, or thereafter from, time to time to be 
elected and appointed, or any nine of them, whereof tb^ 
Governor or Deputy for the time being, to be one, should 
have full power and authority to hold and keep a Court, and 
in the same to treat, debate and determine of all matteni and 
causes concerning the business that to them. in their discre- 
tions should think fit* And also to direct appoint and oom-^ 
mand what should be done or performed on the behalf o€ 
the City, concerning the said Plantation ; and also should give 
direction in England, either by letters or otherwise sent to 
Ireland, for the ordering, managing and disposing of all 
things whatsoerer concerning the intended plantation, or my 
thing belonging to the Citizens of London's undertaking in 
that part of Ireland called Ulster ; as also for the receivingy 
ordering, disposing, and disbyrsing of all sums of money 
that were or should be collected *or gathered for that pur* 
pose, and generally for any other cause, matter, or thing 
whatsoeyer, incident to or belonging to the business and 
affairs in Ulster ; and in the courts so to be holden, shouht 
have full power and authority to nominate and appoint their 
Clerk, Beadle, and such other Officers as they in. their 
discretion shonld think fit; and Ihat whatsoeyer should be 
done, decreed, or resolved by and at any such Court so t^he 
holden, should be firm and stable ; and the Court of Conunon 
Council thereby declared it ratified and confirmed by them. 
The wardrobe in Guildhall was appointed to be the. place 
where the Courts of the Company should be held. The times 
4)f meeting were to be appointed by the Governor, or Deputy 
Governor, who were respectively to give orders for summoning 
the C<mipany together. The City Chamberlain was at the 
same Court of Common Council appointed the Treasurer of 
;the monies to be raised of the City for the purposes of the 
^d Plantation, who was to pay all monies conformably to 
warrants to be signed by the Governor, or Deputy Govenior» 
with three of the Assistants of the Company* 
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The Society being dins established by the Court of Com- 
mon Council, TVistram Beresford and John Rowley, were 
appointed general agents for the City, who immediately 
]»oceeded to Ireland ; and soon afterwards the Society were 
put in posBession of the estates.* 

Arrangements were at the same time made in London, for 
inising and collecting the smn agreed to be raised by the 
City for the pnrposes of the Plantation, and in building 
towns and fortifications; which was, at length, determined 
lo be done according to die assessment of the com rate, made 
on the TariooB companies of the Cky. Tliis sum, however, 
was found to be insufficient ; and other assessments were, 
firom tnne to time, occasionally made, which eventually ex-> 
eeeded the sum of £60,000. 

' 14*^ April, 1611. — ^The new settlenei, soon after receiving 
possesmn of the estates, made an exchange with Sir Thomas 
Phillips, then governor of the county of Coleraine,of the castle 
of Lymavaddy, and three thousand acres of ground adjoining 
iCy bemg port of their division for other lands belonging to 
him. Sir Thomas Phillips afterwards made himself very 
obnoxious to the Irish Society, by intermeddling in their 
concerns with regard to the Plantation ; and the Governor 
and Assistants remonstrated with him, by correspondence, 
on the occarion. 

21»' December, 1012. — ^The King having been informed, 
ftat the settlers wete n^ligent in performing the conditions 



* About this time the hereditary order «»f Knighthood, with the 
title of Baronet was introduced ; Kiog James the First deyised this 
#pecies of honour, which was purchaseable ; that from the sale of such 
titles to all those who chose thus to contribute, the charges of main- 
taining the Bnglish power in the remote proyince of Ulster might in 
part be defrayed, and hence it is, that the coat of arms borne by 
Baronets, is the armerial ensign of Ulster, Vide Samptan't Menunr^ 
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of tbe Plantation^ wrote a letter to Sir Arthur Chichester, dten 
Lor^ Deputy of Ireland^ as foUow«« vi»i— 

^ By the King. — ^Bight, trusty, and welUbetoved, wa 
g^reet you well. 

^ It is well known unto you how* great a 
revenue we might .have raised to our cTown, by our escheated 
lands in the province of Ulster^ if we had not preferred Ae 
reforaHudon of that disordered country by a civil plantatioii 
ter be made thai^in,. before the private profit which we 
might hare reaped by it. F<M^ the more steady effecting 
whereof^ we made lib^idMonations of great pro^rtions of 
those lands, so escheated unto us, to. divers British: under* 
takers aad servitors,; with favourable tenwes and reservationH 
for their better encouragement, and enahHng them, ib-ltieiv 
estates^. to expedite the^work ctf their Plantation, aecording 
toc: those articles which .they voluntarily bound diemselves; 
bttt^: as we. are informed^ they have -made so slow pro^ 
gression therein^ hidu^o, that neither the safety of that 
oeuntry, nov the planting of religion kod civility amongst 
diose rude and barbarous people, whidi w««re the priuQipat 
motives of that pmject, aad which* we expected^ asr^heonly 
fhiitsand returna to us of our bounty fiomr them, ai« any 
ivf hit, .asryet^ materially' effected by thenu We are not^ igtio^ 
rant how much the real accomplishment of that Plantation 
concerns th^e futui^ peace and safety of that kingdom; but 
if there were ne reason^ of state- 16 pressit fonn^rd, yet w« 
would pursue and effect that work, with the same earnest- 
ness as we now do, merely for the goodness and morality of 
it; esteeming the settling of religion, the introdncitig of 
civility, order, and* government, among a barbarous and un*^ 
subjected people, to be the acts of piety and glory, and 
worthy also a Christian Prince to endeavour. Though we 
understand, by some of the undertakers and servitors there, 
with whom* we had speedi, that there is a general back- 
wardness and slack proceeding in the Plantation, yet the 
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p«lti<mlim. thereof are eiiber concealed (Tom us, or diTcrsely 

nsporlad: unto ns, eyaiy man. being willing to. improve his 

o^n merit in* that seiTice» and to transfer the faults and 

<Mj(iilsion8 dierdn upon other, men,; wherefore, we haye 

^ught.fitp for our particular information, to hare a ^rue 

and ^i:act survey taken, and, with as mu<A speed, afr oen^i 

y^ently you may, tamsmitted unto us, of the whole state, 

as it now stands, of the Plantation ; wherein we precisely 

reqiureyou, that respecting only your duty to up, and thia 

command mwt of oun^ and setting aside . all favour^ par^ 

tiality, care, or fear, to please, or d«ipleaae any man^yoii 

makfi a sincere and faithful narration unto, us, wha.t every 

undeEtaker and servitor is- bound to do by the articles of :tha 

KantaJion, what he hath already done, whether slightly oc 

substantiaUy, and wherein any of them are d^fident; and 

this we would have performed by you, in so particidar n 

manner^ that every man may bear hi^iown buKthen, and his 

owi|* reward; andr that we being truly certified. by this! 

in^uieitiQB, where the Qbstmctions. be, may likewise better 

know the ways hereafter how to open^i^d. remove tbeni< 

And heoiuse the Londoners, here, pretend the ejcpeose of 

great sums of money in that service, and yet (as we are 

ih(biiBed)'thie oitfward appemsance of it, in their w^rks, are 

veiy small;, we .-require y^u^ to ^ve us a true account of 

what they havedon^i and. to milke,..as; near^ ^a you can, a 

true. valuation. of it,. that they migbt^disooy^r the ignorance 

Of; abuse of theiir-WQiAteDs^ tc^ whom 4^y haire> committed 

Aat :iempli^nient ; and wiAal to. send ui: yaw opmipn what 

eewnee-were fillestc.for them to foUow hereafter, both for 

tbeir:o«n good and advanjcsemimt of our service^ in the ma- 

ttag<u»ent.of that.business. We hare been informed, that 

some- undiCr^eis^ who- had portions assigned unto them) 

atithft>fiiBt( aHotment, have sold th^n away to mm of mean 

atiiUlTV . and unfit for: tfaalt service; and thpit som^ othei? 

undertakerSf which before had more land than tb^y- w^9 
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able to plant and inhabit, accsording to the articles of tbe 
Plantation, haye, notwithBtanding, gotten the propottioiis 
of odier undertakers, by contract with them, into theif 
hands, which we conceive to be an impfediment' so mis-* 
chieyous to the progression of the Plantation, that we 
require you to take particular cognition of the several trans^* 
actions in tliis kind, and make certificate of them unto ul^; 
in that survey which we are to receive from you. We rely 
on your integrity to discharge this trust which we repose in 
you; and you will deserve well the favour we bear you, and 
the dignity of your place wherein you are appointed, ai^ 
will sulnnit all respects whatsoever to the fiedthful executiem 
of the trust which we have laid upon you. Given under 
our signet, at our palace, &c. the 2P* December, in the tenth 
year of ocrr reign of England, France, &c. and of Scotland- 
the forty-sixth. 

<< We are so desirous to understand from you the true 
state of the Plantation, that once again we do strictly injoiii 
you to give us a faithful account of this trust which we repdse 
in you, without care or fear to pkase or displease any of 
our subjects, English or Scottish, of what quality soever."' 

29*** December. — ^A Privy Council was held at Whitehall, 
at which Sir Henry Montague, Knight, Recorder of th€? 
City, and Mr. Alderman Cockaine, Governor of the City's 
Plantation in Ulster, together with divers other Aldisnneii 
and Commoners, Assistants of the Society, attended, mid 
there discussed certain matters relative tothe proposed grant 
of his Majesty, which being then concluded upon, the Society 
aoH'Mar. was soon afterwards, (29^^ March, 1613) incorporated by 
charter, wherein the Irish Society were styled, ** The Society 
of the Governor and Assistants of London, of the New Plain« 
tation in Ulster, within the Realm of Ireland ; and on the 
28^^ June following, a charter was granted to the town of 
Coteraine.'^ 
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&^ July. — ^It being considered of great iniporlaace tbat the 
buUding of houses and fortifications at Derry and Coleraine 
«honld be properly performed^ and the intended Plantation 
tipeedily carried into effect, which had not only been very ex- 
liensive to the City of London, but was likely to be productire 
of. a Btill greater expenditure, and King James baring exi- 
•pisessed his desire that the Plantation should be proceeded in 
withTigour, the City thought it adrisable, as well for their own 
jsatisfaction, as for the satisfaction of the sevaral Companies^ 
io send oyer Mr. Alderman Smithes and Mr. Matthias 
•Springbam, both Assistants on the Society, into Ireland, at 
khe ^xpence of the Society, in order to take ^n exact survey 
aad.acc<mnt of the various operations and concerns of the 
said Plantation; and, accordingly, they were invested with 
lull. powers to act at their discretions, in the ordering, direct- 
ing, and controuling the measures of the same Plantation*, 
Ibc whifch purpose an act of Common Council was madie, 
under seal of the City, and full instructions were also given 
them in writing by the Society, with which they proceeded 
lothe North of Ireland; and having accomplished the objects 
of their mission, they, on their return, communicated the 
result thereof; and, tonongst other things, reported, that 
ithey had presented two silver gilt communion cups to the 
church of Derry and Coleraine. At this time, allowances 
were made to the Burgesses of Derry and Coleraine, for 
Iheir attendance in parliament, who were stated to have been 
then elected and appointed by the Society* It appeared that 
the old charters of Derry and Coleraine were surrendered, 
and new ones delivered by the Commissioners. The piiceii 
of provision in Ulster WjBre, then, for a cow or bullock, 
16t. (about «ne hall^ienny per pound ;) a sheep from 16«L to 
28.; a hog, 2«.; barley, lldL a bushel; oats, 4<7* a bushel; 
strong, beer, 16«. a barrel, but this was represented as being 
exceeding deer at that price. The fishings were then let at 
£866 139. 4d. per annum, for three years. The two Com** 
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mksioners stated, in their colninumcatioii to the Covtt, that as 
it was generally desired that a ditisioh should be made of all 
the lands in Ireland, by and amongst the several Companies 
undertaking the Plantation, they had, with great pains, firat 
viewed the land, and carefully enquired after the true value 
of every district ( and with the assistance and advice of the 
gentlemen of the county, the City's agents and surveyor pro*- 
ceeded to make an equal division of the lands into twelve 
|iarts, the manner of which they presented to the Coilr^ 
But with respect to the city of Londonderry, and the town 
of Coleraine, with the territories, ferries, and fishings beloi^- 
ing to the same, they were of opinion that a division couM 
not be fully made of them, but the rents and profits of them 
ikiigh't be divided amongst the several Companies. 

17**" December. — ^At a Court of Cmnmon Coimdl convehed 
soon afterwards, Mr* Alderman Cockaine, the Governor of 
the Irish Society, represented to the Court, and to the 
Masters and Wardens of all die several Companies then 
feuMiembled, that a tlivision of the estates, which wajs proposed 
to be made in Ireland, bdonging to die Plantation, had been 
made into twelve parts, which were particulariy expressed 
on twelve several sheets of paper, the same being numbered 
from one to twelve inclusive; and that, answerable to tbo^^ 
proportions, the Committee for the Plantation had prepared 
twelve pieces of paper, each piece having one of the aforesaid 
numb^ns thereon, which were rolled and tied up severally, 
like lots, each lot referring to some one of the sanfie twelve 
proportions of land ; which twelve lots w^e brought into die 
Court by the Clovemor, in a boy by themselves. Hiat the 
Whole monies disbursed already, in a^d about the said 
Hantation, amounting in all to £^M)0(>, were, x>n die odier 
hand, subdivided, and brought into twelve like several equal 
portioin of money, each portion consisting of £8338. 6#. 8di 
all which portions being added together, made up the sum 
of £40^000 ; and that jn the same subdivision, this course 
had been taken that so many ^f the Companies of the City, 
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which had contributed towards the said Plantation, te made 
up one fidi portion of £3333* 6& 8d. according to the several 
sums by them already disbursed, had been added and joined 
tc^ther ; and that, in every of the said twelve proportions 
of money, one of the twelve principal Companies stood as 
chief, and unto that principal Company, not having of itself 
expeiided so much money as amounted to a full proportion, 
were added and joined so many of the inferior Companies as, 
according to their several sums by them already disbursed, 
made up a full proportion of £3383 69. Sd» as near as pos- 
mbly might be. And where the sum of any Company 
already disbursed, exceeded the last-mentioned sun^, the 
said Company was joined to some other principal Company 
for the overplus; and inasmuch as the Companies joined 
together to make up a proportion of money, and their sums 
did not altogether make up an even proportion, but some 
liappened to be more, and others less, than a full propor- 
tion ; in that case, the Companies so joined together were 
rateably to pay to, or receive from, the Treasurer pf the 
said Plantation, that which should be more or less than a 
full proportion; which Companies' names that were so joined 
together, to make up the said twelve proportions of nioney, 
were, in like manner, severally written on twelve several 
pieces of paper, together with the sum of money disbursed 
by each Comply, and were afterwards, in like manner, 
rolled and tied up together like lots, and were brought 
likewise, and presented in Court by the Governor, in a box 
by themselves* And the same particulars were also written 
together on a sheet of paper, and subscribed with the names 
of the Committees for the said Plantation. ^ 

The arrangement of the aforesaid division was as follows :

The estates in Irekmd, (elrcept the city of Londonderry^ 
the town of Coleraine, iheir contiguous lands, and the 
woods, ferries, and fisheries^) were immediately consigned 
to the management of tike irespectiye .chief CoBspanies and 
their Associates ; and-conveyances were made to them by 
the Society in virtue of their charter of incorporation, where- 
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by the territories iu the proWnoe of Ulster w^^e granted to 

th^Di. The houses in Loadofiderry fund Coleraine, the londs 

attached thereto, and the woods, feyriel, and fisheries^ not 

being susceptible of diykiont were retained by the Society, 

who reeeiyed the rents and profits, and accounted for them 

to the twelve chief Companies* 

. Soon after the dividion of the estate, the seyeral Companies 

sant oyer agepts to let the lands.* 

. The whole of the estate so divided, had been estimated tp 

be worth only £1,800 a year. 

In letting their lands, the C<Nnpanies stipulated with the 
pensons proposmg to become tenants, that they should per- 
fmnn the mginal articles and conditions of Plantation,

According to the Rev. G. Y. Sampson's survey, tiia county of 
Londonderry contains tiiree hundred and twenty-^^ne Uiousat^d six 
hujldred acres, .(Irish) or four hundred tuad nine thousand three 
hundred and nine acres, (English). 

The population of the county in 1814 was 186,181. The cky and 
|ikertleftsia9!«iTyc9nilained 9ifi^f .and the town and liberties of 
poleraine contained 8,817. 

The number of Catholics may be considered as being about one 
fif^ less than the Protestants^ 
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A^^ Septemben — ^Aboot thk time. Sir Jbgiw Bodlej WM 
appointed by the Lord Deputy of Irefamd, to exainiMr 
into the progress of the Pkatatioii, and ascertain whethor 
tbe City had performed their engag^nents in MfiUiiigtbR 
conditions of Plantation ; and haying made his sanr^ of Ar 
new settler's operations, he made a report to King Jame»y 
wherein be e<»[iplained, in strong terms, of the City's ne^ 
gligence in the Plantation. Soon after which, his Majes^ 
required irom the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen^ 
infommtion of all the particular proceedings of every Cott^ 
pany upon their several proportions of land; and Ihe Irish 
Society were directed to call every* Company to m en'^ 
amination of their performances. In consequence whereof^ 
precepts were issued by the Society* to the twelve CcHopatiies, 
requiring than, with all expedition, to make a certificate of 
the state of th^ Plantation, and to send their Wardens or 
others before the Society, to answer and explain any questions 
that might be proposed to than, whidi was done accordingly. 

15^^ January. — ^It appears by a letter written at this timci 
by the Wardens of the Goldsmidis' Company, to diesr 
tenants in Ireland, that a dividend of the rents was to be 
made to the twelve chief Companies. 

26^^ March, 1615.--^ir Josias Bodley having made iJdk 
before-mentioned unfavourable report to King James of the 
slow progress of the citizens of London, in accomplishing 
the purposes of the intended. Plantation, his Majesty wrote 
a letter to Sir Ardiur Chichester, then Lord Depu^f of 
Ireland, as follows :-*—

" We received lately firom you, a relatioii 
of the pre^But otate.of the Plantation in Ulster, set down wkh

tmpme' you to gkve him Aaaks in but name for it We have 

tmattdned^ vieweif and reirieired^ with our own ^e, every 

part thereof, and find gready to our diaoontentment ike slow 

ppo gpw io p of that Plantation; some few only of our !l%ritish 

uaderiak^rsy servitoiBy and naliyes, having as yet proceeded 

effectually by the accmnplishment of such things in all points 

as are required of them by the articles of the Plantation, die 

isst^ and by much die greatest part, having eidier don# 

iMAing at all, or so litde^ or by reason of die slightness 

diereof, to^so little purpose, that the work seems rather to nst 

td^beifergotten by them, s»id to perifili under their hand, than 

atiy whit to be. advanced by them ; some having begun t6 

build^ and not planted, others begun to plant, and not built^ 

and all of them, in general, retaining the Irish still upon 

thek: tands, die avoiding of which, was the fundamental 

reason of that Plantati<Hi. We have made a collection of 

their names, as we found dieir endeavours and neg^igenclefir 

noted- in the service, which we will retain as a memorial with 

U8, and they shdil be sure to feel the effeete of our fhvottr 

and disfefour, as there diall be occasion. It is well- known^ 

to you that if we had intended only (as it seems most of them' 

ovior-gireedily have dmie,) our present profit, we might have 

eenyerted Aose large territories to our escheated lands, to 

die great improvement of the revenue of our crown there ^ 

hnti .we chose rather for the safety of that Country, and die' 

Hkiiiadag' of that people, to depart with the inheritance of 

th^m at extreme undervalues, and to make a Plantation of 

diem; and since we were merely induced thereunto out of 

reason of state, we think we may without anylfirea^h of 

justiGe make' bold with their rights who have neglected their 

duliea, in a service of so much importance unto us, and by 

die 'same law and reason of state, resume into our hands 

their lands, who have fiuled topeiformy according to our 

eriginal intention, the articles of Plantation, and bestow thes» 
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upcm aooie qdi«r men more actire and worthy of tbem than 
tbemsdres t and the time ia long aittoe expired, within whidh 
they were hound to hare finished to all pwpoaea their 
PlaatelJom so thai we waot net jnet provocation to proceed 
presently with all rigtmr against H^aaiu Yet we are pleased 
in gracet and that they may be the more inexcusable if they 
he deficient in dieir duties hereafter, to assign ihein a fiMher 
time, which diall be to the last day of August oraie twelve 
mmilhsf which will be in the year of our Load 1616, which 
we es^ determined «hall be final and peremptory Unto them j 
and at which time we are resolved to seize into our hands^ 
the lands of any man whatsoever, without respect of perscms, 
wheth^ he be a British undertaker, servitor, or native, that 
shall be found defective in performing any of die articles of 
the Plantation, to wlddi he was enjraied. Our express 
pleasure therefore is, Aat as soon as this limited time of 
favor shall 'expire, that Sir Jonas Bodley shall presently take 
a particular survey of die Plantatiim as it dien stands, and 
whomsoever he shall certify to be deficient in any point to 
which he Js bound toudiing the Plantation, that presendy you 
arise into our Imnds the proportion or proportions of those 
lands wheiein he hadi made his omission ; and that you grant 
a custodium of diem to any such pemdn or pereons as you 
shall dunk fit, till we signify our farther pleasure to you 
touching the disposing ci them ; and as we dp let you know, 
so we reqwe you to gite them notice whom it coneenis, that 
we do expect full p^«»m«(ice in all points of the articles of 
the Plantation, by the time •above specified, as well from^idl 
su<& as do now hold any lands of the Plantation, by purchase 
or mesne conveyance, from miy of the original grantees or 
patentees, as we would have done from them whose rights 
they havi^ jequirod^ notwithstanding «ny former conveyance 
or toleration gnurted under any pretext unto any of diem 
hf^et^ote.

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Company desired to have their proportion liiade a manor, 
and to have a court leet and a court baron, for the ease and 
good of their tenants, they were to consider, — first, what 
the name of the manor should be,--Hsecond, what lands they 
would appoint for demesnes, and the names of the lands, — 
third, what lands they would allow for common for dieir 
tenants,— fourth, they were to name certain persons to he 
made freeholders by the Society for the Plantation, of small 
quantities of land, to hold of that manor for the general 
service of the country ; les^ than fire freeholders upon their 
proportion could not well be made, and a balliboe, (about 
ftixty acres) a piece to every one would be sufficient. Upon 
die freehold, double of the King's rent or more might be 
reserved, and the freeholders bound to the conditions of Plan- 
tation, as to build his house, (except it should be otherwise 
agreed) dwell thereupon with his family, inclose and keep 
^rms in his house. But if the Company should be minded 
to lose the benefit of a.manor, then the Society, for the Plan* 
tation, would presently make them their assurance, and they 
were to dispose of their lands as they pleased ; but yet they 
were to ranember, that care was to be had for the service' 
and safety of the country; and therefore, of necessity, ihey 
were to make some freeholders upon their proportion. 
: 9^^ November. — ^Precepts were issued by the Society to 
the twelve Companies for certificates of their works and 
operations, regarding the Plantation of their several pro- 
portions, in order that the Society might be able to give a^ 
account thereof to the government, when they should be 
ordered, which diey hourly expected ; and the Companies 
made their returns pursuant to the Society's requisition. 

A licence was granted by the crown to the twelve 
chief Companies, to receive and hold in mortmain, any 
possessions of the gift of the Irish Society, or any other 
persons or bodies whatsoever ; and power was also granted 
4o the. Irish Society, and all other persons, bodies politic or 
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cwpofate, to alien to such Companies* Power was alsa 
graited to the Irish Society to hold possessions in like manner. 

The Society sent precepts to all the Companies, requiring^ 
each of them to send one or two artisans with their families^ 
into Ulster, to settle there; and directions were also g^ven^ 
in <»rder that Derry might not in future be peopled with 
Irish ; that twelve Christ's Hospital and other poor children, 
should be sent there as apprentices and servants, and the 
inhabitants were to be prohibited from taking Irish appren-^ 
tices. Directions were also given to the Companies, to repair 
the churches on their several proportions, and furnish the 
minist^^ with a Bible, Common Prayer Book, and a com- 
munion cup* The trades, which the Society recommended as 
proper to introduce into Ulster, were, weavers of common 
cloth, fustians, and new stuffs, felt makers, and trimmers of 
hats^ and hatband makers, locksmiths and farriers, tanners 
lind fellmongers, ironmakers, glass-makers, pewterers, coast 
fishermen, turners, basket-makers, tallow-chandlers, dyers, 
and curriers* 

^ 21*^ March«— Mr. Alderman Peter Proby was elected 
•Governor, in the room of Alderman Bennet the late Governor, 
who on this occassion was elected an assistant to the Society* 

The Society represented to the Common Council, the 
necessity of sending two persons into Ulster, to view and 
examine the state of the Plantation, and to make a report - 
thereof on their return; accordingly, the Court. elected two 
pefsons for that service who were not on the Society, but they 
afterwards declining it, the Court enacted, that the Governor 
-of the Society, Mr. Alderman Proby, and Mr. Matthias Spring* 
ham, one of the assistants, should proceed to Ireland at the 
expence of the general fimd of the Plantation, with full powers 
'from the Court, to view, examine, and regulate whatever was 
necessary in regard to the affairs of the Plantation ; and an 
.authority in writing, under the conunbn seal of the City, was 
jnade out, and instructions were delivered to thenu 

2P^ July, 1616. — Communications were made by the Irish 
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Society to the Ooldnrnths* CompaBy^ urj^i^ them to p(a><b 
fbnn du conditioHB of Pkntation, and execvte theneeeflBatfy 
woiks on thenr propoftkHi, irhkk, as wdl as the proportions 
uf the other CompenieSr appear^ at tUs period to proceed 
with gpres^ slowness* 

The Commissioiiers perfortned their iiistnictioiis, and stated 
their yarious opcsatioiis m writiiigy by which it appeared, AsA 
they had giren satisfiuction to fhe Lord Deputy^ in regard to 
Ae Plantation in general; that Aey had exanuned Ae 
ferdficaticnM at Coleraine ; that Ibe ditch was so contrived as 
to ccmtain sufficient waiter for defence; that there vfet^ 
palisadoes irom both sides of the fortiftcations made imto di« 
riyer Bann, beyond the low water mark. They assembled 
the town of Goleraine^ «nd offered to allow to any who wxmld 
luildy £20 apieoe in money, and a lease for eighty years, at 
a rent of 6«. 8dL They did not consider Porlrush a fit 
harbour, but they^ered to contribute £200 towards building 
a pier, if the people of the neighbourhood thought it worth 
while to contribute likewise. They stated that the twelt^ 
children sent from Christ's Hospital to be apprenticed,' had 
arrired safe at Deny, and they had caused ten to be appr^n^ 
ticed in Deny, and two in Goleraine. They conadered it 
would be proper, that, in future, a market house and a town 
house should be erected in Deny, by which the city of London 
would gain the rent of three houses, then used for a toWft 
house there. They were offered £1000 a year for the fishings, 
by the then present tenants, on a renewal of their lease, which 
would expire within a year. The Commissioners declared 
the markets were well siipplied with fish, and a yery long 
salmon could be procured for 4d Qd. or %d. They assigned 
forty acres of land to the parson of Coleraine. They stated 
that Ae advowsons within the city's undertakings, were 
bestowed on English ministers, but the churches were repre* 
sented as uncovered. The two town lands at Coleraine, they 
agreed to let to Ifr. Rowley, for twenty-eight years, from 
Michadmas then next, at £20 a year. They found that a 
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garrison wan maiiitained at the Glymis.. They caDntknied 
Thoe* Bayen aa surveyor for two yean^ holding his sdirico 
aecetsaiy for meamring and setting out the f orti fi cations ai 
Derry and Cttlmore i Sir Banddl Mc DomieU prcMnised 
by writing, under his hand, dated 1*^ August then last, to 
deliyer to ike dty's agent, Mr. Beresford^ two thousand one 
hundred and sixty acres of good and measurable land, orer 
and above bogs, moss, and mountain* They stated the allow- 
ances made to the Burgesses of Derry and Coleraine by the 
qity of London, for their attendance in pariiament* Tbey 
desired the CoqK>rations of Derry and Colerahie, to consider 
together, what laws and ordinances were fit to be made for 
the good government of those places; but Aey were un-* 
willing* to entertain the motion, and were not desirous to have 
any conference with the Commissioners concerning any public 
lawb and ordinances, but they made several propositions and 
demnnds, under pretence <^u general good, which the Com- 
misiwers answered, and brought over their propositions and 
answers for inspection and consideration* The Commismoners 
granted five hundred acnes of land^ which had formerly 
belonged to Bory O'Kane, (who had incurred a forfeiture of 
his land by a criminal conviction,) to Mr. Carey, Recorder of 
Derry during his ItfC) paying the usual rent of £5 6s« 8ciL 
he having no salary ; which Ihey conceived to be the best 
way of giving him satisfection, without charge to the city« 
Hey caused Mr. Goodwin, Town Clerk of Derry, to be rein« 
sts^ed in hk office, he having been suspended therefrom. 
They exammed the fortifioatiom a^ Derry, and found that the 
ditch round the fortification was a dry ditdi, eight feet deep, 
and thirty broad, and extended fixHn the Prince's Bulwark^ 
being at the West end of the city^ along the Skmth side of that 
fertificaticm unto the water side, ben^ more than half the 
circuit of tlie wall, as would appear by Ae plan tliey had 
made. They found that the quay at Derry was suttdent for 
Ac trade. of die place,. and they thought when the foiiifi- 
cations were finished, the city might either enlarge the same. 
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or make a new one. . They discharged one Humphry Wetherley 
from his employment as water-bailiff and searcher, at London- 
derry, for misconduct. They granted leases of most of the 
houses at Derry for thirty-one years, and allotted to every house 
a portion of land according to the rent, and distributed the 
island (except the bog) for gardens and orchards, as belonging 
to every house, in ease of the rent ; and the bog they leased out 
to sundry persons for small rent, in hftpe that the same might 
be made firm and good meadow, in time to come. And 
they stated, that whereas the City had nothing for the bog 
before, they had procured a profit then of £7 yearly for the 
same* They delivered swords as presents from the City to 
the several Mayors of Derry and Coleraine. Tristram Beres- 
ford, the general agent, about this time, was Mayor of 
Coleraine. The Conunissioneis allotted three hundred acres 
for a free school, when it should be finished, which Mr. 
Springham promised to erect, at his own expence, the next 
year. They made estimates of the expence of repairing the 
churches and fortifications. They represented, that out of 
the four thousand acres of land to be Idd to Derry, three 
thousand two hundred and seyenteen acres had been granted 
to die Mayor, or otherwise laid to houses; and that, at 
Coleraine, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six acres 
had been allotted to one hundred and twelve houses ; and 
that Sir Randall McDonnell had engaged to make good to 
the general agent two thousand one huhdred and sixty acres 
of measurable land.

ployed to make a survey and map of the proportions of the 
aeveral Companies, for their use, 

8*** September, 1617. — ^Conveyances were made by the Irish 
Society, appointing manors and granting demesnes, with 
manorial rights and priyileges, to the twelve chief Companies. 

1&^ September. — ^Mr. Calvert was Secretary. 
, A free school was erected this year, at Deny, at the 
expense of Mr. Springhanu 
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9^^ Septemben-^A feoffment was made by the Governor 
and AsBistanis! to a tenant of the Goldsmiths' Company, of 
certain lands, reserving timber, game, and fishing of all sorts, . 
and other seignoral rights to . be held by him of the. Society, 
as lords of the manor of Goldsmith's HalL A similar instru^ 
ment was executed to the other Companies' tenants*. Six: of 
these feoffments were made to^ various tenants of the Gold- 
smiths' Company, to constitute them freeholders, A grant 
was made by the Society to the Wardens and Commonalty 
of the Goldsmiths, of their manor of Goldsmiths' Hall, stating 
the name of each balliboe, with all manorial rights, to. hold 
to them in fee, in which conveyance is contained the fol- 
lowing exception, ** except, nevertheless, and out of these 
presents always reserved, unto the said Society of thie 
Governor and Assistatits of the New Plantation in.

every or any part thereof. And.aIso except and resefi^ed to the

thereof, at all times convenient. And also except all the 
•fishing and taking of salmons, eels, and other fishes, in the 
rivers of Bann and Lough Foyle, within the province of 
'Ulster ; and in all creeks and members of the same rivers, 
and either of them; and all the soil and ground of the same 
rivers, and every of them. And also free liberty to and for the 
said Society, their successors and assigns, to dig and search * 
tin the premises afore-giButed, or any part thereof, (except 
and other than in the houses, gardens, orchards, meadows, 
or lands sown with com) for stone, slate, loam, gravel, sand. 
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or other necessary materials, and the same to take and carry 
away, to be employed and converted for, in^ and about 
buildings in the aforesaid county and proyince." 
, A covenant from the Soci^, to allow timbear to be takw 
from any adjmning premises for the use of the Company. 

Similar grants were made to the oth^ Companies* 

About this time, the crown bdng dissatisfied with the City 
of London, by reason of various representations which had 
been made, suggesting, that the City had not performed the 
original conditions of Plantation, appointed Commissioners 
in Ireland, to inquire into the affairs of the Plantation, to 
whom the Mayor and Corporation of Derry presented a 
petition, complaining of many grievances which they suf- 
fered by the conduct of the Society. 

16^^ September.— -The Goldsmiths' Company paid Mr. 
Calvert, the secretary to the Irish Society, £9 for the Com- 
pany's assurances, and to his assistant £1. 

10^^ April, 1618.-*A commission was sent from the Lord 
Deputy, to raise an aid on the Plantation to make the Prince 
a Knight. The tenant of the Goldsmiths' Company complained 
of this levy as a grievance. The sum of £7 Ids* was exacted 
of each Company's proportion. 

1 1^ January.-— A new officer, Nicholas Pjrnnar, was appointed 
in the place of Sir Josias Bodley, to take a g^ieral survey of 
the works of the Companies on their proportions in Ulster. 

162SL — The town house of Derry erected by the Society. 

The Lord Deputy Chichester granted Lough Neagh to the 
Irish Society in fee farm, for ever, at £100 a year. 

10^^ October.— Sir Tlumias Phillips made a survey of the 
Plantation.* 

1624. — ^A reference was made by the crown, to the Lords 
Conunissioners appointed by his Majesty, to ranedy some 
defects of the Plantation, tAo ordered certain things to be

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immediately pafivmed, and a sequestration of the Cit/s estates 
m Irdand, was directed to be made, for the performanoe of the 
works required to be done, whidi sequestration was opposed 
by the City. The propositions made by the Priyy Council, 
and the answeis intended to be given to them, were at the 
same time determined on« 

In the yeaur 1625 his Majesty King Charles the First came 
lb the crown. Lord Wentworth was appointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Irehnd, and Dr. Bramhall, who was afterwards appointed 
Bffih<^ of Deny, accompanied him as chaplain. 

In die b^inning of his Majesty's Reign, Sir Thomas 
Phillips, who appears to have entertained hostile designs 
against the citizens of London, as. British undertakoB of 
tiie Plantation in Ulster, prepcured and sent to his Majesty, a 
virulent accusation against them, charging Ihem Math breach 
of the original articles, and strongly urging the King to revoke 
the charter, and seize into his own hands the territories in 
Ulster; and in addition to this circumstance, various informa* 
tions were sent from Ireland, at the instigaticNi of Dr. Bramhall, 
against tiie Society, charging them with crimes and misde- 
meanors, in consequence of which, a sequestration was issued^ 
and the county of Londonderry was seized into the King's hands. 
' 24^^ July, 163L— The King sent a letter to the Lords 
Justices of Ireland, as follows : 

** Charles, Rex. Right, trusty, and right well-beloved 
coumns and councillors, we greet you well. 

« Our Father, of blessed memory, in his 
wisdom and singular care, both to fortify and preserve that 
country of Ireland, from foreign and inward forces, and also 
for die better establishment of true religion, justice, civility, 
and commerce, found it most necessary to erect British Plan- 
tations there ; and to that end, ordained and published many 
politic and good orders ; atid for the encouragement of planters, 
gave them large proportions and privileges. Above the rest, 
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Us grace and favor mma most enlarged to the Londoners, who 
undertook the Plantation of a considerable part of Ulster, md: 
were specially chosen for their ability and professed zeal to.pub- 
lie works; and yet, advertisements have been given from time to 
time, not only by private men, but by all succeeding Deputies,^ 
and by Commissioners sent from hence, and chosen there, and. 
being many of them of our Council, that the Londoners for 
private lucre, have broken and neglected both their general 
printed ordinances, and other particular directions, given by us; 
and our Council here, so as if they shall escape unpunished,' 
all others will be heartened to do the like, and in the end,* ex- 
pose that our Kingdom, to former confusions and dangers | 
for prevention whereof, we have upon mature advice of our: 
Councillors for those causes, caused them to be questioned, 
in our high Court of Star Chamber here, whence commission 
is now sent to examine witnesses, upon interrogatories, for^ 
discovery of the truth ; and because, we understand, that thei 
Londoners heretofore prevailed with some, from whom we ex- 
pected better service, that in the return of the last Commission, 
many things agreed under the hands of most CommissionoiB, 
were not accordingly certified. Now that our service may not 
suffer by like partiality, we will, and require you, to have an 
especial eye.to this business ; and take care that this Commis- 
sion be faithfully executed ; and that no practice or indirect 
meaitis be used, eitherto delay the return, or-to frustrate the 
ends of truth, in every interr(^a|ory. For other particulars, 
we refer you to our Committees for Irish causes, and expect 
from you, a good account of this business, wherein our govern- 
ment, and the state of that, our Kingdom, are interested very 
much. Given under our signet, at Oatlands, 24^> July, in- 
the seventh year of our reign.*' 

. 4"> August, 163L— The Lord Chancellor of England, 
(Coventry,) sent to the Lords Justices, the following letter : 
" After our very hearty conmiendations to your Lordships, I 
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send unto your LordshipSy here enclosed, the copy of an order, 
lately made in the high Court of Star Chamber, whereby your 
Lorddiips may perceive the care of that honourable Court, for 
preservation of the woods in the' county of Londonderry, in 
that kingdom, as well for those woods which are already felled 
there, by die Londoners, or their assigns, as for those that are 
yet standing, that none of the one sort or the other, be, under 
colour of employing the same for'the Plantations, converted to 
any other uses, whereof your Lordships are, by that order, to 
take espedal care, and myself, by direction thereof, as frmn 
Ae Court, to require it at your Lordship's Imnds, which 
accordingly I reccommend imto you, not doubting but your 
Lordships will be very careful to give the Court all due satis- 
faction therein, and so do commit your Lordships to God's 
protection, and remain, &c" 

'^ 7^ August. — ^The Lords of the Council in England, sent to 
the Lords Justices of Ireland, the following letter: 
' ** After our hearty commendations to your Lordships, &c. 
his Majesty's letters, which this bearer will deliver, may best 
inform you, what care and endeavour his Majesty expecteth in 
the execution of a commission sent from the Star Chamber 
here, to exainine witnesses in Ireland, in a cause depending 
betwixt his Majesty and the Londoners, for the breaches of 
covenants and orders, in their Plantation in Ulster, for your 
Lordships further instruction; in particular, we send herewith 
unto you a summary declaration of the state of that business, 
together with the bill, answer, and proceedings, as they 
stand in Court, whereby the points appear which require 
farther proof by witnesses or by record ; such records and 
memorials as may be had from the council-books, or other- 
wise, your Lordships will cause to be searched, and sent'over 
in authentic form, and generally how much the Londoners 
have failed in planting with British, and in settling justice, 
civility, and trade, and wh^t they have done in their buildings

and fortifications, and what spoils they hare committed in the 
woods, and otherwise, your Lordships can best discover; and 
the declaration we send, containeth the particulars in such 
manner, as we shall not need to enlarge your directions, save 
only, in desiring your Lordships to peruse the last conunission 
that was executed in Ireland, about this business, and to wm^ 
sider aU the points first agreed upon, by most of the Commis- ; 
sioners, and what return was made, and to cause the whde 
truth to be certified to the Court; this cause y^ry mudi cou-^; 
cemeth, not only the profit, but the honour of his Majesty, 
and in consequence, the common welfiau*e, and settling of that 
kingdom, which is now committed to your Lordship's govern-, 
ment and trust; and therefore, we must call upon you to 
proceed effectually therein, as we doubt not you wilL And 
for the better expediting of this biisines/s, we have made choice 
of Sir Thomas Phillips, Knight, whose diligence, fidelity, and 
circumspection, ^e are well assured of, to take upon him die 
care and solicitation of the execution of this commission; and; 
therefore, we do pray, and require your Lordships, both 
to give him yourselves your best furtherance and countenance, 
and likewise to recommend him to the Commissioners, that all 
fitting respect be given to him, and that he may be present and 
privy to the proceedings; and so we bid your Lordships very 
heartily farewell, from Whitehall, 7"^ August, 163L" 

^ Postscript,-^Whcre in our letter we mention that your 
Lordships should peruse the last commission executed in. 
Ireland, and to consider all the points first agreed upon by 
most of the Commissioners, and to cause the whole truth' 
thereof to be certified to the Court ; our meaning therein is, 
that your Lordships take special care, that in the execution 
of this commission some witnesses may be examined, to prove 
what was so conceived and agreed upon by those Conunis* 
sioners, or the greater part pf them, in those points which, 
are now w question, that so the Court of Star-chamber here 
may be judicially informed thereof." 
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22^ Angnystr^The King sent the Mlowing letter to the 
Lords JoBtioes :-^ 

^ CHARLE9, Rbx. — ^Right, trusty, and irelUbeloved 
ceoBiiis and councillon, we greet you welL 

^ Wliereas ve hare awarded our oom-» 
niisBion, under ojit great seal of £nglttidy out of our Couil; 
of Star-chamber here, for the examination of witnesses in a 
cause of great import, much concerning tis in point of profit, 
but more in the safety of our kingdom of Ireland, which we 
far more tender; wherein our Attorney-general, on out 
behalf, is plaintiff, and the Lord Mayor of our City of 
London, and the Aldertnen, his brethren, aire defendants^ 
And Ibat we are credibly informed, that there being many 
witnesses to be produced living within the county of London* 
deny, under the distress of the defendants, who being men 
but of mean quality and ability, will be very backward and 
unwilling to appear in that cause, to be examined against 
Ihe said defendants, their landlords ; and th^ rather being 
terrified and dismayed througb the hard measure and ill- 
dealing that have been used towards others, who have here* 
tofore been produced witnesses in the like kind; to the 
inteni, therefore, that the said witnesses may not be afraid 
ta appear, nor daunted when they appear, to deliver the 
truth of their knowledges, though it be against the defendants, 
nor receive any blame hereafter for their welKdoing therein, 
but be countenanced and cherished for the same. And that 
there may be the more fair and indifferent carriage at the 
said commission, we do will and require you, that ye so 
i^ee together, that one of you, or if that cannot be, some 
of our Privy Council nominated by you, be pr^ent at the 
execution of the said commission and examination of the 
said witnesses ; and that you appoint, and make choice, of 
one counsel learned in the law, whom you shall think fit, to 
be likewise there, attending the execution theteof, for the 
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satisfying and appeasingc of any doubts^ or questions inlaw 
that shall or may happen to arise ; and for the assisting .of 
oar seiVant, Sir Thomas Phillips, -Kn%ht, for* die better 
managing the said commimony and speeding thereof. Griren 
under our signet, at our manor of Woodstoke, the 22^ of 
August, in the seventh year of our reign." 

c * 1632, — ^The whole " county of Londonderry ^ was . seques^ 
ti*ated, and the rents levied for the King's use ; and Bishc^ 
Bramhallwas appointed chief receiver. 

1634 — By sentence of the Court of Star Chamber, .it was 
adjudged, that the letters patent of King: James the fiist 
should be surrendered, and brought Jnto Court to be 
cancelled. 

The Society were alarmed,- and made application . for re- 
dress ;. but seeing nothing more done,. and thinking that the 
King, at his leisure, would grant them remedy, they sub- 
mitted without impatience to this infringement of their rights. 
But those who projected these hostile measures, were, not 
inactive to accomplish their designs effectually; and in the 
first. place. Bishop Bramhall procured: a letter ofiKing 
Charles, dated 24^. February, 1635, : for ' passing - of .letters 
patents of several large quantities of the Society's lands- and 
others^ as tiBrmon and erenagh lands, which he kept dormant till 
a fit opportunity offered for procuring them, which happened 
on thie 4*** August, 1637, when the Ejng's letters patent, were 
passed for the quarter lands, called the fifteen hundrediacr^s; 
amongst other things, reserving out of part, a rent of £90. lOs^ 
to the .Mayor and . Commonalty of Londonderry. 

These were the premises which had beenleft as conmumage, 
by; the Sodety, to the Corporation of Deny, for the. support 
of the' Magistracy, &C.

AIAou^.the Society surmised what .was before deter- 
mined, and oBkreA an appearance conditionally, that they 
might hare time to send for their agents from Ireland, to 
uiswer.some of the matters. of fact charged in the writ 
against them, yet it was not accepted, but, on the contrary, 
in Hilary Term following, the Lord Chancellor, with the 
Ibd^ice of the Judges, King's Counsel, &c. gave judgment, 
that the. letters patent to the Society for the city and county 
of Londonderry, and the enrolment thereof, should be: 
levdked, cancelled, and made void, and the said City and 
Coimty seized into the, King's hands. 
w* This. decree was enrolled in the Petty Bag Office. ' 
/In confonnity with the aforesaid judgment, the city of 
Londonderry was seized into the Bang's hands. 
.. S« of June, 1688.— The Bishop of Deny (Dr Bramhall) 
ajiplied on behalf of himself, die Corporation of Perry, and 
two others, for a licence to grant leases, which licence was 
granted as follows : — 
•' « ♦*. Webtwobth, (Lord Lieutenant of Ireland.) 

« Whereas the Rev. Father in God, John Lord 
Bishop of Derry, and the Mayor and Commonalty of the 
same,- William Latham, Esq. and Nathaniel Houslock, ex- 
hibited^ petition at this Board, which foUoweth i in these 
Trerds: — ^To the Right Honourable the Lord Deputy and 
Council, the humble petition, of John Lord Bishop of Derry, 
and the Mayor and Commonalty of . the same, William

sheweth unto your Lordships, that whereas there is as* 
agreement for certain leases to be made by your supplicant; 
John Lord Bishop of Deny, unto the rest of your petitioners;

The estates of the Irish Society having been seized into 
the King*s hands,' as .before mentioned, pursuant to the 
aforesaid judgment and decree, a commissibn was afterwards 
issued by the crown, directed to the said Dr. Bramhall, 

Bishop of Derry, Sir ■ Parsons, Knight, one of 

the Privy Council, Sir Ralph Whitfield, Knight, Serjeant at 
law, and Thomas Fotherly, Esq. for the purpose of entering 
into contract for Leases with the tenants on the Plantation in 
Ulster. - •' • -' * ' 

In pursuance of this commission, the Commissioners, Sir 
Ralph Whitfield, and Thomas Fotherly, made grants and 
demises of the manors, lands, and possessions, belonging as 
. well to the twelve chief Companies, as to the Society.* 

1641. — ^It appears by the books at the Herald's office, that 
when King Charles the first returned from Scotland, and on 
that occasion was invited to dinner in the city of London, he 
made a public declaration that he was much troubled at the 
judgment that had been given for taking away his father's 
grant to the Society, and his Majesty promised the City it 
should be restored. He accordingly gave his commands for 

* The various grants and agreements were engrossed on vellaqi^ 
and signed by the respectiye parties^ and were preseryed, (bound up,) 
amongst the records of the Irish Society, till the fire in the Irish 
Ghambery which happened about the year 1784, when this importaiit 
document was greatly damaged ; the fragments, howeyer, which remain, 
are valuable; and interesting, as they elucidate the titles of the twelve 
chief Companies to their manorial town lands^ which are described by 
name. And they set forth the estimated quantity. of land contained 
in the respective denominations of town lands, granted or demised 
by the Commissioners. 
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Testoring to the Society and Ccmipaniesy all their possessions^ 
but the rebellion afterwards breaking out, his Majesty's 
intentions were not fnlfilled. 

2i&^ August. — ^The Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizens of 
London, on behalf of dieinselves, and the Companies, and 
divers, having lands and tenements in Londonderry, exhibited 
their petition to Parliament, and upon mature consideration; 
had and taken of the judgment and sentence against the 
City, it was voted and resQ[lved in Parliament, (amongst 
other things,) that the 'sentence in the Star Chamber was iin- • 
lawful and unjust; that the Citizens of London, and all those 
against whom the judgment was so given, in the scire facias, 
should be discharged of that judgment; and that both the 
Citizens of London, and those of the new Plantation, and all 
undertenants, and all those put out of possession, should.be 
restored to the same estate, which they were in before the 
said sentence in the Star Chamber, and it will appear here- 
after, that they were restored accordingly. 

During the rebellion in Ireland this year, the city of 
London sent four ships to Londonderry^ with all kinds of 
provision, clothing, and accoutrements, for several compa- 
nies of foot, and abundance of ammunition. The twelve chief 
Companies sent each, two pieces of ordnance. There were 
at that time, twenty pieces of artillery in Londonderry, which 
the Society had many years before provided for the safety of 
tilie place ; and it was considered that the assistance which was 
then so given by the city of London, was the principal means 
of preserving the city of Londonderry, (which was besieged,) 
i&om the fury of the rebels. 

4 After the termination of that rebellion in Ireland, the 
Londoners sent over CominisMoners to settle affairs at London- 
derry, and other places; the Companies demised their pro- 
portions, where leases were expired, and received their rents, 
where leases were still subsisting. And the Society's Com- 
missioners renewed all the leases in Derry and Coleraine, and 
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^t both places left the commons and wasted as before^ for 
general accommodation and advantage. 

1654. — A general survey was jtaken of die lands in Lon- 
donderry, called the eiyil survey, which was i^rwards 
lodged in the Surveyor-Generars^office, in Dublin. 

29^ August. — The Privy Council made an order, advismg 
jthe restoration of all rights to die Society. 

24**" March, 1656.-^The protector, Oliver Crooiwell, granted 
letters patent, by which he restored die Society as originally 
ordained, and conferred on them the same rights as they 
enjoyed under the charter of James the First. 
, This last^mentioned charter had been duly enrolled in 
Westminster, but did not appear ever to have been enrolled 
in die office of the Rolls, in Ireland. 

■ Ai^ust, 1€&8; — ^The Society having procured fresh letteni 
patent from the Protector, as before stated, about this time 
made new conveyances to the twelve chief Companies, of 
their respective proportions of land in Ulster. The original 
grant to the Ironmongers' Company is preserved amongst 
the records of the Irish Society, and describes all their town 
lands, or balliboes, by name. 

Upon the restoration of King Charles the Second, die 
City of London petitioned die crown for a k'eversal of the 
judgment given against their first letters patent; but as the 
proceedings necessary to be adopted in diis respect, it was 
considered, would be tedious, the King proposed to grant 
a new charter, to embrace all the possesions and ri^ts the 
lo^h AprU, CJity originally possessed. And accordingly, on the 10* of 
April, 1662, letters patent were made out, which contained, 
with very little alteration, all the clauses of the first charter 
of James the First; and of which letters patent of 1662, 
(being die charter under which the Society now act) the 
following is an abstract. 
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« ABSTRACT of the Charter of King Charles the 
Secondy incorporating the Irish Society. 

^ W^ April, 1662, (14*'' Charles II.)~Recituig charter' of 
James the First, dated the 29^^ March, in ike twelfth year 
of his reign, (1618) whereby the county and city of London- 
derry were first constituted, and the limits thereof, with those 
of the town of Coleraine, fixed, and the Irish Society incor- 
porated by the name of. The Society of die Governor and 
Assistants of London, of the New Plantation in Ulster^ in 
the kingdom of Ireland. 

^ And reciting, that the said Society of London, by virtue 
of a licence fran James the First, dated 80^^ Septeikiber, in 
the diirteenth year of his reign, (1615) had granted io the 
twelve chief Companies of the City of London, (who had 
taken upon themselves the greatest part of the burthen of 
the said Plantation) divers great quantities of land, and had 
retained in their own hands such parts which were not pro- 
perly divisable for the discharging of the burthen of the 
general works of the said Plantation, 

^ And reciting, that the said charter of James the First 
had been annulled in the Court of Chancery, by reasop of 
which the said Society of London, and other the aforesaid 
Companies of the City of London, and their assigns and 
under-tenants, had been wholly deprived, and the Corpora<- 
tion of Londonderry together with the Society of London 
had been totally annihilated. 

^ And reciting, that King Charles the First, in the year 
1641, had declared his will for restoring the aforesaid Society 
of London, and other Societies aforesaid; but wars and 
disturbances then suddenly breaking out in Ireland, his in* 
tention had no efiect 

. ^ Xing Charles the Second therefore confirms, and de- 
clares, that 

^ The city or town of Deny, and the lands and premisas 
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thereafter granted, should thenceforth be united- and conso- 
lidated as a distinct and entire county, by the name of the 
County of Londonderry. 

" That die City of Deny should be called the City of 
Londonderry; and die lands and premises within the same, 
and within the space of three thousand Irish paces, (Englished, 
three Lrish miles) to.be measured from the middle of the city, 
(from' every part of the same) should be within the jurisdic- 
tion and liberties of the said city. 

^* That the houses, lands, ajid premises within the town of 
Coleraine, and the circuit of three thousand Lrish paces, or 
tibree, Irish miles, from ihe middle of the town, should be 
part and parcel of the town of Coleraine, and within the 
jurisdiction and libertiies of the same. 

^ That the citizens and inhabitants of the city of London- 
'deny,' and their successors, should be incorporated by the 
name of. The Mayor, and Commonalty, and Citizens of the 
City of Londonderry, with full powers to possess lands, 
plead and be impleaded, &c.-— and have one Mayor, twelve 
Aldermen, two Sheriffs, one Chamberlain, and twenty-four 
capital 'Burgesses; and the whole forming the Comnion 
'Council of the said city. 

** That the Common Council of Londonderry be empowered 
to make laws in writing, for the government of the city, s6 
as such laws be certified to the Society of London, wiihiu 
four months after the making of them, and approved and 
confirmed by the said Society, within six months after the 
deliveiy of such certificate. 

" That for the better order, direction, and government of 
all, and all manner of matters, for, or concerning, the city 
-and citizens of Londonderry, and the Plantations to be made 
in the said city and county of Londonderry, and all other 
businesses pertaining to the same, there should thenceforth, 
for ever, be twenty-six honest and discreet Citizens of the 
City of Londoni, to be chosen in form following, who should 
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be called. The Society of the Governor and Assistants of 
London, of the New Plantation in Ulster, in the kingdom of 
Ireland. Which said Society should be, and consist of, 
one Governor, one Deputy of the same Grovemor, and twenty- 
four Assistants ; of whom the (Jovemor, and five Assistants, 
should be Aldermen of the City of London ; and also that 
the Recorder of the City of London, for the time being, should 
be one of the said Assistants. 

• ** That the Society should be incorporated by the name 
aforesaid, with full powers to hold lands, plead and be 
impleaded, have a common seal, &c. 

"That the said Society should be elected for ever thereafter, 
yearly, by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the 
City of London, at the first Common Council to be held next 
after the Feast of the Purification of the Blessed Virgin, (2* 
of February) at which time the Deputy Governor, and twelve 
of the said persons who should have been Assistants in the 
year precedent, shall be removed from their office; and 
another Deputy, and twelve other Assistants, shall be sup- 
plied for the help of the Governor not removed, for one year 
next to come, and so in the ensuing year, in rotation; so 
^hat twelve of the same Assistants shall be continued in their 
place during the term of two years. 

. " That as often as it shall happen that any one or more of 
the said Society should die, depart, or be removed from his or 
^heir office or offices, (all, or any of whom, not well demean- 
ing or behaving themselves, to be removable at the pleasure 
of the Common Council of the City of London, of whom the 
Mayor for the time being to be one) then as many citizens 
should be elected by the Common Council at the next Court 
after the death or removal of such person or persons, into the 
place or places of him or them respectively, thus happening 
to be vacant by death or removal, or departure aforesaid, as 
will be sufficient to supply such vacancies. 

/' That after the election of the Assistants as aforesaid, the 
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person or persons so elected, after his or their corporal oafli, 
taken before the Mayor of the City of London, well and 
faithfully to execute the said office, should and might exer- 
cise the same during all the remaining time limited to his or 
their predecessor or predecessors. 

" That the said Society, or any nine of them, (whereof th6 
Governor, of Deputy Governor, should be one) should have 
full power to convene, assemble, and hold a Court in the 
Guildhall of the City of London, or some other place within 
the City of London, as often as it should seem expedient to 
them; and in the said Court or assembly to do, hear, treat, 
and determine all, and all manner of matters and things 
whatsoever, of or for, or concerning the Plantation and 
government aforesaid, as to them shall seem best and expe- 
dient* And to direct, conidtitute, and ordain, as of the part 
of the Mayor, and Commonalty, and Citizens of London, all 
and singular matters which sl^ould seem most conducible and 
expedient for and concerning the plantation,, supply, esta- 
blishment, continuation, and government of the aforesaid 
city of Londonderry, and all other lands and tenements there- 
after mentioned to be granted ; and also to send orders and 
directions from the kingdom of England into the said king- 
dom of Ireland, by letters or otherwise, for the ordering, 
direction, and disposition of all, and all manner of things 
and matters whatsoever, of or concerning the same Planta- 
tion, disposition, or government of matters there; and also 
of the receiving and ordering, disposing and disbursement, 
of all such sums of money then already collected or received, 
or thereafter to be collected or received ; and generally for 
any other thing, cause, or matter whatsoever, which, by the 
true intent of the now reciting Charter, may or ought by 
them to be done, for the better government and iiegtilatioii 
of the city and county of Londonderry aforesaid. 

" And in the said Court, to be hrfd in form aforesaid, 
from time to time, they might and should have power and 
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autbority to nominate and constitute such and so many other 
officers and ministers of the said Society, for the expediting 
the business aforesaid, as to them should seem best and 
most expedient. 

** And diat the Grovemor of the said Society, or his 
Deputy, for the time being, should appoint or constitute 
days and times to assemble the said Society ; and should 
make or cause to be made summons thereof to the said 
Society, from time to time. 

^ Then follow provisions for the Mayor, Aldermen, Sheriffs, 
and Common Council of the city and county of Londonderry, 
their mode of election, appointment of Chamberlain, He- 
corder, and other officers. 

^^ Grants to the said Society of the Governor and Assistants 
of London, and their successors.. 

** The city and county of Londonderry, the town of Cole- 
raine, and divers other large proportions of lands, and other 
premises therein specified; together with all woods and 
underwoods ; the barony of Loughinshellen ; the castle of 
Culmore; the water and soil of the river Bann, from the sea 
to Lough Neagh, and the fishery for salmon and eels therein ; 
the water and soil, and fishery of Lough Foyle, from the 
sea unto the town ofLifier; the right of patron^e of the 
churches; the ferryage over Lough Foyle and the Bann ; a fee 
ikrm rent out of certain lands, formerly belonging to or in the 
occupation of Sir Thomas Phillips ; all the messuages, mills, 
commons, lordships, glebes, wastes, woods, tythes, fishings, 
warrens, mines, quarries, heriots, fines, courts-ket, view of 
frank pledge, fairs, markets, tolls, customs, advantages, and 
6ther hereditaments whatsoever ; with certain exceptions. 

** To hold the same county, territory, lands, &c. unto and 
to the use of the said Society of London, and their successors 
for ever. 

« To hold the said citfy of Londonderry, the faur thousan<{ 
acres of land to the said City, next adjoining upon the Derry 

f2 
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side ; and the aforesaid town of Coleraine, and three thou-, 
sand acr^s of land to the same town of Coleraine next ad-* 
jacent^ in free burgage, as of the castle of Dublin. 

^ And to hold the rest of the said premises as of the castle 
of Dublin by fealty only, in free and common socage, and not 
in capite nor by knight service. 

" Rendering the rents or yearly sums therein mentioned,, 
to the Exchequer in Ireland, at Lady-day and Michaelmas^ 
day, by equal proportions, yearly, for ever. 

^^ That the said Society of London and their successors, 
from thenceforth for ever, at all times, should keep and 
maintain at their own prop^ costs and charges, of, in, and 
upon the aforesaid castle and fort of Culmore, one ward of 
such and so many men, well and sufficiently armed, and of 
such expert and sufficient officers, as the King and his. 
successors from time to time should require. 

^< Charges and commands that the timber growing upon, 
the lands of Glenkonkene and Killetragh, extending from 
the late County of Coleraine, now Londonderry, unto Ballin- 
deny, from thenceforth should remain, and be only converted 
towards the Plantation aforesaid, and the structures aud 
edifices to be made, and other necessary uses of the kingdom 
of Ireland, and for no other cause to be merchandized or. 
sold. 

*^ Grants to the said Society of London, all ciystoms, subsidies, 
poundage, tonnage, great and small customs, arising in the, 
city and liberties of Londonderry, the county of Londonderry^ 
and town of Coleraine, and within the ports and creeks of 
them, the port of Portrush, the river of Lough Foyle, the river 
Bann, the river of Loughswilly, on goods imported as mer- 
chandize from foreign parts, and thereafter exported for fifty 
years, from the. date of the charter. 

" The port of the city of Londonderry to be a free port^ 
for the charge or discharge of all merchandize. 

^' Grants to the said Society of London and their successors 
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for ever, the office of Vice Admiral in all the coasts and 
shores of Tyrconnell, Coleraine, and the county of London- 
deny, to be executed by deputy. 

** Grants all wrecks, privilege of fishing, &c. power to 
erect manors, &c. courts baron, court of record in London- 
derry, &c. 

^ Then follow provisions affecting the trade and commerce, 
customs, laws and privileges of Londonderry, and their send- 
ing two Burgesses to parliament. 

** The Governor, Deputy Governor and Assistants, to be 
sworn before the Mayor of London, faithfully to execute their 
office, and also to take the oaths of supremacy and al- 



The customs of tonnage and poundage, of Londonderry, 
Coleraine, and other ports, having been granted to the 
Society by the charter, applications were frequently made 
by the Society to the officers of the crown, for the purpose 
of being established in the receipt of them, which had not 
been done, but it having been considered prejudicial to the 
revenue of the crown, if the customs should be granted, 
agreeably to the provisions of the charter, his Majesty on the 
^^ 18* February, 1664, communicated his desire to give the 
Society an adequate compensation in money for the same ; and 
after some negociation, £6000 were agreed* to be paid, of 
which £2000, pyrt thereof, was soon afteiwards received. 

About this time Sir Thomas Adams was Grovemor; John 
Sprackling, Secretary; John Quick, Assistant Secretary; and 
Colonel Gorges, General Agent. 



* It is the opinion of the most eminent Jjawyers, that if a Corpo- 
ration accept a charter, which alters or abridges their former privileges, 
this will bind them, especially if by long usage after they submit to it. 

From the time of granting this charter, to the present period, the 
records of the proceedings of the Irish Society, at their Courts and 
Committees, have been kept in the Irish Chamber, Guildhall. 
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1668. — ^Leases were prepared in confonnity with the land 
agents icertificatefiu 

April. — Sir John Lawrence was Governor. 

In this year^ great part of the city of Londond^ry was 
destroyed by fire. 

15*^ September. — The Society required from the Corporis 
tion of Londonderry a certificate, under seal, of their by- 
laws for confirmation of the Society, agreeably to the provi- 
sions of the charter, and expressed their unwillingness to 
receive any communications purporting to be the acts of. the 
Common Council of Londonderry, unless they were imd^ 
ihe seal of that Coiporation* 

1675. — Sir James Rowley was appointed master of the 
Society's game, which then principally consisted of red deer, 
and was allowed a salary of twenty marks per annuum. 

The scite of .tibe citadel atOoIeraine was let to improving 
tenants. 

3^ February. — Mr. Davis was appointed Greneral Agent. 

21"' February. — Sir William Turner was Governor. 

S^ June, 1676. — ^A dividend was ordered to be made to the 
twelve Companies, and the Treasurer was directed to receive 
the rents due from several of the Companies, in respect to 
their manors. These rents were reserved or^nally as acknow- 
ledgments of the seignioral right, or paramount jurisdiction 
of the Society. They were reserved in respect of freeholds, 
granted at 13«. id. each in the following manner:

1682. At this time it was ordered by the Society, that the 
members should be paid Tor attendances at Courts and 
Committees. 
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18^ April, 1683. — ^The Society ordfired that a fee should be 
paid by ev^ry Company, on the delivery of their dividend 
warrants. 

24*^ OctpbeTj^-^Jhe Attorney General gaire his opinion, that 
thongh ajudgmenthadbeen obtained against die city of Lon- 
don, it 4id not sjLu^nd the Corporalion of the Irish Society. 

T^ Mardbu — The JSecretary, Mr, Porter, was appointed, on 
the recommendation of his Majesty. 

April, 1684. — ^The King confirmed the Society's Charter. 

13*** June. — The Corporation of Londonderry, by letter to 
the Soeiely, offered to hold a correspon^dence with them, and 
Id render a faithful account of their concerns, when desired. 

1685. — ^During this year there was a great decay of trade 
in Londondeiry. The Corporation complained Ahat the 
goyernment of the place was too expensive for the magistrates 
to sustain, and tbey supplicated the Society for abatement of 
xent; and the Society promised them assistance,. 

20^ March. — Mr. Ballowe was appointed Secsretary, though 
the {^ing recomm^ided Mr. Gwillim. 

A quo warranio against the Corporation of Ccjeraine was 
^issued. 

Iron works were erected on the Plantation, to the great 
destruction of the woods. 

The .chief Companies were written to by the Society, to 
introduce clauses into their tenants' leases, to prevent de- 
struction of timber. 

1687. — ^The Bishop of Deny laid daim to the Quarter 
.Lands, which became the subject of a long and very expen- 
.sive litigation ; which, as will hereafter appear, terminated 
in the rejection of his claim. 

A quo fOinrai^o was brought against the cily of London- 
derry. 

The Grovemor, Deputy, and four others, were appointed 
a Committee to wait upon the Lord Chancellor, and consult 
with him, on the propriety of petitioning the King, cm the 
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isubject of the sessions and assizes being kept at liOndonderry, 
and to obtain an act of state for confinning the same* The 
petition was afterwards prepared. 

25*^ June. — Sir William Prichard was Governor. 

6*^ July. — ^The Haberdashers' Company gave the Society 
an indemnity against the rent running in arrear, for their 
manor of Freemore, which they had sold to the Beresford 
family. 
. 6*^ October.— Sir Peter Daniell was Governor. 

1689. — In this year Londonderry was besieged.* 

29^ January. — ^The fishings belonging to the Society were 
directed to be advertized for letting, on the Royal Exchange 
and in the Gazette. 

15"* August. — The Society ordered £10 to be paid to 
Joseph Bennett, for his intrepidity in contriving to pass 
through King James's army, then besieging Londonderry, 
and coming over to England to give an account of the situa- 
tion of the City, to King William and the Society. 

16* August. — ^The King sent the following letter to thie 
Governors of Londonderry. 

" William, Rex. — Trusty and well beloved, we greet 
you well. 

*.* The eminent and extraordinary service 
that you have performed unto us, and our kingdoms in ge- 
neral, by your late resolute and unparalleled defence of that 
our city of Londonderry, as it does oblige us in the first 



♦ The siege of Londonderry was raised, 30*^ July, 1689, and as it 
was an event so honourable to its inhabitants and its magnanimous 
defenders, as well as important to the country at large, and forms 
. such a conspicuous feature in connection with the proceedings of the 
Irish Society ; it is thought proper to insert in the Appendix, ihe 
description of the siege, taken from Leland's History of Ireland, as 
inserted in the printed work, intitled " Derriana,'' which description 
is considered to be the most concise and satisfactory account of thelt 
transaction hitherto published^ 
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place, to an humble acknowledgmeat to Almighty God for 
his signal mercy, in supporting the . hearts and courage of 
our good subjects, amidst their great and various difficulties 
and distresses, > arising from a furious opposition without, 
and near pressing necessity within those walls ; and sending 
them at last deliverance, and bringing them by your conduct 
to triumph over their enemies, which we cannot but attribute 
to an immediate divine assistance ; inspiring them with a zeal 
for the true religion and love for their country, and an un- 
shaken fidelity towards us, and must ever own it as a 
continuation of that miraculous providence, which hath 
hitherto conducted us throughout in our endeavours torensettle 
these nations in all their civil and religious rights and 
liberties ; — so in the next place, taking into our serious con- 
sideration, as well the importance of this success, as that 
constancy and bravery by which it hath been brought to 
pass, — ^we would not omit signifying unto you, the just 
sense we have of this whole action, in which, having the 
greatest opportunity that can be put into the hands of any 
subjects of obliging their prince, you have in all points ac- 
quitted yourselves to our satisfaction, even beyond what 
could have been expected ; insomuch, that it now lies on our 
part to make such retributions, as well to you, the commanders 
in chief, who have been the happy instruments, under God, 
of this deliverance, as others who have signalized their 
loyalty, courage, and patience, in the time of trial. That all 
our subjects being encouraged by this example, may be 
stirred up to the imitation of it, in the like hazardous but 
honourable enterprize. We will therefore, that you rely on 
our royal favour towards you ; and also in our name, you 
assure the officers, soldiers, and inhabitants of that our city, 
that we will take fitting occasions to recompense their 
services and sufierings in our cause; so that neither they, nor 
any other of our loving subjects, shall ever have reason to 
repent them of a faithful discharge of their duty; and so we 
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bid you farew^L Given at our Court, at Hampton Comt, 
this 16^ day of August, in the first year of our reign, 1660.

20^ August. — Hie Society directed sereral of their mem- 
bers to wait upon the £ev. George Walker, the late Gov^nor 
of Londonderry,* and render their thanks for his senrices in 
the preservation of the City. 

6*^ September.>-^Mr Walker attended the Society, and 
represented that most of the houses in Derry wer^ demolished 
by the military operations of the enemy during the late siege, 
and stated the necessity of some immediate assistance beinig^ 
sent to the inhabitants, whereupon it was thought fit, that 
the Society should apply to the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of London, to induce the twelve chi^ 
Companies to advance £100 a-piece, to be paid to the Society's 



* Mr. George Walker, so justly famous for his defence of Derry, 
(when Lundy, the Governor, would have surrendered it to King 
James,) was bom of English parents in the County of Tyrone, and 
educated in the unLversi^ of Glasgow ; he was afterwards Kector of 
Ponoughmore, not many miles from the city of X^ondonderry.. Uppn 
the Rov.olution, he raised a regiment for the defence of the Protestants ; 
and upon intelligence of King James having a design to besiege 
Londonderry, retired thither, being at last chosen Goyemor of it. 
After the raising of that seige, he came to England, where he was 
most graoiously received by their Majesties, and was appointed Bishop 
of Denry ; and on the 19^ of November, 1689, received the thanks of 
the House of Commons, having just before pujblishad an acconntof 
the siege, and had apresent of £5000. He was created D. D« by the 
University of Oxford, on the 26* February, 1690, on his return to 
Ireland, where he was killed the beginning of July, at the passage of 
the Boyne, having resolved to serve that campaign before he took 
possession of his Bishoprick.

Treasifirer, ibat thmbf ihe Society laigbt be enabled to send 
such immediate ididT, as might eacovn^ the City's taianta 
to continue in their habitations, imtil the season of the year 
shoidd invite tboee, who had abandoned the place, to return 
and build thdr houses again. A committee was accordingly 
appointed to wait ap<m the Lord Mayor, to call a Common 
Council for that purpose, which was afterwards done, and 
the required contributions were obtained, and idfterwards 
disMbuted amongst the sufferers by the siege. 

2&^ March, 1V90. — Sir Jotm Lawrence was Governor. 

Captain Neville presented to ike Society, a survey, taken 
by himself, of the damages done to the city of liondonderry, 
and a map of the City, during the late siege. 

The Mayor and Recorder of Londonderry appeared before 
the Society, and proposed, that if his Majesty would please tp 
grant his letters patent for a contribution towards rebuilding 
of that City ; and the Companies of London would raise a 
fund for the building of the court house, and other accom- 
modations, for the reception of the Judges and Commissioners 
of assize, it would be a great means to restore that City to its 
former splendour. 

20^^ March. — Colonel Michelbome solicited the Society 
to recommend him to his Msgesty, as Crovemor of Cufanor^ 
Port,^ which thing the Society took into consideration ; and 
finding in the Charter that they were obliged only to main- 
tain such a garrison in the said fort as should be thought 
necessary by their Majesties, and considering that the said 
fort was then quite demolished, and not capable of any gar- 
rison, the Society were of opinion, that in regard there was 
no fort, there could be no occasion for a Governor, and, 
therefore, no obligation upon the Society to pay any stipend 
or salary. 

* This fort was first erected in the year 1^00, but in 1600 it was in 
a minous state, and was never rebuilt afterwards. 
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31"' July. — ^The Mayor and Corporation of Londcmderry 
solicited from the Society further assistance, for the purpose 
of rebuilding the public structures; 

A letter of attorney was granted to Mr. Moggridge, autho- 
rizing him to enter upon the lands belonging to the Society, 
adjacent to the fort of Culmore ; and also such town lands 
and houses, in the city of Londonderry, as should appear to 
be forfeited by the rebellion in that part of the kingdom. 

The Mayor of Deny solicited the Society for certain tolls 
due to the Society, for one year, for better enabling him to 
imdergo the charge of the Mayoralty of Londonderry, for 
the ensuing year. 

6*** May, 1691. — Sir Charles Fielding was appointed by 
his Majesty Governor of Culmore fort. A warrant was made 
out, by the Society, for payment of £50 to him. 

A warrant was issued to the wood rangers, to supply sixty 
tons of timber, towards rebuilding the market-house, repair- 
ing the gates, and other public buildings in Derry, at the 
usual rates. 

16*^ May. — ^The Society sent a letter to Mr. Davis, in 
which they say, " we have lately received a letter from Mr. 
Moggridge, giving an account of the very sad and deplorable 
condition of Londonderry,'' and they directed Mr. Davis to 
give them as particular an account as possible, of the state 
of that city, and what was fit to be done by the Society, 
they being extremely importuned by the Corporation to q^it 
all arrears for time past, and also to grant an additional 
term in their leases, and to make abatement of their rents, 
as an encouragement for them to rebuild. 

4*** December. — ^The fishings were let to Lord Massareene, 
for two years, at £1050 per annum. 

It appears, that one hundred and twenty tons of timber, 
and forty thousand laths, were allowed for building the 
town-house of Derry. 

Sir Matthew Bridges produced her Majesty's commission 
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to him, as Crovemor of Londonderry and Coleraine, and 
required the usual salary of £200 a year, payable to the 
Governor of Culmore fort, and the acres belonging thereto, 
respecting which the Society determined to consult counsel. 

During this year, the Society sent oyer Commissioners to 
Londonderry, to view the wastes and ruins by the siege, to 
make abatement of rents, and to augment the terms in leases, 
and the same was done at Coleraine. 

17* March. — Sir Robert Clayton was Governor. 

7^ April, 1692. — ^The Society ordered the salary to be 
paid, and the acres to be enjoyed by the Grovemor of Cul- 
more fort in future. 

9* June. — ^Robert Rochfort and David Caimes, were ap- 
pointed by the Society as Commissioners, to adopt the best 
measures for rebuilding Londonderry, and granting leases. 

22* September. — ^£20 a year was allowed to the master 
of Derry free-school. 

J<An Moggridge, town clerk of Londonderry, was appoipted 
by the Society, collector of rents at Deny, and Richard 
Lynam collector at Coleraine ; each entering into a bond for 
performance of his trust, in a penalty of £1000. 

Seventy officers, who had served in the city of London- 
derry during the siege, petitioned the Society for assistance, 
who recommended their case to the chief Companies. 

The Society acceded to the Bishop's proposition, of refer- 
ring the division of the advowsons, on the Plantation, to his 
Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The Corporation of Londonderry endeavoured to negociate 
with the Bishop of Derry, for a renewal of the lease of the 
quarter lands, which was now near expiring; and, for diat 
purpose, sent John Moggridge, their town clerk, to treat 
with his Lordship for the same ; but the Bishop, refusing to 
grant the renewal on the terms they wanted, the treaty was 
broken off; and then the Corporation, being well aware that 
the Society were the proprietors of those lands, and were 
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ignorant of the fraud tbat for many years had been practised 
on the Society, began to reflect whether it would not operate 
for the interest of the Corporation to disclose the whole affair 
to the Society, and oppose the Bishop's pretended right;: 
and, accordingly, they soon afterwards disclosed the whole 
transaction to the Society, who engaged to allow them £90. 
l(te. a year* for this piece of service, if they succeeded in 
establishing their right. 

23* March. — It. was ordered, that before any leases 
be made, there be a survey of all the perches and acres 
belonging to each house,, and that the same be numbered in 
every lease. It was agreed also, that a certain number of 
tenants should have freehold life interests created in their 
leases for years, so that if the freeholders should happen to 
die before the expiration of the term of years, then the 
executor or administrator should have the benefit of the lease, 
for the remainder of that term. 

May, 1693. — A letter was sent to the Lord Lieutenant, 
relative to the election of officers in Londonderry, and the 
re^building of the place, and re-establishment of that Corpo- 
ration, of which letter, the following is a copy. 

** Lord Lieutenant, 

" May it please your Excellency, when 
some of us had the honour of waiting upon you, when you 
were about to leave this place, you were pleased to command 
us to mind you of any thing wherein you might be helpful 
to the poor desolate city of Londonderry; we therefore 
j^resume to lay before your Excellency, the hardship of that 
poor City's case, about the electi(Hi of their chief officers. 
Their charter binds them to choose, when there are vacancies, 
within three days, and some general regulations since of 
Corporations, require your Excellency's approbation of those 

* This sum is still paid to the Corporation of Londonderry, by 
the Society. 
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lliat are chosen; and, if by any suggestion the allowance be 
sospended, the distance of this City from Dublin, makes the 
election impracticable. We doubt not your Excellency will 
haye a great regard to the approved fidelity and good affectiona 
of those citizens, that have survived so much misery for the 
sake of their religion and country, and will not suffer any to 
discourage them in the choice of such officers, as shall be 
most serviceable to the re-building and re-establishing of that 
Corporation ; and, therefore, we most humbly recommend all 
their concerns to your Excellency's prudence, care, and kind- 
ness, and remaiD,

22^ June.*^^Various sums were directed to be paid to 
oflieers who had served at the siege of Londonderry. 
' 24<* May, 1694. — It was ordered that a letter should be 
written to the Corporation of the city of Londondeiry, to 
acquaint them, that the Society would assert their right to 
the fifteen hundred acres, and directed them to retain pos-* 
session of them ; and Mr. Moggridge was sent for from 
Ireland to advise the Society how to act th^eon ; soon after 
which, the Committee were directed to prepare a ease for 
the opinion of Counsel on the subject of the right to the fifteen 
hundred acres, and the fcdiowing letter was accordingly 
written (1* June) to the Corporation. 
" Gentlemen, 

•* Yours of the 30* of January last, we 
received, and are sensible with the hardships you are 
threatened with, about the fifteen hundred acres ; we would 
hope when your lease expires, the Lord Bishop will see 
cause to take other measures. And we however have the 
matter under our consideration, and resolve to adhere to 
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our right, and in order thereto, have sent toMr. Moggridge^ 
to come over prepared to assist us therein, before Michaelmas 
Term; and in the mean time. we desire you to keep, in 
possession* 

« We are, &c." 

18^ July, .1695. — ^It was ordered, that an ejectment should 
be brought against the Bishop, for the remainder of the 
fifteen hundred acres, and other lands, comprised in the 
Society's letters patent, then in the possession of the Bishop, 
or his tenants. 

13^ August. — The whole history of this suit, and the 
Bishop's pretended title to these lands, was set forth at length, 
in a work composed whilst the suit was depending, by Mr. 
Moggridge, for the information of the Society. 

4^ February, 1696. — The Lord Chancellor and Justices of 
Ireland were invited to dine with the Society, at the 
Governor's house. 

23* November. — ^The Society remimed the possession of the 
fifteen hundred acres. 

is* October, 1697.— The Bishop of Derry appealed to the 
House of Lords in Ireland, from an order of the Chancelloor 
respecting the fifteen hundred acres. 

An order was obtained for re-establishing the Bishop in his 
possession, which was opposed by the Sherifis and other 
inhabitants of Londonderry, in consequence of whichy an at- 
tachment was issued, and the Sherifis and others were taken 
into custody, and carried to Dublin. The Bishop's conduct 
on this occasion appears to have been most highly disgraceful. 
. 23d November.— The Society, not being satisfied with the 
determination of the Lords in Ireland, in favour of the.Bishop.~s 
claim to the fifteen hundred acres, appealed from their depree 
to the House of Lords in England. 

25**» February.— rlt was ordered that a Society should be 
summoned to attend the Committee of the House of Com- 
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mons, on the petition presented, relative to the sufferings of 
the inhabitants of Londonderry. 

1700.— Mr. Moggridge was appointed solicitor to the 
Society, by a commission under the Society's seal ; and he 
was allowed a salary of £20 a year, exclusiye of his bills of 
charges for professional services. 

19^ June, 1702. — ^Mr. Brace elected secretary. 

1703. — The Duke of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
was invited to dine with the Society, and the entertainment 
cost £234. 178. 6d. 

3d and 4^ Anne. — ^An Act of Parliament was passed, inti- 
tuled, ^^ An Act for settling the right of several parcels of 
Land and other Tenements; and of several Fishings, and 
Tydies of Fishings, in the Society of the Governor and 
Assistants, London, of the New Plantatiim in Ulster, within 
the Realm of Ireland, and their Successors ; and for settling 
a Rent-charge of £250 per annum upon the Lord Bishop of 
Deny, and his Successors, for efier. 

^ Whereas several disputes have formerly arisen, between 
the Bishops of Derry and the Society of the Governor and 
Assistants, London, of the New Plantation in Ulster, within 
the realm of Ireland ; and the same are still depending be- 
tween Charles, Lord Bishop of Derry, and the said Society, 
concerning the right of certain parcels of land, and other 
tenements; and concerning the right of several fishings, and 
tythes of fishings, in the rivers of Bann and Loughfoile, in 
the county of LondmideiTy, and in the counties of Antrim, 
Tyrone, and Dmi^aU, in ike kingdom of Ireland; which 
have caused great trouble and charge to the said Bishops 
and Society, and been die occasion of great heats and ani- 
mosities among several of the inhabitants of the said counties. 
Now, for the settling and quietiiig all diffisrences between 
the said See and Society, and £»* remedying the said incon- 
v^ences, and for preventing the like for the future, the 
said Lord Bidiop of Dory, and the Governor and Assistants 
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of the a»d Society, do most humbly beaeech your Miyefilyf 
that it may be enacted, and be it enacted, by the Qmsen's 
moet excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and cotMsent 
of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and the Conuyions in 
this present Parliam^it assembled, and by the authority of

the wear and mill of Ballynass, with the appurtenances, and 
the small piece of land thereunto adjoining, and heretofore 
enjoyed with ike same, containing, by estimation^ two acres 
and a half, more or less : and, also, all the fishings, and rights 
of fishing; and, also, all and all manner of tythes of fishing 
belonging to the said Bishop, or see of D^ry, of what nature

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his successors, Bishops of Deny, into all, or any "of diie 
premises charged or chargeable with the said rent, to enter 
mid distrain, and the distress then and there found, to take 
and carry away ; and in case the arrears then diie, together 
with all the costs and charges of taking and keeping sucK 
distress, shall not, within fire days after the taking the said 
distress, be fully paid and satisfied, it shall and may be 
lawful, to and for the'said Lord Bishop of Derry, and his suc- 
cessors, Bishops of Derry, to sell and dispose : of the goods 
and chattels so distrained, and thereout pay all the said arrears 
then due, and the costs and charges of such distress and

5^ April, 1705.— The Society resolved to establish a fi-ee 
school in Coleraine* 

8^ May, 1706. — ^The Society went in a body to congratulate 
his Excellency the Earl of Pembroke, Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, on his s^pointment, and to invite him, as usual on 
such occasions, to dine. 

1707. — ^It appears by the proceedings of the Society about 

this time, that when disputes arose between any of the twelve 

chief Companies, it was usual for ihe Society to withhold 

their dividends, and hear the matters of controversy by their 

. derks before the Society. . . 

Suiting the last twenty yeais^ the fisheries bad been let 
for £1600 a year. 

- 16*^ April,. 1708. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry sent 
an address to die Society, to be presented dirough them to 
her Majesty, expressing their loyalty to her government. In 
this address, they stated th^nselves to be a branch of the 
city of London. The secretary was ordered to wait upon the 
l40id Lieutenant of Ireland, with the address, and intreat the

27^ ApriL-M-The Deputy Governor hifonned the Societj^ 
that he, and sereral oth^ raemben of the Society, had been 
introduced to the Queen^ and presented the address of thd 
Corporation of D^ry, which had been graciously receiredy 
and that the secretary had taken care to procure the same 
to be published in the Gazette. 

24^ February-— It was <»rdered, that the Earl of Wharton, 
Lord Lieutenant, i^iould be congratulated, as usual, ^ hb 
appointm^t* 

. 16^ September, 1709.— The Corporation of Coleraine 
selioited the Society to encourage the establishment of a Ittteii 
manufacture in that town, as a means of increasing the traik 
and prosperity thereof; but the Society doubted whether such 
an undertaking was practicable and consistent with the con- 
stitution of the Society to encourage. 

2&^ November, 1711. — Counsel were consulted^ as to the 
propriety of applying to parliament to obtain a reversal of 
the judgment s^inst the Society's first charter, who advised 
the measure not to be attempted* 

13*** December. — ^The Corporation of Cderaine tranft^ 
mitted dopies of several acts or orders of their Common 
Council, attested by their Chamberlmn. 

7'^ January, — Alderman Tomkins was appointed receiver 
ci rents in Lohdondeiry. 

1712. — ^At this period it was customary for addresses fi*<Hn^ 
Londmiderry and Coleraine to th6 throne to be transmitted 
to the Society for presentation. 

24* July.— A memorial or representation to the twelve 
dhief Companies was made, su^esting the importance of 
preserving a growth of young timber on their proportions* 

16* August.--^The Society prepared a statement^ setting 
forth their rights to the woods on the Plantation, and t^e 
Necessity there was, in order to promote the inttsorests of tike 
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twelve ahief Companies, that the growth of timber en the 
rariouB proportions should be in future kept up, so that 
Staines and other things might be supplied for the fishings, 
the tenant having been usnalljr allowed thirty thousand every 
year for casks for Ae salmon fiiAery ; which statement, with 
all the reasons set forth, was sent to each of the Companies^ 
»cept the Haberdashers, who had conveyed their proportion 
to Lady Beresford. 

31*^ December^— *A letter was received from die Corpora^ 
tlon of Coleraine, nominating and recommending Richard 
Jackson and William Jackson, two of their Aldermen, to be 
diosen Burgemes, to represent the Society's town of Cole-^ 
mine in parliament; the Society approved of this measure, 
and accordingly resolved, diat the said persons should be 
recimimended by the Society to the said Corporation* 

9^ January^-— The Society directed letters to be written 
to the Corporations of Londonderry and Colmtdne, requiring 
them to promote the interest of Mr» Secretary Dawson, to be 
one of the Knights of the shire, for the Society's county of 
Lcmdonderry, and to make known such the Society's desire and 
recommendation in favour of Mr* Dawson to all thefreeholdenSi. 

29^ January. — ^An address to the Queen was transmitted 
from the Corporation of Coloraine, to be presented by the 
Society. 

29^ April, 171d.~In the Society's letter book of this 
period, is ins^ted a letter from Mr. Church of Coleraine, 
relative to the election of Corporation officers, of which the 
f<dlowing is an extract: ^ These were the pardculars for 
which we thought it necessary that a Court of Common 
Council should be called; but, finding our Mayor averse 
thereto, thirteen of our members met according to a former 
act of Court, vir. That upon application of twelve membefs 
to the Mayor, desiring a Court of Commcm CounoS, and he 
l^efrising, it shall be denned a misdemeanor in die said Mayor; 
bttt, notwidistanding, diat these thirteen member did write 
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twkse to I the Mayor/ were refused, and bki answer was, . that 
he would call a Court when he pleased. When Captain 
Hamilton was Mayor, this present Mayor, and Captain 
Jackson, and myself, were three of the twelve that sent a 
letter (by virtue of the aforesaid act of Court,) to the Mayor, 
and he granted us a Court; and yet the same man, that 
required the observance of that good and necessary act, now 
conmiits a violation on it. Will your honor be pleased to 
take notice of this, and lay out some help for it? The reason 
I judge for not calling a Court at this time is, that there is a 
vacant place of a burgess ; for the Mayor and Mr. Tate coming 
to me, (when I was unable to stir out,) to consider of a fit 
person to be elected, I found by them, that they were for 
one of two men that lives ten miles from Coleraine; that is? 
young Richard Adams, son to Alderman Adams of Killrea, 
whose, elder brother is already a Burgess, and both young 
men living in their father's house, who is a tenant ;of Mr. 
William Jackson; the other person is Charles Church, a 
tenant also of Mr. Jackson's, who also receives his rents in 
Mercers' proportion, and is seneschal of his Courts; also, 
truly this seemed to me, to be a desigrn of putting the whole 
power and vote of the Corporation into Mr. Jackson's hands; 
for there is already three of his uncles in the Corporation, 
and himself and two of his tenants that are all Aldermen, 
and but himself that is'on the spot ; there is also five Burgesses 
his tenants ; one of them is seneschal in Clothworkero' pro- 
portion, the Mayor and his son are his near kinsmen, the 
town clerk, whom we are now contesting with for the Court 
leet fines, opposeth us for his own interest, and Mr. Tate is 
as firm for Mr. Jackson's interest, as any' uncle he has, so 
that if the present Mayor or any other person whom Mr. 
Jackson should set up to be Mayor, should commit the 
highest misdemeanor, and though our Charter directs the 
removal of the Mayor upon a misdemeanor done, I know not 
which way we should accomplish that, by reason that there 
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J8 but four Aldermen in the town, and the Mayor; and such 
a thing could not be effected without a court of Aldermen, 
which is soFen* When the Mayor and Mr. Tate named two 
men to me, (to take a Burgess out of,) that lived ten miles 
distance, I told them, that our charter directed to choose 
Burgesses out of the inhabitants of the town, and I desired 
the Mayor to name any man he pleased, living in the town, 
and I would vote with him, but that I could not agree to any 
other choice than a townsman. This is the reason, truly, that 
the Jlliayor and I have divided; for, for several years past, till 
this very time, the Mayor and I went hand in hand." 

16^^ September.-— An address from the Corporation of 
Londonderry to the Queen, was transmitted to the Society, 
and presented by them. 

It was made a standing order, that no leases should be 
renewed, until within three years of their expiration ; and 
for the due observance thereof, it was ordered, that this 
resolution should be annually read, at the first Society after 
every new election. 

25*^ September. — It was ordered, that the Duke of 
Shrewsbury should be congratulated and invited on his ap- 
pointment as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

18^ September. — Violent and tumultuous proceedings 
took place at the Common Council in the Corporation of 
Coleraine, at which time, the sword and mace were forcibly 
seized. The Society reprehended these proceedings. 

Great quantities of the Society^s timber were stolen out of 
the woods, and sunk in Lough Neagh ; some of the pieces, 
measuring from 90 to 40 feet long, already squared, were re- 
covered from the bottom of the Lough by means of an engine. 

6^ October. — ^In consequence of the dissensions in the. 
Corporation of Coleraine, the matter was brought before the 
Council Board of Dublin, and a representation was made to 
the Lord Lieutenant on the subject, by the Society. 
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90** October.^— The Mayor «f Col^raiiie was served wifli 
aoi ord^r Arom &e Privjr Council of Ireland^ to appellf dnd 
answer complaints preferr^ a^nstthe Corporation ; in con-i 
sequence of whicfa^ a letter was sent from that Corporation 
to the Society, reqnesting Aeir speedy interpositicm with the 
Grorernment of Ireland, on their behalf, against the com-i^ 
plainants^ two of the Aldermen, and others ; upon which, the 
Secretary was directed to search for precedents of what had 
been done on jibrmer similar occasions, to support their rights. 
The matter was afterwards heard before the Privy Council^ 
who determined in ferour of the Corporation, (90^ October) 
on whose behalf the Society had interfered. 

31<** October* — ^The faction at Coleraikie threatened to bring 
ike Mayor before the House of Commons, The Society wer6 
extremely anxious to compose their diffi^'ences, and wtote 
on the subject to various distinguished personages to assist 
them in their endeavours; amongst others, they wrote to the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

18*** December. — ^A letter was received by the Society 
from the Lord Lieutenant, wherein he expressed himself 
ready to take the first opportunity of employing his best 
offices to contribute to the peace and quiet of their Corpo- 
rations, and promote the interest of theii^ Plantations. 

21*^ January .( — A ease was stated for the opinion of the 
Attorney General and Common Serjeant, which, with the 
opinions thereon, is entered in the Letter Book of the Society, 
relative to the Corporation of Coleraine. 

I** February.^ — ^The Committee made a full and explicit 
report relative to the preservation of timber, and the future 
growth thereof, anticipating great detriment to the Society's 
fishings, and the welfare of the Plantation, unless the sam« 
were preserved; and stated, that forasmuch as the said 
Society did conceivet and were advised, that by reason thejr 
}iad parted with thdr interest in the proportions, passed 
away and conveyed by them, they had not power eidier to 
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prevent tbe watte and deBtrncti«m of the yoan^ voodiy 
growing' on the lands belonging to each of the twelve Com^ 
pimiesy or to call die pefaons to aeeonnt for ra^ waste 
otHnmitted^ nor to plant on the said Companies' lands, or 
enforce the due execution of the act made for planting 
timber; and in regard that the interest and advantage which 
each Companj would have and receive, by and out of the 
profits of the fishery, would be lessened and diminished in 
proportion to the loss and damage happening to the said 
fishery, for want of timber to supply the same with cades 
for packing the fish taken therein, as well as Ae Cmnpanies* 
tenants would suffer for want of timber for their necessary 
buildings and xeparations. The Society therefore earnestly 
recommended the several matters mentioned in dieir state* 
ment, to the consideration of each Company, that they might 
provide such timely and suitable remedies, as in their dis- 
cretions might seem fit and expedient. The statraient wa9 
accordingly sent to each of the Companies, except the 
Haberdashers, who had sold their interest. 

Thomas Neville applied to the Society for a remuneration 
for making a coloured map of the perches of Londonderry^ 
with the boundaries, agreeing with the Society's leases. 

28^ March.*— The Society directed a letter to be written to 
their general agent, Mr* Tomkias, to acquaint all the Society's 
tenants and freeholders in Londonderry who have a right to 
vote, that they do expect that they will finrbear to engage^ 
themselves to any pei^ons on account of the election, until the 
Society's mind shall be further made known to than* 
. Few leases were at this time granted by the Society for a 
longer term than forty-one years, or lives certain* 

29^ April, 1714. — Great depredations were committed in 
the woods; a thousand pounds' worth of .timber was repre«« 
seated as having been embezzled away. 

Disputes still existing in the Corporation of Coleraine^ 
amongst dieir membeiB» and informations having been laid 
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against eadi other respecting their corporate rights, the 
Society thought it right to consult counsel thereon. 

The Haberdashers' Company having given an indeiani^ 
fication to the Society, they granted a power of attorney 
to enter and distrain, in the name of the Society, to the said 
Company or their assigns, on the manor of Freemore, for the 
arrears of quit-rent due to the Company from Sir Marcos 
Beresford, the said letter of attorney having been approved 
by the Common Serjeant. 

. 24^ May. — ^The Conunittee were ordered to examine into 
the grounds and reasons of the allowance of £90. 10«. ani- 
nually to the Corporation of Londonderry. 
• lO*** June. — The Corporation, of Londonderry proposed to 
keep a copy of Neville*s map of the city and perches for 
their own use. 

27*^ July.— The Vintners' and Clothworkers' Companies 
sent an answer by their respective officers to the Society, to 
express their thanks for the statements sent them relative to 
the preservation of the growing timber; and acquainted the 
Society, that those Companies were ready and willing to 
enter into any measures, which should be thought most 
advisable by the Society, for the preservation of the said 
woods, on their respective proportions, and that each of those 
Companies had appointed a Conunittee to attend upon and 
confer with the Society on the subject. The Society 
appointed a Committee to meet them, and directed their 
members belonging to the other of the twelve Companies, to 
conununicate these occurrences to their Companies. 
- The Committee returned their report respecting the allow- 
ance of £90. 10«. annually, to the Corporation of London- 
derry, in which they faithfully detailed all the circumstances 
of that transaction. 

The Society received a letter from the Corporation of 
Londonderry, stating, that they had^adjusted the boundaries 
described in the map made by Thomas Neville, in pursuance 
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of the directions given them by the ^Society, and express- 
ing' their readiness to act in conformity with the Society's 
wishes ; with which assurance, the Society were much 
satisfied, and informed the Corporation to that effect ; and 
in consequence of the Corporation haying so testified their 
wfllingnesB to concur in any measures suggested by the 
Society, the latter recommended Major Greneral Newton, 
their present Sepresentatiye, to represcoit them again in a 
new Parliament, if one should be called. 

8^ October. — The Society, in a letter to George Tomkins, 
af^Foved of his and Charles Norman's intention of standing 
as Members of Parliament for Londonderry, and assured him, 
that Aey would write to the Corporation, to reccHnmend him 
to their dioice. 

14*'* October. — ^The certificate of the Mayor of London- 
derry was annexed to agent's accounts as usual* 

November. — ^An address from the City of Londonderry to 
the throne was transmitted through the Society. 

23^ Noyember. — ^The wood officers were allowed £203 
per annum. 

2^ December. — It was ordered, Ihat the general agents' 
yearly allowance should be diminished, in regard that the 
operations of the Society had become more settled, and were 
kss laborious than formerly. 

17^ December. — ^The Society applied to the Corporation 
of Coleraine for an account of the number of scholars in the 
school, — vur. how many free scholars, how many town 
scholars besides the said firee scholars, and how many other 
scholars from without the town, and with whom such scholars 
boarded; and whether the master dOigently and carefully 
attended and discharged his duty, and whether the school 
was in a flourishing condition. 

On the same day, a letter was sent to the schoolmaster, 
reprehending him for attending to the advice of other persons 
in the affairs of the school, and intimating to him, that his 
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application to any pemen^ touchmg tlie raana^^nent of the 
Sodety's free sdieol, without first consulting them ther^ 
upmi, was cotttrury to his duty, and impaired the Soi»ety'a 
authority. 

1*^ February«-^The corporate rights of Colerame were 
oidered to be defended, and money was directed to be ad<6 
yanoed to maintain any necessary l^al measures. 

26^ FebruaryT^ A case relatiye to the electidn of officeis 
in the Corporation of Coleraine was stated, and the opinions 
pf Counsel taken thereon* 

!■* April, 1715.— The Society required of the Corporation 
of Coleraine to foe informed, whether their former letter to 
tham, relative to th^ free^school, had been communicated to 
them in Common Council ; and whether a master had heett 
proYided, and constantly encouraged and paid by diem, to 
teach reading, writing, and arithmetic, accordingto theirformer 
engagements with the Society, for the benefit of the said school. 

More disturbances arose in the Corporation of Coleraine. 
The sword and mace were again forcibly selzsed and taken 
. away. 

l^ August.— Many saplings and ytmng timber trees were 
destroyed, on the Skinners' proportimi. 

The Mercers' Company informed the Society, that their 
future leases should provide for the preservation of young 
timber. 

9^ September. — ^A communication was made to the 
Grocers', Fishmongers', Goldsmiths' and Skinners' Com- 
panies, diat the Socieiy would meet to confer on mattera 
relating to the woods, and requested Iheir Committees would 
attend, and bring widi them copies of leases relating to die 
woods on their proportions. On die 13^ October, the 
Skinners' Company produced the counterpart of their lease 
to dieir tenant 

The sum of £15 was paid to Thomas Nerille, f<nr his map 
and book of descriptions. 
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IS^ October^— £6 per anBma were allowed to peiBons for 
inspecting and taking care of the young wooda, on the 
SkiDfi^rs', €k>ldfiaadths', Grocero', and Fishmongers' pro- 
portions* 

Timber was ordered to be supplied for repairing the bridgpe 
W0r the foot of Mayola river. 

3^ November. — ^The wardens of the Goldsmiths' Company 
attmded the Society, and produced the counterpart of the 
lease from that Company to Mr. Warren, ai the man«r of 
Goldsmiths' Hall. 

27^ March, 1716. — ^A conunittee of the Society were ap« 
pointed to meet a committee of the Drapers' Company, to 
confer upon, and inspect a book in their possession, contajning 
a particular survey and description of all lands in London* 
denry, granted by the crown to the Society. 

16^ July. — ^The Corporatimi of Londonderry solicited the 
Society, for tirnb^ and laths, to repair market-house, gaol, 
house of chrrection, and workhouse, and it was ordered that 
they should be supplied aceordingiy. 

19^ December.— Hie master and wardens of the Merdiant 
Tailors' Company, presented a representation to ike Society, 
respecting the Bishop of Deny having wrongfully presented 
an incumbent to their advowson of Camos Maeosquin, juxta 
Bann, and solidted Ae asristance of the Society in lecovering 
the right of Ae Company. 

9^ April, 1717.— The Rev. Wflliam Cofdiner was deded 
by the Sodety as rector of Colevaine, in the place of Mr. 
Griffith, deceased, and a presentatioa was ordered to be 
made out. 

2ff^ June. — ^The Committee, io pumaace of an order from 
the Society, investigated die charter, relative to their tide to 
&e9dvowBiMM,aiidall thefonnerpTOeeediiigsof die Society, 
and stated various letten and comiMaucationa diat had 
passed between Oem and dbe BidK^ of Deny, and others, 
up to die year 1«B& 
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November. — ^A bill was brought before the Irish parliament 
for vesting the barracks in the crown. 

A complaint was made by the garrison of Londonderry, 
that they were not suffered to pass the ferry free, as customary 
for soldiers. 

6^ February. — ^Timber was supplied for building the 
market-house at Moneymore. 

12^ June, 1718. — ^A report was made, which embraced 
the proceedings relating to the first building of Coleraine 
bridge. The Society considered it incumbent on the Corpo- 
ration, to keep it in repair. 

i 30^ June. — ^Timber was supplied for the repair of Magha- 
rafelt church. 

27*^ October, 1719.— Timber was allowed for building the 
new steeple at Coleraine. 

6^ August, 1720.— The Society advertised their fishings 
to be let. The allowance to tenants, of housebote, firebote, 
ploughbote, &c. was considered by the Society not to extend 
to lop and top of timber felled by the Society. 
' July. — The Society made it a condition, upon taking tthe 
fishings, that one-half year's rent should always be paid in 
advance ; and that the security should be in London. 

10^** January. — The fishings were let to Henry O'Hara 
and Tully O'Neill, for forty-one years, at £2000 per annum; 
half-a-year's rent to be paid in advance, and sufiicient secu- 
rity engaged to be procured in Ireland, for the fulfilment of 
the stipulations in the lease ; but they afterwards declined 
the contract. 

23^ December. — The patronage of the ushership of Deny 
free-school was exercised by the Society. 

2^ February. — Mr. Francis Burton was recommended by 
the Society to the Corporation of Coleraine, as their repre- 
sentative in parliament. 

16*^ March. — Sir Francis Forbes was Governor. 

l9t^ May, 1721. — The Society allowed crooked timber for 
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the use of diipping, to be disposed t>f as well out of the 
Plantation as in it 

26^ July. — ^The produce of salmon from the fishery, this 
year, was one hundred and twenty tons, which, in London, 
was worth £18 per ton. 

4*^ August. — The Corporation of Londonderry recom« 
mended Mr. Henry Gonne, as usher of the free-school, which 
recommendation was approred of by the Society. 

The Corporation were allowed timber for building the 
charity-schools : timber was also allowed for the repairs of 
fiallynascreen church. 

The Society being unable to let their fishings to their 
satisfaction, were determined to take the management of 
the same into their own hands ; in consequence of which, 
they authorized their agent, Mr. George Tomkins, to dis- 
pose of the fish, according to his discretion, and render an 
account to the Society. 

23d January. — The salmon could only be sold for £12 per 
ton, Irish currency. 

4^ April, 1722. — Bonds were usually gi^en by the tenants 
applying fmr timber, that the same should be properly 
appropriated. 

It was ordered, that timber should be allowed to the Cor- 
poration of Derry, for building the charity-schools, without 
payment of the customary rates. 

31*^ May.— «Mr. Deputy Robert Alsop, and Mr, William 
Unett, two membens of the Society, were proposed to be 
sent as a Deputation to Ireland, to examine into the state of 
llie fisheries and woods. 

June.— -The Society disposed of all their safanon in London, 
at the rate of £14. lis. per ton, by a contract which was 
entered into. 

2^ October. — The charges attending the fishery of Lough 
Foyle exceeded the value of the fish taken. 

10^ July, 1723. — The quantity of salmon produced this

year was ninety-seven tons and a htdf^ which the Society 
sold at £15 per ton. 

I4*k January.— It was resolved by the Society to advertise 
for proposals for letting the fidiery, and to pmrsne the some 
course which was adopted by preceding Societies on the 
like occasions. 

17^ July, 1724^The salmon was let to Claude Jammieau, 
who was the highest bidder, at £16. 5#« per ton : the produce 
was one hundred and thirty^^eveft tons^ two tieroes^ and 
and a half* 

11^ August. — The Society having taken into their serious 
consideration the great charges attending the fishings, whilst 
* they continued in their hands, the uncertainty of their pro« 
duce, and their remoteness from die Society, agreed with 
Mr. William Richardson, to let the same to him, at £1200 
a year, for twenty*K>ne years* 

16*^ October. — The Committee reported on the title of 
Lord Beresford to certann premises in Coleraine, of which 
no lease was granted; and directions wiere given to the 
agent to proceed against his Lordship in the matter* 

16*^ February,— The Speaker of the House of Commons 
sent an order for the production of the Society's charter, 
which was complied with^ and a Committee were appointed 
to convey it to the Holisek 

11^ March. — Mr. Richards<^ refused to oompicte his 
engagement for renting the fishery^ 

22* Februwy, 1725.— A project was contemplated by 
certain persons, for lOAking the town Of RathmuUin, on the 
river Lough Swilly, a port of import and export^ which was 
opposed by the Corpofation of Londondeiry^ as likely to be 
prejudicial to their rights and interests. 

19<^ July, 1726 The Corporation of Coleraine sent n 

certificate of a by Jaw, for th« Society's approbation, which 
the Society returned for amendment* 

Siw Octoben--I1ie Committee reported, that they had 
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examined a counterpart of a lease granted by the Vintners' 
Company to Lord Maasareene, dated 23^ May, 1673 ; and 
had examined the reservation to the Society of the timber ; 
and diey infeired from it, and were of opinion, that the 
tenants had no right to cut down any saplings, or young 
treesy whateyer. 

7* December. — An abstract of the rent-roll of all the 
Quarter-lands, with the reserred liberty of cutting turf, &c* 
was entered on the minutes of the Society. 

20**" December. — ^The practice of letting lands by auction 
was introduced into Ireland by some of the chief Companies; 
the same method was recommended by the general agent to 
the Society. 

7^ Febmary. — The Society appointed Thomas On, usher 
of the free-school at Londonderry. 

Proposals were offered to the tenants of the Quarter Jands, 
as conditions for renewal of leases ; a new survey of them 
was ordered to be made, and the lands to be let acc(Hrding 
to statute, and not Plantation measure. 

22^ March. — ^Archibald Stewart made a survey and map 
of the four Quarter-lands. 

The Society ordered the lettings to be publicly advertised, 
and three months' notice to be givBn« 

Timber was supplied for the repairs of Coleraine-bridge. 

The Society approved of the by-law, made by the Corpora- 
tion of Coleraine, respecting peisons following trades in 
their town, not having served seven years' apprenticeship 
flierein. 

Two hundred and seventy-seven tons of tfanber were 
ordered tar C<rieraine-bridge. The Society afterwards con- 
sidered it would be best to erect the bridge wiA stone, and 
pioposed a contiibution in money instead of timber. 

A new cranagh, or fishing-house, was ordered to be built 
on the Society's ground, the former one being on one of the 
Company's proportions. 

h2 
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Letters were sent to the Corporations of Coleraine and 
Londonderry, on the subject of the expected new Par- 
liament 

14^ August, 1727. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry 
communicated their" proceedings in regard to the choice of 
members to represent the city in the ensuing Parliament, 
and desired the Society's approbation* An address to his 
Majesty was contained in their letter, which was afterwards 
presented. 

Various letters were sent to the Society on the subject of 
the parliamentary representatives for Londonderry, which 
were read, and the following question was proposed : — 
Whether this Court should approve of, and would recom- 
mend, any of the persons recommended to them to be 
representatives of the said city of Londonderry in the ensuing 
Parliament? Which proposition being carried in the affir- 
mative, they nominated Thomas Upton, Recorder, and Greorge 
Tomkins, general Agent; and a letter was ordered to be 
sent to the Corporation of Londonderry, informing them of 
these proceedings. 

19*^ August. — ^Robert Alsop, Esq. was Governor. 
, 4*^ December. — The Corporation of Coleraine returned 
two members to Parliament, at which the Society expressed 
themselves greatly dissatisfied. 

31** January. — Letters were sent from the Corporation of 
Coleraine, and from Lord Tyrone, apprising the Society of 
a vacancy in the representation of the town, by one of their 
late members having accepted of another borough, and 
earnestly recommended Mr. Cuffe, brother to his Lordship, 
to the nomination of the Society ; but they preferred nomi- 
nating Mr. Richardson, (who was afterwards their general 
agent) and wrote to the Corporation of Coleraine accordingly. 

' 12*^ March.—^A bill was proposed by Mr. Worthington, 
to be brought into the House of Commons in Ireland, rela- 
tive to the advowsons on the Society's Plantation. 
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A letter was received from the Corpopition of Coleraine, 
mfoiming the Society, that they had concurred in their no* 
mination of Mr. Richardson as their representative, and 
assured the Society, that they might safely rely on the same 
ready and hearty concurrence from the -Corporation on all 
occasions, when they should think fit to desire it ; and that 
they would always continue to give the utmost proof of their 
duty to them, and zeal for the interest and good of the 
Corporation. 

L9^ March. — The Society having become much dissatisfied 
with the Jackson family, for opposing their wishes in regard 
to their political interest in Coleraine ; a letter was ordered 
to be sent to Mr. Church, their agent, to return to the 
Society an account of what estates the Jacksons held, what 
the revenues of the Corporation were, and what members 
had been introduced into that body during the last twelve 
years ; with other particulars affecting the Society's interests. 

28*^ May, 1728. — Mr. Church, the Coleraine agent, having 
sent his account, certified by the Rev. Dr. Squire, rector of 
Coleraine, instead of the Mayor ; it was disapproved by the 
Society, who required him to have his accounts certified in 
the usual manner. 

28**» May. — In a letter to Mr. Church, the Society ex- 
pressed their surprise, that the Corporation of Coleraine 
should have been enabled to make grants and dispositions of 
lands, seeing that it did not appear to them by the Cor- 
poration Charter, that any lands were thereby given to them; 
nor did they find that the Corporation were possessed of any 
lands or holdings in ot about Coleraine, by or under any 
grant from the Society, except the court-house aud gaol, aud 
some wastes in the town and suburbs, with several cabins or 
cottages erected thereon, which they held by lease, which 
would expire at Lady-day, 1733. The Society also com- 
plained, that neither the Corporation, nor the master of the 
free-school, had sent the annual return, required to be made. 
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of the number of scholarB, &c* agreeably to the constitutioiis 
of that school, since the year 1723» and wfaidi ought to be 
made out on the 25^ of March yearly. 

13^ Augiist.-»A very interesting letter was sent by the 
Society to the Corporation of Col^noiBey relatiTe to the ndes 
of the free-sdiool, and requiring an explicit account of tho 
title of the Corporation to their present possessions; die 
Society conceiving that the dominion of the whole town was 
vested in themselves by the charter, and that diey iiad a 
legal control over all the proceedings of that Corporation. 

24*** September.— The Society tock notice that Mr* Church, 
their agent in Coleraine, appeared to be governed by the 
wishes of the Corporation, in opposition to the interests of 
ihe Society ; he having written to them, *^ that he was dis- 
couraged from the snubs he met widi from the Corporatieiiy 
to write the Society any thing, but what, in answer to the 
Society, he was required." The Sodety animadverted on 
this particular passage in his letter ; and in consequence of 
the conduct of the master of Col^raine school towards then, 
they forbad Mc Churdi to pay him his salary till further 
order. The Corporation appeared to be highly reprehensible 
with regard to the trusts of the school. 

24^ 0<^ober.-^^The Quarter-lands amounted, according to 
^chibald Stewart's survey and admeasurement, to two 
tlKyusand three hundred and twenty-four acres, one rood, 
and twenty-four perches, English measure. 

12th November.— The Society wrote to Mn Church, 
requiring him to inform them, what notice and regard had 
been paid to their letter by the Mayor and Corporation ef 
Coleraine, and what measures had been adopted by them, 
in regard to their fiimishing the Society with a public 
answer and reHnm to their demands. 

The decay of Coleraine school was ascribed, by the master, 
to die divisions existing «mong ^^ inhabitants of the town. 

Mr. Church represented, that delays had been occasioned 
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hy tbe i^iyiUTy wbieh the Carp(Nnition wer« pipl^ing about 
their right to the Mayor's lands, 

19^ NoTember,«^It was ordered, that the secretary should 
prepare an abetmd or pwljicular, of such settled matters 
aad bosipess of the Society, as aouu^ly, or at any certain 
staled tuaes, should or ought to recur and fall under their 
special netice and oonsideration« to be laid before the Court; 
and that the same be annually laid befwe them at the first 
meeting of the Society to be holden after every new election, 
and at such other times annually, as the netvre or occasion 
of such matters might require, 

14111 Febmary. — ^A great scarcity of previsions at this time 
prevailed in Ulster, and subscriptions were raised for pur* 
chasing com for the poor. * 

3^ April, 1729*--^The town of Bsllycastle being projected 
to be made a port, the Society ^posed the measure* as likely 
tQ became detrknental to their interests* 

ITfli July.-^Mr* Richardson was appointed general agecit> 
and ibe form of his ciHnmission was recorded. 

8^ August — ^The fishings were let to Alderman Richard 
Jaekson, for twenty*one years, at ^1200 a year, payable in 
London. 

16^ August — ^A vacancy in the ushenriiip of the flree-school 
at Londonderry, having been represented to the Sojciety by 
iho Bishop of Derry, they gave permission to Mr* Blackall, the 
mast^, to provide one ; and required notice of the appoint- 
m&^ for their approbation and allowance. 

7*^ October.--The Society appointed Mr. John Toirenoe, 
usher of the free<«chool at Londonderry. 

Mr. Benjamin Every, the master of Coleraine school, was 
i^ered to be dismissed* At this time« the school had fallen 
into great decay, from the mismanagement and incapacity 
of the master, and the gross negligence of the Corporation, 
in the performance of the trusts connected with the estab- 
lisbymeilt 
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23^ April, 1790. — It was resolved by the Society, that all 
future Treasurers should be chosen by ballot. 

29* May. — In consequence of endeavours having been 
lately made in the Irish Parliament, for making Ballycastle 
a port, the Society exerted their utmost influence, in con- 
junction with the Corporation of Londonderry and others, to 
prevent it; and it was proposed by the Society, that as the 
affair concerned the interest of the several Companies of the 
City of London, Ihe Governor should be desired to apprize 
the Court of Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the present 
situation and circumstances thereof; and it was, therefore, 
unanimously resolved, that the Governor should make a 
representation to the Court of Lord Mayor and Aldermen on 
the subject. 

2* June.— A memorial or representation of the Society 
relating to Ballycastle, was ordered to be presented by the 
Governor to the Court of Conmion Council, which was done 
accordingly, and the Court of Common Council commended 
the zeal and prudence of the Society, as well in regard to the 
measures which they had already pursued, as the application 
they were pleased to make to that Court for their advice and 
assistance in the matter. 

14th July. — ^The Society contributed £500 towards building 
a stone bridge at Coleraine. 

31** October. — ^The master and wardens of the Goldsmiths' 
Company represented to the Society, that they had agreed to 
sell their manor of Goldsmiths' Hall, to the Right Honourable 
Henry, Earl of Shelbume, for £14,100, but being advised 
that they could not make a proper conveyance without the 
concurrence of the Society, they requested the Society to 
join with them in making a title to the said Earl, which they 
consented to do upon being indemnified. 

13* May, 1731. — Joshua Readshaw was elected messenger 
to the Society. 

12th November. — A letter was sent to Mr. Richardson, 
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which ioYolyed matters of very considerable interest, relating 
to the presentation and right of patronage to advowsons, 
supposed to belong to the Society under their charter ; and it 
particularly referred to a report of the Conunittee of 20^ June,* 
17179 whereby it appeared, that Mr. Davis, the Society^s 
agent, by a letter written on or about the year 1685, supposed 
the Society were entitled to nine livings, and recommended 
their making choice of Coleraine, Tomlatfinligan, Camos, 
Bannocher, Desert-toughill, and Tanlaghtard ; and that the 
Bishop should have the' choice of three others, towards 
effecting the compromise of a dispute on the subject, then 
existing between the Bishop and the Society; and, the 
Committee concluded their report in the words following, viz. 
'^ The troubles in Ireland happening soon after, in the year 
1688, and the suit and controversy between the Society and 
the Lord Bishop of Derry soon following, were the reasons,' 
as we conceive, that nothing further was done towards the 
intended compromise or agreement, between the see of Derry 
and the Society, touching the advowsons, for that nothing 
appears in the books of the Society from that time, relating 
thereunto."* 

17*^ March. — ^Timber was ordered for the chapel at Artrea. 

4th April, 1732. — ^The Society opposed the design of making 
Rathmullin a port. 

1*^ August. — ^A remonstrance was made from the Society, 

♦ From this period, the Society, and those deriving title from them 
appear to have lost sight of an extensive and important right of 
patronage and presentation to advowsons, granted by the crown, 
exceeding the present yearly valae of £6000, which patronage is now 
exercised by the Bishop of Derry in right of his see, although it is 
evident, by the inquisitions taken before the Bishop's predecessors and 
others, in the reign of King James the First, and also by the charter 
of King Charles the Second, set forth in the Appendix to this Work^ 
that the Society were entitled to such advowsons.

lO^h NoYember.--*Tiiiiber was ordered to be supplied for 
the r^paiirB of the Ship Quay, Londoaderry. 

12^ December.<^The Society examined Archibald Stewart's 
maps and snrFeys, 

14^ December, — The Society prepared a memoriaL stating 
the injurious effects of Ballycastle and BathmuUin being 
made ports to discharge goods ; which memorial they pre- 
sented to the Lord lieutenant of Ireland. 

19th J^simrj.'^The payment of rent in English money for 
die Quarter-lands was found inconvenient 

7*^ March,— A l^er was written by the Governor, in the 
name of the Society, to the Lord Lieutenant of Lreland, 
recommending the Bev, John Richardson, Dean of Killmaek* 
dnagh, to succeed to the Bishopric of Derry» when vacant. 

11^ May, 1733. — A deed of compromise between Loxd 
Tyrone, tho Society, and the Company of Haberdadiecs, 
d^ed 24^ March last, relative ito the querent of the manor 
of Freegnaore, was executed l^ the Society. 

23^ June. — Orders were given for instituting an inquiry 
into the cause of die free^chool at Ck>Ieraine, declining; 
and what disabilities neighbouring schoolmasters might be 
under, to keep schools in Coleraine district. 

3^ August, — ^Mr. Ridiiardson, the Society's agent, was 
recommended by them, to die Corporation of Londonderry, 
as their representative in Parliament 

12**» October, — The Society resolved not to grant any leases 
for a longer period than forty<-one years, or three lives certain^ 
except in cases of new building, and dien for sixty-one 
years. 

22* March. — ^A particular survey of the woods was ordered 
to be made. 

The Society, at this period, did not consider diemselves 
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bound to respect any tenant's right to renewali and in many 
cases accepted the proposals of strangers. 

19*>» July, 1734. — Maps of Londonderry and Coleraine 
wore ordered to be made by the snrFcyor Archibald Stewart, 
with books of references. 

25^ July. — The Corporation of Coleraine returned a list 
to the Society of all their holdings in Cc^erame, held under 
the Sodety, and the rents and profits thereof, sworn to by 
the Chamberlain; and at the bottom of sudi list was subjoined 
a note or obsenratioa, importing that they had not included 
the quay, the citadel, and some small cabins, and two small 
parks taken in from their commons, by reason they held 
them to belong to the Ccxrporation, of right. The Society, 
however, would not admit such right, but insisted on their 
sending a proposal for the premises, if they intended to hare 
them. 

d^ October. — ^Ilie goyemment of Ireland appointed a 
master ^f the diocesan school at Deny. The Bishop of 
Deny recommended to the Society an usher in his place. 

15*** November. — ^An vabet of Deny school was appointed 
by *flie Society. 

28^ January. — ^The Society agreed to a proposition for 
assisting to erect a market-house in Coleraine, and subscribed 
£200 towards it; and diso ordered timber to be supplied. 

11^ February. — It was ordered, that no commissions of 
bankrupt should be allowed to sit, or any ether public 
business to be transacted in future, in the Irish Chamber ; but 
that the same should be kept for the sole use of the Society. 

21»* February.*-- Alderman Barber was Governor. 

A^ June, 1736. — The Society consented to respite the pay- 
n^nt of the half-year's rents, due Lady-day last, till after 
harvest, in consequence of the distress prevalent at Coleraine, 
by the great scarcity of provisions. 

18*^ June««-The Corporation of Londonderry transmitted a 
by-law lately made by themi relative to the election of their 
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membersiy which the Society approved and confiimedy and 
a certificate thereof was made out for the Society's seal, as 
prescribed by the charter. 

22^ July. — The Society enjoined the Corporation of Cole- 
raine to conform to their charter, in the election of such 
members of the Corporation as were resident in the town; 
aind required that they should transmit to the Society, under 
seal of the Corporation, a transcript of such by-laws as had 
been made for the better government of the town, in order • 
that if they approved thereof they might sanction the same 
with their approbation. 

5th August. — The Society appeared at this, time to be 
greatly embarrassed in whiat manner to dispose of their 
salmon, not being able to obtain any satisfactory proposals ; 
propositions were made to the Society for exporting the same 
to Venice and Leghorn, which were acceded to. The Society 
accordingly became merchants of their fish, and the casks 
containing the salmon were ordered to be marked with the 
City dagger, and the naine of the Irish Society. 

13*^ May. — The Society very fully considered the pro- 
priety of disclaiming all their right to the future timber 
growing on the whole Plantation, and a report on the sub- 
ject was made and confirmed. 

3d February.— The secretary, James Brace, was i*equested 
by the Society to sit for his portrait, which was afterwards 
painted, and hung up in the Irish Chamber. It cost thirty- 
five guineas. 

7^ May, 1736.— It appeared that no regulations of the 
Society could prevent depredation and plunder of timber, 
in the woods on the Plantation. 

22^ June. — ^The Society were determined to enforce due 
obedience to the by-laws lately confirmed by them, relative 
to the election of members of the Corporation of London- 
derry; and in a letter to the Corporation intimated, that they 
had given full directions to their general agent not to sufiTer 
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any invasion of their authority therein, or any methods to be 
practised, which might tend to elude, or in any manner 
prevent, the full effect and execution of the said by-laws. 

8*^ July. — ^The Society were determined to assert their 
right to the fishings of Lough Foyle, against the Earl of 
Abercom, or any other persons trespassing therein. 

G^ October. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry having 
manifested a reluctance to conform to the wishes of the 
Society, in regard to their by-laws, the Society gave direc- 
tions to their agent to suspend the Society's voluntary 
allowance to the Corporation, of £90. lOs. annually, until 
they should conform to the provisions of the by-laws lately 
ratified by the Society, relative to the election of the mem- 
bers of that Corporation; the Society feeling themselves 
bound by their charter resolutely to maintain their right and 
jurisdiction by all possible means. 

21»* October. — ^The Society wrote a letter to the Corpora* 
tion of Londonderry, whereby they required, that the Cor- 
poration should send the Society, forthwith, a transcript, or 
transcripts, of all their by-laws, statutes, ordinances, and 
constitutions, which had not theretofore been certified under 
their common seal, to the end that they might receive the 
allowance or disapprobation of the Society, as the charter 
directed; and, until that was done, the Society declared 
that they should be considered invalid, and of no use, force, 
or effect ; and that no person or persons should be obliged, 
or ought to pay, any obedience or conformity to them, or 
submit to any pains or penalties to be inflicted by virtue, or 
under colour of them. 

23^ December. — The wastes, transgressions, and mis-^ 
management in the Society's woods, prevailed to such a 
degree, that it was found necessary to have the same inquired 
into by a commission of Justices. 

24^ March. — ^The Society's salmon, as had been anticipated, 
sold for a small price abroad. It produced £622. IBs. Gd. 
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Some remained unsold, which afterwards produced about 
>£400. 

8^ July, 1737. — ^Archibald Stewart was directed to make a 
new set of maps, his former ones being* aU incorrect, and 
unserviceable to the Society. 

29*^ September. — ^The wood-rangers were dismissed fdr 
misconduct, and a new arrangement was made for supervision 
of the woods. 

21*^ Octob^.— Hie Vintners' Company applied to the 
Society to assist them in making a conveyance to a purchaser 
of their proportion. 

90^ November. — A representation was made from the 
master of Coleraine school, of its total declension, and pro- 
posing its restoration. 

6^ January* — The Privy Council of Ireland determined 
that the late election of officers in the C-brporatioQ of London- 
derry was illegal and void, as being contrary to the by Jaw. 

At diis time, the Company of Yintneiv sold their propor- 
tion to Mr« ConoUy for £15,000, and a deed of indemnity 
was giren to the Society, dated 27^ January, 1737. 

3* February. — The portrait of the Governor was directed 
to be painted and placed in the Irish Chamber. It was done 
by Dandridge, and cost £40. 

,21"^ June, 1738. — ^Archibald Stewart made out new maps, 
and a book of references, and transmitted the same to the 
Society, which are preserved among the records. Thti book 
K^ references particularly describes all the holdings, as 
numbered in Stewart's maps, with their respective admeasure- 
ments, &c. 

W^ July, 1739. — Advices were received from Venice, iSisi 
the vessel containing the Society's cargo had appeared off 
Ae bar of the harbour of Venice, but it being very tempes- 
tuous weather, it had been driven on diore and wrecked, 
widi the loss of all the crew, except the captain. The cargo 
had been pi^viously insured at £1000. Advices we|^ after- 
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wards reoeiy«d, diat three hundred and tlurty-fire barrek 
had been recoyered, but that the fish was in bad condition* 

36*^ Januaiyr-^A newbyJaw for Londonderry was proposed 
to be made. 

The Society resolved, that no grater number than four 
honorary, or ticket freemen, should be elected for the future 
in any one year in Londonderry* 

13^ April.' — The Rev. Richard Lloyd, finding there was no 
encouragmnent giyen by flie Corporation and town of Cole- 
raine to the free-school, he haying only six scholars, and 
neither of them on the foundation, and perceiying there were 
no hopes of recoyering the credit and reputation of the 
schod, and that it did not answer the ends intended by the 
Society's benefaction ; he, therefore, resigned the sdiool into 
the Society's hands, which resignation was accepted ; and it 
was ordered that the usual allowance should cease* 

17^ Aprils — A piece of plate was granted to Alderman 
Leckey for his services to the Society. 

dO^ ilfoy.-^The living of Coleraine being vacant, several 
persons applied for die presentation ; and many recommen«- 
dations were sent to the Society, in favour of particular 
individuals, and amongst the rest, one was received fkook 
Doctor Jonathan Swift, Dean oi^ St. Patrick, in favour of 
William Dunkin, his former curate. 

31«* May. — ^A bridge was ordered to be made over Bally«- 
sally Brook. 

The Bey% Greorge Cuppage was elected rector of Colerainep 
wbo was enj<Mned to resicte on the living. 

* 3^ August.'^The Committee drew out a statement relative 
to their fiiAings, by which it appeared that rents were paid 
by the Society for sevend fish-^ouses, vit^ the Cranagh at 
Coleraite) £15; Gribbin, £10; Lord Donegal for privilege 
&C. £4. lis. Gd, per annum. They represented the extent 
of the Bann fishings to be firom the sea to the leap, a mile 
at>aFe Coleraine, being about five miles ; in the whole extast 
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of Lough Foyle fishings, from the main ocean up the riveiv 
about twenty-five miles. The average number of tcms of fish 
taken at the several fiushings, one year with another^ was esti'^* 
mated at about one hundred and twenty, or one hundred and- 
thirty tons. 

29*^ September.— A vacancy having occurred in the repre^. 
sentation of the city of Londonderry, by the death of one of 
the representatives, letters were sent to the Society by the 
Mayor of Derry and others, recommending various persons; 
and it was resolved by the Society, that they would not 
interfere at all in the election of a representative for the City^ 

11**» October. — It was judged proper, that a letter should 
be sent to the rector of Coleraine, signifying to him the 
Society's disinclination to restore the grammar school in 
Coleraine, having fully experienced that it had in no degree 
answered the ends of its institution; and that in case the 
Society should be disposed to grant a reasonable allowance 
for a certain number of poor children to be taught to read^ 
write, and understand accounts, to give his sentiments in 
what manner the same might be best effected ; whether by 
setting up a school for those purposes in Coleraine, or by 
bestowing such allowance, by way of addition and improve^ 
ment, to some settlement of the incorporated Society Hot 
promoting English Protestant Schools in Ireland, erected 
nearest thereto. 

29*^ January. — A statement relative to promoting the 
growth of young timber, was ordered to be laid before 
Counsel. It was afterwards submitted for the opinion of the 
Solicitor General, who was the Recorder of London. 

8^ February. — The case and opinion were considered by 
the Society, when it was determined, that a representation 
should be prepared and sent to each of the twelve chief 
Companies, except the Haberdashers, who had sold their 
proportion ; signifying the disposition and resolution of the 
Society, to give all possible encouragement to the Gcmpamkisy 
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Aeir leaseeg, en* tenants, or other persons deriring from or 
imderdiein, for the planting young trees, and preserving 
them on their respective landsand proportions, by the Society's 
r«M>iincing and disclaiming all manner of right thereto ; and 
to desire the said Companies to testify, respectively, their 
consent and approbation, that each Company should have, 
and be entided to the benefit of, the trees, so planted or to be 
planted ; and that the same should be applied and disposed of 
to the uses and occasions of their own lands and estates only; 
to the end, that so good and beneficial a design might be 
forthwith proceeded on, and carried effectually into execu* 
tion; and it was recommended to the several members of the 
Society, to further the same with their respective Companies* 
' The Companies afterwards made their returns to the 
Society, signifying their concurrence in the proposed measure. 

26^ February.— Alderman Lambert was Governor, 

The Society granted £100 for the relief of the poor of 
L<Hidonderry and Coleraine. 

12^ June, 1740. — ^The Society made a resolution, that, for 
the future, every Treasurer should, within month at furthest 
afiter his going out of office, and another being chosen in his 
room, make up and pass his accounts with the Society ; and 
pay the balance, if any should be remaining due from him 
thereon, within that time, to the succeeding Treasurer. 

3^ July. — ^The Lord Chief Justice Singleton, (late prime 
Serjeant) undertook to settle all the differences existing in 
the Corporation of Londonderry, respecting their by-law as 
to the election of members, and other matters; and he after- 
wards transmitted to the Society a by-law which he had 
prepared. 

8^ August. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry passed an 
act of Common Council, repealing the former by-law; and 
sent a transcript, under their common seal, to the Society, 
which was accordingly approved and ratified, and a certi-* 
ficate th^eof return^ tothe Corporation.. 
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31*^ September.^-The Corparation sdiordy afterwards made* 
. certain by Jaws, in conformity with the directions of the Lord 
Chief Justice, which they sent to the Society, who approved 
the same, under their common seal. 

14^^ NoTember«-^A sch6ol was established by the Society 
in Coleraine, for teaching poor children^ gratis, to read, 
write, and comprehend accounts; and Mr. Joseph Young 
was appointed master, with a salary of £20 per annum. 

&^ January. — ^A piece of plate of the value of one hundred 
guineas, was ordered to be presented to die Lord Chief 
Justice Singleton for his late services on the Society's behalf; 
but the Society could not, by any means, prevail upon him to 
accept it, although they made, repeatedly, the most earnest . 
solicitations to him for that purpose, and had procured it to 
be made, being a silver cup and cover. 

29^ January. — ^A letter was sent from the Corporation of 
Londonderry, signed by the Mayor and twenty-«ix Aldermen 
and Burgesses, signifying, that as they were disposed to coiv 
form to what they should understand would be agreeable to 
the Society, they had filled the two places of Aldermen, and 
two places of Burgesses that remained vacant, in the manner 
that die Society and the Lord Chief Justice Singleton had 
been pleased to recommend ; and they prayed the Society to 
renew the payment of the £90. IQs. per annum, which 
formerly had been allowed by the Society to the Coiporation, 
together with the arrears firom the year 1736. 

17**» March.— All the timber on the Society's plantation was 
ordered to be cut down this seisuson. 

4*** June, 1741. — ^The Society agreed to execute % dis* 
claimer to the chief Companies, of all their right to the timber. 

4^ August. — 'It appears diat twelve parts were prepared 
and sealed by the Society; and an order was given,, that die 
same should be delivered to the respective Ccnnpanies, who 
had made retiurns to the statements transmitted to them by the 
Society. It does not appear that any appliitetibn was iilad^ 
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to the Ibbeithsbeis' Cbmpafiy, they haying sdid tbeit pro* 
portfotf. The foHtfwitig U a copy of the iitfstnuxient : 

^ The Society of the GoTernor and Assistants London, of 
the new nanftition in Ulster, within the realm of Ireland, 
being seturible, not o^Iy of the grreat decay, but almost total 
constimptibn oflhe timber and woods; formerly stahding and 
gfTowing on Ae seyeral proportions of land belonging to the 
respective twefye chief Companies of London, &c. in Ireland^ 
and that there hath been a yery great and almost ^eneid neg- 
lecf and disregard, for many years pairt, to the planting of 
yoong trees, either by the said Companies or their tenants, or 
other persons denying from or under them, for the raising

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have been planted within the space of fifteen years, and are now 
growing, or that shall hereafter be planted and grow, on any of 
the said lands or proportions of the said respective Companies 
as aforesaid, shall not at any time or times hereafter be claimed 
by the said Society or their successors, either when the same 
shall be, or. become timber, or otherwise, nor shall be dis-* 
posed of by them, to or for the benefit of any of the estates 
or proportions of any other of the said Companies, their

to timber, &c. notwithstanding. In testimony whereof, the 
said Society have caused their common seal to be hereunto 
aflixed, the 4*** day of August, in the year of our Lord, 1741.*^ 

17**» November. — ^The Chief Justice Singleton, being in- 
flexibly determined not to accept the present of plate intended 
for him, it was given to the city of London, for the use of 
the Mayor for the time being, with an appropriate inscription^ 

14*^ January. — The Committee proposed, that the Quay at 
Coleraine should be entirely enclosed, at the charge of the 
Society, for the benefit of the traders and inhabitants. All 
goods and merchandize imported, to be free from any duties 
or impositions for quayage or otherwise. 

SJ8* January. — ^A most important report was made, relative 
to the market-heuse, freedom from tolls, and various other 
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matters in Coleraine. In which report are contained the fol- 
lowing words : *^ And we are of opinion, that in ease the said 
intended market-honse, &c. shall be built and completed, at 
the charge and contribntion of this Society, the said Corpora- 
tion shall be obliged to maintain and keep the same, from 
time to tune, in good and sufficient repair ; and as sheds or 
stalls may be proper to be in and erected, chiefly for the vend- 
ing and exposing to sale, flesh proyisions, we recommend such 
to be provided, as are used and found convenient in divers 
market towns in this kingdom, viz. moveable ones, which may 
be taken down and replaced on every market day; and ought 
to be taken care of and preserved by those to whose use and 
benefit they shall be appropriated. And it is our opinion, 
that no new or additional fee, toll, or duty whatsoever, shall 
be exacted, demanded, or taken of any person or penKins 
resorting to, and vending their goods and commodities at the 
said market, either for the use of the said market-house, or 
such stalls, sheds, or other conveniences, to be provided as 
aforesaid; it being the chief view and intent of this Society, 
to promote thereby the g^ood and benefit of the said town, 
and the inhabitants thereof.'' 

2^ February. — ^The Society granted £700, and thirty-fiv^ 
tons of timber, for building a market-house at Colerainc • 
The plan was designed by Mr. Dance, the architect. 

9*>» February. — ^Appointment of Mr. William Bedell, secre- 
tary assistant. 

18ui February. — ^It was ordered, that the treasurer should 
give security, by bond, for £1000, or transfer stock. 
' July. — ^Inquiry was directed to be made, whether the 
Society had the power of making general benevolent contri- 
butions. 

29^ September, 1742.—* An additional £10 a year was 
granted to Londonderry school-master; but provided, that 
the Corporation made a like additional advance, to be con- 
tinued so long only as theirs did.

December. — It was ordei;^d, that letters /addressed to the 
(secretary should be delivered to the Gov^pipr or Deputy- 
Governor, unopened ; and that suqh letters fiihpiild be m9rked 
when received. 

16^ December. — ^The Corporation of Lpndonderry reooior 
mended the Rev. Mr. Torrens to succeed Mr. Giffard, as master 
of the .Society's frecrsohool at Deny- 

The secretary was suspended from his employiaont QO 
account of his bankruptcy. 

20^ Jfuiuary. — ^Mr. Sparrow wa^ elected secretary. 

S3^ Aprils 1747, — The Corporation of Colerai^^ solicited 
fi)r a lease of the market4ioiise, but the Conunittee thopght 
it would be improper for the Society to grant it; but thougbt 
it expedient Ijbat the Corporation should, by som^ .public 
act, engage to ke^ep the market^house in repair.

23^ Janoary^r— A petitioii was presented to the crown by 
Ae Society, against an act relative to the election of officers 
in Corporations in Ireland. 

29^ Jme, 1748. — The Society did not ccmsider themselves 
warranted in making a grant of money for building a meet- 
ing-house ; but they afterwards contributed £50. 

3^ July, 1749. — ^The Society granted the general agent a 
smn of mcmey, for att^iding the Society during several 
months. 

7^ July. — ^The fishings were let to Mr. Richardson, at 
£620 a year, for twenty-one years, determinable at the end 
cxf seven or fourteen years. 

March. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry recommended 
an usher to Ae firee-<diool, whom the Society approved. 

7^ June, 1751. — ^The inhabitants of Coleraine, by letter, 
assured the Society, that they would support the interest of 
the gentleman recommended to them as their representative 
in Parliament, to the utmost of tiieir power. 

12^ December, 1752.— The Society directed that all lands 
and houses then out of lease, should be advertised, in order 
to aj^certatn their true vahie. 

20^ June, 1755. — ^Henry Hamilton, Esq. was appointed 
general agent. 

27^ January, 1756. — ^Letters and communications were 
sent to the Society, relative to a project for making the river 
Bann navigable. 

29'' February.— The fishings were let to Henry Hamilton, 
Esq. for £910, English currency^ per annum, payable in 
Londdn, for twenty-one years. 
. March, 1757.-4e50 were directed to be paid to the Mayor

The Corporation sent letters of excuse for not 
promoting his interest, as recommended by the Society. 

8^ July.— A letter was . received by the Society from 
various citizens of Londonderry, requesting the Society toi 
patronize them, in their endeavours to get Alderman WiHiam 
Hamilton returned as their representative. 

30*^ April, 1760. — A by-law was sent by the Corporation 
of Londonderry . for the confirmation of the Society, relative 
to the rents received by the Corporation of their tenants 
holding premises granted by the Society to the Corporation, 
under their late leases, and to enable the Corporation to let 
the same by public auction to the highest bidder. A copy 
of this by-law was laid before the Recorder, some alterations 
were made therein, and afterwards the same by-law was eon- 
firmed under seal of the Society.

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^ Besolyed, that a piece of plate, of the value of one hundred 
guineas, be, with all due respect, presented to our worthy 
fiovemor, the Worshipful Robert Alsop, Esq. one of the 
Aldermen of London, in testimony of our entire approbation 
of his diligent attendance upon, and faithful and disinter-^ 
ested discharge of the duties of that high trust, during an 
uninterrupted course of eighteen years, and as a grateful 
acknowledgment of his affability and impartial conduct 
towards the several members of this Court, who have sue- 
cessively been elected during his government; and of his 
constant readiness to ccmununicate to them all those necessary 
lights which his long experience in, and perfect knowledge 
cfyAe Society's rights, interests, and afiairs, fully qualified 
him to give, and which have greatly contributed to facilitate 
1ki& business of the Society here, and to establish and secure 
a prudent and faithful management of their property in^ 
beland/' 

' 18^ January, 1764 — ^A list was made out of all the records 
vnd papers of the Society ; and amongst others, a copy of the 
original charter to Coleraine, in the time of James the First; 
a translation of which will appear in the Appendix. 

Joly, 1765. — The Governor, about this time, went to 
Ireland, and surveyed and made reg^ations relative to the 
Society's estates and fisheries. ' 

A petition was sent from the Corporation of Londonderry 
to the Society, praying the Society's recommendation to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for parliamentary assistance, 
towards the reparation of the quays of that City, which was 
complied with. 

11^ October. — ^A piece of plate was voted by the Society to 
the Mayor of Londonderry. 

27^ November^ — A report was made by the Committee as 
to the original establishment of Culmore Fort, whereby they 
stated, Aat his late Majesty King Charles the Second, by his 
letteiB patent, bearing date 10^ day of April, in the fourteenth 
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year of bis reign, gtsmted to the Society of tiie Governor and 
iAssiStants, London, of the New Plantation in Ulfltei; witliin 
the realm of Ireland, and to their guccessors, ike castle and 
fort of Gulmore, in the county of Donegall, and all the lands, 
containing, by estknation, three hundred acres, witib the 
said castle and fort, then or then lato occupied or used, et 
to the same belmiging, or assigned or to be assigned, with 
the appurtenances, to the said castle and fort conreniently 
adjoining ; and they found that the said Society, by the said 
letteis patent, for themselves and their successoni, did 
covenant with the crown, to keep and maintain, at their own 
costs and charges, in the said castle and fort, a ward of so 
many men well, and sufficiently armed, and expert officers, 
as should be necessary for the defence thereof: they furdier 
found, that the said Society harving surrendered, or agreed td 
surrender to the crown, certain customs to them granted 
by the said former letters patent, his said Majesty w^ pleased 
by his letters patent, bearing date the 19^ day of May, 
in the sevente^th year of his reig^, in consequence of the 
said surrender, to reJease the said covenants on the part of 
the Society ; and to dedare, that, for the future, the said 
Society, over and above the repairs of the said castle and fort, 
to be charged only with the yearly sum of £200* for the 
Governor of the said castle and fort, towards maintaining a 
garrison therein, and providing them with arms and am- 
munition ; and also with the said three hundred acres of land, 
and the profits thereof: so that, upon the whole state of the 
case, it appeared, that the legal estate of and in the said 
three hundred ncresof land was properly vested in the Society, 
in trust, for the Governor of the said castle and fort, for the 
time being.

the realm of Ireland, and had granted to the said Society

9ijd, Society had by lease cmd re-lease granted to the twelve 
Companies of London, who had engaged to undergo the 
greatast part, of the charge of the said Plantation, according to 
their several disbiursements, retaining in their handa su<^ 
otjh^ |Mirts as were not properly dividable, and defraying 
t)ie ^rh^ge of the general work of the suaid Plantation. That 
this chai^ter being afterwards repealed in Chancery, and can- 
celled.

tants, the King constitutes a new Society by the former name, 
with full capacity to purchase, give, grant, demise, or assign, 
any lands, &c. in England or Ireland ; the said Society to 
consist of twenty-six Citizens of London, (eligible by the 
Common Council,) with the Becorder and the said Assistants, 
to be sworn by the said Mayor. 

^ The King then grants to the said Society, several lands, 
&c. with a reservation of certain quit^r^ts, and under certain 
covenants on their part.

** The lessees in Derry presented a memorial to the Society, 
wherein they set forth, that the granting and leasing to them 
a more permanent interest, would incite them to lay out large 
sums of money in building and repairs, whereby the said 
City would be improved, and the population, trade, and 
manufactures thereof increased ; that having built and re- 
paired their houses, they have paid, at least, twenty-five yearis 
purchase for the same, which they think entitles them to the 
favour of a Society, constituted (as they conceive,) trustees, 
for the benefit of the said City, as well as for the twelve chief 
Companies. 

' ^ That if they might obtain leases for three lives, renewable 
for ever, they would covenant to pay a fine upon the fall of 
every life, so that the scheme would prove beneficial to all 
parties.

In consequence of these proposals to the tenantry, many 
memorials were transmitted to the Society, accepting the 
terms offered.

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16* February. — It was ordered, that all future Treasurers 
should give security in £2000. 

13* April. — ^A leitter was sent to the Corporation of Lon- 
donderry, recommending a representative for their City fn 
Parliament. 

19* April. — A Fease was granted to Lord Tyrone, of 
?«rioi» holdings in Coleraine, particularly specified, on the 
same terms as all the other tenants of the Society,' namely^ 
twenty-^ne yearn and three lives, renewable for ever. 

22d April. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry having sent 
a memorial to the Society for their consent to the making a 
bridge over Lough Foyle, the Committee made a report 
tberedn, recommending such consent. 

8* June.^ — ^A letter was received from the Right Honour- 
able Francis Andrews, one of the representatives of London- 
derry, on the subject 6f the bridge, and securing the Society 
the present rent of £20 a year for the ferry. 

14* September. — A license was granted to the Corporation 
of Londonderry, to dig for lime and stone on Termonbacco. 

6* December.' — ^Thc Rev. Mr. Heylanrf #as elected, by 
ballot, to the living of Coleraine. 

8*Mardi, iT^i— Lord Donegal filed a bill in the Exche- 
quer against the Society, on the^ subject of the fisheries.* 

3l»* Afey. — ^1 he Corporation of Londonderry sent a memo« 
rial to the Society, offering to send an engineer, and subiiiit 
plans for the new bridge. 

1»* November. — ^The fisheries were let to Henry Hamilton, 
Esq. for thirty-four yemrs, at the old rent. 

11* April, 1770. — ^A lease was granted to the Corporation 
of Coleraine, for fijfty years, to expire at the same time with 
the Londonderry Corporation leases. Reasons were assigned 



* The proceedings in most of the suits, instituted at various times 
in respect of the fisheries, are to be found by reference to the abridg- 
ment of the Society's records, kept in the Irish Chamber.

27^ March, 1771.— The Sodety contributed £300 for Ae 
r^Nur of Coleraine church. 

8^ October. — ^The heads of die special yerdict in Lord 
Donegal's fishery cause were entered at length on die inmntes^ 
in which were set fmth the rights of the Society. 

11^ December. — ^A letter was written, relative to the 
encroachments made by Lord T^one, or h» tenants, in 
Coleraine. 

18^ December. — ^Memorials were sent to the Society from 
the Corporati<His of Londonderry and Coleraine, requesting' 
their interposition to prevent Loughswilly being made a port. 

9^ June, 1772. — ^The g^iend agent made an award be- 
tween two tenants, pursuant to a power for that purpose 
contained in the leases, in cases of dispute ; which award is 
recorded at length, and relates to the boundaries and lightv 
of a house in Deny. 

19^ November. — ^Another attempt was made to get a port 
of discharge established at Loughswilly; in consequence of 
which) a fresh application was made by the Corporation of 
Londonderry to the Society, urging them to oppose Ae 
measure, which they did accordingly. 

1(H"» March, 1773.— £30 were contributed towards the 
relief of poor weavers in Coleraine. 

5th November. — Letters were received from various dis- 
tinguished statesmen, on the subject of an opposition to a 
tasL proposed to be laid on Irish abs^itees, and commmiica* 
tions were made to the twelve chief Companies on the 
subject. 

1»* April, 1774. — A petition was sent by the. Society to 
the King, respecting a bill to be passed, regulating the 
fishings in Ireland. 

18^ May. — The Attorney and Solicitor General made a 
report on the Irish Fidiery Bill. 
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- 2b^ July. — ^A donation was granted by the Society, of 
£200, to the orphans of the Rev. Burke Guppage, deceaisied« 

' 4*** November.* — ^It was resolved, that an application fwr 
renewals must be made by the tenets, within three months 
aifter the expiration of the first seven years ; the fines and 
fees not to be accepted after that period : the endorsement 
of a receipt by the general agent^ was to be considered, 
equivalent to a renewal. 

' 1776. — A coirespondence took place between the Society 
and Mr. Jackson and Mr. Thompson, on the subject of the 
Goleraine Corporation holdings, citadel, wastes, &c. which 
were particularly described, and the value estimated. 

, 28^ January, 1778.-^— Mr. Thomas Tomkins made a trans- 
cript of the Society's charter, for the use of the Society, who 
paid lum two hundred and fifty guineas for the work. 

. 1781.— A correspondence took place in regard to a pro*- 
position made to the Society, for inclosing part of the strand 
at Derry. A memorial, and several letters, were sent by 
the Corporation of Derry on the subject; a plan of the 
strand proposed to be embanked was delineated. A report 
was made on the memorial of the Corporation, wherein the 
Committee reprehended them for making encroachments at 
the Ship Quay. 



* The Court and Minute Books from this period, for ten successiTe 
years, appear to be lost to the Society by fire. The proceedings of 
the Society, however, during this interval, are capable of illustration 
from the loose miscellaneous papers, consisting of agents^ corres- 
pondence, law proceedings, and bills ; treasurers' accounts, orders 
of Common Council, appointing Societies, &c. and the book of trea- 
i^urer's accounts, which is regularly entered up. This is the only 
chasm in the Society's journals since the last charter of incorporation . 
and from a minute investigation of the various documents, the Society 
do not appear to have sustained any considerable injury by the loss 
^f such journals, no circumstances having arisen which involved or 
affected any of their rights, but what are capable of explanation. 
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4^ June. — ^The Londonderry Association was established 
for the defence of the country, and for which they received 
the approbation of the legislature. The following is a copy 
of the eonununication they received on the subject.

^' At a time of national danger and national calamity, the 
volunteers of Ireland, in the virtuous and manly character 
of citizen and soldier, stepped forth to preserve their 
country. They have, we behold, with heartfelt pleasure, 
been, in a great degree, crowned with that success which 
their laudable and judicious exertions merit. Their truly 
patriotic associations, cherished by the legislature of the 
kingdom, have prevented foreign invasion, stifled domestic 
tumult, and made no small progress in the acquirement of 
civil liberty. A state ardently to be wished for, on account 
of its natural attendants, affluence and happiness. 

*' Among these associations, the volunteer corps of Derry 
hold a high and conspicuous situation. They early perceived 
the wants of their country, and, like their volunteer brethren, 
generously and liberally assisted her with their persons and 
their purses. To this salutary assistance, every neighbouring 
individual and proprietor are particularly indebted, for the 
enjojnoient of their possessions in peace and security. It 
s^ms, therefore, agreeable to the dictates of reason, justice, 
and equity, to conclude, that every non-associated person^ 
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thus protected, ought to contribute, as much as in his power, 
to so useful and glorious an undertaking. Influenced by those 
jiust principles, the Committee of the Londonderry Battalion 
declare it to be a duty which they owe to their country, to 
solicit personal and pecuniary assistance from every residenter 
in the city and liberties of Derry, and from every non-residenter 
who has property therein, who have not yet contributed to the 
Associations. To this solicitation, the Committee are the more 
strongly urged, by perceiving that much still remains to be 
done ; that now is the moment for doing it ; and that a consider- 
able expense must be unavoidably incurred in the performance. 
^ For these cogent reasons, it is hoped and intreated, that 
every friend to his country will no longer hesitate to bestow 
his services or contributions.

23* November, 1784. — ^A report was made by the Committee, 
on a memorial presented by the rector of Coleraine, relative 
to dilapidations, repairs, and an increase of glebe land. 

30^ December. — ^The Committee recommended a lease to be 
granted to the Corporation of Londonderry, for twenty-one 
years, renewable septennially, of part of the strand of Lough 
Foyle, proposed to be embanked, from the Old Wharf and 
Quay, and the road or street from Inishowen to Butcher's Gate.

18^ February. — ^Brass Crosby, Esq. was Governor. 

7* December. — ^The Society applied to the Committee of 
City lands, for leave to repair the Irish Chamber. The plan 
was submitted to the Common Council. 

20*** December. — The muniments and records of the Society 
were removed to the Chamberlain's office, in the presence 
of several members, to remain there during the repairs. 

22^ February, . 17^.— The Right Honourable Thomas 
Harley, Lord Mayor^was on the Society.

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by-laws had been transmitted to the Society, from the Cor- 
porations of Derry and Coleraine, for confirmation. The 
General Ag^nt was directed to inquire whether any, and 
what by-laws had been lately made. 

The Haberdashers' Company voted thanks to the Society, 
for their zeal and ability in the management of that Companjc!s 
proportion of the rents in Ireland. 

\9^ November. — The Society contributed £50, to celebrate 
the centenary of 7^ December, 1688, at Londonderry ; and 
they agreed to dine together on that day of the ensuing 
month. 

Some of the loose papers, being parts of the journals of the 
Society, saved from the late fire, were ordered to be copied 
into a book. 

17^ December. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry solicited 
the Society, to concur with them, in erecting a triumphal 
arch to the memory of William the Third.

The Society received £40 from the Treasurer of London- 
derry, for a piece of ground to build the new gaol on, as 
authorized by Act of Parliament. 

30**» January.— The Committee recommended £200 to be 
granted, for repairing the market-house at Coleraine. 

The General Agent was directed to take into his own pos- 
session, the keys of the mcnrket-house, unless the Corporation 
of Coleraine would undertake to keep the same in repair. 

29*** April. — ^The proposed timber-bridge at Londonderry,, 
was estimated to cost £10,000. A memorial was sent by the 
Corporation to the Society on the subject, and to obtain a

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15^ Ju1y.---The Committee made a report on the said 
memorial, which the Society confirmedy granting their 
request ; for which the Corporation afterwards returned their 
acknowledgments* 

10^ September. -—Robert Slade, Esq. was appointed 
Secretary.

Secretary. 

21*' October. — It was directed, that the Secretary should 
be sworn before the Mayor, at a Court of Aldermen, as usual. 

IV^ November. — Security was given by the Secretary. 

11*J» December. — ^The Committee made a report, shewing 
the total amount of the rent roll and disbursements, and 
stating the quit rents. 

It was ordered, that such report should be always laid 
upon the table, at every future election of the Society, and 
read after the charter, for the information of the Members. 

The Society granted to the Corporation of Londonderry, 
a lease of the tolls of the Ferry in perpetuity, to enable the 
Corporation to build a bridge, and borrow money on the 
security of the tolls.

It was resolved, that the officers of the Society should be 
elected annually. 

20* December, 1791. — Lord Donegal made objections to 
the validity of the Society's charter, relative to the fishings* 
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The Society resolved to consult the Attorney and Solicitor 
General on the subject. 

11^ January, 1792.— £100 were granted for rebuilding the 
church of Ballyelly. 

The Right Honourable John Hopkins, Lord Mayor, was 
on the Society. 

20^ April. — ^The Corporation of Londonderry sent a memo- 
rial to the Society, in regard to a project for making Strabane 
a port of entry and discharge ; and solicited the Society to 
oppose the measure. In consequence of which, the Society 
prepared a remonstrance, and sent it to the Lord Lieutenant. 

14^ December.— Lord Donegal obtained judgment in his 
fishery cause. 

30**" January, 1793. — ^The Society were determined to bring 
a writ of error, and assigned their reasons for such deter- 
mination. 

Alderman Harley was Governor, 

5*^ December. — ^A bond of indemnity was required from 
tenants, on granting a renewal, where a former lease could 
not be obtained to be surrendered up. 

21** March, 1794.— The Governor was requested to sit for 
his portrait, to be painted by Mr. Hardy. 

5*^ June. — A report was made on the memorial of the Rev. 
George Vaughan Sampson, schoolmaster of Derry, who ap- 
plied for an increase of salary, which the Sodiety refused to 
grant. The report stated, that the school was originally 
erected by the Bishop and Clergy of Londonderry, in pur- 
suance of a statute of the twelfth year of Queen Elizabeth, 
and therefore not under the exclusive control of the Society. 
The allowances were stated to be £40 a year from the 
Society, £20 from the Corporation, and £12 from the Bishop, 
making £72 annually. 

27*'» January, 1795. — ^Lady Hamilton complained to the 
Society of great depredations having been been committed 
on flie fishery. 
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William Church compliained to the Society of injury done 
to his mill, by the erection and working of a mill in his 
neighbourhood, and requested the interference of the Society 
to protect his rights. It having appeared that the fines of 
four renewals had run in arrear, his memorial was deferred 
till he should discharge them. 

l8t December. — ^The Society resolved to defend Lady 
Hamilton, in the suit commenced against her by Lord 
Donegal, on account of the fishery. 

27*** April, 1796. — An assistant was chosen in the room of 
a member deceased. 

6^ July, 1797. — One hundred guineas were given by the 
Society towards the relief of the poor manufacturers of 
Dublin. 

18*^ July. — Arthur Skeere Loftie was appointed messenger. 

31 »* October. — Lady Hamilton agreed to assign her interest 
in the fishery lease to Sir G. F. Hill and Mr. Beresford. 

26'*» November. — ^The Governor notified his wish to resign. 

7'** February, 1798. — ^Thanks were voted to the Governor. 

Alderman Le Mesurier was appointed Governor. 

27^ July, 1798.— The Society contributed £100 towards 
suppressing the rebellion in Ireland. 

19*^ October. — It was ordered, that all correspondence 
in future should be dated from the Irish Chamber. 

11*** December. — ^The Govemor^s portrait was ordered to 
be painted, by Hardy. 

9^ January, 1799. — The Society directed the law agent to 
prosecute an appeal to the House of Lords in the fishery cause. 

29**» January, 1800. — Leases were granted of the fishery 
to Sir G. H. Hill and Mr. Beresford. 

21"* July. — ^£50 were contributed by the Society towards 
the relief of the distressed poor at Deny. 

4^ August. — ^A waste tenement was granted to the eMers 
of the dissenting congregation in Coleraine, for twenty-one 
years, at one shilling per annum. 
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. A stained glass window was ordered to be placed in the 
Irish Chamber, as emblematical of the union. 
. 29^ April, 1801.— £50 were granted for the relief of the 
Coleraine poor. 

14^ May, 1802. — ^The Committee made a report on the 
indenture of release granted to the Salters' Company, of the 
manor of Sal, dated 5^ June, 1663, in which was contained 
a reservation of the timber. The Society thence concluded, 
that the right to timber still remained in them, and directed 
the General Agent to make inquiry into the state of all the 
timber growing on all the lands granted by the charter. 

15^ June.-— £200 were contributed towards re-building the 
cathedral spire at Londonderry. 

12*^ November. — ^The Rev. Edward Harvey was elected to 
the Rectory of Coleraine. 

4th February, 1803. — In consequence of a memorial pre- 
sented by Mr. Dunlap Adams, Master of Coleraine school, 
the Society allowed him a gratuity of £20 a year, and directed, 
that in future, the taxes charged on his dwelling-house 
should be allowed him. 

8*^ February. — ^The Secretary composed a narrative of his 
journey to the North of Ireland, replete with valuable infor- 
mation, relative to the Society's property in .Ulster ; which 
was ordered to be printed for the use of the present and all 
future members of the Society. The thanki^.of the Society 
and a piece of plate were voted to him on this occasion. 

The General Agent made a statement of the timber growing 
on the proportions of the twelve chief Companies, with the 
estimated value thereof, on which the Committee made a 
report. 

S^ February, 1803. — Thanks and a piece of plate were 
voted to the Governor. 

^ June, 1804. — On the memorial of the dissenting con- 
gregation in Londonderry, the Society agreed to remit their 
arrears of fines and fees for renewals. 
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Id^Aprily 1805.*— Mr. Babington, the law agent, trans- 
initted to the Society his narratiye of the fishery cause, from 
its commencement to its termination in favor of the Society, 
{vide Appendix^) on which the Committee made a report, 
recommending a copy to be sent to each of the twelve Com- 
panies, and the original to be preserved among their own 
records. Thanks, and a piece of plate, were voted to Ittr. 
Babington on this occasion. 

\W^ September. — The Society ordered the General Agent to 
appoint a bog bailifil 

A piece of plate, with a suitable inscription, was voted to 
the General Agent, John Claudius Beresford, Esq. for the 
assistance g^ven by him in forming a report relative to the 
Society's property, in order to testify the opinion which the 
Committee entertained of his services, and the integrity of his 
character. 

February, 1806. — ^Alderman Harvey Christian Combe was 
Governor. 

22* April, and 31'* October.— The Governor and Secretary's 
portraits painted by Opie. 

7**» April, 1807.— The Committee made a full report in 
regard to the establishment of Deny fre^ school on an 
enlarged plan. 

10^ June, 1808.— A donation of £60 was granted to the 
poor of Deny. 

24^ June. — ^The Society's seal was affixed to a copy of a 
Bill before Parliament, for vesting Deny free school in 
trustees, to be sold, and the proceeds of such sale to be 
applied in part discharge of the expense of erecting a more 
extensive school, on a better and more convenient scite. 

Q^ July. — ^The Committee made a report on the memorial 
of Sir G. F. Hill, on the subject of the fishery, and an 
extension of term in his lease. 

W^ June, 1809. — Lady Elizabeth Ferguson presented a 
memorial, praying for leave lo inclose and plant an island in 
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tbe nver Foyle, whidi was complied with, and it was ordered, 
that she should pay 2b9. yearly for the same, as an acknow- 
Ied|rineiit of the right of the Society, but to have no lease. 

The rights of fishery were invaded by Mr. Carey and others. 

22^ September. — It was made a regulation, that no members 
of Ifae Society should be security for the treasurer. 

18^ May, 1810. — A prospectus of a sunrey of the county 
of Londonderry, by Afr. Sampson, was presented to the 
Society. The Society patronized the work, and subscribed 
thereto. 

5th February, 1811.— It was made a standing order, that 
all resolutions of fonner Courts, respecting granting leases 
not carried into effect, be read at the first Court after the 
swearing in of a new Society. 

29^ March. — ^A report was made on tbe subject of incroach- 
ments on the race course bog, and the fishings. 

7^ June. — ^A report was made on the expenditure made 
by Sir G. F. Hill on^ the mill and fishery, amounting to 
£6422. 1^9. lldL The Conunittee recommended a new lease 
to be granted to him, to expire in 1847, at tbe rent of 
£1250 a year. 

21'^ June. — ^A plate of the value of 50 guineas was voted 
for the races at Deny. 

5^ July. — ^The Secretary was directed to write to the 
Bishop of Derry, stating, that it would be gratifying to the 
Society to receive annually, an account of the state of the 
school at Derry from the trustees, or their proper ofiicer, 
and that the Society wished to know the particulars of the 
state of the building. 

21'^ April, 1812.— A report was made on the proposition of 
Sir G. F. Hill, for building a new court house at London- 
derry, and for obtaining an Act of Parliament for that 
piurpose. The Society agreed to the proposition, and to a 
Bill being brought into Parliament to carry the measure into 
efiect. 
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2* October. — ^A lease was granted to Sir G. F. Hill, of 
the fishery, pursuant to the order of Court, 7*^ June, 1811. 

8^ February, 1813. — ^A report was made on the memorial 
of Robert M*Intyre, involving questions of law relative to 
the soil of the river Foyle. 

A report was made as to the extent of the Society's lands, 
and probable means of future improvement, which was 
ordered to be copied fair into a book, and laid on the table 
to be read after the charter, in like manner as the report of 
U^ December, 1789. 

16*^ November. — ^The rector of Coleraine . applied for a 
sum of money for repairing the rectory house, which the 
Society declined granting. 

10^ June, 1814. — It was referred to the committee /to 
consider the propriety of establishing a school at Muff, on 
the Grocer's proportion; and the Society granted £50 
towards the undertaking. 

G'^'July. — It was recommended that Sir G. Hill's fishery 
lease should be altered, pursuant to Mr. Saurin's opinion, for 
the sake of introducing the words ^ water and soil" therein, 
with a view to protect the Society's rights in .the fisheries 
against all future attempts to controvert them. 

22^ July. — ^A report was prepared, .and a schedule made 
out of such lands as were not held in perpetuity. 

The Deputy (Jovernor and Treasurer had an interview 
with Sir Greorge Hill, on the subject of the Bill before the 
House of Commons, for rebuilding the bridge ; when it w^ 
arranged, that foot passengers should not pay toll for 
bundles under thirty pounds weight; and that the rights of 
the Society should be saved. 

12^^ August. — The propriety of a Deputation to Ireland 
was suggested. 

29^ August. — A report was made, wherein such Deputa- 
tion was recommended, and the objects of it pointed out. 
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In this year a deputation, consisting of Mr. Nathaniel 
Saunders, the Deputy Goyemor; Mr. John Thomas Thorp, 
(now Mr. Alderman Thorp, the Grovemor;) Mr. Charles 
Foster, Mr. Thomas Wiltshire, and Mr. Robert Slade, the 
Secretary, went to Ireland, where they surveyed the property 
of the Society, and made such an inquiry into their rights, as 
subsequently produced very important and beneficial results. 
The principal matters to which their attention was directed 
were, the establishment of schools; the right of the Society 
to control the proceedings of the Corporations of London- 
derry and Coleraine; the right to the slob or straiid inclosed 
from the river Foyle and Bann; the right of the Society to 
the cut out and reclaimed bogs; the right to the Sheriff's 
Mountain, and other properties claimed by the Corporation 
of Londonderry, to be held by them independent of the 
Society, &c. &c. 

2^ February, J815. — ^£30 were granted in aid of clothing 
poof children at the charity school at Deny ; and £10 for 
clothing the poor children at the Presbyterian school yearly* 

A copy of Mr. Sampson's chart was furnished to each 
member of the Society. 

7th February. — ^A report was made, on the application of 
Mr. Whiteside, on behalf of the dissenting congregation at 
Coleraine; whereby it appeared, that the Society objected to 
grant a piece of ground, formerly a waste, in perpetuity. 

A report was made on the charter, and several questions^ 
arising thereon, were put to the law agent, who gave his 
answers thereto. Two hundred and fifty copies were ordered 
to be printed. 

8**» February. — It was resolved, that a piece of plate, of 
the value of fifty guineas, be presented to Nathaniel Saunders, 
Esq. as a small token of the great respect this Court bears 
him, and an acknowledgment of the important services, he 
has rendered the Irish Society, during his holding the 
situation of Deputy Governor. 
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That a piece of plate, of the value of twenty-five guineas 
be presented to John Thomas Thorp, Esq. Thomas Wiltshire, 
£sq« Charles Foster, Esq. and Robert Slade, Esq. the gen- 
tlemen composing the Deputation, as a testimony of the 
respect and gratitude of this Court. 

The Deputation afterwards made and published a report 
of their proceedings. 

Mr. Bickersteth's opinion was taken as to the necessity of 
renewing the general agent's securities. 

Plate was voted to the law agent. 

The Society granted the Rev. Mr. Sampson two hundred 
guineas for his Memoir and Chart of Londonderry. 

23^ June. — ^Various cases were stated, and opinions taken, 
on the various rights of the Society.. 

28^ July. — ^A report was made respecting the slob of 
Lough Foyle, and the right of the Society thereto. 

A report was made respecting the rectory house at Cole- 
raine. The Society refused to advance any money for 
rebuilding the same. 

By a report made on the subject of the fishery rent, it ' 
appeared, that the lease to Sir G. F. Hill commenced from 
the 12*** November, 1811, for thirty-six years, at £1250 a 
year ; and that it was customary for the Court to allow one 
year's rent to stand in arrear, in order to give the tenant an 
opportunity of raising a fund by a previous disposal of 
the fish. 

8^ December. — ^A final donation of one hundred guineas 
was granted to Mr. Sampson, for his memcnr and chart of 
Londonderry. 

9^** April, 1816. — ^A report was made relative to the re- 
building the rectorial house at Coleraine ; and Mr. Babing-^ 
ton's plan was recommended to be adopted. 

Mr. Thomas Waugh was appointed bog bailiff. 

8^ July. — ^A report was made as to the building of Cole- 
raine school. 
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15^ October.— A notice of motion ^v^as given in the Court 
of C«nmon Council, that the Irish Society do, annually, lay 
bdbre that Court a brief state of their accounts, which was 
afterwards withdrawn ; but previous to which, a case was 
stated for the opinion of counsel, and the following is a copy 
of the opinions of Mr. Serjeant Joy, and Sir John Silvester, 
the Recorder. 

^* Of one thing I am perfectly clear; if the Common 
Council have no right to call the Society to account for the 
disposal of their revenues, the Society ought not to comply 
with their requisition, from motives of courtesy,— Hsuch com- 
pliance would be an act of acquiescence, and long succession 
of such acts would, in process of time, generate right. 
Besides, every compliance with such a wish would render a 
refusal still mcnre and more ungracious. It is infinitely 
better, and will be less offensive to the Common Council, to 
say at once, " We will not comply with your demand, lest 
we should make a precedent," than after having made a suc- 
cession of precedents to depart from them, from (as it will 
be said) motives of caprice, or hostility to the existing 
Council. I am, therefore, of opinion, that unless the Council 
shall be considered to have a right to an account, this novel 
claim of theirs ought to be resisted in limine. The next 
question is, have the Common Council a right to call the 
Society to an account? I cannot discover the slightest 
foundation for such a claim. The Society superintends the 
general concerns of the Plantation, and is a trustee for the 
twelve companies, who are absolute owners of their estates, 
. which are not clothed with any trust, either for individuals, 
for any other public body, or for a charity. There is clearly, 
I think, no trust for the Common Council as a body; I cannot 
therefore conceive why they should demand an account of 
the disposal of revenues, in which they have no interest. 
I am of opinion^ that they are not entitled to such an account, 
and that the Society ought not to give it. The refusal will, 
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of course^ be couched in terms expressive of that high 
respect to which such a body as the Common Council o£ 
London is so justly entitled.

^^ I perfectly agree with Mr. Serjeant Joy in his opinion ; 
that the Society ought not to comply with the requisition 
made by the Common Council; who, as a body, can have 
no interest. The Society superintends the general concern, 
and is a trustee for the twelve companies, who are absolute 
owners of their estates ; to them, and to them alone, is the 
Society accountable. I do not understand such an applicar 
tion has been made before, and therefore am most decidedly 
of opinion that the Society ought to refuse it.

17*^ December.— The land and law agents were requested 
by the Society to come over to England, for the purpose of 
consultation on the affairs of the Society. 

January, 1817. — Mr. John Weir Newson was appointed 
messenger, on the resignation of Mr. Loftie, who retired on 
an annuity of £40, granted him by the Society, in conformity 
with a resolution declaring his supentnnuation. 

The land and law agents having come over to London, 
made statements relative to the affairs of the Society, in 
which they detailed all the circumstances necessary to be 
acted upon by the Society. 

18*** February. — ^The Society granted fifty guineas to the 
poor of Derry. 

The maps were ordered to be handed to the general agent, 
to enable him to procure fresh surveys. 

The rectorial house and school at Coleraine were proposed 
to be rebuilt. 
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6* March. — ^The general agent was directed to collect the 
rent of the fisheries and Cranagh, which had usually been 
remitted to London. 

Id*"* March. — A report was made in regard to the right of 
the Society to the growing timber on the Fishmongers' and 
several other Companies' proportions in Ulster; wherein the 
law agent was instructed to take legal steps for establishing 
the Society's right thereto. 

21^^ March. — The law and land agents prepared a statement 
as the basis of a report, wherein the following subjects were 
recommended to the consideration of the Society, viz. the 
right to the land called the Sheriffs' Mountain. The space 
of ground surrounding the city walls. The letting the strand 
and soil of the river Lough Foyle. Usurpations of the fish- 
ings, by the Marquis of Donegal, and others. The reclaiming 
and letting the bogs. An inquiry as to the scite of the old 
school-house, the blue school, clergymen's widows' houses, 
the house of correction, the weigh-house, cow-market, and 
other premises usurped by the Corporation of Deny. Pro- 
position for making new streets. The bridge of Deny, and 
the application of £1000 a year to accumulate for the erection 
of a stone bridge. The projected removal of the Bishop's 
palace. A suggestion to call upOn the Corporation to state 
by what right they claimed the annual allowance made them 
by the Society. Culmore Fort, and the land belonging 
thereto. The Recorder's field. Government barracks. The 
late motion in the Common Council, for laying annually a 
brief state of accounts before that Court. Incroachments 
made by the Corporation of Coleraine. The by-laws. Glebe 
house, and school at Coleraine. 

An authority, under seal of the Society, was given by them 
to the law agent, to apply to the Board of First Fruits, for 
aid in building the rectorial house at Coleraine. 

24^ March.— Thanks were voted to the law and general 
agents. 
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23^ May— The Right Honourable Sir G* F.. HUIt in his 
official character, as Recorder of Derry^ attended the Coiift, 
and entered into a long discussion of the matters in contro^ 
versy, between the Society and. the Corporation of Deny, 
concerning the right to the Sheriffs' Mountain, and certain 
other lands and premises; and, after much, discussion,^ Sir 
George proposed, that questions in writing should be sub- 
mitted through him to the Mayor, who might lay the same 
before a Common Council. 

2^ July^— A case was prepared relatii^e to the yaI^e of a 
lea^e, extended from ninety-nine years to a perpetuity, a<id 
Mr. Morgan's opinion was taken thereon. The following is 
a copy of the case and opiiiion : 
c«»e. . « The Honourable Irish Society, London, of the new 
Plantation in Ulster, within the realm of Ireland^ haying 
certain parts of their estates in that country to let on lease, 
proposed tQ their tenantry there to make demises of suish 
parts of their said estates, for terms of ninety <nine yeaiSy 
at reasonable rents, on condition that the lessee^ shoidd 
make considerable expenditure of money ifi buildings, and 
other lasting improrements* 

<* It not being the custom in that country to. make such 
expensive improrements on such determinable tenure, and 
the Society having heretofore, about, in, and since the year 
1767, in various other instances, made leases in perpetuity 
a^ certain rents, with the addition of one year's rent, as a 
fine payable every seven years, as for a renewal, the te- 
nantry refused to accept of demises of any less permanent 
description; but it. is expected that they woul4 all willingly 
accept of leases similar to those last described, and pay such 
sums now in money, as the difTc^ence between that tenure 
and a lease for liinety-nine years should be fotmd tQ . be 
worth. 

^ You will therefore please to say how many years of die 
annual rent, or what other portion of purchase or fine, the 
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tenante dkoold pay down in money now, besides the resei^- 
yation of an annual rent, similar to that at whidi die Society 
were wflling* to demise for ninety-nine years ; and with the 
Asther advantage to the Society, beyond what was to hare 
been comprised in the ninety-nme years' lease, of a fine of 
one year's rent, to be payable for erer hereafter, at the 
expkation of every seyen years, tor and on obtaining such 
perpetual interest on the tenns stated. 

^ Please to observe, in making this calcalation, that the 
fee-simple, in lands of inheritance of the 'best description, 
woold only bring twenty years' purchase in Ireland, if to 
be sold; and that* no septenniiEd fines were intended to be 
reserved on sudi ninety-nine years' leases as were so 
proposed to. be made by the Society, but rejeeted by the 
tenmitry. 

*^ If the tenants are to pay the diffisrenee between the 
vriue of a perpetuity, and the vahie of a lease for ninety* 
nine yews, dien should th^ pay one sixth of a year's pur- 
dkase of the annual produce of the estate, supposing the 
fee-simple of the estate to be worth twenty years' purchase. 
If they are also to pay the value in ready money, of all the 
septennial fines for ever, the sum which they should now 
pay for the same^ should be three and a half of such fines; 
supposing, in this and the former case, that no alteration is 
to be made in the reserved rent,

7^ Jtdy — ^A report was made respecting the parsonage 
house at Golerain^ and the jury presentments, and Mr. 
Babington, the son of the law agent, was recommended to 
takm out his commission as a magistrate for Deny, and a

^ The late discussion in both houses of Parliament, 
of the important subject of the taxes imposed upon the 
land-holders in Ireland, at the different assizes, having 
arrested the attention of the Society, they, in their conser- 
yative capacity, feel that a fit discharge of their duty calls 
upon them to watch over the interests of th^ir tenantry' in 
Ireland ; and as the Society, from their nature and residence, 
cannot be present there, they have directed me to request,

15^^ July, — Mr, Alderman Thorp was Governor. 

A report was made relative to the Dubby holes. 

A memorial was received from the inhabitants of Coleraine, 
iflt»» Get. concerning the school, which led to a report, wherein the 
Society determined, that under all the existing circumstances, 
and inasmuch as the scite of the old school-house had sold 
so advantageously, that it would be more dignified on the 
part of the Court, and more consonant with the spirit of the 
charter of incorporation, that the Society should erect a 
school-house for the education of the poor, at th§ir own 
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expense, and. continue to keep the exclusiye control. thereof 
in themselves. 

A letter was received from the general agent, relative, to 
Coleraine slob, in which he recommended the sum of £50 
to be expended in levelling and filling up part of the slob 
or shore of the Bann, the doing of which would be highly 
beneficial. to the interests of the Society, as tending to im- 
prove their estates. 

, 1»* Aug^t. — ^Memorials were received from the Bishop of 
Down and Connor, respecting portions of the cut . out bog 
near the Race Course, and lower liberties of Londonderry, 
which the law agent was directed to take with him to Ireland, 
and consult thereon with the land agent. 

1&^ October. — ^A report was made, relative to the school 
at Coleraine ; the letting of the strand and shore of the Bann. 
The sum of £50 was allowed for filling up the slob. 

Various leases were recommended to be granted of the 
ramparts of Coleraine. 

20^ December. — ^The Governor was requested to sit for 
his portrait. 

19*^ January, 1818. — ^A report was made relative to the 
erection of the school and parsonage house at Coleraine, by 
the Society. 

27*^ January. — ^The opinions of Mr. Serjeant Joy, and the 
Recorder of London having been taken on the liability of 
the Society to render accounts to the Common Council, (as 
before stated,) the subject was debated in Common Councils 
and the Secretary reported to the Society the discussion 
which took place. 

- , 6*^ February. — ^The Governor relinquished all participation 
in the dividends for members' attendances. 
; 27*^ February.— Mr. Henry Schultes was assistant secretary. 
• 7^ March.— :£30 were granted to the indigent room 
keepers at Derry. 
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16^ July. — Mr. Babington atated, that ihe coart4iowe4^ 
Coleraine had been usurped^ by or under the direction of the 
Marquis of Waterford; and it was resolvedy that steps 
should be taken for regaining the possession aoid free use 
thereof. 

28^ October.— The general agent was ordered to transmit 
plans and estimates^ made of the riiore of the river Foyle, and 
the buildings and encroachments thereon. 

An advertis^oient was inserted in .the. Londonderry paper, 
relative to the letting the slob. 

The Society granted fifty guineas towards the erection of 
a mcmument for the late General Ponsonby. 

January, 1819. — A statement respecting the Corporation 
leases, and a full report thereon, was made; a copy of which 
was sent to the law agent for him to consult thereon widi 
the land agent, and advise the Society. 

It was ordered that search should be made among the 
records and papers of the Society, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what had taken place in regard to die bridge at 
Deny ; the Act of Parliament, obtained by the Corporation 
for building and repairing the same, with the grounds on 
which that Act was obtained ; and also in regard to the claim 
set up by that Corporation to the Sherifi*'s Mountain, as 
stated in the deputation report. 

13^^ January. — It was ordered that all papers and docu- 
ments, relating to the affiurs of the Sodety, dioold be 
examined and arranged, and an epitome of die contents of 
each prepared. 

1^^ February. — ^A report was made by die Conunittee of 
their having inspected the records and papers, of which diey 
considered it would be desirable to have <an abridgement 
made ; and it was accordingly resolved and ord^ed, that 
the assistant secretaiy, Mr. Henry Schiiltes, being conver- 
sant with the nature and arrangement of indices to public 
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records, should forthwith prepare an abridgement df all the 
prindpal mattdns contained in the books and papers belong- 
ing to the Society. 

4^ February. — ^A report was made as to- the Sooiet/s right 
to the Sheriff's Mountdn ; and also respecting the ferry at 
Londonderry. 

20^ Febnmry. — It was resolved that the Committee should 
be composed 6f die whole Sodely. 

17^ MaFdi«--^t was resolved, that on all future Societies, 
the 13'easarer should make up his accounts, and pay the 
balance to his successor in office, on or before the 81 >^ March, 
in every yewr. 

27^ March. — Sir 6. F. H31 applied for permission to assign 
his interest in the fie^hery lease, which was referred to the 
Oommittee to report thereon. 

21*^ April. — ^The Dean of Derry applied for a omtribution 
towards embellishing Derry Cathedral. 

16^ May. — ^A report was made respecting the deanery 
house at Deny. 

22^ June. — ^The Society contributed a sum of money for 
the embellishment of Derry cathedral. 

ITtb July. — It was determined by the Society to grant 
leases of the cut-out bogs for thirty-one years and one life. 

24*^ July. — The Society granted £50 towards a charitable 
institution for the distressed poor of Derry. 

The Sodety resolved to give license to the tenant of the 
fishery to assign his interest in Ae lease, on security being 
given for the regular payment of the rents in London. 

The Coult feeling the importance of bringing to a conclu- 
sion all matters in dBspute between the Society and the 
Coiporation of Londonderry ; and the subject having been 
fully discussed, it was resolved, thata Deputation, consisting 
x^ John Thecnas Thorp, Esq. Governor, Samuel Favel), Esq. 
and James WilHions, Esq. mmibers of Ihe Court, accom- 
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panied by Robert Slade, Esq, the secretary, and Mr. Henry 
Schultes, the assistant secretary, should proceed forthwith to 
Londonderry, with full instructions to be previously given 
them by the Court The following instructions were accord- 
ingly soon afterwards prepared and delivered to them, 

JFirst. That the Deputation should require permission 
from the Corporations of Londonderry and Cole* 
raine, to inspect such of their records, accounts, 
and corporate muniments, as in any way relate to 
or affect the civil government of their respective 
Corporations, or the rights of this Society. 

Second. That the Deputation do finally settle with the 
Corporation of Londonderry the boundaries of. 
their present holdings under this Society, by 
leases dated the 24^^ day of January, 1759, and 
preparatory to the renewal of such leases, to 
except therefrom such parts as have been granted 
by the Corporation, under toties quoties leases, to 
the Lecky and Torrens' families. 

Third. That the Deputation do seek interviews with 
the representatives of the Lecky and Torrens 
families; and after explaining to them the deter- 
mination of the Society to resmne its right to such 
holdings, to ascertain, as far as they are able, the 
wishes and views of the parties interested therein. 

Fourth. To endeavour to obtain information, whether 
any, and what houses, lands, tenements, &c. are 
held by the Corporations of Londonderry and 
Coleraine, or any other persons, without lease from 
this Society; and if any, what is the yewly value 
thereof, and in what manner the same are so held. 

Fifth. That the Deputation do insist upon the imme- 
diate resumption of the Society's right, as granted 
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to them by their charter, and heretofore exercised 
by them, of confirming, or not, the by-laws of the 
Corporations of Londonderry and Coleraine. 

Sixth. That they do view the various charitable and 
other institutions in the city, and county of Lon- 
donderry, and town of Coleraine, to which the 
Court do now subscribe, or have heretofore sub- 
scribed in aid, in order to ascertain whether their 
bounty is or has been property applied. 

Seventh. That the Deputation do promote, as much as 
possible, the immediate leasing of such parts of 
the different bogs at Deny and Coleraine as have 
been cut out, according to the principle agreed 
upon by this Court in a Report of the l?^'' July 
last. 

Eighth. That they do view the property at Coleraine, 
and ascertain the progress which has been made 
in resuming the Society's right to various parts 
thereof, which have been from time to time wrested 
from the Society. 

JiiniK That they do view the Rectorial and School 
Houses at Coleraine, now building by the Society's 
aid, and to report thereon. 

Tenth, That the Deputation do enter into agreements 
with persons desirous of taking leases of any parts 
of the Slob, wastes, or other undemised property, 
for such terms, and under such rents as to the 
Deputation shall seem expedient. 

Eleventh. That they do adopt some plan, in conjunc- 
tion with the Corporations of Londonderry and 
Coleraine respectively, for placing boundary stones 
or posts at the extremities of the lands and pre- 
mises about to be demised to them, in order, as 
much as possible, to prevent future encroachments 
. and disputes. 
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Twelfth* That they* do surrey and report generally 
upon Ihe state of the lands, tenements, and heredi- 
tamentsy belonging tol9ie Iril^h Soci^in London- 
derry and Coleraine, tJieir opinions as "to any 
improyements wlrich can foe made thereon, and 
any other matters which ihey may consider as 
t5onducive to the interest and dignity of this 
Society, and the -welfttfe ^eatd prosperity of the 
plantation. 
WkirteetM. TTiat they do ^consnlt with Mr, Balbington 
respecting the Flewei^eld Estate, which has been 
Tecommended by him as a fit object of attention by 
this Society, should the mme be now for sale. 
Fourteenth. That they do advise, generaHy, with the 
law and general agents, if necessary ; and do draw 
upon the latter, or the Treasurer in London, fw 
any sums of money whicfh miqr be necessary. 
Fifteenth. Hiat they be empowered to take any maps, 
plans, papers, or documents, in furtherance of their 
mission, a list being first made of the same, and 
signed by the Deputation, 
jjth August, — The assistant secretary delivered into Court 
an abridgment of the records of the Society, which he 
had prepared in obedience to an order of the Court, held 
1^ February last, 

18^ August—The Deputation proceeded by the way of 
Port Patrick to Londonderry, where they arrived on the 
23^, and were imaiediately waited upon by the Mayor, 
William Scott, Esq, who intimated that the Corporation 
of Londonderry having deputed him, and several others of 
their body, to hold conferences with the Deputation on the 
subject of their mission firom the Irish Society, they re- 
quested to be admitted to audience on the following day, 
which was agreed to. 
•24^*» August, — ^The Deputation, attended by Ifce land and 
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\9mr^9geatB, tcommmced die >exeeiilioii of their duties, and 
the iiistnictioiiB hafing been read by Ae Secretaory, Ihe 
Sight Honourable Sir 6. Fitzgerald Hill, the Recorder, 
accompanied by the Mayor, and several other gentlemen, 
compomig a coimnittee from the Corporation of London- 
derry, were adopted to conference; and thereupon Sir 
George apprised the Deputation that he and the rest of the 
Committee then present, had been appointed to confer with 
the Deputation on all subjects requiring explanation rela- 
tive to the Society and the Corporation of Londonderry, for 
the purpose of bringing them to an amicable conclusion ; 
and he observed it was the wish and intention of the Com- 
mittee to refer to nothing that might operate as an obstacle 
to such a desirable object. But in order to facilitate the 
discussion of the several matters in contention between 
the Society and the Corporation, he suggested, that the 
Deputation should conmiunicate their propositions, and that 
they should be debated on in succession. The Committee 
then withdrew, and the Deputation afterwards proceeded to 
inspect the Ship Quay premises, perambulated the fortifica- 
tions of the City, and minutely investigated the bridge, the 
slob of the river, the ancient cow bog, and the various 
encroachments made on the Society's property, as pointed 
out and explained by the land and law agents. On their 
return home, the Deputation consulted together on the pro- 
position ibey Aovld first make to the Corporation ; and on 
the fdlowing morning, the subject being again rtsumed, it 
wasdetermined that the f(dlowing letter 'should he addressed 
to'the Coaonktee.

Upon the arriyal of the Committee, the letter was deli- 
vered to them and read, upon which Sir G. Hill entered 
into an elaborate argument, tending to shew that the Cor- 
poration were precluded from granting the inspection 
required, by reason of certain oaths, which eveiy member 
in his corporate capacity was obliged to take ; but that, 
as far as it could consistently be done, the Corporation 
were disposed to give any information that might be re- 
quired. The Deputation, however, still insisting on an 
unequivocal compliance with their requisition, the Com- 
mittee retired to consider the matter, and in the mean time 
the following letter was prepared and addressed to the 
Mayor of Coleraine.

« Sir, 

<^ Being appointed by the Honorable the Irish 
Society of London as a Deputation to this country, we are, 
among other objects in our commission, instructed to require 
from the Corporation of Coleraine an inspection of such of

The Committee appointed by the Corporation of London- 
derry soon afterwards returned, and delivered the following 
letter, and copies of oaths to the Deputation.

the City otherwise than it is ordained; and the lands,, tene- 
ments, and rent appertaining to the chamber duly you 
shall sufltailif and the profits of the City in all that y«>tt can 
by reason you shall increase, and the harm of the City you 
shall not suffer, but after your power you shall let it,: either 
else to the Mayor and Council of this City that for the 
time shall be you shall gin^ knowledge thereof; and in all 
other things to your ofiBce appertaining well and lawfully 
yo^ shall. b^mve you. So .help you Grpd/^ 

The foregoing letter, and copies of oatbi;, having been 
r^^ a long debate ensued between the Deputation. and 
the Committee, on. the subject of the restrictions ccmtained 
in ^ the oaths; after which the Committee departed, leaving 
the same to the farth^ consideraition of the Deputation. 

Mr. Bahington the Society's law agent, who was in at<» 
tendance upon your Deputation, then entered into an expla*^ 
n9)tion of a suggestion he had previously made to the Society, 
for, the purchase by them of an estate, called the Howerfield 
Estate, then for sale, because he considered the acquisition 
thereof highly advantageous to the Sociejfcy in reference to 
the better and more profitable enjoyment of the fishings. of 
the Speiety in the river Bann ; but Mr. Babington and the 
Deputation conceiving that many obstacles would arise to 
the acquisition of the property, agreed to let the matter rest 
for the present. 

The subject of the Slob was next taken into consideraljon 
by the Deputation; and the land and law Agents were 
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directed to give publicity to the disposition of the Deputa- 
tion to receive proposals from persons desirous of taking^ 
any parts of the Slob, or reclaimed shore of the Foyle, 

26^^ August. — Mr. Beresford, the land agent, produced 
a form of a circular letter, addressed to persons possessing* 
any part of the reclaimed slob of the Foyle, calling upoa 
them to shew their respective claiins, and present memorials 
for leases of the same, which was approved by the Deputation. 

The letter, and copies of oaths delivered yesterday by the 
Conunittee of the Londonderry Corporation, having been 
maturely considered by the Deputation, and commented on 
by the law agent, it was determined that the following 
letter should be sent to them. 

« Londonderry, 2&^ August, 1819. 
" Gentlemen, 

" The Deputation acknowledge the receipt of the 
reply from the Mayor and Deputation from the 'Corporation of 
Londonderry, acceding to their requirements for inspecting 
their records, &c. accompanied with the copies of oaths 
which are taken by the Chamberlain and Burgesses. As 
they conceive they have made no requirements but what 
were founded upon their charter, and as they have no other 
object but the discharge of their duty, and the prosperity 
of the plantation, they trust that nothing need be appre- 
hended which can involve any infringement of their Corpo- 
ration oaths. They think it will now facilitate the object 
of both Deputations to proceed in the inspection of those 
records.

In the course of the morning, the Londonderry Committee 
waitied upon the Deputation, and the letter was read to 
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tliem, upon ^ich they consented that the records should 
be inspected ; and, accordingly, as the Governor was then 
confined by serious indisposition, and unable to accompany 
A^n, Mr. Favell and Mr. Williams, attended by the Secretary 
and Assistant Secretary, proceeded to the Chamberlain's 
bouse, where the records of the Corporation were produced 
to them and examined* 

The whole of the following days, (27^^, 28^^, and 30^^ of 
August,) was occupied in the inyestigation of, and making 
extracts from, the records. On their return home on the 
90^*^ of Aug^t, the Deputation received the following letter 
irom the Mayor of Coleraine.

Which letter was inclosed in a note written by the Secre- 
tary, and sent accordingly. 

The extracts made by Messrs. Fayell and Williams, from 
the records of the Corporation of Londonderry were read, 
and deliberately considered ; and at length it was agreed 
that the following letter should be sent to the Conunittee.

** Gentlemen, 

^ In furtherance of the inquiries intrusted to our care, 
we request you will furnish us with a copy of all your by- 
laws, the surveyor's report referred to in your minutes of the 
3^ of NoYcmber, 1813, and also a statement of your present 
annual receipt and expenditure.

Messi:s« Favell and Williams, accompanied by the general 
agent, secretary, and assistant secretary, afterwards sur- 
veyed part of the buildings and inclosures erected and made 
on the shore and slob of the river Foyle. The next morn- 
ing, 1'^ September, they surveyed the remainder of the 
premises reclaimed from the shore, and afterwards inspected 
the Alms Houses built for the habitation of clergymen's 
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widows. They next yisited the premises originally intended 
ibr a charity-school, called the Hue-School ; but they found 
tlus school had been long discontinued, and the premises 
were used as an ordinary dwelling. They afterwards in- 
spected various other charitable institutions in the City. - 

Upon their return, Sir George Fitzgerald Hill attended 
the Deputation, and presented to them the following letter. 

^ Londonderry, 1*^ September, 1819.

^ We have received your request of yesterday 's date, 
to be furnished by us with a copy of all our by-laws, the 
surveyor's report referred to in our minutes of the 3^ of 
November, 1813, and also a statement of our present annual 
receipt and expenditure. After a diligent search through 
the records in the Chamberlain's office, we find only two 
documents which appear to be by-laws, the one dated tb^ 
aO^*^ of August, 1709, for remedying inconveniences arising 
from slaughtering houses, thatched houses, and rendering 
houses ; and for the enrolling of apprentices, and for the 
regulating of carmen ; the other dated 2^ of January, 1760, 
which being termed a by-law, we submit to your inspection, 
although we do not conceive it properly bears that charact^;

With the like view of 
avoiding delay, we shall lay before yon the original valua* 
ti<m of the Committee appointed by the Corporation, rela* 
tive ia die holdings within the City and suburbs; together 
with the maps of reference thereof.

'MountaiB, they not being in the Chamberlain's office, and 
we, supposing that they were handed to Alderman Murray, 
our law agent, for the purpose of enabling him to describe

Sir George then laid before the Deputation all the 
documientB referred to in such letter* 

The Deputation then took into consideration the subject 
of the toties quoties leases, granted by the Corporation to 
Alexander Lecky and Alderman Thomas Lecky, of part of 
the Pennybum Mill Estate; and gave the land agent 
directions to inform them that they were ready to receive 
proposals from them in regard thereto. 

2^ September. — ^Messrs. Favell and Williams, accompa^ 
nied by the Land Agent, went to view the Race^Course 
Bog; and, on their return. Sir George Hill, Mr. Alder- 
man Thomas Scott, and Mr. Curry, waited upon the De- 
putation, and delivered to them several documents relative 
to the Corporation expenditure, and the valuation of the 
properties in possession of the Corporation. The examina- 
tion of these documents produced a long discussion on their 
several contents, and on the claims made by the Corporatiim 
to various holdings ; and the above mentioned gentlemen 
being called upon to shew by what title they were so pos- 
sessed. Sir George adverted to the charter, and the long 
possession of the Corporation, as furnishing a right for thenr 
retention. Upon which it was agreed, that the parties 
should meet on the following morning, in order fully to 
discuss the subject. 

Early the next morning, 9^ September, Sir George Hill 
jpre^ented to the Deputation the following letter. 
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** Londanderryy 28^^ August, 1819. 

** Gentlemen, 

^ I have the honor of acquainting you, that I com* 
municated to the Grand Jury of the city and county of 
Londonderry, assembled at these last'assizes, on the 12^^ of 
this Month, the proposition which your Society made to me, 
at their chamber in London, relative to the county house in 
Pump-Street ; and to which I told the Grand Jury I had, 
on their part, acceded. The terms of the proposition (which 
I trust I state correctly) were, that the Irish Society would 
skccept of a surrender c^ the present lease of the county 
house, and grant a new one of the entire of the premises, 
(including that part, the lease of which has expired) renew- 
able for ever, reserving to the Society the present rent and 
fines ; and on the condition that no alienation of the pro- 
perty should take place, by sale or otherwise, for purposes 
of profit to the Corporation. But that they, the Corpora- 
tion, should, as trustees for the Grand Jury, be bound in the 
oew. lease, to use and apply the county house for the pur« 
poses originally intended, — as a place of acconunodation for 
the Judges, Grand Jurors, and gentry, of the city and 
county. 

*^ The Grand Jury received this communication with much 
satisfaction; and immediately directed me, as their foreman, 
to express to the Irish Society their unanimous thanks and 
warm gratitude, for the liberal conduct of the Society to- 
wards themselves ; and for their kind consideration towards 
the comfort and accommodation of the gentry of the city 
and county ; and to announce their full confirmation of my 
acceptance of the terms offered by the Society. 
' > I beg leave further to state, that it will be very gratify- 
ing, if the Deputation of the Irish Society will take the 
trouble, of suggesting what improvements, in their opinion, 
might be usefully made to the premises in <|uestion ; and 
more particularly with a view of securing to evwry future 
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Deputation of the Society, fit and pipoper accommodation 
therein. I shall be happy to have the honoi of a confierence 
with you on this subject; and remain, &c.

In the couMe of the morning, Mr. Williams, attended by 
the Land Agent, viewed the ground outside the City WaUs^ 
anoiently a fosse, being part of the premises claimed by tlie 
Corporation; and afterwards- the Londonderry Committee 
waited upon the Deputirtion with various bookn and papers 
belonging to the Corporation, and afdll discussion took place, 
between the Deputation, the Land and Law Agents, and the 
Committee, in regard to the claims made by the CdrporatioB 
to the buildings near the Quay, the Wastes, City Walls, 
Fosse, SherifTs Mountain, and other properties, for whick 
no leases had been granted, or tenancy recognized by them. 

The Deputation being anxious to obtain all the informa^ 
tion necessary to form a correct judgment on the .various 
matters discussed by them, the Committee, Messrs. Favell 
and Williams, accompanied by some Members of the Com«* 
mittee, and the Land Agent, went the next day, 4^ of 
September, with the maps, and took a minute survey of iim 
Ship Quay premises, with their boundaries, and having satis^ 
fied themselves'tiu that point, diey returned, and the Bul»JMt 
of the scite of the 'House of Correction, held by the CoqMK- 
ration from tbe iSodiety under ^an old lease, was disooseod ; 
and the tiriginal -lease, old .nentak, and description books, 
were SKamined. A conisultation was afterwards bad with 
Mr. Torrens, relative. to the tenureof the Cow-JBog premiaee, 
held * by faim^ under a lease granted by the Oorpoitttion* 
fVom the ?inveBt|gation thus /made, the DeputatioB lian^g 
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folly satisfied tbonsdves that the gcite of the Correction 
House and the Cow^Bog premises ought to be resumed by 
the Society, they determined to insist cm its resumption 
accordingly, for the purpose of reletting the same ; and 
they instructed their Land i^ent to survey the tenements 
on the Cow-Bog, and furnish them with a yaluation thereof, 
which he performed the following day, 6^^ of September ; 
en which day, Messrs. Favell and Williams, Sir Greorg^ Hill, 
Mr* Curry, and Mr. Scott, went and viewed the scite of the 
Correction House premises, which had been converted by 
the Corporation into a fish market; after which, they exa<* 
mined other properties claimed by the. Corporation; and on 
die f(dlowing day, 7^^ of September, the claims of the Cor- 
poration were deliberately considered and decided upon. 
In die course of the day, the fdlowing address was presented, 
on behalf of the citizens and inhabitants of Londonderry^ 
to the Deputation :

respect for the Honorable Society. 

^We contemplate, with pleasure, every circumstance 
which tends to unite more closely the connexion between 
this and the parent dty ; a connexion which now has sub- 
sisted for more than two hundred years, and been pro- 
ductive of those happy results which the first planters of 
ilie colony intended. 
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^* Under the fostering protection of the Society, it will 
appear, that in our public works, the citizens, together widi 
the inhabitants of the county, have not been less attentive 
to the comforts and advantage of the community,"— of this 
the Infirmary, the Court-house, and the School, bear testi- 
moiiy ; and we cannot omit this opportunity of expressing 
the grateful sense we entertain of the beneficial grants made 
to the latter, as well by the Society as by the different Com- 
panies, which has enabled this valuable establishment to 
be' conducted upon an extensive and improved scale, and to 
hold out the promise of being of the utmost advantage to 
the rising generation. 

' ^< We beg leave further to state, that within these few 
yeirs a most valuable and extensive library has been esta- 
blished by the private subscription of the citizens, which is 
conducted upon a liberal scale, and promises to be highly 
useful to the community. But the funds of the establish- 
ment, we are sorry to say, are totally inadequate to the' 
section of a suitable building ; we, therefore, look forward 
with a confident hope, from the encouraging declaration of 
this Deputation, that this Honorable Society will lend their 
assistance in such manner as they may think best calculated 
to enable the subscribers to that institution to procure more 
suitable and respectable accommodation than they at present 



** The Charitable institutions of this city, namely, — the 
Charitable Loan, the Penny Society, and that for the relief 
of Indigent Room-keepers, together with a School for the 
£ducati<m of poor Children, are subjects which, we under^ 
stand, have already occupied your consideration. > 

*^ You, Gentlemen, have, during your stay here, had so 
many opportunities of personally inspecting the improve* 
ments of the numerous tenantry of the Honorable Society 
in this city and liberties, that we think it unnecessary to call 
more particularly your attention thereto: but we cannot 
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witkhold the expression of our hope, that you will not over- 
look the interest of those individuals at whose private 
expense the improvements have been made. •

Society, fully sensible of the honour conferred on us by our 
present appointment, have received, with great satisfaction, 
the congratulatory address of the merchants and citizens of 
Londonderry. 

^ We are aware of the importance of the duties under* 
taken by this Deputation, and which consideration has 
mduced us to examine with minute attention and care every 
public institution and private interest requiring our investi*- 
gation. 

. ^ We are anxious to fulfil our commission with liberality 
to the merchants and inhabitants at large, keeping in view 
our bounden duty to the Society we represent; and we assure 
the gentlemen who have honoured us with this communica- 
tion, that it will not be conformable to the desires of the 
Society, or our own wishes, unless our labours shall tend to 
unite more closely the city of Londonderry and the parent 
Society. It is, therefore, highly gratifying to receive from 
such a respectable body of gentlemen an acknowledgment 
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ef tfaofte substantial benefits which the liberality of the Irah 
Society has been able to confer upon this dty; and it will

8^^ September^ — Various memorials, from pefscms holding 
pvrte of the reclaimed slob, were read and considered; 
and Mr. Babington, the law agent, entered into a full expla^ 
nation as to the rights of the Society to that. description of 
property; aft^ which several persons, who had presented 
meBMrials, were admitted to conference on the subject of 
Aeir claims. The Bishop of D^rry had an interview with 
the Defmtation, and gave them a full explanation widi 
regard to Ae ^^aritable instilulioBS in Londonderry. A 
deputation from the Presbyterian congregation also waited 
upon the Deputation, and suggested their disposition to 
«nbsQribe to a general scJiooU to be established in the Uppar 
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Xiikeytiec. • file Demi of Berry ako ccnfeTml widi the 
D&p«rtiiti0B on the subject of 1^ paxsoBage house. 

Ilie iMrmcipal pnrt iof die felhvwnig day, 9^ of Septmlier^ 
was oociipied in diaciussiiig the meiBorials for parts of Ae 
Slob^ bearing rarious tenmts thawen, rkmiag parts daimedf 
in order to ei^timate the amonnt of rent to be demooided^ and 
inaking proposals to the 'tenants thereof. After which, d^ 
Bepntation took into consid^sreition the measures whidi it 
would be necessary to adopt, with regard to the property 
fcfrmerly leased to the Corporation, cidled the -Larisfcs, Pen- 
nyborn Mill, Spring l^ovrn, and Coglast, held by tenants 
under tfMes quatiep leases, and also with regard to part of the 
town land of Termonbacco, just out of lease. 

The Grovernor being now sufficiently recovered from his 
lale $erioiis indisposition, occupied himself in an examination 
of the records of the Corporation of Londonderry, from 
whidi he had been hitherto prevented. 

M^^ September.--^The ftnner part, of Ibis day was joe^ 
occupied in considering the cases of the under-tenants ^Qn 
Ae land» of the Larisks, Springtown -and Cbgiast, {and 
the various tenants w«re admitted to eonfurences tiiemon. 
Several memoriab .from other tenants were read >and dia« 
cussed ; after which 4lie Bepntatiou went to view the in- 
firmary. Bishop's school, the shore of the Biver Foyle, and 
proceeded nest to trice .a .survey of Pemiybam Mill, the 
Larisks, 'Spriogtown, andCogiast

The freedom of the city of Londonderry was presented to 
Mr. Fa veil and Mr. Williams, the Governor being previously 
one of the freemen of that Corporation. 

11^^ September.— The Deputation were engaged all the 
morning in conferences with the Deputation from the Pres- . 
byterian congregation, and in matting final arrangements with 
tenants of parts of the reclaimed Slob; after which they 
proceeded to Coleraine. 

14^^ September.-— A Deputation, consisting of the Mayor, 
and other members of the Corporation of Coleraine, waited 
upon the Deputation of the Irish Society ; and the Mayor 
presented a letter, which he stated. he had received from 
Mr. Meara, the chamberlain, as follows: 

« Raphoe,lV^ September, 1819. 
" Mr DEAR Sir, 
** I have been favoured with your letter, and regret, 
very much, that the present state of my health prevents me 
from going to Coleraine to state, in person, to the Deputa^ 
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tioD, the Honorable the Irish Society has been pleased to 
send to this country, that I am not possessed of any records 
and corporate muniments of the Corporation of Coleraine, 
save only a copy of the charter ; and that I never had in my 
possession any other. This answer you will be pleased to 
ipTe in my name.

This answer not being satisfactory to the Deputation, they 
interrogated the Mayor as to any knowledge he might have 
of the accounts of the Corporation ; but he appeared to be 
ignorant of any being kept. 

The Deputation were engaged at Coleraine till the 17*** 
September, in viewing the bogs in the neighbourhood, and 
also the various tenements lately held by the Corporation ; 
and having determijied not to grant any renewal of the 
Corporation lease, they made agreements with the occupying 
tenants for determinable leases. They also' examined the 
gaol of the town, which they found in a dilapidated condi- 
tion, and very unfit for the safe custody or accommodation 
^ prisoners. The Deputation also viewed the Rectory- 
house and School then erecting, which they found in a state 
of forwardness, so as to justify the expectation that the 
bttilcUng would be completed by the following summer. 
Aliter a very laborious investigation into the rights of the 
Society,'relative to the Ramparts, the Citadel, the Bowling 
Green, the Market-house, Commons, the Bogs in the vicinity 
of the town, and the Slob of the river Bann and the wastes ; 
and having considered the memorials of, and given audiences 
to the respective tenants, the Deputation returned to Deny, 
but in their way surveyed the salmon-leap and mill in the 
tenure of Messrs. Little, as under-tenants to Sir G. F. 
Hill. 
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17^^ September«r--The Deputadon resuBMed their const 
defatioii of the m^noriiils made by yaripus persons for pmrlB 
jot the reclauaed slob of the river Foyle^ and determibed 
on their final proposition to be made to Mr* Torrens, for 
the tenements erected on the Cow-rBog* Aftw whi(^ they 
examined the valuation made in their absence by the surveyor 
of the lands proposed to be . let to the occupying tenants of 
Springtown- and Coglast In the course of the day, the 
Governor viewed all the boldiDgs in Londonderry imder 
consideration for demising. 

' 18*** September*^ — ^Conferences were held with several 
teimnts proposmg for parts of the reclaimed slob. 

19^^ September-— The Deputation attended divine service 
at Glendermot, at which were present the Bidiop of Deny, 
Sir G. imd Lady HilU and most of the gentry of ihe neigh- 
bourhood; when an appropriate lecture was d^viered 
for the benefit of the charitable loan established in London- 
derry, and a handsome subscription was. made on the 
occasion* 

20^^ September. — The Governor again.inapected the Cor*- 
rection-house premises, the Clergymen's Widows Alms 
Houses, the Blue School, the Ship Quay, Cily Walls, and 
various, other premises; and Mr« Williams and the land 
agent surveyed and made a valuation of the lands at Spring- 
town and Coglast. Mr. Alderman John Curry afterwards 
attended the Deputation on the behalf of Mr. Torrens^ and 
expressed his (Mr. Torrens's) acceptance of the terms off^ed 
him for a lease of the Cow-Bog premises. 

21** SeptCTiber.— The Deputation returned the following 
answer to the address delivered by the Corporation of Lon- 
donderry on the 10^^ instant 

** To Ihe Mayor, Comnionalty, and Citizens of 
t^e City of Londonderry. 
« We, the Deputation from the Honourable flte 
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Sodety of the governor and asnstante, London, of ihe New 
PlantatHHi in Ukter, within the reahn of Ireland, receive 
with great satisfaction the welctMne congratulations of the 
Abyor, owunonalty, and citizens of Londonderry upon our 
airival in this city. 

We are particularly satiis£ed with their assurances of 
respect, and determination to co-operate with the Irish 
Society in doing every things towards promoting, to the 
utmost c^ their power, the welfare and prosperity of the 
city and liberties of Londonderry. 

We can assure the Corporation of Londonderry, Ihat we 
shall have great pleai^ure in reporting to the Irish Society 
their honourable conduct towards us, and we sinc^^ly hope 
our. mission will tend to promote and secure that confid^ice 
between them and the Irish Society which is so essential to 
the interest of all parties, and the general welfare of the 
Plantatioa under their respective charters,

Further conferences were had with persons on the sulgeot 
of the Slob* The valuation of the lands of Springtown and 
Coglast, made by Mr. Williains and the land agent, were 
taken into consideration. 

The Corporation Committee having consented, on behalf 
of. the Corporation, to admit, unequivocally, the legal titl^ 
i>{ th^ So<^iety, and to accede to the terms offered by the 
Deputation for leases of the various properties proposed to 
be demised to them, the form of an agreement for leases was 
prepared mA taken into consideration. 

22^ September.— The occupying tenants of SpringtcMvn 
and Coglast were admitted to conference with the Deputar 
tion, i^nd severally agreed to accept the terms proposed 
to them; and it was signified to them that leases should 
h^ recowsaended to be gnuite4 them accordingly. The

proposals of tenants for parts of the Race-Course Bog 
were considered. The Deputation made a final survey of 
all the .buildings within forty feet of the city walls, and 
afterwards admitted the Corporation Committee to conference, 
when the agreement for leases, embracing the final terms of 
letting, was read; and at length it was agreed, that the 
memorandum should be signed by all parties ; and leases, 
embracing the Ship Quay, Pennyburn Mill, Larisks, City 
Walls, and surrounding houses. House of Correction pre* 
mises, part of the Cow-Bog, the Sheriff's Mountain, and 
part of the Slob, were agreed to be granted for 61 years. 

23^ September. — ^Many memorials . were read, and the 
applicants heard on various claims and proposals. Hie 
subject of the intruders on the Race-Course Bog was ccm- 
sidered, when at length it was agreed to let the same to 
Sir 6. F. Hill. The Grovernor this day finished his inspection 
of the Corporation records. Mr. Williams and Mr. Favell 
again viewed and examined into the circumstances of the 
charitable institutions in Derry; after which the Deputation 
considered the subject, and admitted Sir G. Hill, Rev. Mr. 
Hay, the presbyterian minister, and Mr. Moore, to conference, 
on the subject of establishing a general school. 

24*** September. — ^Mr. Williams surveyed that part of 
the town-land of Termonbacco lately held by Mr. Stewart, 
and falling out of lease. The agreement with the Corpo- 
ration of Londonderry was signed. The cases of Alexander 
Lecky and Alderman Thomas Lecky were considered, and 
agreed to be particularly reported on to the Society. The 
Deputation then* finally departed from Derry, on their way 
to Dublin, and arrived at Coleraine in the evening. 

25**^ September. — ^The Deputation were occupied wiA 
reading memorials, settling with tenants for leases, inves- 
tigating the local and political rights of the Corporation, 
hearing the claims and representations of tenants, and making 
mmutes for their future guidance, in making their repcHt 
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of their proceedings to the Society; and having performed 
the trust committed to them, according to the utmost of their 
ability, they, on the following day, (26**^ of September,) left 
Cbleraine, and arriyed at Monymore in the Drapers' propor- 
tion, where they were very liberally entertained by a Depu- 
tation from the Drapers' Company, who chanced to be then 
there, having been sent to visit their estate. 

27^^ September. — The Deputation were much gratified 
with viewing the various improvements made by the Drapers' 
Company in the town of Monymore, on a scale of general 
utility, deserving of the highest panegyric. 

On the 28'^ of September, the Deputation arrived at 
Dublin ; the next day they paid their respects to the Lord 
Lieutenant, and were invited to dine on the following day 
with his Excellency and the Corporation of Dublin. 

On the 3^ of October, the Deputation proceeded by the 
packet to Holyhead, on their way to London, and arrived at 
Guildhall on the 7^ of October. 

Soon after their return, the Deputation made several 
reports of their transactions in detail, for the information of 
the Society, accompanied by such recommendations as 
appeared to them necessary. 

The first report, dated 23^ October, contained a recom- 
mendation to the Society to grant the leases proposed to be 
granted to the Corporation of Londonderry, pursuant to 
the agreement entered into by the Deputation. It also 
r^resented that the Deputation had requested and obtained 
permission to inspect such of the Corporation records, 
accounts, and muniments, as in any way related to or afiected 
their civil government, or the rights of the Society ; and had 
moreover received from the Corporation an unequivocal 
acknowledgment of the right of the Society to confirm their 
by-laws, and exercise paramount jurisdiction. The report 
als^. reconunended leases to be respectively granted to 
Robert Torrens, Esq. of the premises eatuate in or near the 

N 
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Cow-Bog market in Londonderry, which had been, lei; by 
Ae Corporation on a toties quQties lease ; and also to &m 
several occupying tenants of the lands of Springtown and 
Coglai^, also formerly held by Ae Corporation* And thft 
Deputation recommended in the same report, in consideration 
of Ae tenure by which the Lecky family held the lands of 
Springtown and Coglast, under the Corporation of Londoiii 
derry, by a toties quoties lease, which they had considered 
^ttd relied on would be perpetually renewed to them; and 
as the Deputation had considered k most conducive to thd 
benefit and improvement of the Society's estate, to recom* 
mend leases to be granted to the tenants in possession, to the 
exclusion of the Lecky family, they resolved that a ^ratuitjr 
of £50 a year be given to Alexander Lecky, during his 
life, and £26 a year to Alderman Thomas Lecky, which 
report was confirmed at a Court held on the same day ; a^d 
the Court afterwards resolved to augment Alderman ThomlMl 
Lecky's allowance to £40 a year instead of £25. 

The second report of the Deputation, dated 6^^ Novemt>er, 
contained a detailed statelnent of various holdings, having 
. been form^y part of the Slob, or shore of Ae river Foyle, 
and reclaimed therefrom ; the agre^nents entered into wi^ 
various occupiers fw leases, and the general measures which 
db^ Deputation had adopted with regard to the Slob ; atid 
the Deputation concluded their report by the foUowitig 
obiservations: — ^* Having thus minutely stated our proved- 
ings on this very important part of our instructions, we trust 
the Society, when they consider the difficulties with which 
Ae Deputation had to contend, will be of opinion that we 
have done all in our power to bring the various persons 
concerned to acknowledge the rights of the Society, and to 
declare .themselves ready to become tenants for the various 
holdings on die reclaimed part of the Slob. These diffi^ 
oulties^ in the first place, were owing to reviving claimi^ to 
territory which had long Icun dolrmltnC^ and which former 
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Societies had considered as of little or no value, and which 
the parties who had made improvements thereon had long 
calculated upon as their own freeholds ; in the next place* 
from the tenure which the Deputation thought right to offer* 
being leases for sixty-one years, and which the Deputation 
had reason to think were not accepted, from a belief that the 
Society would be disposed to grant the same in perpetuity, 
according to the tenure of the perches to which they are 
adjoining; the Deputation, however, did not feel them- 
selves warranted in offering those lots in perpetuity, from 
a conviction that such tenure was injurious to the real 
interest of the Society. Your Deputation, moreover, beg 
leave to observe, that they considered it right to demand 
ody such rents as they would have required for the bare 
and uncovered Slob, without any buildings erected on the 
same. And if, by so doing, they have materially increased 
the rent-roll of the Society, they trust they may take the 
liberty of observing, that such increase bears no proportion 
to the real value, and consequently to the advance that 
wfll hereafter be experienced, when the leases now recom- 
mended to be granted shall expire. After this detail of 
our proceedings, and the grounds thereof, it will remain 
for the Society to determine what steps they will adopt, 
eidier by ftirther conciliatory measures, or by legal means 
to enforce their rights." 

Hie third rep<Hrt of the Deputatio)i,^dated 20^>' November, 
sets forth, that they had consulted 'David Babington, Esq. 
their law agent, on the expediency of making a purchase 
of the Flowerfield estate, mentioned in their instructions, 
who had advised, that in consequence of some recent occur- 
rences which had come to his knowledge, for the present 
ihe measure should be suspended. They recommended a 
lease to be granted of a piece of ground in Ballynagowan, 
called the Recorder's park, to the Right Hon. Sir George F. 
Hill, Bart, for so long time as he should continue Recorder 

n2 
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•f Derry, at fire shilltngs a year« They ako recomiBeadM 
tibfftt Sir George F. Hill sbcmld hold the Bace-Cowswi Bog 
ander the Society during its pleamire, for the presenntfioitt 
of the Race Ground and Turbary ; the former as a trustee 
fer the public, and the latter for thc^ benefit of suck o^ the 
Society's tenants as were ei^titled to cut herefrom, he paying 
an acknowledgment to the Society of twenty shillings a yenr^ 
but to cut no tiubary himself. Also^ diey reoommeiideit 
fifty copies of a proposed work, entitled, ^ Derriana/' to Im 
taken for the use of the members of the Society. The 
Deputation detailed the particulars belbre stated, with 
regard to Ae application made to the. Corporation of Cole- 
rmne for an inspection of Aeir records; and Awy. recom^ 
mended the Society should not renew Ae lease of pr^uises 
which the Corporation held under the Society. Ilie report 
embraces the various i^pliciatioBs made by pensonsin Cole* 
raine, for holdings in the tpwn upder the Corporaitidn> and 
for parts of the reclaimed bog in the neighboui4ieod| 
recommends leases to be granted to die pexmns respective^ 
requiring them, and recommends, donations of £10 to be 
respectiyely given towards the repair of the Catficdic chapeb 
of Denry aypd Ooleraine, and towards the fu^dk of Coleraine 
Infirmary, ai|d takes notice of some general measuise&neci^ 
sary to be adopted witb^ regard to a holding in^ Cplerainei 
used as a gaol ; and concludes with, some directions to the 
law agent and land ag^t,. with regard to i»eparhig separate 
leases of holdings in perpetuity. This report was con&med^ 
with the exception of that part recorameading ^nations to 
the Catholic chapels. 

The fourth report of the Deput^on, dated the 4f^^ of 
Deceniber, fiiHy explained all the piijK^eedings had wiA 
the Corporation of Londonderry, with reference to their 
records, and the paramount jurisdiction of the Soeietjt, 
which having been heretofore detailed, it is unnedessary 
that the same should be here repealed.

tiBiiantB* 

The Deputation then reported, that, in accordance to the 
im fa r tfctl ims given them to vvskt the various charitable 
ittBtitntions, they visited the infirmary, which appeared i^ 
he a very tuefiil tnstitudon, and properly conducted ; that 
the Flax Fund, or Penny Society, lately established in Derry 
foft the purpose of giving employment to the poor, was de- 
serving of the consideration of ftiture membere of the Society^ 
a» an object worthy of aid, and to which they had already con-^ 
triboted the sum of £50; that they had found a subscription^ 
itfll on foot for the relief of indigent room-keepers, to whom 
flte Sodety had also alr^dy contributed £90. Respecting 
schools in general in Londonderry, the Deputation reported, 
in regard to the Free Grammar School, thai thewcum- 
stances relative to that schdol, and the annual subscriptions 
of flie Society thereto, were to be fonnd at large in the 
records of the Society, to which they begged leave to refer; 
and the present particulars of the funds of the school Would 
be found in a printed statement annexed to their report i 
but they regretted to observe, that the Corporation of 
Londonderry had, since the year 181D, tiiought proper to 
withdraw their customary donation to the said school, by 
reason, as they alleged, of their funds being about to h^ 
iUminiriied by the increased rent proposed to be reserved 
by your Society upon the renewal of their leases. They 
also reported that a Sunday school, lately established in 
I/mdonderry, under the patronage of the Bishop atid Dean 
of Derry, wherein children of all religious denominations 
tt^e pennitled to receive instmctiion, was, in the opinion of 
the Depntatbn, deserving of encoiin^ement by the Society; 
and they Aerefore recommended an annual contribution df 
ten guineas to be granted thereto* They reported, that 
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they bad been applied to for the purpose of establishing a 
school in the Upper Liberties of Londonderry, but expressed 
reluctance to recommend the Society to incur the expenee 
without an adequate co-operation of the inhabitants with 
regard to pecuniary assistance. 

That they found a school conducted under the patronage 
of Mrs. Knox, in the house formerly appropriated for the 
Blue School in Londonderry, the Blue School haying been 
long discontinued. 

That they also visited the Bishop's School, founded on 
Erasmus Smith's plan, which had been noticed in the 
report of the Deputation of 1814, and found it still under 
the same desirable regulations. 

That they visited the Sunday School at Glendermot, and 
they recommended an annual donation of five guineas 
thereto. 

That a fund, called the Charitable Loftn, had been esta^ 
blished at Londonderry, which the Deputation considered 
as deserving the attention of the Society, and laid before 
the Society a printed statement of their funds. 

That they had also visited the houses built for the recep- 
tion of clergymen's widows, and laid before the Society a 
printed statement of their funds. 

They recommended a donation of £10 to be granted to 
the Wesleyan Methodists in Londonderry; and also a dona- 
tion of £10 each to the Catholic Bishop of Deny, and die 
Catholic Minister of Coleraine, to be respectively applied 
for charitable purposes. 

That they had directed the old names of various streets in 
Londonderry to be restored, the same having been lately 
improperly altered. 

They recommended an inquiry to be made with regard to 
the Red Bog, marked in the Society's map of Londonderry 
Acres, N°46; at present occupied by Sir G. HQl, and for 
which no rent was paid. 
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' ^That they appKed for, and obtamed from the Corporation 
^f Xondonderry, a statement of their income and expendi- 
ture for the years 18)6, 1817, and 1818, but couM not obtain 
4 particular stateiMnt of their debt, which was represented 
to be abont £60^000* 

That with regard to the free school at Coleraiiie, which 
the Deputation had examined, they referred the Society to 
the general report made by the hmd agent. 

That they regretted to state, that they found the fisk- 
market and meat-market in Londonderry in a very bad con- 
dition ; and that the premises comprised under the general 
denomination of the house of correction, required consider- 
able improvement. That they also found the houses erected 
#B the space surrounding the walls, called Wapping, were 
for the most part in a very dilapidated state, and i^e street 
in a very dirty condition ; and they, therefore, suggeisted 
that the Society should call upon the Corporation of Lon-^ 
doffderry to make spme improvement therein, accordingly. 

That they recommended the erection of cottages in Cole-i> 
raine, for the accommodation of the poorer classes, and the 
better improvement of the town. 

And they, lastly, recommended the Society to appoint a 
Committee for considering and reporting on various subjects, 
relative to the internal regulation of the Society; and 
particularly recommended a strong room to be made for the 
fi^ty of the Society's records and papers. 
• 11^ December. — ^Pieces of plate were severally voted to the 
members of tiie Deputation. 

8**» January, 1820.— The Committee made a report relative 
to die internal regulation of the Society, and, among other 
things, they recommended that a strong room, or repository, 
for the safeguard of the Society's records, muniments, books, 
and papers, should be forthwith made. 

17th February.— A donation of £20 was given to the dis- 
senting congregation at Derry. 
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13*^ March. — ^The Committee presented a report, relatiye, 
chiefly, to improying the town of Coleraine, by making a 
public sewer, widening streets, repairing gaol, keeping open 
the bowling-green, removing the pound, augmenting the 
glebe of the rectory, building cottages, making a road on 
the shore of the Bann, for a public walk or mall; and 
removing nuisances. 

8^ July. — ^The Committee presented a copious report on 
the several leases proposed to be granted to the Corporation 
of Londonderry, with ample descriptions of the premises, 
which was confirmed, and the leases sealed. 

22^ July. — ^They also recommended, that a lease diould be 
granted to the Presbyterian congregation at Coleraine of 
their meeting-house, for the term of twenty-one years from 
Lady-day last, at the yearly rent of ISs. 4d. provided the 
same be always used for a meeting-house or place of public 
worship. 

28*** October. — It was determined by the Society, on the 
motion' of Mr. Thomas Saunders, that an abstract of the 
nature and constitution of the Society, its present state^ 
and the property under its control, should be prepared. 

15**» Januaiy, 1821.— The school erected at Coleraine, by 
the Society, being completed, the Society appointed Mr. 
Thomas Topham and his wife, who had been recommended 
by the principals of the British and Foreign School, as proper 
persons to act as master and mistress of the Society's estab- 
lishment, who were soon afterwards sent to Ireland, to con- 
duct the same on the system pursued by the British and 
Foreign School.* 

24^ January.— The general agent stated to the Court, that 



* This institution, according to comnranications since received^ 
appears likely to ensure the most lasting benefits to the rising gene- 
ration of Coleraine, and to reflect the highest honour on the Irish 
Society, as the founders and patrons thereof. 
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a laige quantity of earth had been lately remoyed in making 
the excayation for the new gaol at Deny, now building, 
which, he suggested, would afford a fayourable opportunity 
of making a water-wall, so as to preyent the tide from 
encroaching on .the shore, and using the materials in forming 
a public road, extending about two hundred and sixteen 
perches along the strand of the Foyle, from the Horse- 
banack to Cowan's-lane, and from thence to die corner of 
Mr. Dayenport's rope-walk, whereby a yery desirable com- 
munication would be opened towards the upper liberties; 
and the public conyenience of the measure haying been 
satirfactorily explained to the Court by the general agent, 
it was resolyed and ordered, that he should be authorised to 
contribute a sum not exceeding £60, towards the makiDg of 
sudi improyement, and charge the same in his half-yearly 
account. 

It was resolyed, that the general agent do frunish, for the 
use of this Society, a specification wd eleyation of all future 
houses proposed to be built in Coleraine, in order diat this 
Sodety may determine on the class of houses to be built, 
distinguishing them by numbers or other marks, for easy 
reference. 

It was resolyed, that the general agent be empowered to 
erect the pound at the foot of the lane, leading fi^m the 
conuBons in Coleraine, by the spring well, to the Bann, as 
proposed by him. 

3^ February. — ^The recommendation of the Committee, of 
a subscription of ten guineas to the Hibernian Society, was 
approyed, and it was resolyed that a warrant be made out for 
thesame, 

25^ June. — ^The Committee recommended the following 
inscription to be placed oyer the door-way of Coleraine 
school : *^ This school founded in the year 1705, by the 
Honourable the Irish Society of London, was re-built at 
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their sole cost in the year 1821. The Right Honoxirsbk 
John Thomas Thorp, Lord Mayor of London, Goverftop.". 

'24^ Jaly< — Mr. Thomas Saunders laid before the Ckmrta 
printed paper respecting die establishment of an Agricaltural- 
Siociety in ihe North West of Ireland, and moyed^ that* it 
sfac«ild be referred to the Committee for them to exandne mA 
report on the proprie^ of this Society patronizing the same* 

0^ September.^— The Society granted the snm of twenty 
guineas as a prei^ent donation to the funds of the establishment 
at- Londonderry, called the North West of Ireland Socie^, for 
the encouragement of agriculture, arts, manufactures, and 
fisheries ; and, in future, an annual sum of ten graiueas^ during 
the pleasiffo of the Society, to be tiespeetively paid by die 
general agent, and to be charged in hi» half-yearly accounts^ 
^ 5th Pctober.*^Tlie Committee reported, that having, in tlie 
course of their investigation of the proceedings of theSooietf^ 
obsferved the great benefit rewdting from the deputation s^nt 
fi'om the Society in the yeiOB 1814 and 1819 to Irc^d, «o 
aispect and report upon the state of the Society's property, 
and the best means of its knprov^ment, imd the ad vcmlage 
ef the tenantry and population, strongly recommended to 
the Court, and to the future members of the Society, the 
propriety of frequent similar deputations to Ireland, for the 
like desirable purposes, and that this recommendation be read 
at the first meeting of neivly appointed members in every 
year. 

13^ October.^---It was resolved, that a select Pcoannittee, 
consisting of the Lord Mayor, Governor, the Treasutvr^ 
Mr. Bond, and Mr. Thomas Saunders, dbouM meet to ceni* 
pare the abstract of the Society's proceedings with the reco#cki 
^the Society, and to make such additions and improvements 
therein, as they should think necessary, prcrrious to the samie 
bein^ printed for the use of the Soci^. 
c 17* Novelnber.— ^It was roi^olved^ that Ae following vttte 
of thanks be given to the Governor: 
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** To the Right Worshipful John Thomas Thorp, Esq. 
Ald^man, Govemor of the Irish Society, and late Lord 
IMhjor of the city of London. 

^ We, the Deputy GoYemor, and Court of Assistants^ df 
the Lrish Society, beg leaye to congratulate you, Sir, upon 
your retirement from the arduous duties of Chief Magistrate 
of .this great City, which you hare performed with honour 
and credit to yourself, and great advantage to your fellow 
citizens. 

^ We cannot refrain. Sir, from offering to you, and placing 
upon our records, our testimony of Ae benefit, not only 
derired to the City of London, by your late Chief Magistracy,

Resolved, also, that it is expedient for this Society to 
apply to the Lnprovemc^nt Committee of the City of London, 
for the purchase of a plot of ground now vacant, fironting 
Guildhall Yard, and on the South side of the new Str^et 
formed from Guildhall Yard into Basinghall Street, con- 
taining a frontage to the yard, of about twenty-eight feet in 
width, and an avei^^ depth of about thirty-five feet, for 
the purpose of erecting thereon a building for the use of the 
Irish Society, and to contain its records and muniments. 
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Besolved^. ako, Ibat the Govenior, Depttly GoFemoTy Und 
Treasurer, be requeeted tio wait upon die Improv tiMMHI 
Committee, at their next meeting, and treat with tham M 
Ae pnrdiase of the said plot of groand. 

24^^ No¥emb«r.>-*Tlie members of the Court, who bad 
beea deputed to wait upon liie Improvement Cimmuttee, oa 
the aubject of purehaaing die piece of ground in Outldhali 
Yard for thiS elreetion of a bmlding, for the purpose of cen^ 
ducting the affairs of the Society therein, informed the Oour^ 
that the Committee of Improvement had expreaied their 
willing^ness tO' agree to the proposal made to them for Ifaa 
purchase of the said piece of ground, and that the Deputa- 
tion had accordingly concluded the terms of purchase With 
them ; whereupon it was resolved, that the secretary should 
-take the necessary steps to carry the said agreement into 
effect on behalf of the Society. 



CONCLUSION. 

It will, no doubt, be obvious to the reader of the pre- 
ceding pages, that a main object for incorporating the Irish 
Society, independently of the pecuniary benefit to arise to 
the original planters and their successors, was to ameliorate 
the condition of the inhabitants on theif * Plantation, by 
enabling the Society to exercise their dbcretioii,*in adopting 
eueh measures as might appear to theih most condudve to 
the happiness and prosperity of the community under their 
jurisdiction. The powers of the Irish; SDciety were, therefore, 
necessarily po-extensive with the pdssesmon of the entire 
estate, and such powers eould neither be alienated nor dis- 
continued. 

The Crown invested the Society with the most ample 
nuthority to enforce their own regulations for tlie general 
objects of the Hantation ; and notwithstanding the divisioB 
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of the estates amongst the twelve chief Companies, such 
estates are to be considered still under the paramount juris-* 
diction of the Irish Society, and liable to contributions, if 
necessary, in common with the indivisible estates in the 
Society's hands, towards the general expense of maintaining 
public works and edifices ; supporting the civil government 
of the city of Denry and town of Coteraine ; repairing Pro- 
testant churches and chapels ; establishing schools through- 
out the whole Plantation ; and, generally, for the execution 
of such measures as tend to promote and improve the civil 
and religious interests of the tenantry. 
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AN ACCOUNT OF 

THE SIEGE OF DERRY, 

FROM 

LELAND'S HISTORY OF IRELAND. 



Ireland now (I688) exhibited a gloomy scene of opposition and 
dejection, of insolence and despair, of power exercised without de« 
cency, and injuries sustained without redress That English interest 
which princes and statesmen had wisely laboured to establish in this 
country, was discouraged, depressed, and threatened with final extir- 
pation. But new changes and new commotions were at hand. The 
pride, the obstinacy, and the bigotry of the King (James), his head- 
strong and insidious counsellors, his foreign enemies, the spirit of the 
old republicans not yet extinsuished, the just and general indignation 
of subjects whose nehts had been trampled down with scorn, their 
well-grounded fears K>r the constitution, their solicitude for religion, 
all conspired to produce a revolution, the most glorious and important 
of those events which dignify the annals of the British empire. 

The Irish Catholics affected to despise the Prince of Orange and his 
attempt. They exclaimed that the States of Holland were weary of 
hiai, and therefore were sending him on a desperate enterprise, to 
end his days on a scaffold like the Duke of Monmouth. Nugent, the 
Lord Chief Justice, delivered these sentiments from the bench, and 
spoke with delight of English rebels hung up every where m clusters s 
but advices were soon received that the Prince had landed, that James 
was deserted by his subjects, that the Prince advanced, that he every 
dajr gained new adherents. The Irish and their Chief Governor forgot 
their pride, and sunk at once into consternation. Tyrconnel descended 
to flatter the Protestants, to boast of his ec^ual and impartial govern * 
ment, and to court them to make the mos( favourable representations 
of his conduct. The English Protestants, on the other hand, were 
roused from their dejection ; and no sooner bad they received int^li* 
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gence of commissioners being sent by the Kins, and a treaty opened 
with the Prince of Orange, than the most spirited among them proposed 
to seize the castle of Dublin ; but the uncertainty of events in Eng- 
land, the Vell-knowa sever^y of James, shdiid ha once \ft extricated 
from liis present distress, and some hopes tliat Tyrconifel would of 
himself abandon the government, operated on the more cautious, 
and defeated this design. In the mean time new commissions were 
issued by Tyrconnel for levying forces. They were granted to all who 
would accept them, without payioff^ even the fees of office. The Popish 
clei^y enjoined their people to take arms in this time of danger. In 
every quarter of the kingdom an armed rabble suddenlv started up, 
who called themselves the King's soldiers, and, unpaid and unrestnuned 
by government, supported themselves hjr open depredations. The 
En^ish inhabitants endeavoured to defend themselves against these 
marauders, and the wMe country seemed graduidly to dcdiae from 
the order and security of social and civil Hfe. 

A letter addressed by an unknown person to Lord Mount- Alexan- 
der, in the county of Down, warned him of a general massacre in- 
tended by the Irish. The style was mean and vulgar: nor was the 
information on that account less plausible : it was confident and cir- 
Gumstantial, and pointed out Sunda;]^ the 9th day of December, as the 

Srecise time when this bloody deugn waa to be executed, without 
istinction of sex, age, or condition. The like intelligence was con- 
veyed to some other gentlemen of the northern province; and whether 
iBieBe tetters were the contrivance of artifice, or the eff^ of credulity, 
tlieiriiKSRWKce was wonderfuL Mob babitually possessed witli horvor 
of Irish barbarity, who in the very scene of all the saiferinffs of the^ 
fiukers^ had listened firom dieir inftmey to hideous narratives of di^ 
insunrectton in the year 1641, who were bow exposed to the insolence 
and violence of the Irish, and veady to catch the alarm at the least 
apfwarance of commorion, could not hesitate a mooient to ^e credit 
te these iixfonnattons. They were confirmed by some suspicious dr- 
comstanoes* Popish priests had announced to their congregatienS 
what th^ called *' a secret intention,'' and enjofkied them to stand 
vsa^ armed to ob^ their orders. It was remembered that a fHar of 
Demyr had preached with unusual energy on the subject of Saul^s de- 
stroying the Amalekftes, and the iniquity of sparing those whom di- 
vine vengeance had devoted to destruction. Lord Mount- Alexander's 
letter was instantly sent to Dublin ; copies multiplied ; the izitelfi- 
gence was conveyed throuch all orders of men. In a moment the 
capital became a scene of uproar and cotifusion ; the guards of the 
Lord-Deputy stood astonished ; the i»stle bridge was drawn up, while 
a tumultuous crowd of men, women, and chHdren, ran precipitately to 
the shore, implorine to be conveyed away from the daggers of the 
Irish. In vain did Tyrconnel dispatdi two lords to assure them of se- 
curhv and protection ; their remonstrances were drowned in clamour, 
shrieking and wailing. An unusuid number of vessels lay in the har- 
bour; the people crowded thepa in an ecstasjr of terror and impa- 
tieftce, leaving their less successful friends stupified with expectation 
Of the iktal blow. 
The dreadful intdlig^oo was soo» eanveyed to every part of Ire- 
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kuEicL In aoiae places k was reeeived on the very day ateigned for the 
massacre The people sfearted suddenlj from their devotions, fled 
astonished, propagated the panic, and thus swelled the crowds of fu« 
^ives; 4ome samed the coast and were transported to England, 
others sought dbelter in walled towns and Protestant settlements, leav- 
ing their e&cts^ and hahitations to the mercy of Irish plunderers. In 
the northern counties, where the Protestants were most numerous, 
they collected the arms still lefi among them, resolving to defend thto- 
selves, and ^ready meditating the design of ri^ng against the present 
government. 

Of all the northern cities, Derry, or Lond(m*Derry (as it is called), 
afford^ principal shelter to the fugitive Protestants. Seated on the 
west side of the Lake Foyle, it maintained a communication hy a ferry, 
with the county called bv the same n^e with the capital : it was 
surrounded by a firm wall, strengthened by bastions, but was by no 
means sufficient to sustain the si^e of a regular army. On the first 
alarm of an invasion of England by the Prince of Orange, Tvrconnel 
had recalled the garriaon of this city to Dublin. It consisted of a re- 
ament well disciplined and appotnMi ; it was under the command of 
Liord MovMHjoy, son of Primate ftoyle ; and being for the most part 
composed of Protestants, was aceaptable to the inhabitants. Tyrcon<« 
n^ soon perceived the error of leaving this city to the government of 
thetownsmen^ and detached the Earl of Antrim's regiment, consisting 
entirely of Papists, Irish and Highlanders, to take their quarters in 
JJexfy. A body of twelve hundred men, tall and terrible in their aspect, 
followed by a crowd of women and children, arrived at a village called 
I4inavad^, within twelve miles of Dernr, at the very moment when 
the ipfaabitants received the infovmatioft of an intended massacre, and 
were deliberating on this important intelligence. The proprietor of 
tbia village was terrified at the disorder an4. turbulence or a body, 
which, in this time of suspicion, seemed rather the instruments of 
^laughter and barbarity than the regular forces of government. He in- 
atanuy dispatched the most alarming accounts to Derry of the number, 
appearance, and destination of bh guests, conjuring the citizens to 
ijaut their ^|tes against the barbarous crew. His letter found them al- 
ready alarmed by the general reports of danger. They were collected in 
their streets, conferring earnestly, some resolute, some wavering, some 
wishing to exclude the Popish forces without appearing to take put in 
the attempt, Tomkins and Norman, two aldermen, consdted the bi- 
sb^ ; the bishop, cautious from years, and, by hisnrindples, an enemy 
to resistance, preached peace and submission* wme graver citizens 
concurred with him ; others afiected to concur. The troops approached, 
two of their officers were already in the town to provide quarters; and 
an advan^ party appealed within three hundred yards of the ferry- 
9lte* In this critical moment, mne young men of the populace, with 
an entfaysiastic ardour, drew their swords, snatched up the keys of the 
city, raised (he draw-bridge, locked the ferry-gate, were instantly 
joined by numbers of their own rank, secured the other gates, assem- 
bled in the great square, deaf to all timid counsds and remonstrances, 
aeized the -magazine, and were soon countenanced and applauded by 
men of better condition. The body of the inhabitants caught the same 

b2 
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ftpirit, and declared for a brave defence. Their numbers were quickly 
increased by a CQaflux from the neighbouring districts ; the magazine 
aftbrded them some few arms, and a small quantity of ammunition. 
Philips of Limavady, the man who first encouraged them to this en- 
terprise, was chosen their governor. They threatened to fire on die 
King's soldiers, and conjured their neighbours to concur with them in 
defence of their lives, their properties, and religion. 

To the society of London they immediately transmitted an account 
of their dangers and proceedings ; and Caimes, the most considerable 
of their party, was compnissioned to solicit succours from the Prince 
of Orange. At the same time, their magistrates and graver citizens, 
anxious for the event of an enterprise commenced under every disad- 
vantage, addressed themselves to Lord Mountjoy, and, by his media- 
tion, to Tyrconnel. They set forth their utter inability to restrain the 
populace, terrified by the rumours of a massacre, and the outrages of 
the new raised regiment ; ascribing their insurrection to Providence, 
who had stirred them up for their own safety and the public peace, 
against the wild attempts of the northern Irish. They declared their 
resolution to confine themselves entirely to self-defence, without vio- 
lating their allegiance ; at the same time, they represented the vast 
number of northern Protestants who had been driven to take arms 
from the same fears, and for the same purposes. 

Tyrconnel, too late, perceived his error in withdrawing his garrison 
from Derry, and endeavoured to correct it. Lord Mountjoy, and 
Lundy, his lieutenant- colonel, were instantly remanded to Ulster with 
six companies, and ordered to reduce this city. Mountjoy, a Protest- 
ant lord, was highly acceptable to the inhabitants ; his Popish forcer 
they detested. They disclaimed all mutinous and seditious purposes, 
but still expressed their firm purpose to defend themselves. After va- 
rious conferences, Mountjoy was admitted upon conditions. It was 
particularly stipulated that a free pardon should be granted within fif- 
teen days ; that, in the. mean time, two companies only should be quar- 
tered in the city ; that the forces afterwards admitted should be formed 
ne half of Protestants at least ; that until the pardon were received, 
the citizens should keep the guards, and that all should be lefb at li- 
berty who desired to remove. Tyrconnel had now the mortification 
of finding the people of Derry assuming the power of purging and mo- 
delling his forces, and dismissing and disarming his Popish soldiers. 
Mountjoy assumed the command of their city, and was obeyed as a 
friend and associate. By his advice the arms were repaired, money 
cheerfully subscribed, ammunition purchased in Scotland, and Caimes, 
the agent, earnestly solicited to procure supplies. 

TlS northern Protestants beheld the spirit of the men of Derry with 
a generous emulation. Enniskilling, the only borough-town m the 
county of Fermanagh, situated on an island in the narrow part of 
Lake Erne, and inhabited by a few resolute Protestants, refused ad- 
mittance to two companies of Tyrconnel's Popish army. In Downe, 
Donegal, Tyrone, Armagh, Monaghan, parties arose under the direc- 
tion of Mount- Alexander, Blaney, Rawdon, Skefiington, and other 
leaders. Their a »sociations were published in the several counties, de^- 
daring, that they had united for self-defence and the Protestanft re- 
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jygion; that they resolvecl to act in sabordination to the government 
of £ngUind, and to promote a free Parliament. County councils were 
nominatedy and a general council, to meet at Hillsborough, whidi 
appointed officers, and directed the ooerations of the associated body. 
The deputy (Tyrconnel) had too long sufiered the Northern As- 
sociators to proceed unmolested, awed by Lord Inchiquin in Munster, 
.who appeared in arms with more zeal than strength ; in . Connaught 
by Lord Kingston, who stood at the head of the Protestants in thi« 
province, and preserved a communication with their brethren of Ul- 
ster. The Northerns had attempted to reduce Carrickfergus, but with- 
out success; and, though theix powers were greatly mc^ified, yet Uie 
jnen were inexperienced, their officers unskilful, their ammunition ut- 
terly insufficient, their arms such as they had secreted on the general 
order for disarming Protestants. These defects were supplied by zeal 
,and ardour. On assurances of supplies from England, they boldly pro- 
claimed William and Mary in the North-eastern towns. But dieir ex- 
ultation was speedily allayed. A proclamation by the deputy com- 
. manded them to lay down their artoB and to dissolve their assemblies ; 
and they had the mortification to find it subscribed by Lord Granard, 
.and some other Protestant councillors. General Hamilton marched 
against them with a formidable body of troops. They abandoned 
ifeWiy ; they retired gradually to Dromore ; here they were overtaken 
by the enemy; they fled before their superior numbers, and were pur- 
sued with slaughter ; they gained Hillsborough, but quickly abandoned 
this town, resigned the ca^e, and continued their flight. They seem- 
ed entirely broken; several fled to Britain, others accepted protec- 
tions fircHn the Irish army. But by the spirit and authority of Mount- 
Alexander, Rawdon, and other leaders, about 4000 were stfll kept 
embodied, and took, their station at Coleraine, in order to prevent the 
enemy from passing the river Bann ; at the same time, those of the 
North -West poured into Enniskilling as their place of refuge. 

The Irish army were so totally engaged in riot and plundering, that 
the confederates had time to collect, and to fortify Coleraine. Hi- 
ther Lord Blaney found it necessary to lead his party from Armagh. 
The garrisons of Charlemont and Mountjoy.were informed of his mo- 
tions, and attempted to intercept him, by seizing the bridge at a place 
named Artrea. He was more alert, and secured the pass just at die 
monoent of their approach. They advanced ; he drew up his men and 
.marched to attack them; they fled, were pursued and slaughtered; 
and this inconsiderable advantage served to animate the Northerns. 
.Coleraine was attacked, and the enemy bravely repulsed ; but the place 
was not long found tenable. The Irish, after a successful skirmish, 
passed the Bann in boats, and the Northerns hasted by various routes 
to Derry, before the enemy should cut them off from this their last 
>efbge. 

Fjrom the time of Lord Mountjoy's departure, ^he government of this 
cityt and the principal direction of the North-eastern counties had 
been resigned to Lundy, a man who flattered the Protestants by de* 
clarstioBS of attachment to their cause, and resolution of fightti^ 
bravely,^ at least against the tyrannical and illegal govesnment cf Tyi^ 
poan^ . Notwithst(mding these public professionSy he was suspected 
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of retauiing a regard eo James and his servf oe. H« had lire^«M|jr dis- 
appointed the expeotatiotis of the associate Pnotestants, obliged ikmk 
to abandon posts Uiought safficientlj tenable, and by an inactive and iN 
resolute conduct, which was not attributed to any defect of coursg^, 
became generally suspected. William in his embarrassments w$» obliged 
to trust and to employ him ; and, when an officer of the name xti Ha- 
milton was sent to Derry with arms, anHminitioti, and money, a com- 
mission from the new Kmg was delivered to Lundy lo<;ommand in the 
town, and to administer the oaths to all officers, civil and miHtary. Some 
refused the oaths ; Lundy would not consent to take them piimicly,alf 
leging, that he had already sworn on board Hamilton's vesaek Mur- 
murings and discontents were thus excited among the people: some pre- 
pared to abandon a city ready to be betrayed, when Cairnes, their agent, 
happily arrived from London, with assurances from King William, that 
troops and supplies were prepared for their relief, and the geneMl ser- 
vice of Ireland. He conjured them by no means to deseit a cause so 
glorious, and whidi must speedily prove so triumphant. Th^ fergdit 
their suspicions; they declared for a bvave defence ; the ganrison was 
fe|pulated ; provisions distributed; Lundy aeeaaed to have caught the 
SfHrit of the people, and mmounced iiis resolution of mardiing to «»- 
gage the enemy. 

Lai such circumsl^mces, the earrison Meeived a new alai<m, tmA the 
enemy became still more formmable. James had oast himself into liie 
arms of ^e French king. Louis commiseratediiis^len state, Vmdhaped 
William, who had just dedared war against htm. PreparaCiotM were 
made for the service of the royal exile ; and James, i^er a roeitifyiBg 
attendance on the ministers, aoid afVer various diffioidties and obsiaitdeB 
raised by ^eir intrigues, at length eflPected his embarkation. He ttttWd 
from Brest, and on the 12th day of Mardi landed at Kinsale, reaol^^, 
contrary to the sentiments of some of his adherents, to aadce iretmid 
the scene of his operations, where his party was numerous, «nd wliere 
he might sumort a brilliant appearance of royalty. At Cork, IV^reon^ 
nel appeued to congratulate ius master,and expressed his zeali)y order- 
ing a magistrate to execution, who had dedaredfor the Prince of Orange. 
James instantly created htm a duke. In a statdy progress he arrived 
at the captal ^ and on the 24fih day of the «ame month made his trr- 
umphal entry, followed by a splendid trs^n of French, British, and Insh, 
attended by the Count d'Avaux in the character of ambassador of 
France, met by the magistrates, and the whole body of PopiiBh eccle^ 
siastics, secular and regular, hi their proper habits, with the Host b<Mme 
in solemn procession^ and adored devouStly by the King, amidst the ac- 
clamations of those who favoured his cause> mid those mo co^d not re- 
ust his power* 

. Addresses were instantly poured upon hkn ftiom all ovAePs-of p^sople. 
That of the Protestant established clergy touched gently on the msfttftc^ 
tioB of the times, and the grievances they had experienced. £b as- 
sured them of protection and redress* To die umversity he v^iis atffl 
more gracious ; he promised to defend, and even to enlarge theit pri- 
vileges. But his fairest dedarattons were received witfi cokbess .and 
sttspicien, when all the remamme Protestants of die Privy Council were 
removed, rad U^eif pboes supplied by d'AvauX) Powisi Berwick^ the 
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fikhop of Chettar, and odwrs of kit «aRi«U8 aclhenfiiitt. Hemv 
five oevend prodanaations ; by ihe finti lie ordered all Protestaotii frhm 
had kudj abandoaed the kiagdonH io return and accejpt his prDtecUoOf 
under die severest peoidties, and that his subjects of every persiMsioB 
j^KMild unite agnnst the Prince of Orange : the seoond was calenlated 
t« suppress roSberies, commanding all Catholics, not of his acaif, to 
lay i^ their aroas in dieir sevend abodes: a third invited the country 
Socarry provisions to his troops: by the fourth he raised the vshte af 
roooey : and the last summoned a parliament to meet at DubUu on dhe 
?& day of May. 

After these first foraud acts of soveceignty, James naturaUy deemed 
the reduction of the Nerthems a peculiar ohiect of his attention. WUtk 
naipect to Derry, the great seat of what ia his court was called rebels 
lion, we are told that different counsels were proposed. Some declared 
finr sendhig an irresistible force, which shoula at once take the otty by 
atorm; otbrs were for blocking it op, aad reducing it by famine; othors 
f^ain for pressing it by a slow sic^e, so as to inure the Irish forces to 
ftt%^ aad discipline, and to teach them the arts of war. Fatidly for Ae 
iateivBts of James, this last measure was adopted; but to eocenn^ 
fht besiegem9 and to confinmd the stubborn iasurgents, he reaolvied to 
appear in person, and lead his forces to the wslls. 
' Among these resolute and active NcHrtherns who took arms Wumt 
^yrconnd and his master, was George Widker, a clergyman of a i ork- 
slmefiunily, and reetorofa parish in the county -of Tyrone. Thedangor 
«id tuiiwdenoe of the time, when the assistanoe of erery man becaan 
veeessary, cadled him fordi in defence of lam, liberty, and .religion'; 
wd ina causedie most riotious that a citizen can espouse, he was aenl- 
^oaa and indefatiipMe. He raised a r^gknent, and commanded it. He 
Awfiram post to poBt» conferred with the leaden^ and a^inanlod te 
fstople, who were the nwre convinced of their danger, wbtteamanof 
4mi peaceable profession appeared in »«». As the enemy grew nasBB 
fiwmidable by the arrival at James, he felt an moreasiiifr ardour, lie 
hastened to Deny; he infimned Lnady of the approncm of thiskittgy 
reminded him of his former dedarations, entrettled him to ^e m 
aaemy battle before their whole strength was collected, and hu garri- 
eon diminidied. Londy stiUafieded vigour: as the Iridi had paased die 
Bann, he was now to prevent them firom crossbg the Finn-water.: he 
atatkmed his forces for tlik purpose; but, in the hour of danger, hero- 
teed to support Ihem, shttoerulty abandoned his own post, and hid 
himself withm the walls of Derry, shutting the gates 4q;atost many of 
those who soi^t the sanerefoge. 

> ' hklSke mean tune, two Englirti colondb, Cunaii^ham and Richardb» 
anmd in Lake Fojde whh two En^idb regiments. They notifindtheir 
^maral to Lundhr, whose ordbers diey were to ob^» advisifl^ him to so- 
•ouie the passes be had alreadyabandoned, that, if a batde diould beue- 
■ncasBiy, he might eogi^ to more advantage with their Teinforoement 
4o support him. On his return to Derry he received their letter ; his 
iWfiltenaaBwer directed them to land; his messenger delivered hb orders, 
'ihat th^ shmkL leave their men on board, and come to the city with 
aame of dieir oftcers <to consult on the measures necessary in the pre- 
aent jmn^uie, ^ea these wer^ not pvovanans for tea days, though all 
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imtieceraary pemms should be removed. Eleven dBoen from tbedm 
and five of the town formed a council of war, in which it was readily 
agreed, in consequence of Lundy's representation, that the place was 
by no means tenable ; that the English regiments should not land ; that 
tne principal officers should privately withdraw from the town,, and 
kave the inhabitants to make the best conditions in their power with 
the enemy. These resolutions were communicated to the Town Coimcil, 
where it was resolved to ofibr terms of capitulation to James, who aow 
advanced slowly towards the city. 

These proceedings were not long a secret to the people: they saw 
their leaders flying, the English regiments preparing to return to Eng- 
land with all the provisions intended for their relief, although Lundy 
assured them they should land. Th^ exclaimed against the Governor, 
the Council, and every suspected officer ; they roared for vengeance 
against their betrayers. In the phrensy of rage and terror, they slew 
one officer as he was hastening to escape from the city, another they 
wounded; In this moment of distraction, Murray, a brave and popular 
captain, arrived at the head of a reinforcement, and, although Lundy 
commanded him to retire, insisted on entering the town, and was re* 
cebred with acclamations. To the soldiers, who eagerly crowded aromd 
him, he inveighed against the base purpose of surrendering to a cruel 
and perfidious enemy, and was heard with rapture. While he expostu- 
lated with Lundy, they rushed to the walls, pointed their cannon, and 
fired on James and his advanced party, who approached to takepos« 
iMBsion of the city. While the more cautious and timid sent a depu- 
:tation to apologize for this violence of a headstrong nopulace, they 
with one voice declared for defence. Governor, councils, magistrates, 
at once lost all authority. Lundy resigned all care of the city, and 
conceided himself in his own house. The garrison chose for themselves 
two new Governors, Walker, the gallant ecdesiastic, and one Major 
Baker, that if dther should fidl they mi^t not be left without com- 
mand. By direction of these men they were formed into eight reg^ 
ments, amounting to seven thousand and twenty men, and three bm- 
dred and forty-one officers. 

- When the first sudden agitation had sidisided, their resf^utton giev 
composed and deliberate. They suffered the timid to depart unmo- 
lested. Lundy, by connivance of the new Grovemore, escaped to the 
ships in a disguise suited to his meanness, beading under a load of 
ma^. The stores were viewed, orders issued, and obeyed witb re* 
gularity ; each regiment had its own ground, each company knew its 
own ba9tion ; they repaired each to thenr post without any military 
parade, but without confusion or disorder. Eighteen Clergymen of 
the Established church and seven Non-conformist teachers dieeffitliy 
shared the labours and dangers of the siege ; and, in their turns, emy 
da^r collected the people in the Cathedralchurch, and by the fenrow c£ 
their devotions, rad those strains of eloouence which their drcumstanoes 
inspired, animated and inflamed their nearers. Some jealousies, how- 
ever, broke out from these different religious parties, even in die hour 
of their common danger ; and one dissenting teacher pronoonocd those 
unworthy to fi^t for the Protestant cause, who should revise to take 
the covenant i^But the discreet and pious of both parties prevailed^ 
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•fHCMdied ebedioiee and mutual uraon, and laboured to devale the 
peof^ to the utmost pitch of that devotioni^ spirit which renden 
eoen^ irresistible. 

And here one might dwell with astonishment on this desperate al^ 
tempt of a garrison^ in a town meanly fortified and miserably supplied; 
and yet encumbered with S0,000 fugitives who could give them no as^ 
fiistaQoey and assailed by 20,000 besi^ers. But the plain, unstudied* 
ttDadorned effusions of their brave Governor Walker rise above all 
elaborate description : '< It did beget (saith he) some disorder among 
'US and confusion, when we looked about us and saw what we were 
doii^, our enemies all about us, and our friends running away from us. 
^AvgarrisoQ we had, composed of a number of poor people frightened 
irom their own homes, and who seemed more fit to hide themselves than 
to face an enemy. When we considered, that we had no persons of any 
experience in war among us, and those very persons, that were sent 
to assist us, had so little confidence in the place, that tbev no sooner 
<|iw it but they thought fit to leave it ; that we had. but few horoe to 
jally out with, and no forage ; no engineers to instruct us in our. wcvks; 
w>.fii!e<- works, not so much as a hand grenade to annoy the enemy ; not 
a^gon well mounted in the whole town ; that we had so many mouths 
to fised, and not above ten days prevision for them in the opinion of 
oor former Governors ; that every day several left us, and gave con* 
ataat intelligence to the enemy ; that they had so many opportunities 
•te. divide us, and so often endeavoured it, and to betray the Governors ; 
thitt they were so numerous, so powerful, and well appointed an army> 
tfaat inall. human prdiability we could not think ourselves in less dan- 
gee than the Israelites at the Red Sea ; when we considered all this,. it 
vaa obvious enon^, what a dangerous undertaking we had ventured 
jopoD. But the resolution and courage of our people, and the necessity 
we were under, and thereat confidence and dependence among us oa 
'€rod Almighty, that he would take care of us and preserve us, made us 
4i«eriook all those difficulties." 

With minds thus possessed, they resisted both the persuasions and 
the assaults of their besiegers. Ihey made their sallies in a manner 
mattthodzed by military rules. Any officer that could be H>ai^ en- 
gagprt in the adventmre, and any soldiers who pleased followed his 
.standard. Such were the repeated successes of this irregular war^ that 
when the besiegers bs^tered the walls, the garrison had the hardinw to 
advise them to spare their labour and expense, as theif gates were.ever 
•open,, and wider than anjr breach they cmild make. Eleven days. James 
continued his assaults with repeated mortifications, and without any 
•prospect of success. Impatient of his disai^intm^ts, he left the camp 
aad. returned to Dublin, peevishly exclaiming, that if his army had 
-been En^ish they would have brought him the town piece-meal. The 
«a^«iX]dQit peiformed in his N^them expedition was that of Teducang 
•the.finrt <^ Culmore, and this he was suspected to have achieved by 
•^lidip of money. 

The garfison of Decry stiU continued to defeat all the attempts i^ 
their, b^^ers, and to hfuass them by successful sallies. But they 
JMsre soon thteateoed with moBoteoribleeneiDieS} disease and &»!&«» 
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Tke liesU of suamerproved even peirifantiBl toroga iktigiKd and^oop" 
fined, and their scanty and unwhoietoae diet iiiflaaiedPtfa(3ir disordenu 
In the heaviness of their affliction, and their m^aaehoiy lovebedings, 
diey discovered in Lake Foyle thirty ■hqps, whidi they doubted not 
had been sent to thenr relief from En^and. These indeed oentained 
troope, arms, ammunition, and provnions, under the oemniand of Kids; 
but Kirk was too much hardened ^;atnst the distresaes of hie MUim 
creatines to make any haxardous attempt in favour of the gartkoB. 
He was alarmed at magnificent accounts of the force and di^^ositiaiis 
«f an enemy, who were cast into consternation at bis appeataBcew He 
besitated, and returned no cheerful mswer to the signote of the be- 
sipped. The enemy, encoaraged by this irresdution, prepared to «^ 
pose his passage* Their batteries were planted, aad thrir forofis ranged 
on each side the lake where it grew nan»w aowards ^ city, and firom 
#«• oppositD farta diey stretcned a boom across the water^ fiMrmed of 
atrm^ tkabM*, joined by iron chains, and strei^bened by tbidk cables. 

The fleet, to which the garrison looked for relief, set sail and disap^ 
peered. With great difilcul^^, and after repeated disapjpoiiiftmeiita, 
Ibey at lei^gth received the afflicting intelligeiice fhmi Kirk, that, n 
be found it impossible to Ibrce a passage by the river Ar his stores and 
viotuals, he had sailed round to Lake Swilly, if by any means he m^^ 
give some diversion to the enemy, and send supplies to tfae Prolestnat 
wrees collected at Enniskillen* He comfi>rted them, at die same tirae, 
imA an assurance that be would still relieve them; that more forees 
arere hourly ex|>ected from England ; diat both there and in Sootland, 
affiihrs were entirely favourable to tfae new government ; that, by tbe 
Intdligenoe be had gained, the besieges coald not Imig continue to 
invest them ; advising them, at tbe same time, ^< to be good huobanAi 
of di^r provisiotis." From this advioe they diew a mehmcboly presage 
of all their fiitum sufierings^ 

Byety day tbe garrison was lessened by disease, and tbe wxetdicd 
survivors more and more enfeebled by fatigue and bui^er. Baker^ 
nut of their Governors, died; they chose an officer of die name cyf 
Mitdielbum, to suceeed him. W£en nun^rs of them weve scaros^ 
nble to support thdr arms, they threatened deatfi to any mm «iM> 
4riiouki mention a surrender. Goieral Hwnilton endeavoured to asove 
Hiem by persuasion ; they reproached him with bis own treadbuy. 
Rosen, who was sent to command tfae nege, and conducted k with ^ 
gour and address, tbandered out dreadful menaces against tfaem ; and 
^us, by convindog-tbeq^ that no mercy was to be expected, coafinned 
libtir resolution. Outr^^us at this obstinacy, be declared, that if 
Ibe town were not surreiMlerad by the 1st day c^ July,ail of their fiso^ 
l»on through the whole country to Bidlyihannon, Chariemont, BeUbst^ 
Enoisbowen, protected and unprotected abke, itoukl be given ap an 
launder, and driven under their walls, there to perish, unlaw geiieaed 
1)^ a surrender of the town. Tbe anpointed day arrived, battbngaiw 
nson continued their defence. On the next morning a confiised mai 
l^udew^s seen hurryuig ti^irarda tbe waDs. At a dastance tbej[ were 
ttaisfatea for enemies ; the garrison fired on them, font happify without 
^lydimage to tbe thousands of uliseKibie Frotestantit of all ageannd 
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, ivimii cU, y^^% wMiCft, lBf«fite» gondM «a ^y Midiera 
whoie eiirs were tortured with their shvielus aim mho executed their 
hideous orders with tears. The aAictiog spectade transported the gar- 
iAhmi te <iiry. Nombera of iiie wretc£$d suftrers thus, driven to ne- 
fish beneath «hetr walls, conjured them with bonded knees, and lifted 
hands, by no means to consider their distress^ bat to defeiMl their lives 
hmvely aga&ast «n enemy who sought 4o involve them all in one coos- 
BMn slaughter. A gallows was now erected in iriew of the besiegers ; 
they were assured, Uiat all the prisoners taken by the garrison should 
be instantly aEoeotedy unless their friends were allowed to depart. 
. Confessors were even admftted to prepare them for death ; but Rosen 
was still unmoved. Happily the iiH«ili|^iinte of his barbarous inten- 
tions flew to Dublm. The rrotestant Bnhep of Meath remonstrated 
to James ; he answered, that he had already ordered these captiwas to 
be rdeased, observing, that such severities were usual in foreign ser* 
vice, however shocking to his subjects. Those, who survived a confine- 
ment of almost three days without sustenance or shelter, were thus 
permitted to return to their habitations, where the ravages of the sol- 
diery had left them no means of comfort. Some of their ablest men 
were stolen into the town, and five hundred useless people crowded 
among them, and passed undiscovered, notwithstanding tne vigilance 
•of the enemy. 

The garrison, with a confirmed horror of the besiegers, continued 
ther obstinate defence, and even made desperate and successful sallies 
when they were too much weakened by hun^r to pursue their advan- 
tage. The flesh of horses, dogs and vermin, hides, tallow and other 
nauseous substances, were purchased at extravagant prices, and ea- 
gerly devoured. Even sucn miserable resources began to fail, and no 
means of sustenance could be found for more than two days. Still the 
languid and ghastly crowds listened to the exhortations of Walker ; 
still be assur^ them from the pulpit that the Almighty would ^rant 
them a deliverance. While their minds were yet warm with his ha- 
rangue, delivered with all the eagerness of a man inspured, they disco- 
vered three ships in the lake making way to the town. Kirk, who had 
abandoned them from the 13th day of June to the 30th of July, al 
length thought fit, in their extreme distress, to make an hazardous at- 
. tempt to relieve them ; an attempt which he might have made with 
less danger at the moment of his arrival, and which possibly might still 
have be^ deferred, had he not received some intimations of a treaty 
for surrendering. Two ships laden with provisions, and convoyed by 
the Dartmouth frigate, advanced in view both of the garrison and the 
besiegers. On this interesting object theyfixed their eyes in all the 
earnestness of suspense and expectation. The enemy, from their bat- 
teries, from their musketry, thundered furiously on the ships, which 
-retomed their fire with spirit. The foremost of the victuallers struck 
rapidly against the boom and broke it, but, rebounding with violence^ 
xto aground. The enemy burst instantly into shouts of joy, and pre- 
paied to board her ; on me crowded walls the garrison stood stup^ed 
by despair. The vessel fired her guns, was extricated by the sliock, 
' and floated. She passed the boom, and was followed by her eompa?^ 
nions. The town was relieved, and the enemy retired. 
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Of seven thousand five hundred men reghnented in Deny, four thotf- 
sand three hundred only remained to be witnesses of this deliTerance; 
and of these more than one thousand were incapable of service. The 
wretched spectres had scarcely tasted food, when they had the hardi- 
ness to march in quest of the enemy ; and some few men were lost by 
adventuring too boldly on their rear-guard. They retired in vexation 
to Strabane, having lost eight thousand men by the sword and by va- 
rious disorders^ in a siege of one hundred and nve days.

Scotlaad, France and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, &c. tent of 
To all to whom these our present letters shall come, greeting. ^^^^*^® 
(We have inspected the Inrolment of our letters patent bearing °^^'^ 
date at Westminster the 10th day of April in the fourteenth year 
of our reign, inroUed before us in our Court of Chancery, and 
in the rolls of the same court remaining of record in these words : 
Charles the 2d, by the* grace of God of England, Scothmd, f^^ , 
France and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, &c. To all to chmer re-' 
whom these our present letters shall come, ^eeting J Whereas cited, 
our illustrious grandfather James late Kmg of England (of 
blessed memory), by his letters patent under his great seal of 
England, beanng date at Westminster the nine-and twentieth 
day of March in the eleventh year of his reign over England, 
France and Ireland, and over Scotland the six-and fortieth, for 
the considerations therein expressed, of his especial grace, cer- 
tain knowled^ and mere motion, for him, his heirs and succes* 
sors, did ordain, constitute and declare, that the city or town of 
Derry in the province of Ulster in our realm of Ireland, and all 
and singular castles, lordships, manors, towns, villages, hamlets, 
lands, tenements and hereditaments in the said letters patent

George lord bishop of Derry ; sir Thomas Ridgway, knight, vice 
treasurer and treasurer at warrs in the said realm of Ireland; 
sir Humphrey Winch, knight, chief justice of his highness's chief

said realm ; sir Garrett Moore, knight, one other of hk ma- 

ELty's privy council in the said realm ; and sir Jno. Davis, 
ight, his majesty's attorney-generid of the said rcaliii ; atid 
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WiHiain Parsons, esq. his majesty's sunr^or general of the said 
r^iii, commissioners assigned, and lawftUJy authorized by virtue 
of his majesty's commission, with certain articles of .instruction 
thereunto annexed under the great seal of Ireland, bearing date 
the 21 St day of July now last past, to them and others directed 
amongst other things, to distinguish the ecclesiastical lands from 
the lands belonging to the crown, within the said county of the 
city q£ Derry ; and further to inquire of divers other things con« 
takied in the said commission and articles of instructions there* 
unto annexed as aforesaid, by the oaths of good and lawful men 
of the smd county, whose names ensue ; viz. Anthony Reynolds, 
Jessey Smith, Richard Griffen, Humphrey Vaile, Richard Bims, 
William Colesmore, Anthony Matthew, Richard Apleton, An- 
drew Dykes, Hugh Thompson, Edmond Oag Chegarty, Manus 
M*RoBrty, Walter Julian, Donoghy O'Derry, jurors ; who being 
duly sworn upon the holy evangelists, do say and present upon 
their oaths, that the lord bishop of Derry is seized, and his pre- 
decessors time out of mind have been seized in his demesne, as 
of fee in right of the bishoprick of Derry, of and in one house or 
c^oBtle, with a garden plot thereunto adjoining, situate on the 
south side of the cathedral church near the long tower in the 
island of Derry ; and that he the said lord bishop of Derry is, and 
his predecessors have, time out of mind, been possessed of one 
orchard or park lying on the east side of the great fort in the 
said island of Derry, paying thereout yearly unto the errenagh 
I^aghiin, ten white groats per annum ; and that the dean of the 
cathedral church of Derry is seized in his demesne as of fee in 
right of his deanery, of and in a small plot or parcel of land 
within the said island; and the said jurors do upon their oaths 
further present and say, that within the said island there were 
twoherenaghs belonging to the late abbot of Collumkill, the one 
called Laghlina, within th^ diocese of Derry, and the other 
called O'Derry, within the diocese of Rapho ; but that neither 
oi the said herenaghs paid any thing either to the bishop of 
Derry or of Rapho : and further the said jurors do upon their 
oaths say and present, that all cuttings, fines for bloodshed, and 
the like, did appertain to the abbott of Columkill, and were 
collected to his use by one of the herenaghs ; and the said 
jurors do further find and present upon their oaths, that the said 
herenaghs could not be removed by the bishop or any other 
person whatsoever: and the said jurors do further find and 
preseat upon their oaths, that the said bishop of Derry is seised 
in right of his bishoprick of Derry, of and in the quarter land 
caill^ Craggen and Druminwong, and of and in the half quarter 
of land called Craggen and Drumtnwony, and of and in the 
half quarter of land called Camegloch, all lying and being on the 
xiorth side of the bog near the said island : and further the said 
jurors do upon their oaths find and present, that the said dean 
of Derry is also seiaed in right of his deanery, of four acres 
of land, or thereabouts, adjoining to the noi th side of the said 
hog, and lying between the said lord bishop s lands and the lands 
of sir George Paulett: and further the said jurors do. upon 
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tlieir oaths say and present, that the said dean of Dfnyi is fdso 
seized in his demesne as of fee in his right of his said cieaii^ 
of Derry, of and in the two quarters of land called Ballyowad^ 
bring on the fouhen side, within the county of the city <h Lod- 
aond^ry aforesaid, and of and in the two oth^ quartos of land 
near adjoining ; the one called Templequarter and Clonkey, and 
the other called Cooleronnogh, which the said jurors find to have 
he&k in the possession of the two former deans of Derry* And 
whereas the said lands are ^low in the possession of William 
M*Heggart, who was the last dean of Derry by the pone's au« 
thority, the said jurors do find upon their oaths that tne said 
lands do not belong to him the said William as his inheritance, 
but that he continues the possession which he had formerly got* 
ten in right of the said deanery : and further the said jurors do 
upon their oaths say, that the lord archbishop of Armagh^ and bis 
predecessors, in right of the said archbishoprick of Annagb, 
have, time out of mind, received and levied yeiffly ojut of the four 
balliboes of land of Clonie, and out of the fishings thereunto 
belonging, two marks per annum ; and that the said lands and 
fishings were until fifty years since, or thereabouts, enjoyed by 
the sept of Neill Dorkloney, as inheritors or dowsagors'of .the 
said lands ; but the said jurors do further present and say upon 
their oaths, that for the space of fifty years now last past, the said 
lands and fishings have been and yet are in the possession of the 
lord bishop of Derry for the time being, but by what right or 
title the said jurors do not know ; moreover, the said jurors do 
upon their oaths say and present, that the abbey or monastery 
of Colurokill is situated in the said island of Derry, and that the 
parcels or quarters of land ensuing were parcels of the .posses- 
sions of the said abbey; viz. one quarter of land caUed Cor- 
neshalgah, one other quarter of land called Gransholgil^h, 
now in the occupation of Walter ^Fallon ; and one quarter 
of land called Lerusk, now in the occupation of captain John 
Vaughan ; and one quarter of land called Ballynegardie, now 
in the possession of captain Henry Hart ; and the half-quarters 
of Clonemore, now in the possession of Gillchrist O'JBkgarty; 
and also one half-quarter of land called the Grange o( &rge« 
broe, in the foughan side, now in the possession of Patrick Bern; 
and also one quarter of the land called Termonbaeco, in the 
possession of sir Thomaa Phillips ; and also one halfrquarttf of 
land called Bally gam ^ in the occupation of George Norman $ and 
also half^a-quarter of land called Ardnanshill, in the occupation 
of sir Ralf Bingly, knight, being parcel of the quarteiylar«d oi 
Cargan ; and also one other Quarter of land called Altoderry^ 
parcel of the said Cargan ; and also one quarter of land calted 
Creevah, in the occupation of Dennis 0*l>erry ; and ^so one 
other quarter of land called Ballywerry, in the occupation of 
Jno. Hetton ; and also one other quarter called MuUenaa, . in 
the occupation of Jno. Woods; and also in. half'^-qoarter 
called Killeagh, in the occujpation of Francis White : and 
that all and singular the said quarters and parcek.of land 
lately came to his majesty's crown by the said act of dissolution 
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of iDonasteries. And farther the said jurors do upon their oathji 
present and find, that on the north side of the said bog, near the 
island of Deny, are the ruins of the priorie or religious house 
of Begging Friars of St. Francis, late dissolved, with a church- 
jaed containing three acres or thereabouts, to the said priorie 
or Teligious house appertaining and adjoining ; and that the said 
prifK-ie and church-yard, with the said three acres of land, came 
lately to the crown by the said statute of dissolution of monas^ 
teries. And further the said jurors do upon their oaths say and 
present, that there was a nunnery on the sooth side of the 
said city in the island of Derry, with a small garden or plot d? 
ground, called Gamegallegah, and a quarter of land called Bal* 
lygalliegh, to the said nunnery belonging ; and that the half* 
quarter of land caUed RossnegalTiah, lying on fouhanside, is par- 
cel of the possessions of the said nunnery; and. that the saidaun* 
nery, with the said garden and lands, came lately to the crown 
by the said act or statute of dissolution of monasteries. And 
further the said jurors do find and present upon their oaths, that 
in the said county : of the city . of Derry are the two several 
parishes, viz. the parish of Derry, wherein the tiaid bishop of 
Derry is parson in right of his said bishoprick of Derry^ and the 
dean of Derry is vicar in right of the deanery ; and that all the 
tithes are p&id in kind except the tithes of cows and calves, foe 
tdiich there is paid eightpence for a cow and calf;, and that the 
one third part of the tithes here was always paid to, the. said lord 
bishop of Derry as parson, and one other third part to the said' 
dean as vicar, and the other third part to the hereoagh, out of 
which- third he paid unto the bishop of Derry a yearly penaioa, 
and eeuld not be put out of the said part of the said tithes for so 
long as he paid the said pension^ but. what the said pension was the 
said jurors know not ; but now the lord bishop of Derry taketh up 
his own third part, and the herenagh's third part also. And that the 
charge of repairing and maintaining the parish church, was borne 
by the said parson, vicar and herenagh equally, and also the 
parish of Glendermont, whereof the said dean of Derry is. both 
parson and vicar in right of bis deanery, whoreceiveth thetythes 
of the said parish, one third part of the tythes of Annaghony exe* 
oepted, viz^ eightpence for a cow and calf^ and the rest in the 
specie as before ; and that the said dean is to keep here a curate^ 
to whom and heeebelongeth a small garden-plot of glebe.. And the 
said jurors do further 'say and present upon their oaths, that the 
Annegh, wherein is a chappell of ease, is within the said parish of 
Glendermont, and not a parish of itself, but the third part of the 
tJTthes of Annagh belonged to the bishoprick of Derry. And fur- 
ther the said jurors do upon their oaths say and present, that 
sir Jno. O'Dogherty, knight, was about ten years since, seized 
of the several parcels of land ensuing, viz. the half-quanter of 
Mftshmellon, the half quarter of Costgueyne,.the half-quarter of 
Bonyasaine, the quarter of Elaghmore, and the castle standing 
thereon, the quarter of Donervie, the quarter of Cregg, the 
quarter of Ballyarnett, die quarter of Ballymagortie, and the half- 
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quarter of LulliardeD^ with the fishiDg of Culmore, by virtue of let- 
ters patents thereof made unto him, and that the said sir John Dog* 
herty being so seized, did then enter into actual rebdlion against 
the fate queen Elizabeth, contrary to the conditions and pro* 
▼fsoes contained in the sud letters patents, and that by reason 
thereof, the said letters patents became void ; and the said castle 
lands and fishings thereupon came and were invested in real and 
actual possession of the crown. And further the sind jurors do 
upon their oaths say and present, that sir Cahir Dogherty, 
knight, was about the nineteenth day of April, anno dom. one 
thousand six hundred and eight, seized of the said castle lands 
and fishings, with the appurtenances, the said quarter of Ballyar- 
nett, the half quarter of Laghardin on which the castle of Cul* 
more is built, together with three hundred acres of land to the 
said castle allotted and appertaining, only excepted by virtue of 
letters patents thereof made to the said sir Cahir 0*Dogherty 
and to th6 heirs males of his body, and that the said Sir Cahir 
O'Dogherty being so seized, did in and upon the twentieth day 
of April, in the year of our lord 1608, enter into open and actual 
rebeUion against his majesty, contrary to the conditiona and pro* 
visions contained in his letters patents made unto him as afore- 
said ; and that by reason thereof the said letters patents became 
and are void, and the lands and fishings therein contained were 
and yet are invested in the real and actual possession ef the 
orown, for the further certainty of lEill which matters the ' sard 
jurors refer themselves to the said several letters patents : and 
fbrther the said jurors do upon their oaths say and present, that 
the said sir Cahir O'Dogherty was at the time of the said em 
tering into rebellion, seized in his- demesne as of fee, of and in 
the quarter of land called Ballyarnett, with tlie appurtenances, 
by conveyance from captain William Sidney, and that by force 
thereof the said quarter of land called Ballyarnett is now in the 
actual and real possession of his majesty: and further the said 

i'urors do upon their oaths find and present, that the aticient and 
mown mears of the country of Inishowen, alias O'Dogherty's 
country, to the south and south-west, are and have been time out 
of mind as followeth, viz. from the port or branch of Loughs willy, 
on the west and south-west part of Birt, through the middle of a 
bog which extendeth to Loghlappan, and so through the midst of 
the lough, and so along the midst of a small river falling into 
Loughlappan from a well or spring upon MuUaghknockemona, 
and from the top of that mountain the mear extendeth through 
a small bog which runneth along the top of the hill of Ardnomo- 
hill, and solo the top of the hill of Knockenagh, upon the east 
part of which hill anseth the stream of Alt Ballymac Rowertie, 
which runneth a mear between Ballymac Rowertie Enishowen, 
and part of the lands of Deny and Garrowgart, to the cawsy 
under Elagh, and so down through the bog to Loughs willy, and 
from the foresaid cawsy the mear of Enishowen aforesaid, is 
through the midst of the bog to Loughfoyle : and further the said 
jurors do upon their oaths find and present, that the ground and 
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land whereon the old castle called O'DonnaU's castle was built, 
withm the lower part of the city of Derry, was formerly boaght . 
by O'Donell of the herenagh Laghlioagh, as being parcel of his 
herenagh land for twenty cows ; and the said castle was built 
thereupon by O'Dogherty for 0*Donnall's use, in cqnsideration 
whereof O'Donall forgave O'Dogherty certain duties ; and that 
the said. castle and ground thereof is now come to his majesty's 
hands and possession' by the attainder of treason of Hugh Ro 
O'Donnall : and further the said jurors do upon their oaths find 
and present, that Nicholas Weston, of Dublin, alderman, is and 
for tne space of four years last past or thereabouts, hath heen in 
possession of the ' several parcels of lands and fishings ensuing ; 
viz. the four quarters of land of Dowle, one quarter of land called 
Medowne, and one quarter of land called Koolekeragh, with the 
fishing of the fbuchan, and other small fishmgs thereunto belong- 
ing; and that the said Nicholas claims the said lands and fishings 
by conveyance from sir Donogh O'Cahan, unto which convey- 
ance the said jurors do herein refer themselves ; but whether it be 
good in law or no the said jurors know not: and further the said 
juror^ do upon their oaths present and say, that all the lands, 
t^neraentSy^ apd beredi^amentSy lying within the county of the 
laty o£ Derry, on the south-east side of the river of Loughfoyle, 
a^ lapd and hereditaments above mentioned to belong to ^ny 
a(»bot, monasteries, or religious houses excepted, are lately come 
to, his majesty's possession by force of the at^inder of Shane 
p'Neale, m^de in the eleventh year of the reign of' the late queen 
£lizabedi : and lastly, touching the several names of hereuagh, 
termqn and corbe,- the said jurors do upon their oaths find and 
present, that all termon and herenagh lands within the said 
county, was at the first given by Collumkill and the succeeding 
abbots unto the several septs, before any bishops were known in 
this country, and the said lands were free, and had the privileges 
of sanctuary and other liberties, and were enjoyed by the sept in 
poiirse of gavelkind. In witness whereof, as well the said comi- 
missioqers as also the said jurors, have unto this part of this in* 
quistion remaining with the said commissioners, set to their seals 
the day and year first above written. Arthur Chichester, H, Ar-i 
fnaghanus, Geo.

'Note, — Copies of five inquisitions in Latin, taken in or about the 

• year 1610, and of one in English taken in 1620, relating to 

ecclesiastical property, and the fishings, &c. appear among the 

records of the Irish Society, but they are much damaged by 

' flre. 
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I HAVE had the honour of receiving a letter from jofi,a9H3eA^ 
eretary to the Honorablethe Irish Sodety, mentioning theiHM 
that I should furnish them with a statement of ^e ease, and-^ 
^he proceedings that have been had, and the steps that 'haVe' 
been taken, from time to time, to jwrotect their rights in. the 
fishery of the river Bann, against the difierent attacks made tnpoii 
them by the &mi]y of Lord Donegal, as the owners df tinb^Mt 
fisherv in the same river, and in Loughneagh ; a task whidk Itm- 
dertaKe with very great pleasure indeed; for although the ^pro* 
spect was irequently gloomy, the business has at length'TOen 
brought to a state so gratifying and pleasant to my feeHngs, l^t 
I am hat)py in an opportunity of doing what th^ require of me. 
" Loughneagh, which is one of the largest fresh water laket id 
Europe, is situate in the province of Ulster in Ireland; l^ is 
bounded by the counties of Antrim, Armagh, Downe, Tmtte; 
and Londonderry, and it empties itself into the sea about Arett 
miles below the town of Coleraine in the county of Londoflder#{ 
the river by which it so empties itself is called ^e BahtL iM^reR 
in many parts is very deep and navigable, in others flhallofl^WDd 
rocky, particularly near Coleraine, where the rocks are ktiOdm 
by the name of the Fall, or Salmon Leap. 

The whole distance from the^lake to the sea, is about t#eilt]^ 
five Irish, and something more than thirty-one English mitea.^' ' 

Various grants appear to have been made, at different per^i>iU$ 
of certain fishings in different parts of the lake and river, but t^ 
not deem it necessary at present to go back above two ceiituHcs*^ 
as no prior grant has been acted upon or accompanied witbops* 
session, and of course no question will be likely to arise he r e fl fWr 
on any grant not followed by possession, or acted upon wiliihl 
that period ; and although it might be most methodic to statcf fte 
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grants which I ^laU mentioB^ as they run in order, according to 
^eir dates, yet with a view to be more clear and satii^dtory, I 
shall state those on which the Society and Lord Donegal found 
their respeetiv^ rights separately, and begin with those relating 
to the Society. 

On the 20Ui of July, in the year 1605, a grant appears to have 
been made by patent to James Hamilton, esq. of one freefishing 
in the river Baun, every Monday next after St. John Baptist's 
day; on which day all fish taken in the river belonged to the 
dissolved priory of Coleraine ; and a salmon every day yearly 
llvm'^ery fisherman^shing in that river during the season ; being 
part of the possessions of said priory. 

; ' In the «ime month- and year, another grant was made to Mr. 
Hamilton, of the •entire fishing of the Lough and the Bann, to 
Che Rock and the Salmon Leap, with some old eel weirs upon 
the Bann neai; Castle Toome, and all the islands of the Lough 
and river. 

! On the 2d of March, 1605, a grant was made to John Wake- 
maOf of Beckfoifd in the county of Gloucester, esquire, of the 
entire river, from the Salmon Leap to the sea, and the fishings 
thereof, with the Salmon Leap. 

: Oiiithe 3d of Mardi, in the same year, Wakeman conveyed all 
^t had been granted to him, to Hamilton ; so Hamilton being 
tlien possessed under his own grants of the Lough and river to 
the Salmon Leap, and under his purchase /rom Wakeman, of 
the Salmon Leap and river to the sea, he in fact had the entire 
^ the Lough and river, with the soils thereof and every thing 
appertaining thereto, down to the main sea. 
1 On the 10th of April, 1606, Hamilton sold to Sir Arthur Chi- 
Chester^* the fishing of the river between the Lough and the 
Salmon Leap, that had been granted to him in the month of 
Julv, 1605. 

: On the 14th of May, 1606, Hamilton sold to Chichester one 
moiety of the finery from the rock to the sea. 
y, On the Sdof Apnl, 1611, Chichester sold and surrendered all 
Uft interest to kin^ James the First ; and lus majesty made oom- 
peosation to Hamdton, and got a surrender from him also ; and 
then the entire of the Lough, river^ and Salmon Lei^ became 
vieirted again in the crown. 

On the 29th of May, 1613, the same king, by his letters patent 
un^er.iiie great seal of England^ constituted and created a cer* 
tmn number of citizens of London a corporation, by the name of 
Xhe gosremor. and assistants London of the new plantation in 
l^brter in Ireland ; which corporation has been since commonly 
itfled.the London Society; when spoken of or treated upon in 
Xreiand; and.is generally styled The Irish Society when spolcen of 
ia England. • 

', By the said letters patent a large track of country, comprising 
mawem denominations of land, to be thenceforward called the 
/^-^andicounty of Londonderry, and the fishery of the rivet 
$itt^^^»f^ ^ sea to Xioughneagh, and the soil thereof, and th(^ 
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rock or .Sidmoa Leap in the said river, wereamon^tt a grett va- 
riety of other things granted to the said Society. 

The parts of the grant that relate to said fishery are extremely 
full, and give as extensive power of taking fiah m ewerym^ 
possible as could be expressed by the Latin language, in whidi 
the grant was written. 

These letters patent were duly enrolled in the proper offices 
in England and Ireland ; and from their date until the pre^iit 
time the Society and their successors, and those deriving under 
them, have uniformly possessed and enjoyed the rock or Salmon 
Leap, and that part of the river whicii lies between the rock and 
the sea : but it does not appear from any research I have been 
able to make, that the v ever availed themseires of the grant' of 
that part of the river which lies between the rock and the Louftb, 
or ever were in possession thereof, and the reason why they did 
not will fully appear hereafter. 

Some years previous to the breaking out of the Irish rd[>e]lion 
of 1641 , King Charles the First, among many acts of a similar kind, 
as the history of that day fully tells us, caused informations ta 
be filed by his attorney- general against the mayor, commons^ 
and citizens of London, and against the Society, governor and 
assistants of the new plantation in Ulster, complaining, amongst 
other charges, of irregularity and misrepresentation in ue manner 
of obtaining the letters patent of the 29th of March, 1613, 
alledging that King James was deceived therem. 

Upon hearing these informations in the star chamber^ abenl 
the tenth year of the reign of the same King Charles, the mayor, 
Society, &c were sentenced to pay a fine of ^70,000 ; and a 
scire facias issued in pursuance of said sentence to repeal the 
grant and charter, on which judgement was had in the court of 
chancery of England, and a decree pronounced, whereby the 
letters patent and the enrollment thereof were declared void, and 
ordered to be cancelled, and possession was ordered to be taken 
from the Society and companies of London, and the enrollmeat 
of said letters patent in England was vacated accordingly : but 
the enrollment in Ireland never was vacated, nor dioe^ it dearly 
appear that the possession was changed; on the contrary 1 be- 
lieve. it was not, but that the Society was mulcted in a som of 
money under the name of composition : a practice very familiar 
at that time.' 

The city of London conceiving the proceeding^ in the star 
chamber and diancery grievous, petitioned the house of con* 
mons, and on the 26th of August, 1641, it was voted and le- 
solyed, that the sent^^ce and order of the star chamber were an« 
lawful, as well against the mayor and commonalty of the city iif 
London as against the Society of the governor and a8si8taiItsLon<* 
don of the new plantation of Ulster in Ireland : 

That the king was not deceived in the grant, 6r in creating the 
corporation called the Society of the governor and assistants 
London of the new plantation of Ulster in Ireland, and that the 
king had not granted more lands by said patent than he itttended 
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to grant thereby. The house then proceeded to assign reasons^ 
«Qd amongst others gave the following t 

*^ That breach of covoiant (if any such had been) is not suffi- 
' ^ cient daiise to forfeit lands ; breach of covenant being no crime, 
•* Xnit tryable in ordinary courts of justice. 

^ That the star chamber had no po^er to examine freehold^ 
- ^ or determine breach of covenants or trusts, 
/ <-< Hiat the sentence against tiie two corporations aggregate, 
^'■no piurticuiar person beings guilty, was contrary to law, and 
^^ every other article was in- like manner illegal. 

** That the sentence of the star chamber was unlawful and 
^ anjust; and the composition with the city made on such terms, 
** in time of extremity, ought not to bind it. 

** Tliat T^en the king repaid the nK>nie8 received on the com- 
** position, and such rents as he received by colour of the sen* 
<* tence, that then he should be restored to the same state he was 
** in, and the patent surrendered. 

^ That the citizens of London, and all against whom the judge- 
** ment in scire facias was given, should be discharged of that 
«* judgement. 

<^ And that the citizens of London, those of the new plantation, 
<< all their under tenants, and all those put out of possession by the 
^ sequestration, or king's commissioners, should be restored to the 
** tmne state they were in before the sentence in the star-chamber.*' 
Jn the fourteenth year of the reign of the same king, a special 
patent passed under the great seal of England, whereby y after 
reciting the proceedings aforesaid, his majesty pardoned, for- 
gave ami exonerated, and released the said mayor, &c. and their 
successors, from the said fine of «i^70,000. 

On the 24jth of March, 1656, the Society of the governor and 
assistants were restored to the said river, Salmon Leap, &c. by 
letters patent, dated at Westminster ; but it does not appear that 
the Society ever availed themselves of this grant, owing, most 
probably, to the circumstance of its having been made by Crom* 
well, their being previously in quiet possession, and the Kestora- 
tion following soon after. 

. On the 10th of April, 1662, by letters patent under the great 
$eal of England, after reciting the patent of 1613, snd that the 
Society by virtue of a licence under the same seal, dated the 
30th of September, in the thirteenth year of the reign of the late 
Uagy-had granted to the twelve companies of London several 
parcels of the estates that had been granted to the said Society, 
who had retained other parts not properly deviseable in their 
own hands; and also recidng that the said letters patent had 
been repealed in the court of chancery, and that King Charles 
the First had agreed to restore the premises to the said Society, 
which intention was prevented by the troubles (but without 
tahingSOT notice whatever of the patent of the 24th of March, 
1656) f King Charles the Second reincorporated the said Society 
by their former name, and granted and confirmed to them and 
dbeir successors all that had bemi given to them by the former 
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grant of 1613 ; and amoogst the re^t the river "QttDOtJram ihe^ga 
to Loughneaghy and the rock or Salmon Leap, and the vhele 
fishing and taking of fishes, as well salmon and eels as.all otbev 
kind of fishes whatever within the said river and Sabnom Lam^i 
as well with nets of what kind soever^ as otherwise howaoerer, 
excepting only thereout the piscary belongins to the bishop of 
Derry, found by inquisition bearing date the SOUi of August 16(9. 

These letters were enrolled in the proper offices, both ui 
England and Ireland ; but it appears to me that the Society and 
theur successors rather considered them as a confirmation of the 
former grant than as a new grant, and I think I am fortified in 
this opinion by the following circumstances : The then bishop of 
Derry having claimed several parts of the fishery, and having 
brought ejectments for the recovery ^ them in the year 1670, 
the Society took defence thereto and nonsuited the said bishop, 
founding their title solely upon the patent o/*1613; the Society 
apprehending further trouble firom the bishops of Derry, after- 
wards, on the 22d of April, 1684, filed a bill for perpetuating 
the testimony of their witnesses, in which bill they made title 
under the charter of 1613 as the original foundation, and charge 
the grant by Charles the Second to have been in confirmation 
of it. 

By this bill they claimed all the fishery from the sea to the 
Lough ; although,a3 I have already observed, it does not appear 
that they ever possessed more than from the sea to the rock or 
Salmon Leap incluj^ive. 

Witnesses were examined in this cause, and a compromise was 
afterwards made between the Society and Dr. Kmg, then 
bishop of Derry, whereby a yearly sum was agreed to be paid 
by the Society to the bishop and his successors, and the agree? 
ment was afterwards ratified by act of parliament. 

Thus stands the title of the Society, brought down to the latest 
period that any grant appears to have been made to or to have 
oeen accepted of by them from the crown : and 1 shall now pro» 
ceed to state the title under which the Marquis of Donegal claims 
the right of fishing in Lough neagh, and the part of the river Baon 
which lies between it and the rock ; but it is right to premise, 
that in doing so some little in^^onsistency will appear, th^t 
part of the river that lies between the rock and the Lough hav- 
ing been {^ranted both to the Society and th^ Donegal family 
at many di&rent periods, several of &em not very rembte firom 
each other. 

On the 20th of November, 1621, a grant was made by patent 
to sir Arthur lord Chichester, ancestor of the marquis of Done- 
gal, of Loughneagh, the soil and fishing therei>fi the eel weii's 
and eel fishings about Toome, and in the river Bann, as far as 
the rock called the Salmon Leap. 

On the 1st of July, 1640, Edward viscount Chichester, the 
descendant of Arthur, and Arthur the son df Edward, surren- 
dered the premises comprised in the patent of the !£Oth of No- 
vember, 1621, to King Charles the First, in pursuance of an or- 
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der of composition made on the 19th of September 1639, be- 
tween them and the commissioners for the remedy of defective 
titles ; and it was then agreed that his lordship and son should 
have a sufficient estate granted to thera of all the premises 
granted by a former order of composition, bearing date the 7th 
of December 1638, and a patent accordingly passed on the 
22d of September 1640, granting to them all the estates, ex- 
cept the Lough and river so surrendered, which were specifically 
^xcladed and left out of the said last-mentioned grant. 

On the 14th of August 1656, a lease was made of said sur- 
rendered premises, by Oliver Cromwell to sir Arthur John 
Clotworthy, knight, afterwards viscount Massareen, for ninety- 
nine years, from the 13th of May 1656, at a small rent. 

This lease comprised the Lough and Toome, with the fishings 
and soil thereof, the islands and the river Bann, as far as the 
Salmon Leap. 

On the 15th of November 1660, King Charles the Second 
confirmed the lease to the Massareen family. 

On the 3d of July 1661, the same king, by letters patent 
under the great seal of Ireland^ granted and confirmed to Ar- 
thur Chichester, then earl Donegal, and his heirs, all the fishings 
in Loughneagh and the river Bann, from the Lough ^ /^ jjie rock 
or fall called the Salmon Leap, to hold the same asra5y had 
been granted by King James tne First, on the 20th of Novem- 
ber 1621 ; and also the rents reserved upon any lease or leases, 
the premises comprised therein to go to the said earl of Donegal 
and his heirs ; and under this grant it is, that the Donegal family 
have since enjoyed, and still continue to enjoy, the premises 
comprised therein ; and amongst the rest the lake and river, from 
the lake to the rock or Salmon Leap. 

Having now gone entirely through the matter of title, I next 
come to that which has given cause to so long and expensive liti- 
gation ; but before I enter upon it, I beg shortly to observe a 
little upon salmon- and eel-fisheries generally. The time for 
taking salmon as regulated by law, and that in which they are in 
best season and fittest for use, is immediately on their leaving 
the sea, and making their way into the fresh-water rivers, for the 
purpose, as is generally supposed, of depositing their spawn. 

The spawn is generally lodged in shallow streams, or creeks 
in small rivers, m the harvest season ; is lightly covered with 
gravel by the mother-fish, as they are called, and continue there 
until the months of March, April and May following, when it 
vivifies sooner or later according to the heat or coolness of the 
season, and to the quantity of covering that may have been upon 
it, and which is frequently increased or diminished by the 
winter floods. And almost as soon as they are able to swim, the 
young brood begin to make their way to the sea ; where their 
growth is so wonderfully rapid, that although when they pass to 
the sea they may not weigh more than one or two ounces, they 
are found to return in July and August into the fresh water^. 
grown to the enormous weight of frohi four to ten'pounds ; and 
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it is equally remarkable of thig species of fish» that it always en- 
deavours to return into the same river it was spawned in, whidi 
facts of growth and propensity to return to their native riyetip 
are ascertained beyond doubt by a practice that I have fVequentlv 
assisted in» of taking up the fry on its passage to the sea, in di& 
fbreut rivers, remote nrom each other, weighing atid marki^ 
them by the introduction of threads of silk into the fins, cottiBj^ 
the fins in different ways and the like, and entering down th«i 
respective weights and particular marks of each in a book made 
for the purpose, and afterwards catchiM and weighing them. on 
their return, and no instance was ever round of the firy taken up 
and marked in one river being caught in another. 

The eel tribe perform their functions in the very contrary way, 
and their history is hot so perfectly well understood. 

They spawn m the sea ; and the fry, when not more than firom 
an eighth to one fourth of an inch long, nor thicker than the hair of 
a horse's mane, make their way into the fresh waters in the sum- 
mer months, and return to the sea full grown the following year, 
kom whence it is conceived thej never come back. 

Salmon are unifomilv taken m their passage from the sea to 
the fresh water, and eels on their passage from the fresh watcfr 
to the seaf^nd of course wherever there are two salmonofisheries 
on th c i(sa <i e river, that next the sea must have the benefit of 
precaption, and vice versa with respect to eel-fisheries. 

To resume, or rather proceed, in the matter of controvaray, it 
appears to me, from the best information I have been able to 
coUect, that before the time bf the grant to the Society in 1613, 
those who were entitled to the fishery of the rock, and of the 
river from the rock to the sea, caught all the salmon they could 
with nets in a particular part of the river, between the rock and 
the sea, called the Cranagh, which happened to be best adapted 
to net fishing ; but as fish were then comparatively extremely 
blentiful (which, with the causes of its diminution, will be more 
tuUy explained hereafter), and as many fish escaped the industry 
of Uie net-fishers, men were employed to stand upon the rocks 
at the Salmon Leap, who were called loopers, and they used to 
41;ateh some fish, especially when the river was not in a favourable 
slate for the net fishing ; still the number taken in this way was 
comparatively small, and it was at best precarious, as may well 
be conceived, when described to have been performed by wag- 
ing the fish in the water until they attempted to asbend the rock, 
and while in the act of leaping, catching or receiving them In a 
small net fixed to the end of a pole ; and so few were skilled and 
expert in this art, that the expense nearly equalled the gain, 
fish beinpr then very cheap. 

The river at the Salmon Leap is between three and four hun- 
dred feet wide ; and the rock, which is about four hundred and 
fifty feet in length, extended in breadth entireiy across the river, 
and rendered it so shallow and rapid, as to preclude all possibi- 
lity of naivigation while it continued in that state; wherefore the 
Society, shortly after the passing of ^ patent in 1613, as tradi- 
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tfon infonnf me, made a cut through the rock almost dose to 
the shore on the west or Deny si^e of the river, for the purpose 
of cony^ing timber down the river to build their town of Cole- 
tame; but it is 'certain that the passage was converted into a trap 
for the taking offish, very many years ago^ and has been uni- 
formly employed in that way, if not before, at least since the 
Tearl62D; and it is material to observe, as bearing very much on 
the case in co tttwwerw between die parties, that it was, and is, 
constmcted of wood, lime and stones, and built in a most per- 
manent manner. 

From the time their rights first accrued, the Sodety, by their 
undeMenaDls, uniformly fished on the rock, and in the river from 
thence to the sea* with nets and loops in the wajrs already de- 
scribed, and ialio used the cut or trap from the time it was con- 
verted into an engine for the taking offish, without molestation, 
hinderance, or even daim by the Donesal family, or those de- 
riving under them ; and in Hke manner, we Donegal family and 
their tenants fished without interruption in the lu:e, and in the 
river Bann, from the lake to the rode* But it is an important 
fact, that the sole profit of the Society's fishery consisted in the 
taking of salmon, and that of the Donegal family prindpally, if 
. not entirely, in taking eel, as more fully mentioned hereafter ; 
and that the Society's tenants uniformly defrayed all expenses 
attending the preservation of the salmon spawn and fry m the 
breeding rivers, as did the tenants of the Donegal family that 
which attended the preservation of the eel fry on their passage 
from the sea up the river: that being the only part of the eel- 
fishery that required attention. 

The Society from time to time were in the habit of making 
leases of their fishery ; and amongst others, one was made to a 
gentleman of the name of WiUiams, who first thought of the prac- 
ticability of erecting traps u^on the rock, instead of incurring 
the excessive expense of cutting the rock in the manner herein- 
before described with respect to the old cut, as it is called; and 
he caused a second trap to be erected in this way on the surface 
in the year 1744 ; and finding it useful, he erected another in 
the year 1745. 
. {n the year 1755, a third was added. 

In 1756, a fourth. 

And the last in 1759 or 1760, by the late sir Henry Hamilton, 
then tenant to the Society ; and no objection whatever was made 
to the erecting of any or those works at the times they were 
going forward ; nor for eleven years after the ereptien of the 
IfUit of them, although the tenants of the Donegal ^unily were 
eyewitnesses of their progress, being themselves daily ^employed 
in fishing in that part of the river that lies immediately above, 
and adjoining to the rock. And all those works were composed 
of materials similar to those of which the cut made in or before 
the year 1620 was constructed, and bear complete resemblance 
to it in form and mechanism. 

. At length, however, but not until the year 1771, it occurred 
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^ ArAur, then, earl of Donegal^ to i^ontfet tberight of enplajriog 
the traps I have mentioned, and to make the eiqpmmcntiof -an 
action, at law, for the pMr|;oBe of oontegtiof that rtghc; and he 
;^'ccording1 J brought an action in the Court of Ex:dieqifter agaitut 
sir Henry Hamilton, for erecting a certain wwk on the rock^ 
Salmon Leap, and for the recovery of damages for the tnjaty^ii 
^shery was alledged to have suffered in consequence tlieiseof TJind 
be laid his venue in the county of Armagh ; but onappUeatitots 
the court, and a statement by affidavit that questions of tkleoaare 
Kdy to arise that would require the production of varioas pa^ 
tents, a trial at bar was granted« 

In this action he did not complain of any of the cuts, or traps 
specially, but of the whole, as if they had been of a single com- 
pact work, and had formed one general obstruction to the passage 
of fish across the eptire course of the stream ; and he claimed to 
be seized in fee of the soil of a free passage over the rode ; al- 
though the whole soil thereof, as already mentioned, had been 
granted and belonged to the Society, and possession had follcMred 
the grant from the year 1613 (or at least from 1662) aoifonnly 
down to the present time. 

A trial of this action was had at the bar of the Court of Bxohe- 
quer in the year 1771> and a very long special verdict was founA, 
embracing an immense variety of matter, which was set down for 
ai^ument in the Court of Exchequer. 

In this stage of the business, when the cause was in the eoort- 
list for argument on the special verdict, I entered upon my ap* 
prentic^ship with th^ late Messrs. Kane and King, who were l^cfls, 
and had been for above half a century before the law-agents* of the 
Society ; and as I chanced to have been bom within less than a 
inile of the river Bann, about half way between the Lough and 
the sea, and had a tolerably good notion of the nature of the 
fisheries, my attention was more particularly directed to the sub* 
ject in dispute tlian it might otherwise have been ; and from thence 
until now the case has had my best consideration, especially for 
the last twenty years, during which time, or rather, as much of 
it as he lived, i was in partnersliip with Mr. King, who survived 
Mr. Kane, and since his death I have had the honour . of Jbmig 
myself concerned for the Society in the defence of tbe^umse, 
and such other general business as they have had in Iteland*- 

The special verdict having continued in the list for a odn^der- 
able time, was found by those concerned for the plainti^'tiohfe 
so confused and informal, as to be utterly untenable ;^w»d beio^ 
at last called on, immediately on opening the cause, thecouiwd 
for the plaintiff admitted its msufficiency^ and the first of itssnaiiy 
imperfections was decisive ; namely, that it did not find- tbatthe 
plaintiff in the action was the heir at law of the original grantee, 
and the court was pleased to order a venire Jadas de nmjo toeisiue; 
but lord Donegal, or those Concerned for him, did not timikfit 4d 
issue the venire, nor was any other step ever tdcenlvf diem after- 
wards, either to revive or proceed in that cati8e,<or to conxmeaoe 
f new one) during the remlunder of the life of air Henry^ jfwnillqn ; 
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" '~^'"" ' ' I. 

•nd hesodfiis people confeiiiued to fish extitklj in the ways they 
had tbenboSare doDe« * 

TheiotereBt that «r Henry HamiltoB then had In the premiaett 
WM for a residue of a term of years ; and he, being so posseised, 
OB the kSth of Januaiy 1775, made his will, and thereby be« 
ifilealhed hia lease of the fidiery to his wife Mariamne, 
' On the 12th of November 1778, he obtained a new lease of 
Ihe Miary from the Society fbr the life of his wife the said Man- 
amae^ and for twenty four years, being the number of years then 
tocoflie of his original lease, and thereby acquired a freehold 
interest in the premises ; and he afterwards died on the 26th of 
Jwie 1782, without republishing the former, or making any 
new will, ^ 

Shortly before the death of sir Henry, heads of a bill were laid 
before the privy council, which was the practice then in Ireland, 
tbe dfajeet of whidi bill was to oblige the proprietors of salmon- 
fisheries, where permanent works were made of wood, lime, and 
stones fbr the tslciog of fish, to leave the traps open from Satur- 
day.nigfat until Monday morning, in every week of the fishing 
season ; but as.I well knew that tbe complying with such a statute 
wcfuki be ruinous to the Society's works^as from the rapidity of the 
dtream, and other causes, it would be morally impossible to re- 
erect tJhe traps in the rest of the week, and that of course they 
might as well be left open altogether ; I attended with counsel on 
the part of the Society at the privy council chamber, and shewed 
aa dearly by my own testimony and that of others^ that at Cole* 
raine there was at all times a large portion of the river quite free 
aftd open for fish to pass, that I had this fishery exempted from 
ihe operation of the act ; and firotn thence forward the act in- 
stead of a mischief has been a great benefit to the Society ; for it 
futiy, and in terms, recognizes cuts and traps as legitimate model 
of taking fish. 

- Id the year 17839 the same earl of Donegal, or those con« 
cemed lor bim, brought a new action^gainst lady Hamilton, noi 
as tbe former brought against sir Henry in 1771, for erecting i 
certain work generally as already stated^ but for maintaining 
and continuing the fbur last made cuts only ; and gave up entirely 
the claiia of a seizin in fee of the soil of any part of the rock : 
and the venue as before was laid in the county Armagh. 

In this ease alio a trial at bar was granted, and the cause was 
beatd in the year 1784 ; when, as before, a special verdict wa^ 
founds and in like manner it fell tothe ground without determin- 
ing nny thing whatever on the question of right between the 
parties, as from the way the plaintifi^ made up the verdict, it ap- 
peared du the face of it, and such indeed was the fact, that the 
last lease to sir Henry was executed ailer tbe publishing Jhis will, 
and of course the freehold descended to his heir at law ; and lady 
Htmiktotii the defendanjt, appeared to have no interest therein, 
" Alter judgment was given by the court on this special verdict, 
d retiori was propagated with much industry that lord Donegal 
liadialniAy succeeded in totally defeating. thfe London Society 
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«9d their tenant, lady Hamilton^ in the great ^aherir cause ^-wSSk 
* greatly alarmed lady Hamilton (who had then got a conro^littce 
irom the heir at law of sir Henry» r lUiifrttiiMMpJaiawBiMiiMitis), 
and for her satisfaction a case was laid before Mr. Bojd^-mii 
recorder of Londonderry, and afterwards second Justice of the 
Court of King's Bench, stating the circumstances exactly aa Aey 
occurred on the trial ; and he gave an opmion on the 17th of April 
1787, ** That the question of law between the parties was one thM 
•< never had been decided ; that he ever was, and then wis of 
'< opinion, that lord Donegal ought not to have judgment an any 
«< action that might tend to prostrate the works ; and that he knew 
« the prostration of t^iem would totally destroy the Sodaly's 
«• fishery in the river Bann.*' 

Down to this period then, I may truly say, that all the at- 
tempts made on the part of lord Donegal were a mere noBlty; 
Indeed^ this is so unequivocally admitted in the subsequent pro- 
ceedings, as to preclude him for ever resorting to, or making use 
of them in any way to the prejudice of the Society hereafter. 

While the actions already mentioned, founded on the alledged 
illegality of the works on the Salmon Leap, were in progress, it 
may surprise the Society to be informed, yet it is net the less 
true, that lord Donegal and his tenants began themselves to erect, 
and actually completed a work on the river, a few Dsiies above 
the Salmon Leap, at a place called Movanagher, composed of 
materials exactly similar to those of which the traps <m the 
Salmon Leap are constructed, for the express purpose of taking 
salmon. 

And what is still more extraordinaryiafter all this, his lordsfatf, 
with the same spirit of litigation, determined on trying another 
action, grounded on the very same allegations of illegality; and 
according! V, in the year 1787, he brought a new action against 
lady Hamilton in the same court, the language of which ateodt^ 
fered from that of 1777 ; and to it, under the opinion of counsel 
of the first eminence in Ireland, assisted by the advice of others 
resorted to by the Society in England, the. general issue, net 
guilty,, was pleaded, and a trial at bar applied for, which however 
was refused ; and in the month of March 1788; the cause was 
tried by Nisi Prius in the county of Armagh (where^ as before, 
the venue was laid). 

For this trial every preparation was made by both parties, who 
thought from the light thrown on the subject in the formerats^ges, 
that they perfectly saw their way to the real merits, as w^ tm the 
Questions of law as the matters of fact ; but I am free to confess 
tnat for one I was mistaken, and that scarcely half an htmt had 
passed in the course of ithe trial, which lastea from ei^it in the 
morning until ten at night, that something new did net occur, 
and then it was, that I had the fuU advantage of the abilities of 
Mr. Attorney-General Fitzgibbon {v&ry soon aftarwacds ap« 
pointed Lord Chancellor), who knowing me to be at tbafc time 
under the severest weight of family affliction, and that the trial 
at that assizes was pressed most painfully upon me at^ahort 
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notioe/die right of doing so resting solely with the plaintiff, broke 
through a rule he had laid down against going specially to any 
assizes, and not only attended the trial at Armagh, but took the 
entire burthen, responsibility and management of it upon him- 
self, scarcely sitting^down from the beginning to the end of the 
business ; and that too on the same fee that any other gentleman . 
of the bar would have thought himself only compensated by. 

On the trial many points of nonsuit were made and several bills 
of exceptions* taken and tendered on both sides, especially one 
im our side, grounded on the act called the Act of Settlement in 
Ireland, taken by Mr. Attorney-General Fitzgibbon, and an ex- 
ception of an apparently serious nature by Mr. Solicitor-General 
(Wolf) for the plaintiff, that the grants to theSociety in 1613 and 
1662 were both under the great seal of England, instead of 
b^g, as they should have been, under the great seal of Ireland ; 
but at last it was agreed to turn the whole into a special verdict, 
as that would come more immediately to a final decision, and be 
of course much less expensive to the parties ; and a dominical of a 
special verdict was prepared accordingly, in which Mr. Fitisgib- 
hon <sontrived to have included as much as he thought necessary 
ta ensure the defendant ultimate success, and the matters of fact 
were given to and found by the jury on separate issues. 

TfaMfi special verdict was afterwards made up from* the domini- 
cal under the direction of Mr. Fitzgibbon. 

The case was afterwards set down for argument ip the usual 
way in the Court of Exchequer, and was argued accordingly for 
several days ; and the principal, or almost only ground, taken by 
the plaintimVcounsel was, the unconscionable use (defendant madle 
of- the cuts, which as they expressed it, wrought hight and day : 
and on the 28th of November 1792, the court ^ve judgment, in 
which two of the judges, lord Avonmore and Mr. Baron Hamilton, 
were in&vour of the plaintiff, and one, Mr. Baron Power, in favour 
ef the defendant; the fourth judge, whqhad^been conducting-coun- 
fld for the defendant when at the bar, was indisposed and unable 
teattead the court, and Mr. Baron Power took that opportunity 
of declaring in his place, as being then the only one of the judges 
tint composed the bench when the first trial was had in 1771 > that 
it was the unanimous opinion of the court at that time, and their 
decerflaioaiion to pronounce judgment in ikvour of the defendant if 
tiaey. <iould have done so, which they were prevented from doin^ 
by the oircumstance of the plaintiff having made up his speciu 
verdict in such way as to put it out of their power to do so, al- 
tJMWgh they were perfectly satisfied of the law and the merits be- 
ipg both with the aefendant. And hie was pleased to add, by way 
of observation, that Mr. Baron Hamilton was shortly after made 
* jodge of that court; and in conversation appeared to hold a dif- 
fiaeent opimoo from the information he had got, as having been 
oeaducting^counsel for lord Donegal. 

Ib the course of giving this judgment the Lord Chief Baron 
moAf he was glad it was not necessary for h m to give any opinion 
wb^^r a grant under the seal of England woiud pass lands in 
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Ireland, — that it was a w^ghtjr question ; and tbi^ if he was obligs^ 
to give such an opinion, it would be that such a grant would, not 
pass lands in Ireland : which appeared to m/B to be a most. im- 
portant subject of consideration for the Society, and all tbo^e 
deriving under them, the whole county of Londonderry ai)d its 
dependencies resting upon it. 

1 may safely say that this judgment had not the general apjm- 
bation of the bar ; I mean of those not employed on either «de ; 
and therefore^ and under the sanction of the gentlemen concerned 
for the defendant, and knowing as I did what the opinion of Mr. 
Attorney General Filzgibbon (then earl of Clare and Lord Chan- 
cellor) always had been on the subject ; I conceived it to be my 
due to the Society to endeavour to reverse the judgment of the 
court, and for that end brought a writ of error returnable into the 
Exchequer Chamber, which at that time was composed, as in Eng- 
land, oi the Lord Chancellor, assisted by the two Chief Justices. 

In the Exchequer Chamber the case was most ably argued on 
the part of lady Hajailton^ especially by Mr. Chamberlaine^ after- 
wards a judge of the King's Bench (for it was always my study 
to retain men of the first abilities, and of the greatest proiessional 
weight and character, and that I succeeded in doing so^ o'nly re> 
quires the mention of the names of those I from time to time eiot 
ployed) ;and such was the effect of his argument alone^ and so 
thoroughly did he establish that, in point of law, lady Hamiltor^ 
had a right, as tenant to the Society, to intercept every fish 
that came from the sea while floating in her fishery^ provided, 
^uch interruption was for the purpose of, and ended in, the taking 
of the fish ; that coupled with questions put, and observations 
made, by lord Clare from time to time in the course of the ar- 
gument, the counsel of lord Donegal were obliged to abandon to- 
tally the line of argument they had pursued in tlie interior court; 
and to take entire new ground, as if the action sought only to 
be reprized in damages for the loss incurred by interrupting and 
turning back fish not taken at all by her ladyship: which mu^t 
be admitted to have been a poor subterfuge, no way justified by 
the fact, or by the original intention and object of the suit» but 
which must ever be decisive for the Society as long as tbie, law 
stands as then laid down and acquiesced in by the pladtUTs 
council ; << Thatthe Society had a ri&ht to take all they coiiUf 
but not to intercept those not taken.' 

When the argument closed on both sides, the cause stood over 
for judgment, a day was appointed, and when it arrived, siieh was 
the opinion of the gentlemen, concerned for lord Donegal from 
what they observed in the course of the cause, and so conaplefce- 
It had they given up every idea of succeeding, that they actually 
declined coming into court, imagining that we only wished to 
exult in their defisat. Yet most unexpectedly^ indeed, the twjo 
assessors gave their advice to the Lord Chapcellor to decide in 
favour of lord Donegal ; and on tlie Slst of January 1794*,. i|is 
lordship pronounced his judgment, in which, althougb hfi d^ 
rected tlie judgment of the qoatt below to be affi^med^k^^tiiog. 
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tbmt the tase would receiTe the uitimate dedsion of the final in* 
birnaly be went 80 fully into the merits, and to the entire ouivic- 
tion of the bystanders,->that in justice to that great roan, and 
in- order to give a more complete view of the case^ I beg leave 
to tofiesL a copy of the note 1 took of the judgment, at the time 
it was pronounced, and only add an observation, that tbete 
seemed to be but one opinion upcHi the law as laid down by his 
lordship in pronouncing judgment ; and that it was then ad« 
milted on all hands that the Society a6d their tenantry had a 
clear and legal right to take a\l the fish they could while in thdr 
fishery, provided that in doing so they did not interrupt^ turn 
beck, or prevent those they did not take frotii going into lord 
Donegal's fishery : and that a single fish is Hot so turned back 
or interrupted except those taken, nor has any been so turned 
biock in the last century, is a fact as generally believed, as that 
the lake empties itself into the sea, through the medium of the 
river Barin. 

About this time a bill was proposed in Parliament, and I had 
the satisfaction of assisting and carrying it into a law, whereby, 
it was enacted, That it should not be lawful for any person ta 
take salmon in the sea, at the mouth of any river, or within one 
rofile thereof, during the seasons that the taking of salmon waa 
fin-bidden in such rivers, under certain pendlties mentioned in the 
act : which was most materially serviceable to the Bann fisheryu 
the fishery at the mouth of the river belonging to another per^ 
aOn not friendly to the Society. 

It is scarcely necessary to say, after what was thrown out by 
lord Clare in giving judgment, that I proceeded to bring the 
matter before the House of Lords, and the case was removed and 
argued there accordingly, where 1 thought his lordship's name 
and influence would have insured a majority of votes ; but being 
matter of law, the peers at large declined taking any part in the 
question, and of course the judgment was affirmed, the only 
persons who voted being in fact, the two justices, and the Chief 
Baron, who had been of opinion with the plaintiff in the court be* 
low, they being peers of parliament. This affirmation took place 
on the 2nd day of March 1795 ; and lord Clare, notwithstanding, 
tlie reasoning of the other law lords, continued to be still of his 
former opinion, and gave his reasons at large, nearly in the same 
language and quite to the same effect of that which he had done 
in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Here again the circumstance of the grants to the Society be- 
ing under the great seal of England only, was greatly talked of, 
and revived the alarm already mentioned ; and being niuch im- 
pressed with the importance of the matter to the Society, and^ 
baving then a seat in the House of Commons, l.had the satisfac- 
tion of contributing to the passing of an Act of Parliament^, 
whereby all grants under the great seal of England of lands in 
Ireland, were enacted to be equally valid with those under the 
great seal of Ireland. Hiis act will be found in ^e Irish statutes - 
of die a5th Oeo. 1X1, cap. 3d, vol. 17, p» 640. 

On the 16th of June 1795) a notice wits served on lady Ha-- 
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liiflton, by lord Donegal, requiring ber fordiwith to abate' l^nd 
remove four of the cuts ; to wit, those called Williams's, Alexan- 
der's, Murpby's and Moffet's Cuts, on or before the first da^ of 
Juhr then next ; and that in case of refusal, further proceedings 
at uw or in equity would be taken for removing them, and Tor 
obtaining full redvem and satisfaction. 

On receiving this notice, a copy thereof, with a statement of 
the case, a» it then stood, was laid before sir John Stewart, after- 
\l(ards Attorney-General, Mr. Plunkett, now Solicitor-General of 
IvMlind, both retained as counsel for the Society, Mr. seijeant 
. IMfit^rjf and others most eminent of the counsel formerly em- 
ploye^ for their advice and opinion ; and they desired that 
no answer should be given to the notice, and gave an opinion 
that as th^ lew then stood, there was quite sufficient to aefend 
end protei^^e Society and their tenants against any new attack 
that might be teade. 

On the 12^ tf September 1795, lord Donegal filed a bill in 
the equity sid6 xltthe Court of Exchequer against lady Hamilton 
only, in which he Itated the titles of the parties, pretty much ia 
the same way they are hereinmentioned, the judgment at law 
and the notice to remove the cuts, and he prayed that four of 
the cuts onlif might be demolished. 

On the 29th day of February 1796, lad^ Hamilton put in an 
answer to the said bill, and I risk nothing m saying, that a fairer 
or fuller answer never was given in to a court of justice. 

In this answer, ahiongst other things, she says, that no &b 
were obstructed froib coming into the {^aintifiTs fishery, but those 
that were taken by her in engines known to and recognized by 
the law of the land, one of which had stood since the year 1620, 
and that IMl the rest, constructed of similar materials, were made 
before the year 1760; 

That plaintHF made considerably more by his fishing now then 
hehad before the erection of the four cuts complained of; 

That she did no more than she had a right to do, in taking in 
the cheapest manner the greatest quantity she could in her own 
fishery, that the traps were not prohibited by law, and that the 
fish were taken by legal means ; 

That plaintiff's fishery was of great value, and the most valu- 
able part consisted in the taking of eels in their passage towards 
the sea ; that her's was a salmon-fishery, and the salmon taken in 
their pasage from the sea ; 

That plaintiff, by late improvements in weirs and other engines, 
had stopped more eels from coming down the river than were ac- 
customed to come, and thereby rendered his profit more consi- 
derable, and her's less ; 

That she had done the like, and that by additional dilligenoe 
and increased expense, as many salmon could be taken with nets 
and other engines as were taken by the traps ; that each party 
had taken the natural advantage of their respective situations 
with respect to the species offish that must pass through their 
fisheries ; that she expended considerable sums merely^fiir the 
protection of the salmon ; and that plaintiff did the like in protect- 
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ins the «el^ each Ukins care of that from which their profit was 
pnncipally derived i ana that at all times plaintiff's fishery was 
prifid^aUyx^onsidered an eel- and her's a ^mon -fishery ; 

^That tlie decrease of sailAion in plaintiff's fishaiy was in a great 
a5(Bmdfe (omn^ to llhe increase of the maclunery forwirrying on 
the Hnen-iBan^lAicture ; 

"^Vhiii the decimon in 1792 was in part influenced b^ a End- 
ing, thatl^yl^continakgilie traps the current was so increased 
as to present as many fish as foroierly used to pass ; and that 
the declaration not lieing pointed to axiy such tmae of ebstruc- 
tion, she was not prepared, nor could ehe be ealled t^tOQi or ex- 
pected, to produoe evidence relative therete, wiuch she^eiher- 
wise would have been easily able to have done ; 

That plaintiff himself varied \d& case in his different iieclara- 
tions ; that it could not be said, that the onlv judgment plaiiv* 
dff had, was founded upon sudi clear grounds as to close for 
ever all questions between the parties ; that by his declaration 
in 1771, he only complained of one cut, erected in 1762, which 
probably was the last erected cut, and thereby acquiesced In the 
other three ; and that it did not, and could not appear, if one cut 
was removed, whether the jury would have considered the rapi- 
dity of the stream to have been so increased by the remaining 
three, as to warrant them in finding, even upon the ex parte evi^ 
dence already mentioned, that fish were stopped ; 

That plaintiff was not warranted to come mto a court of equity 
to procure an order to prostrate the four cuts fur catching fish, 
having remedy, if any, at common law ; 

That so far from the cuts being an illegal mode of fishing, the 
twelve judges had said they were not ; and if her right to main- 
tain them c^hould ever again be questioned, she was advised that 
she could show that the law was clearly with her ; 

That in other parts of the river, the rapidity of the stream had 
ever been much greater than where the traps were erected ; that 
they opposed little or no obstruction ; the parts which crossed 
the river being constructed of thin and slender rails of wood ; 
whereas on the verdict they appeared as solid; obstructions, and 
were so erroneously supposed to be by the jury ; that no fish 
were obstructed but what were taken, and the only loss to plaintiff 
arose from her diligence ; ancTthat be, by the very same means he 
complained of, greatly increased his own fishery ; that the first 
cut, built of the same materials with those complained of, was 
used as a mode of fishing before any of the grants the plaintiff 
claimed under, so that at the time of the grants, fishing by traps 
was a known and practised mode of fishing ; and that on the 
rock there were free passages, amounting in all to one hundred 
and thirty feet ; 

That by the common law she had a right to fish with traps 
constructed as the four complained of were, and that the statute- 
law acted as a confirmation of that right, requiring only a pas- 
sage of twebty-one feet, even in navigable rivers, where traps. 
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•o constructed were erected; and that by the expreJMgrabt, cin- 
der which the London Society derived title. sKe, as trnflfewM^ 
was entitled to fish upon the rock, and from thence fo the $At 
by all means in her power, and of course by means of Sttch 
traps as were used before and at the time of the grant. 
. She disclaimed all intention of harassing plaintiiFby aTfttTet| 
of suits, or of availing herself of the circumstance chargisd H 
the bill of the fishery claimed by plaintiff lyins ih 6ve dm&eetii 
counties ; and she o&red to leave plaintiff at full liberty to cbii- 
duct himself in ascertaining his rights as if the whole fishiik;^ 
lay in a single county, her sincere desire being to have the qoes^ 
tion brought to a solemn and deliberate decision, and that sbe 
was ready to have the matters in controversy settled by tfie ttiiil 
of an issue to be directed by the court ; and she relied oil ttre 
justice of the court, that in a case, new and complicated, her 
rights might not be concluded by a single verdict in a spechft^f 
action, where, as the declaration was framed, the judgtbent of 
the court could not ascertain the limits of right between tfaJb 
parties with a satisfactory precision ; and the more especialljr, as 
the plaintiff had put on record, by his last declaration, . a case 
differing materially from the one he attempted by his declara- 
tion in the year 1771* In this equity cause issue was jotii^; 
commissions issued, and a great variety of witnesses were ^- 
amined by both parties in different parts of the kingdom ; .tiA 
I had the satisfaction of fully proving in the clearest tnattAeti 
by numerous and respectable witnesses, every particular of iMi 
honest case that had been put on record by her ladyshqi^ 
answer. 

Amongst a great variety of other matter, I proved, and ft 
many instances corroborated, by, the cross-examination of tiie 
plaintiff.*8 own witnesses, that the plaintiff's fishery was alwajrs 
considered by the whole country as beibg an eel* and the de- 
fendant's a salmon-fishery, and that the p)aintift''s was by ntuch 
the more valuable and productive; that he had no less thiAi 
twentv-eight weirs for the taking of eels on different parts atliic 
river between the lake and the rock, in one of whicn only, ah4 
not the best, but with respect to which I was best able tm'ptih 
cure proof, the enormous quantity of eighty thousand eeb were 
caught in one single night, and which were worth 51. a thoti^ 
sand ; that besides covering the river completely ih three d|fRAr« 
ent places from side to side with these eel traps, the plaitflSff 
hims^ilf, during the very tendency of his first action of 171^14 
which complained of the illegality of the works on the rockjlbtil 
which afterwards tell to the ground, as befoi^e naentioned, erected 
t work entirely across the river at Movanagher, a few inttes 
above the Salmon Leap, constructed of the very snaie nsateriflili 
of these complained of, for the taking of salmon, as will ttpj^hit 
by reference to maps of these works now in the SotietyV fW* 
session. in London, and worth their turning to; thatfoorefiA 
could be taken by the tenants of the Society with detrthanbf 
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^e traps, but at greater expence ; that none were ever oh- 
atrueted except those taken ; od the contrary, that they had ^ 
faee passage up the river ; 

'. That fish passed with ease at Ballyshannon and other places 
(from whence I brought witnesses), where the ascent was twice 

t^at as at Coleraine, and that the true cause qf ptaintiflTs 
ung fewer fish than formerly, was the rapid increase of tl^ 
en-inanufacture in the breeding rivers, and the recent im- 
lurovement in the agriculture of the country (the former, to wit), 
the linen-manufacture having multiplied to such a degree, that 
there were forty mills for every one there had been forty yeav$ 
ago, every one of which produced an obstruction to the passage 
of the mother-fish up the breeding rivers, and the certain de- 
atfuction of tlie fry, which were dashed to pieces on the mill- 
wheels and other mechanism, on their endeavouring to get to the 
aea, and by the steeping of flax in the small rivers, which ren- 
dered these waters so noxious as to kill the fry directly; and the 
latter, agriculture having so opened the drauu in the mountain 
and swampy countries, that aner every, heavy rain tlie floods 
came down in such torrents^ and carried with thern so much gra- 
vel iind earth, as to smother the fry, or cover them so deeply 
that they never could extricate themselves. 

I also proved that there were not near the number of fish 
taken that used to be taken before the erection of the cuts and 
of the bleaching-rotlls, and that the plaintiff then took as many 
in proportion to the number that came into the river as he used 
to do before the cuts were erected, it having been very common 
rormerly to take forty hundredweight of salmon in one draught 
of one net, in that part of the river called theCranagh; but that 
then it would be a rarity to take one hundredweight at a draught ; 
^>cR^t^ ail th^ cuts are similar in their construction to that which 
was made in 1620 ; and that they were all left entirely open from 
theliithof August in every year, for the purpose of letting the 
breeding.fish pass freely up the river, &c,&c. &c.: in fine, there 
neiver was a cause that the counsel for the defendant looked upon 
with more certainty of success, if proofs could be applied to, and 
laaupport of the defence set up by the answer; and I am proud 
to say, there nev^r was a case more completely proved in every 
point that counsel thought in the slightest degree necessary, as 
indeed appeared by certificate under their hands, when they ad- 
Tjsed the appeal hereafter mentioned. 

When the examination of witnesses closed on both sides, pub«> 
lication of the depositions of the witnesses, as it is called, passed, 
and the cause was set down to be heard on pleadings and proofs; 
^nd it may well be supposed from the encouragement given ma 
hy the counsel, and the fullness and extent of our proo&, that I 
had formed pretty sanguine hopes of the result ; but to our mu- 
tual astonishment, when the cause came on to be heard, tho 
court at once decided that they would not go into any. case, or 
hear any evidence, however strong, that might teudr to contr^- 
did or inilitale against the verdict at commoo law, and at on<;f 
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Tefuted to gmt a new trial- ; altiimigh we offered, bj oonpid «t 
-the bar, to take an usue or ittoes to try ^AeHier a Mngla: ii| 
vaaevor ofa ttrac te d ^ savetiiQie taken, or air^ other unne tir h' 
tniwi tftecotBrr tJiaaghi Jr tniteftaaMAordigaatedhy^teaMekea^ 

and that too at the peril of full costs in case of a verdict ngfSi^ 
us, and not to seek any casta iftfaricidief sibmUt beMnl€«v 
^s; and on theS2d of November 1796, tlie coort decreed « That 
** an infnnctton tkoold issue, directed to tbe sfaeriffii o£ Etem^ 
** reqiiirkig them to prostrate, demolish, and remave four xyf i£ 
** cuts ; and that the defendant, lady Hamilton, dioiifei.llerw 
*« sifataed itmK^wihmUmg ikmmh or any- of them ; and tfaailAe 
^ dsfindaaa-sluMiid pay the plaint the cosfis expended by bim 
<*«! the prosecution <^ the caose; and thattiia p iaiutig aaghi 
'<< make op and enroll a decree accordingly against the defendant, 
**U)iih costs" 

Knowing as I did theiiaiiiquLUOiB that would fdlow to the 
Society if this (feoree should be carried into efiect, and as it had 
struck my own judgment so powerfully many vears affo, that the 
Society, as ike inheritors ana owners of the soil, should not efthtr 
In law or conscience be bound by decisioBa t» whidi they 'were 
iKH parties, aa to indnee me to leave the idea in writing sealed up 
amongst the papers in the cause, lest any accident £ould beM 
me before it was fit to bring it into action : the same thought 
never having occurred to any one else concerned for the Society; 
I rftsolved to prevent or retard tlie operation of the decree by 
every possible means ; and the inducements for doing so wete 
strengthened by the decree being merely personal against lady 
Hamilton, then in so bad health, that there was a reasonable 
prospect of the lease granted to sir Henry, and which depended 
on her life, soon (alline in ; and the moment it did so, the entire 
effect and operation of the decree would fall to the ground, and 
become perfectly inoperative, being personal against her lady- 
ship, as already mentioned; and the cuts, if not destroyed, would 
give us the advantage of their being ancient erections, the most 
modem having been erected, forty-five years ago : whereas, if 
pulled down in Lady Hamilton's liretime, the Society might find 
difficulty in rebuilding them, from the opposition to be expected 
fi-om lord Donegal's tenants ; and even if not opposed, they would 
still be but recent erections, instead of ancient ones ; and I ac* 
eordingly turned my ideas into a case for counsel, and laid it be- 
fore the niost eminent of the gentlemen then retained in the catise; 
and they were unanimously of opinion, that the decree of the 
Court of Exchequer was erroneous and ought to be reversed: 
that it was a fit subject of appeal, and that they were per- 
fectly witling and ready to sign a petition of appeal for the 
purpose, and had little doubt that the decree would be reversed 
ta tato .* but that in all events it would be. so far as related to 
granting a new issue, to tiy whether fish were obstructed in their 
passage in any way, save by taking, while in the Sodety^s own 
fishery. The result of which issue, may easily be gathered from 
what has already been said and proved on that subject; and with 
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fea(M^ to that part of the C9Me which related ta the Socicty'e 
never having been made a party to anv suit whatever, ekher in 
law or eqaity, from tlie beginning, and that it appeared w^Bit 
and milawfvu to do any act which would bo materially a£K:tdi8 
ipheritaDce^ behind the backs of the inheritors, and without calliQg 
unon them in a legal manner to defend themselvesi they were 
clearly) distinCtlVf and unanimously, of opinion, that a biU should 
be immediately filed in the Court of Chancery, in the name of the 
Society, stating, that their property was about to be injur^ by a 
decision hastily obtained in a cause to which they, as the inheri- 
tors, were not even parties, and praying an injunctioii to restrain 
lord Donegal from demolishing tne works, &(^. &c« ; and were 
pleased to add, that the proou in the exchequer cause had 
been so carefully collected^ and were so full and satisfactory^ 
that they presumed they could easily be made again in the So* 
ciety s cause, if lord Donegal*s iwent should object to consenting 
to have these already made read upon the hearing. 

Under the sanction of these o[^nions, I prepared a petition of 
appeal to the House of Lords of Ireland, in the name of lady 
Hamilton, praying a reversal of the decree of the Court of E^* 
chequer, or such other order as their lordships might think fit |o 
n^ake, which was afterwards perused and signed by the counsel 
in the cause, and lodged with the clerk of the parliament, when 
the cause abated by the death of the plaintiff, lord Donegal ; and 
as delay was with us a most desirable thing, on account of the de* 
dining state of health of lady Hamilton, the advantage to result 
from her death having been already stated, I of course rested and 
lay by until the cause was revived by his son, the present Marquis^ 

On the 25th day of November 1799, the present Marquis filed 
a bin of revivor, praying that all the proceedings had in the life 
time of his.father, should be revived and stand in the same plight 
and condition they were at the death of his father, and that. he 
might have the full benefit of the former decree, and that it 
might be carried into execution. As in this interval the decision 
was very much talked of and frequently quoted as an authority 
in other cases somewhat similar, and as often denied to be any 
authority, as not having been yet ultimately decided, I deemed 
it prudent again to consult not only the gentlemen formerly re* 
sorted to, but to take in others of those that had been employed 
in the cause, to be advised whether any defence could be made 
against reviving ; and they in consultation thought that a bill of 
revivor was almost matter of course after a decree pronounc^d^ 
and that no defence could consistently be made in that particular 
stage of the business ; but that after the further decree on the 
bOl of revivor, the directions formerly given should be followed ; 
and that botli causes, to wit, the appeal cause, and that directed 
to be commenced in Chancery, would most probably receive fa- 
vourable determinations, as they saw no reason for changing the 
opinions formerly given by them respecting them* 

Hie revived cause was afterwards set cbwn for hearing as of 
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eourse, and on the 17t!i day of My 1600 it' was hISard; vnffiK 
former decree ordered to be carried itoto eflbct. 

Immediately on the pronouncing of this decree, TftepB^ 
and lodged a new petition of appeal to the Lords in the flHrtattte 
of the present Marquis against lady Hamilton, and also'pnSj^Btr^ 
and filed a bill in the name of the Society » stating 8tifelr]iikr6^ 
the matter aforesaid as were thought material ; and hi kdffi^[Mj 
thatif the decreein the Court of Exchequer, in which they 1^4^^ 
the owners of the inheritance were not parties, should be carted 
into effect in the way it then stood, that others of their cttts'avd 
traps never even complained of roust be demolished, for thaf tHdse 
complained of and those not complained of, were erected on'thd 
same party walls, a thing I always prepared to bring fbrward 
when occasion required, and praying an injunction to restrain 
lord Donegal from abating tne works until some opportunfty 
should be given to the Society of defending their rights. It. turn- 
ed out a roost fortunate circumstance, that I filed this bittand 
raised the injunction upon ft, for want of an answer, as ob ac- 
count of some defect in the Union Act, or for want of some ex- 
planation respecting iti the abpeals sent from Ireland were not 
Bofficient, and new petitioTis addressed to the United Pariiameiit 
were ordered to be prepared ; and before that could be com- 
pleted, the cuts would most inevitably have been pulled down 
under the Exchequer decree ; but I aflerwards prepared a new pe- 
tition of appeal to the United Partiament, and it of counse ope- 
rated as a further injunction against the demolition ofthe wdmt. 
Pending this appeal (which as we were in possession add full 
enjoyment), and forthe other reo sons already assigned, respecting 
lady Hamilton's state of health, I did not press to an early bear- 
ing; lord Donegal put in what was called a demurrer to the bill, 
filed in the name of the Society in Chancery, the event of which, 
if he had succeeded in it, would have been a total ehd to the 
suit and all its objects, and after a hearing of many days (and the 
ease was argued by nearly twenty lawyers), I had the mortifica- 
tion to see the demurrer allowed by the Master of the Roils, oil 
the following grounds ; that if he should overrule the demurrer, 
retain the cause, and grant an injunction, it would operate as a con- 
tradiction or suspension ofthedecreeof the Court of Exchequer^ 
and that he thought it wrong to set up the orders of one cQurt 
against those of another court of equal jurisdiction. Disdotira^ng 
and unexpected as this determination was, I resolved to mHpW 
the matter up, front the thorough conviction I felt, that wl^fwas 
then allowed on all hands to be the real merits, had never Jt>een 
fairly discussed in any stage of the business ; and accor^ingty I 
preferred a petition to the Lord Chancellor, praying that the ca.iise 
might be retieard by himself, which was j^ranted ; and in less tf^an 
half an hour's hearing, I had the unspeakable satisfaction of ob- 
taining bis lordship's decision in our favour, with costs^ and' that, 
too, to the thorotigh conviction, as it should appear, of Lord *Dpue^ 
gal's own counsel. Tlie Chancellor having ofiered tO ipdiulge 
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them' inas inach tiisie to prepare fm* arefdy as they pleased to 
ask, fyt iJP they thought th^ could ofier any new argument, op 
Goidd find any authorities of cas^s where demurrers were ever al- 
lowed under such circumstances; which they dedined availing 
themsdves of» and admitted that they had already on the cause 
being aet down for re-hearing made every research in their power 
Wililout effisct. It was on the 12th day of November, 1801, that 
this demurrer was overruled by his lordship ; and the injunction 
I had before obtained until Lord Donegal should answer the al- 
legations in the bill was continued ; and from thence until tH^ 
preseoit time> he never has attempted to give in any answer, nor is 
there any great probability of his speedily doing so, as when he 
does he must admit the matter aforesaid, and the necessity he 
was under of making such admissions if he had answered, was 
his indacement to put in the demurrer, 4md thereby preclude 
ail further enquiry mto the merits : neither has he paid one shil- 
ling of the costs awarded by the Lord Chancellor against him. . 

Shortly after this demurrer was overruled^ the other occur* 
rence which I had looked to as material took place, in the death 
of Lady Hamilton, on whose demise the lease granted by the Soh 
ciety to Sir Henry Hamilton determined, and thereby the de- 
cree of the court of exchequer became totally inoperative, as 
much as if it never had existed : and as the costs awarded by the 
decree were like the decree itsdf, completely personal as against 
Lady Hamilton, I had the additional satisfaction of saving all 
these CQsts by the appeal which suspended the operation of the 
decree until her death: and when that event took place, the 
whole fell to (he ground, so that at this day I have the comfort, 
and I hope I may add the credit, of having so wound up the mat- 
ter, that things stand now as between the Society and Lord 
Donegal exactly as if there never had been any litigation what- 
ever; with this additional advantage to the Society, that if any 
neiv attempt should ever be made by the Donegal family here- 
after, the antiquity of the cuts can with every propriety be urged, 
the latest of them having now stood above forty-five years. 

And as the law has been so settled as not to bear new argu- 
tnent, as to the right of taking all the fish that come into the So- 
ciety's fishery, if thereby no obstruction be given to the passage 
of tnose not taken, and as the fact is so universally known, and 
of course so perfectly capable of proof, that no fish are obstructed 
l>y the works except those that are taken, T may fairly say, that 
nothing but the extreme of stupidity, or the grossest neglect in 
those that may have the honor of conducting the affairs of the 
Society hereafter, can subject them to a defeat in any action that 
may hereafter be brought against them, if any such should ever 
be brought : which under all the circumstances 1 deem highly 
improbable. 

I regret that this Report has run to such a lenc^th, but T 
thought it better to trespass a little on the patience of the Society 
than to omit any thing at all material, my object being to give 
such a view of the subject, as should serve not only to convey

TO THE HONORABLE SOCIETY OF THE GOVERNOR 
AND ASSISTANTS OF LONDON OF THE NEW PLANTA- 
TION IN ULSTER, WITHIN THE REALM OF IRELAND: 

Gentlemen, 

You have been pleased to sienify a wish to receive the com- 
nmnication of any observations I may have made during my late 
joarney into that part of the north of Ireland, in which the So- 
ciety's lands, or those belonging to the twelve London companiesi 
are situated. I consider mysdf highl;^ honored by such an in- 
timation, and feel mortified that I visited the country without 
haTing provided myself with such documents relating to the So- 
ciety as might have assisted me in the few cursory enquiries I 
was able to make. Thb happened from the circumstance of my 
▼isiting the country merely to gratify the curiosity of myself and 
two sons, to whom I had promised a sight of that great and ex- 
traordinary feature of nature, the Giants' Causeway ; and feeling 
a kind of relation with the country in consequence of the situa- 
don I have the honor to hold under your auspices, I omitted the 
precaution of procuring any letters of introduction. Thus cir- 
cumstanced, the few enquiries 1 made were mostly confined to 
the following points ; viz. 

1. The general state and appearance of the country through 
whi^h I travelled ; particularly in regard to any plantations, either 
upon the Society's landi^i or those belonging to the twelve chief 
^mpanies.

more valuable, their tenants more civilized, and the next geiie- 
ration would probieybly see itoces and indosures take place in 'a 
tract whkh now appears Hfee a barren waste, hardly accMEsFlili 
even in the summer months, as 1 found a guide necessary to avoid 
the bogs when I visited it in September. 

These suggestions may appear rather speculative, and so are 
most improv^nents in their outset, as every man must acknow-

far beyond what can nQiai|ly.be.iierived from the product of the 
soil, aifid jifbich can only bt p«kl out of the profits of his loom* 

Having thus noticed the state of the upper liberties, or lands 
idibve the city held on determinable leases, I shall proceed to 
give an account of those below the city, which have all been 
granted in peipetuity. You approach &em by means of a spa^ 
cious causeway or carriage*road, extendiag about a mile on the 
left bank of the river Fope, which has been made at a considera- 
te expense by the corporation of the city* 

The first object thatstrikes the eje is a handsome house, built 
by sir Andrew Fergnsson, hart, on a plot of ground surrounded 
hy a plantation ; im next is Boom Hall, built by the late Mr. 
Alexander, afterwards Lord Caledoc, and sd denominated firom 
its contiguity to the spot where King James, whenhe besiegt^d 
Londonderry, caused a boom to be thrown across the river to 
prevent its relief by King William's fleet; A iittte further 
18 Brook If all, the .residence of ar Greorge.Hill, hart, member £sf 
tfae<:ity,, who lias recently 4>uilt a house, and conn^rted the adjoin, 
ing grounds from an unpro^table ,bog into pt^ure ; he is said 
to have expended upwards of j£i2«O0Q« Beyond i^sisMr* 
Hart^'a residence, who has likewise expended a. considerable sum 
of mon^yin buildings and.improvem^nts. These grounds all lie be- 
tween Londonderry andxhe Fort of.Culmore, which is at pTiOsent 
in a state o^ ruin, and may be considered as a mef e sinecure to 
General Hale, the pe^on enjoying the appointment pf govsirnor. 
The cause which has lod to these iinprovepaents is too obvious 
to require being. pointed. ottt,i tbey. have grown out of the cers 
taipty of the tenure as the possessors grew in prosperity ; and in 
this, as in every. other instance of the kind, a landlord must do 
something to excite the interest of his tenant, before he will em<* 
bask any considerable part of bis pro(»ei^y in buildings and plan* 
tations* The lower order of the Society's tenantry are in gmie^ 
ml jLinabJe to cultivate their lands according to what is con- 
flid^ed to be good hushandry» much less do they possess the 
me^ns of es^pending any sum of consequence in pbnting ^nd 
building. 

The lands of Grandsagh* on the opposite side of the river» 
famish an unequivocal proof of the truth ofthis assertion. They 
were publicly adv^tisw in the yc^r 1794, and in consequence 
let to the occupying tenants, with a view to try an expedi^ppt 
how far they were capable of improving ,$(nd planting tli^m ; an4 
if they had fulfilled tne promises diey ipadato the Society, this 
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fnniy consistiag of 178 plantiilion (or abouc 8S4i Eopflish) acm*, 
and advantageously ntualed on the right bank of the river, in 
sight oC Londonderry, at the distance of about two miles f from 
it, and opposite to the lands of sir Andrevr Fergussoo, Boom 
Hall) and Brook Hall, would at this time have offered a pleasii^ 
object, and the Society would have felt gratified in receiving in- 
formation of a contrary nature to thi^ which I am about to com- 
municate ; and having myself C0|f|to)bMted, as &r as waa consis- 
tent with my situation, toencoun^4he attempt made in lavour 
of the under-tenants, I should have felt a considerable ^gree of 
pleasure in seeing my individual expectations realized* 

On visiting these lands in Au^t last, I found them divided into 
13 small farms, the largest consisting of 44 acres, and the smallest 
of 7^ acres* I saw mo^t of the tenants, and took down in writing, 
from their own mouths, an account of their families, stock of 
cattle, and mode of husbandry. The number of persons amounts 
to 97 ; the cattle consisted of 38 cows, 22 horses, and 82 ^eep. 
They all expressed themselves desirous of having, and willing to 
pay for separate leases; and on my' calling upon them to point out 
the plantations, fences, &c. which they had promised to make, 
some of them took me into little enclosures behind their huts, 
containing a few stunted sycamores and willows. As to fences, 
or as they call them, meerinp, there are none of any conse- 
quence ; whence many bickenngs and disputes arise, and so te- 
nacious are they of rights which appear hardljr worth preserving, 
that the horses, cows, sheep, and even their fowls, are seen 
tethered to prevent their trespassing. 

Their mode of cultivation is as follows: viz. 
1st year (a^ter well manuring) . . Potatoes, 

9d ditto Barley, 

3d ditto Oats» 

4th ditto Flax, 

5th ditto Oats. 

after thus exhausting, all the strength of the soil, by an incessant 
cultivation of five years together, it is suffered to lie lee. (as it is 
called) without ploughing or manure for three or four years, in 
order to recover itself. The tenants appear most of them to be 
in a state of poverty, some nearly naked, and their ^stress is 
greatly increased by a total want of turf, the great consolation of 
Irishmen. 

These lands lie detached from every other part of the Society's 
property, are tithe free, and capable of great impravement^ if 
they could be put into the hands of some resident gentleman ef 
property and enteirprise, who would undertake to improve them, 
and extend a fostering hand to the tenants. On menticmiag this 
to sir George Hill, and recommending it to his coasideFatioB, as 
tending to convert a dreary prospect oppomte his residence to 

* Irish acre to English, as 5 to 8, arising from the rod consisting of 21 
feet, which in England is only 16^ feet« 
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aftmi'wellcttkivftled and pSantiedy he authorized me to ioform 
the Society, that if it met their approbation, he felt disposed to 
make an offer to the following effect ; viz. To take a lease at the 
rent now paid by the tenants, for the term of 41 years and three 
lives, as proposed by the advertisement published in the public 
papers ; with a covenant to extend the same to 61 years, in con- 
sideration of his planting two hundred thousand Umber-trees at 
. least, which would become a royalty to the Society, unless under 
the l&ws now in force in Ireland he were to register the same, 
which he would waive, under a full Veliance of the Society's libe- 
rality towards him hereafter. — To divide the lands in a fair and 
equitable manner among the occupying tenants, and grant them 
leases for 21 years and one life, at their present rent. — To build a 
wharf by the river side, for the purpose of landing turf from the 
distant bogs, and which he will engage to supply the tenants 
with free of expence, reserving to himself a few acres only, for 
the purpose of a paddock to the wharf. Such a plan would, in 
my humble opinion, tend to improve the condition of the tenants, 
and ofifer an example in regard to planting, which would bid fair 
to excite the emulation of others, as well as tend to the immedi- 
ate and certain improvement of tliis very conspicuous part of the 
Society's property. 

' The Skinners' proportion is situated near Londonderry, and 
has lately been let to Mr. Ogilvie, a linen-^ctor in Dublin, who 
is said to have paid the company a fine of ^25,000 for his lease. 
The former tenant was Mr. 'Carey, of Dungiven, who perhaps 
may not have come forward as he oueht with the company; but 
this change of tenant for a person who lives in Dublin, has no 
residence in the county of Londonderry, and of course bears no 
lot there either as a magistrate or juryman, is seen with an evil 
eye by the resident inhabitants, and appeared to me to have rather 
done away the sort of confidence which had theretofore existed 
between landlord and tenant. There are several bleaching- 
grounds upon and near this property ; the principal one is that 
of Messrs. Atcheson and Lyle, who having used many fruitless 
endeavours to renew their lease with Mr. Ogilvie, have purchased 
freehold lands on the opposite side of the river, where the for- 
mer has built a handsome residence, and made every preparation 
for removing his bleaching-grounds to the spot. Mr. Ogilvie 
will naturally look to set all the lands at the highest possible price» 
and the tenant,.being of necessity compelled not to lose a square 
yard of that for which he pays so dear, can neither afford to plant 
or cultivate a tree of any kind ; so that if any thing of a planta- 
tion is seen,' it turns oiut on inquiry to bek>ng to spine freeholder, 
or person having a lease in perpetuity; and these little planta« 
tions are raised and maintained at no inconsiderable e»pence, on 
account of the great temptations they oflfer to the poor tenantry, 
whose lands do not produce wherewithal t6 make a handle for a 
pitchfork, or any common instrument of husbandry. It is hardly 
necessary to add, that 1 discovered no timber-trees of any com-^ 
sequence on the Skinners' proportion.

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My next object was to TbitColeraine^ in icing which I passed 
flgaid through the Fishmongen' proportion at Walworth^ bsA 
visited thecnarch built there by the right hon. John Beresferd, 
whose ancestors have been the occcip3ring tenants under ^he 
company, for upwards of one hundred and fifty years past« 'thU, 
is by far the handsomest building of the kind in the nordi of Ire- 
lana. The windows are ornamented with the arms of the Socieh^; 
and those of the Fishmongers' Company and Mr. Beresford's fa- 
mily, on stained glass, painted by Mr. Egginton, of Birroiaghant. 
The house, which was built by the present Mr. Beresford, is on 
a large scale, situated near the margin of Lough Foyle. i hi^e 
already noticed the phintation on each side of the road, which » 
still more useful than ornamental, as it supplies the tenatits with 
timber for agricultural purposes whenever it is wanted. 

From Newtown Ltmmavaddy you htive an extensive view of 
the bold range of mountains beginning at the Magelligan, and 
extending in view about fifteen miles. This is the estate of the 
Marquis of Waterford, which he hdldsin perpetuity of the Haber- 
dashers' Company. It is lett upon leases for twenty one y^r9 
and one life, and it is supposed to bring in about ^^,000 a year. 
There are two roads from Newtown ltmmavaddy to Col^nune; 
one by the low lands bordering on Lough Foyle, the oilier Over 
the Cady Mountain, which is the 'shortest ; but having liiad^ a 
visit to Mr. Dominrck M<Caus]and,atDaisyHiIl, near Newto^y 
and rode with him over a great part of the Fishmongers' proppr- 
tion, I shall not quit this property till I have stated t^ by fkr the 
greatest part of^it is mountainous and boggy, to a degree that 
would almost frighten a member of the company who h^d heeix 
used to sec the fertile fields in the county of Surrey, in whtdi 
the English Walworth is situated. I met with one tenant under. 
Mr. Beresford, who held one thousand five hundred acres of land 
for ^30 a year i at which rent a preceding tenant had relinquished 
d^e same land. 

The plain adjoining the river Roe belongs to Mi*- Connelly, 
who ofiers it for sale at twenty-one years' purchase, on fenta' 
which were granted in perpetuity by his ancestors, at the rate of 
two shillings and sixpence an acre. This property, as well as 
that of Newtown Limmavad^, formed the proportion of for- 
feited lands obtained by sir Thomas PhiHips, the agent of Oo- 
vismment in making the* division; and it will be readily anticipants 
that the agent did not forget the old proverb, as to where cfffliHtr 
begins, in the option he made. Tlie &ct is, that he ch^^m^ 
most fertile land of the neighbourhood. This road alopgjSie! 
b'orders of the Lough belongs ohiefiy to the bishpp of ,Detty» 
who has procured leases for twenty-one years to be gf^ted 
to trustees for his own benefit; and as these leases are'eoici!- 
stantly kept full by yearly renewals, his lordship is said to hme 
realized an income of j^5,000 a year, independent of the. profits 
of the see; which are computed at 4^10,006 a year. I .wn^hjs 
lordship's conduct authorized me to say that eqtial attention had 
been paid to his spiritual duties : but here again the hardship oC 
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absence etdtea still greater cause, of diissafeisfactioD, the whde of 
this enori(Dous income having been expended in Italy and J^ranoe 
fbt ih&^ last twenty 3rear8, during the whole ot which time his 
lordship, has resided in those countries, chiefly in Italy, where 
be Jiow li«^ absent from the duties of his pastorf^ office. I must, 
kowevet^ except a sum, imouatitig^perhaps to seventy or eighty 
t)u|ttttnd pounds, employed, by his lordship in erecting and omav 
mating^. two mansion-lumsesy one «t Down Bill, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Colerainej and the other at Ballyskullen, not far 
fton the Saltcrs' proportion at Maraghfelt, which, from having 
bieen both of them left in an unfinished state, may be considered 
as. two monuments of modem ruins. I passed the former in my 
way to Coleraine. ^ It is built on a rock, within a few paces of 
the sell; and the mind is struck with awe in reflecting that the 
broad expanse of water, which in tempestuous weather dashes its 
spray into the chambers of the house, is continued for the space 
<n more than three thousand milesi and that no land interferes 
between the ^ot on which you stand and the coast of Labra^ 
dore in North America. The mouth of the Bann is plainly dis** 
oefiied£rom thiseroinence, and the building is equally visible from 
. the seandiore near Coleraine, where it appears an object of Ro« 
nan magnificence. His lordship is said to have planted more 
than a nulHon of trees and shrubs in the adjoining grounds* 
hardly any of which have thriven* • 

Iheroad from Down Hill to Coleraine, goes through the 
best part of the Clothworkers' proportion, which was held by th< 
Eigbt hon, Richard Jackson, who was the Society's eenerai 
agept» It is commonly reported in the country, that naving 
been obh'ged^to raise the rents of his tenants very considerably 
in qoBsequence of the large fine he paid, it produced an almost 
total emigraticm among tl^ to America, and that they formed 
aprincipSi part of that undisciplined body which brousht about 
the sotreBder of the British army at Saratoga; I thinK it right 
to add, that Mr. Jackson was considered as a roan of the greatest 
honour and integrity, and that his memory is highly respected 
by all who knew him. 

.. Cderaine is situated on both sides of the Bann, over which it 
a hiindspme bridge, and this place would, in my opinion, be pre- 
fcrred by strangers to Londonderry. The town-hall stands in 
a kind of square^ near the centre of the hi^h street, which ia 
bcoad apd spacious. The parsonage-house is situated opposite 
tike churchyard, and is a sishtly building, as well as the cnurch 
itself; but you pass through the town without noticing the So* 
eiety's fire&>school, for want of a more conspicuous tablet or in^*. 
scription over the door. The rock or salmon-leap» where the 
traps ace er^ted, is about a mile above the town. The era* 
aagh or fish<4iouse, where the fish are taken with nets, is about 
two miles below the town; I tisited t^e former, and sir George' 
Hill had the complusance^ although the seaison for taking fish 
was over, ta. Jsaniliis''bo&ts>and cast the nets, in order to show 
me the nuumer of fishing the rivet at the cranagh. The net eX'* 
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tends nearly across the river, and it requireB two boats and Qp- 
wards of thirty persons to manage the draft. We caught a fe«r 
Sfljnion, some mullets, and a great many trout ; I was tempted hgr 
the men to kill one of the salmon by giving it a blow om4ke 
head, for which a fine was imposed upon me, in execu^n o£,tbe 
law against kiUing fish out of season. Sir Georse Hill has 
been obliged to purchase additional land near the cfauf^ 
which was found too small to accommodate thefishenueniad 
dealers who frequent the fishery. There is no house of resi- 
dence for the fishermen at the cuts ; which is a matter of serious 
regret, as the property deposited there in the fishing seasoo k 
much exposed to depredation for want of it. The cut next ad- 
joining the shore has a constant supply of water, and is, as I was 
informed, of little use for taking fish, so that a mill might be 
erected upon a large scale, either for grinding com or cutting 
timber, or even applicable to both purposes, if the Society 
should be induced at any time hereafter, either to build a mill, 
or ffrant a term in the fishery that might encourage the tenants 
to lay out a large sum of money in the erection. The leap and 
cranagh form the chief part of the fishenr lett to sir tGhMii^ 
Hill and Mr. Beresford. This embraces aU the right they have 
on the river Bann ; the eel-fishery above the rock or salmon leap, 
belonging to lord Donegal. That part of the fishery which is 
cafried on in the river Foyle, is lett to an under-tenant at Leu- 
donderry for ^500 a year, but the salmon caught are in&rior, 
both in size and quality, to those of the Bann. I was infonaedat 
Londonderry, that the under-tenants had applied to sir Geeige 
Hill and Mr. Beresford to accept a surrender cf their lease, in 
consequence of their having had several bad seasons. 

It is, perhaps, a singular circumstance in the natural history of 
the salmon and eel, that the former are caught in perfiectnm as 
they proceed from the sea up the river to cast their spawn, 
and that having performed this office they go back to the sea, 
and the young fish bred io the river are known to return to the 
same waters again, and leave a family where they theuuelves 
have experienced safety and protection. The eel, onthe contrary, 
proceeds from the sea in a state smaller than the smallest Kflood- 
worm, so weak, that the fishermen at the rock make a pcactioe 
of placing straws along the sides of the river to enable dicm to 
encounter the stream; and having once got above it, they pro- 
ceed to the deep waters of Lough Neagh, where they grow to 
an enormous size and then go back to the sea, from whence thtiy 
never return again to fresh water. The salmon Gshery niust ve- 
quire considerable labour and expense both to practise and pro- 
tect it ; as, ipdependent of clerks, fishermen, boats and boatmen, 
in the fishing season there must be a number of persons iem- 
ployed as guards and watchmen, in the neighbouriuKKl of all the . 
uttfe rivers communicating with the Bann, and into which the 
mother-fish resort in the breeding season ; so that the increased 
cultivation of fi8X,and the establishment of additionid bleaching- 
grounds, which t^nd to enhance the value of the Society's pro- 
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perty in one respect, contribute on the other hand to injure the 
^vher^r, br poisoning the waters and producing additional stop- 
pages in ttieir course ; to say nothing of the workmen themselves^ 
whoy if not properly managed by douceurs and indulgencies, be-. 
come poachers, capable ofdoing much mischief. I cannot leave 
^Coleraine without saying a wonl or two of the entrance of the 
fivor Bann, which, owing to a bar, is very dangerous for vessels 
of any size; in fact, it is hardly accessible above four months in 
llw j^r, and the inhabitants have it in contemplation to make 
a navigable canal from the town to the sea, a distance not ex- 
xeediBg live miles* I think such a measure, if adopted, would 
deserve encouragement from the Society ; and having this opi- 
nion, I promised to become a subscribef to it. 
' On. the left bank of the Bann, and near the rock or Salmon 
Leap, is Somerset, the Merchant Taylors' proportion, which is 
iield in perpetuity. On this property there is a good house, and 
a eonsiderable plantation ; the present proprietor, Mr. Richard- 
son, who holds some lands on the opposite side of the river, called 
the Sandbank, belonging to the Society, has made a plantation 
^here, which is beginning to thrive. Mr. Richardson informed 
floe he had it in contemplation to apply to the Society for a new 
lease of this ground, which being situated on the right bank of 
■the riyer, is more exposed to the spray of the sea-shore than 
liie opposite side, and of course less odculated for planting; I 
think Mr. Richardson has some claim on the Society for having 
overcome these difficulties, in improving a spot which was before 
unsightly and unprofitable soil. 

I shall say nothing of my excursion to the Giants' Causeway, 
as the subject is not immeoiately connected with the Society's 
oroperty and has been often described, but shall return again to 
■Newtown Liraroavaddy, by the upper road, over the remaining 
part of the Clothworkers' proportion, the whole of which consists 
either of bogs orlands but litt4e cultivated. Much having bi^eh said 
in the Society of timber on the Salters' proportion, my curiosity 
}ed me to visit that district ; in doing this, I.passed through a part 
of the Ironmongers* proportion, which is desirably situated near 
the Bann, and through Garvah, the estate of Mr. Canning. In 
this oxcurmon I visited Bally- SkuUen, the other seat of the 
bishop of Derry, which commands an extensive view of Lough 
-Meagh, and the surrounding country; but the house, though in* 
habited and partly furnished, and ornamented in a style of east- 
era magnificence, is left unfinished, and the new-built offices are 
^edling to decay. 
. . I passed through Maghera to Maraghfelt, which latter is the 
chief place of the Clothworkers* proportion, but saw nothing in 
the nature of timber-trees, nor indeed any plantations, except a 
few ornamental trees adjoining the residence of Mr. Paterson the 
i^ent for lord Londonderry, and Mr. Bateson, the company's 
tenants ; there are however more trees to be seen on this propor- 
portion than any of the others, Mr. Beresford s woods at Wal-^ 
worth excepted. 
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I had a distant view of the Drapers' proportion at Moimnor^ 
adjoiDing that of the Salters', but have do reason to believe h 
better wooded than the other proportions; the same may besaM 
of that part of the Grocers* proportion at M«tf» which I touched 
upon in my way from Londonderry to Walworth^ and in my ex- 
cursion to Dungiven, already mentioned ;-«I have .since learnt 
from Mr. Beresfordy that there is a small plantation, belonging to 
Mr. Connelly, at a place called ^< the Glen of the Ness/' 

The Goldsmiths' proportion is mtuated near Londondenrjrj and 
isletty in perpetuity, to Mr. Ponsonby; there are small native 
Jreeholds* and bleaching^rounds near and upon it^ with (Mnar 
mental plantations belonging to them. 

The Vintners' proportion at BaUag^y* is likewise lett in per- 
petuity to Mr. Connelly, but not having visited it, I am not com- 
petent to speak of its present state. 

My origmal intention was to have returned to England again 
by the way of Port Patrick, but the temptation of exploring a 
Jittle of the western part of the island and visiting its capkidt 
which I had seen about twenty-four years ago, prevailed, and 1 
took my route accordingly by Strabane, Newtown-^Stewart, 
Omagh, M'Guire's Bridge, the borders of Lough £me> l^ew- 
town-Butler, Cavan, Kels, Navan, and Dunshaughlin to Dublin. 

1 shall not trespass on the Society's patience, by oonmiud* 
cating any observations made in this tour» except remurking* 
that the face of the country is very bare of any thing, like timh^ 
trees, if you except Lord Mountjoy's woods at Omagh, t&e 
plantation near the banks of Lough Erne, ^nd those of Lord 
Bective, near Kels ; but I cannot close my observations without 
^expressing the pleasure I felt in seeing the astonishing improve- 
ments made in the city of Dublin, which bids fair to become the 
handsomest city, ofthe second rate, inEuropOb On enquiring^ 
I learnt that one general act had been obtained for the improve- 
ment of the city, by making wide and convenient passages 
through the same, and for regulating the coal trade tfaere^; 
under which, and three others passed in explanation of it, these 
great and useful works have been effected :--I have procured 
printed copies of these acts, and shall at all times be ready to 
communicate them to any member of the corporation, who Will 
take upon himself to promote a general improvement in the first 
commercial city in the world ; which is thought by many compi^ 
tent judges with whom J have conversed, a measure as pri^OT- 
cable as it is desirable, both for the honor and interest of 0|b 
corporation by which it is governed, and the nation at larg&

A/IR. SLADE'S report has been so full, and his description of 
those parts of the country he has passed through, so accurate 
and correct, that it would be vanity io me to attempt to add any 
thing to it, except where a local knowledge of the country en^ 
abled me to subjoin any reflections that might either strengthen 
bis observations or guide the Society in such resolutions as they 
might be pleased to adopt, prior to their letting " the Quarter* 
lands," or such other lands as are likelv to &1I out of leasee My 
observations will therefore be confinecT to the fourth head, under 
which he has classed his. report; viz. — ''The situation of the 
*^ lands called the Quarterlands, which are now lett at^90 0s.6d. 
*< and which are, (as he states,) capable of considerable improve- 
<»nient." 

I lay it down as an incontestable point, that it is the great ob* 
ject of the Irish Society, both for the benefit of the colony 
established by them (the prosperity of which will at all times 
redound to toeir honor, and the decay of which will be equally 
disgraceful to them) and for the purpose of increasing their own 
rents in the most fair and equitable manner, to procure by every 
means In their power, not only resident tenants, but resident te« 
nants c^ wealth and re^ctability : for if the tenants are not 
resident, it is impossible the value of the land should increase in 
tlie proportion it ought to do ; and if the land is lett to tenants 
. wfaoave not able to expend the monev necessary to reclaim, drain, 
and improve it, the expiration of we lease will find the ground 
in the same situation it was at its commencement : this hius been 
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Strongly exemplified in the lands of *^ GrancUagh^ as appears by 
your SecrtUir's report :— for notwithstanding the Society did 
^▼e them half-a.year's rent, to enable them to commence their 
improvements, yet after nine years that thcnr have been ia poth 
session of it, no improvement has been miiae, but the land re- 
mains in its original unimproved and barren state. 

Taking it then for granted, that our object (I say oar ofajed, 
as I fed myself highly interested, both as an Irisnman and as 
your kigent, in the prosperity of the colony,)— conceiving ^hei^ 
1 will say, that our object is to procure a wealthy and- resideiil 
tenantry, wh«iever it can be done without injury to the irubu» 
irioust I should follow Mr. Skide's plan as one oif the best that 
could be adopted for that purpose ; — ^I mean that of giving the 
tenant a perpetuity in a part of the ground he holds, whereon 
he woula cheerfully lay out his money, and a lease for one 
life and a certain number of years of a larger proportion, llie 
consequence would be, that every shilling that was laid oat on 
the part he got the perpetuity in, would tend to increase the 
value of the surroundmg ground, and when the letise of the ter- 
ntinable part expired, it would become much more valuable ; in- 
asmuch as all lands adjoining to towns or inhabited places rke 
in proportion to the money expended in their neighbourhood. 
This scheme has been fully proved by Lord Northland, who has 
a considerable property in tne county of Tyrone, and has tried 
the experiment, which has answered so well with him that many 
gentlemen are following the example. I would not, however, 
trust entirely to the liberality of my tenant in such cases; but on 
making the lease, i would bind him to lay out a sum of money 
in building) and to plant a certain number of trees: the sum to 
be laid out by the party, and the number of trees to be planted, 
must depend in a great degree on the nature of the farm granted, 
and how far it is fit for plantation or tillage, and it will not be 
possible for the Society or me to form any estimate of the propor- 
tion, till the survey of << theQoarterlands** jBrhich la now making 
by your order is completely finished, and 1' hope to be Me to 
ky some of the detached maps or fiirms before you prior to mv 
leaving town* I must however observe in general, that the lands 
called ** the Quarterlands," differ very much in value ; some of 
them being nearly barren, whilst others of them are very eood. 
Great care therefore should be taken when we are subdividing 
the farms into the parts that the Society should lett in perpetesiy, 
and those they should lett in terminable leases ; that it should be 
so done, as to induce the tenant to improve the barren paits as 
well as the arable ones; otherwise, he might be inclined to con* 
fine his expenditure to die better part of the land, leaving the 
other part m its former situation. On this subject I shall be able' 
to explain more fully when the map is finished ; as likewise, on 
the management of the bogs, the system of managing which is 
very bad at present, as none of the tenants pay that attention to 
it that they would if it was their interest, from their having a 
property of any kind in those bogs. 
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^ ' At ^e time of establuhing the colony, it is probable, the bogs 
urere kept Iw iJie use of the inhabitants of the town of London*' 
derry, imd for the purpose of supplying them with fuel, for which 
reasoa the Society very judiciously reserved them in their own 
bands ; but now, what with incroachments on the bogs which 
Invebeen made by the tenants, (some of them so long since 
Ihat it is impossible to trace their date, nor owing to the want 
afainsp of *^the Quarterlands," can we trace their extent,) 
snd ^ehat with the bog being cut and wasted by the under- 
tenants, there is no tu^r for the supply of Londonderry, which 
is dl supplied by boats that come from a di9tance, and the te- 
nants on '<Uie Quarteriands" only considering the supply of the 
teoment, cut the bog in the most wasteful manner, without any 
regard to those that come after them. I would therefore advise 
the Society, in the new leases they make, by all means to set 
a proportion of the hog to the tenant with each farm. He will 
then find some interest, not only in cutting with care and ad- 
vantage, but in improving the surface, and rendering productive 
that which is now a complete caput mortuum^ equally barren and 
unsjehtly. 

Tfie interest the tenants have now in their leases, is, for the 
most part, very small, as their tenures are only for a few years, 
ind generally one or two existing lives ; and as they do not think 
it prudeit on such short terms, to lay out money either in 
bmkling or improvmg on a liberal scale, the more wealthy part 
•f Utem would vei^ willingly surrender their present leases and 
commence immediately on an increased rent,-— and I am very 
certain, they would give as much for a lease at this moment, as 
at the expiration of the terra which they hold ; for such a lease 
would give them an immediate and-fuU enjoyment of their ftjtrms, 
aad'CDabie them to lay out their money on the same with advan- 
tage,— few of them for want of such expenditure getting the 
vfiuue out of their ground ; and it would evidently be the interest 
of the Society, for the following reasons : In the first place, it 
would expedite the improvement of that part of their property, 
which is now, from its barrenness and unimproved state, a disgrace 
to the city of Londonderry and a discreait to the Society :-«In 
tbe next place, it is much to be feared lest the people of Loa- 
dooderry, who are increasing daily in wealth, and seek the re* 
laxation of a country retirement from the fatigues of business, 
should be induced to establish themselves and build their vDlas 
on the oUier side of the water, (which since the building of the 
bridge, has an easy communication with Londonderry, ) and which 
bdng all of it freehold property, belonging to individuals, they 
could easily obtain long tenures of; and such establishment, if 
imce formed, would be an almost perpetual bar to the improve- 
ment of that part of the Society's property. I caimot help here 
adverting to two or three gentlemen, whose reliance on the So- 
ciety's generosity has induced them to lay out large sums of 
money on their holdings ; I mean Mr. Alexander Lecky, Mr. 
Harvey, and Mr. Scott. The two former gentlemen have built 
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Tery handsome dv^Hinff-hQijums on their fviii9> and grefi^y im- 
proyed the places; ana Mr* ^oott Jiaa pl^ed> drained and in* 
proved at a considerable expense a faroiy which from, a waste 
nill he has made a beautifMl spot of» and on which he intends im^ 
mediately, if he gets a renewal, to build a handsome house. Tliese 
gentlemen undoubtedly bav^ a strong claim on tba ^jqqiety, 
having with very short tenures expended their money, in a fid) 
reliance that the object of the Society was, to encourage the 
colony, and those who expended their moi^^ in the improve- 
ment of it* * '.m: 

The erecting of a public fountain, such as your Secretary re«. 
commends, would be an excellent idea; and though the subjecst 
he proposes to perpetuate be one not generaUy relished by Irish- 
men, yet would be very appropriate to a coIobv establidied b« 
the city of London, and would do them very higp honor ; if sucb 
a thing should be resolved on, it might pot be fimm to put some, 
of the expense on the tenants who procure such renewals* . .. « 
. i hope these few general observations will be satisfactory to 
the Society, mid when the map is finished, I shall be eni|bled to 
make such ftirther remarks on the particular farms, as wiil'mom 
fdly guide them in their future proceedings concerning these 
grounds* I must however say, tnat the Socie^ neould uadeiw 
stand the nature of their estates better by sending to Irdand^% 
deputation from their own ^ody %o visit them, t^ bjr ':^qf^ 
nations from any person whatever 3 a^d if tbiqr should 99(m Mk 
such a laudable resolution, I shall feel it a duty I owe tbp $a(^e^> 
to attend them, and point outany thing.to them worthy of ^e|^ 
en their estates. «!

TO THE HONORABLE SOCIETY OF THE GOVERNOR AND 
ASSISTANTS OF LONDON, OF THE NEW .PLANTATION 
. IK ULSTER, WITHIN THE REALM OF IRELAND: 

»: ' GsHTLBlCKHy 

Having, by your direction, ifiatle tfs acciirate an Inquiry into 
die state of the timber growing' o^ the several proportions iii 
t%e county of Londonderry as I could do without putting the 
l^deiety to expense, I beg leate to annex' the foUowii^ state* 
ment, which is as accurate as I could raakeit under the circttm- 
stances: — 

On the Sldnnen^ proportion, to which Mr. Ogilby is tenant, 
there is no wood whatever, except a few scattered trees; altoge* 
ther, as well as I can estimate, not worth sSSOO. 

On the Fishmongers' proportion there is a wood of some mag^ 
nitude ; it is divided into two parts by the road leading from 
Newtown-Limmavaddy to Londonderry. The part which is above 
the road is a growth of about thirty years, during which time it 
has been fenced and preserved by the tenant, Mr. Beresford ; 
the lower part between the road and Lough Foyle, is an old 
wood of oak, fir, beech, ash,«and lime ; the oak is natural wood, 
the rest planted by the tenant and his ancestors. 

On the Drapers' proportion, which is held by Mr. Rowley, 
there is no timber whatever. 

On the Salters*, which is held by Lord Londonderiy and Mr. 
Bateson, there are some trees in hedge-rows, about tne town of 
Magherafelt, but very little timber of any value besides ; I sup- 
pose in the whole there may be from 9^500 to ^£800 worth of 
trees. 

On the Haberdashers' estate, which is held by Lord Water- 
ford, there is no timber whatever, except here and there an odd 
tree or two to shelter the houses of the peasants.. 
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The IromnoQgers', of which Mr. Dupree is the tenant* has 
▼ery little timber^ except a small wood of ten or twelve acres on 
one of the native freeholds. 

On the Merdiant Taylors* estate there is not a tree, except at 
Mr. Richardson's demesne, which is jost adjoining to the Cole* 
ndne Fishery, and which has been entirely punted by the tenant, 
the late Mr. Richardscm. > 

The Clothwofkers' is equally destitute of timber, except im- 
mediately about the demesne of Mr. Jackson, which is at the 
entrance of the town of Coleraine, where there are a good many 
old ash-trees of some value, and some ornamental plantations. 

On the Grocers' proportion, Mr. Connelly has a wood of about 
thirty or forty acres, called the Glen of the Ness^ but the trees 
are young and small, and of no value except for the bark, being 
oak,.4hat may be worth from ^500 to ^1000. 

On the Vintners* proportion, the demesne of Castle Dawson 
has a considerable quantity of new plantation and some old trees; 
and about the neighbourhood of Bellaghy there is a good deal of 
scattered timber, but no regular wood or plantation. 

On the Goldsmiths* proportion, tenanted by Mr. Ponsonby, 
thei;e is no wood, except the demesne of Hamilton Ash, Esq. 
which is small, but well planted ; I should think the timber on it 
worth from j6l200 to 4^1400. 

On the Mercers' proportion, tenanted by Mr. Stewart, brother 
to Lord Londonderry, there is very little timber of any kind. On 
the whole I may venture to say, that the county of Londonderry 
is perhaps the worst wooded county in the king's dominions.

THE FIRST REPORT FROM THE HONORABLE 
THE IRISH SOCIETY'S INSTITUTION, COLE- 
RAINE, PROVINCE OF ULSTER, IRELAND, AD- 
DRESSED TO THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN 
SCHOOL SOCIETY, BOROUGH-ROAD, LONDON, 



1 HE importance of the trust, the onus of responsibility pro- 
perly attached to the honorable the Irish Society's Superinten- 
dant in this place, dictate the necessity, that in this first report of 
his proceedings, the Society should receive a full and faithful 
statement of the progress and present state of the institution here. 

In all communications of the Superintendant with the honor- 
able the Irish Society, he received the strongest impression of 
the lively and intense interest for the instruction of the neelected 
youth of this place by which the Society was animated ; tne Su- 
perintendant can safely affirm that he has felt, and continues to 
feel, a congenial ardour in the pursuit of the same great object. 
He, on his arrival in Coleraine in the month of March last, re- 
gretted to find that much remained to be done, and various ne- 
cessary alterations were required to be made in the rooms of the 
institution : he immediately took the necessary steps to prepare 
the institution for the reception of the children, but notwithstand- 
ing his most strenuous exertions, it was not until July that they 
could be admitted and the work of instruction commenced. Du^ 
ring this long interval of preparation the Superintendant availed 
himself of the best information to be obtained here relative to the 
seminary termed the ** Free School, " established by the honor- 
able Society about the year 174*1 : he ascertained that it was not 
9t any period of its existence in any degree competent to the in- 
struction of that numerous class to which instruction was most 
essentially necessary. Besides the very lioaited size of that school- . 
room, which could not receive more than, about fifty scholars, and 
those selected on sectarian principles ; while the numbers requiring 
admission were generally not less than from four to five hundred. 
The duties of tiie teacher were frequently executed with so lax a 
feding, as to produce little, if any, improvement to the pupils. 

The Supenntendant, soon after his arrival here, became tho- 
roughly sensible of the urgent necessity for instruction among the 
children of the lower ranlu. 
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^th a Tiew to discover the disposition among the parents of 
the children who were to become the objects of the honorable 
Society's beneyolence» with respect to education^ the Superintea- 
dant issued pnoted circulars, iavitine them to come forward aad 
have their children's names entered, in order to thdr being re- 
ceived as scholars at the opening of the institution ; such was die 
ardent avidity with which the institution was met by their parents 
and friendsp that in a few da^s the Superintendant's list conlamed 
the names of six hundred children, all eager for admission, (in fact 
he was obliged, from the extreme and dan^ous pressure^ to have 
the«ssistancefof the town's o&cer to check its ardour). This strong 
exhibition of feeling in the lower classes afforded the Superinten- 
4ant a high degree of pleasure ; accompanied with the painful re- 
flection that upwards of four hundred children, all in the nwst 
urgent want of instruction, must, from a want of room for their 
accommodation, be denied admittance to the honorable Society's 
new institution. 

Could this circumstance have been fbreseen, the Superinten- 
dant feels convinced that the liberal and enlightened philanthropy 
by which their operations are so much distinguished, would have 
furnished a building in Coleraine €iB9 ample an CKtent as to have 
affi>rded admission to ei^ry applicant. 

AAer having completed his preparations, the SuperimettdaDt 
opened the institution to the limited iNunber of one hundred and 
thirty girls .and one hundred and tliirty boys. Since that period^ 
the operations of the institution have proceeded with a d^ee of 
spirit aad success most gratifying to the SuperinteBdant« 

Amidst theobstacles and difficaltiesinsepamble from the com* 
raencement of such establishments, he has been sustained and ani- 
mated by the cheering prospect of contributing to the formatioQ 
of a new and superior character Sn the numesous youth of this 
place.; he has been cheered by the most abundant proofs of ca- 
pacity and intelligence in his. pupils, of an eager tihint forinstraie'' 
tion, and great facility in imbibing it. 

^ Already the high importance and utility of the institution be- 
gin to be properly appreciated by most of the principal persona 
resident here. In order to afibrd those persons an omortmnty of 
witnessing an outline of.the mode of instruction, and pftth^ pro<^ 
ficiencv of the children during the short period which Aas d^«ed 
sinoe the opening of the institution, aa examination of the obit* 
dren was held in the institution on the 7th instant. Thesttong' 
expression of approbation from the ^visitofs on that occasiiHi^ 
yielded to the Superint^dant the most heartfelt gratifica^ootf 
To .the- future he looks with earnest hope, that the value ofase-s 
ful knowledge will become more deep^ impressed tm the im«*i 
derstandingsand hearts of all, but especially on those of Uiepeor 
of this place, than at anv former period ; and thlit the'higbest» 
and the best of all knowledges vis. that of genuineraiid pureite*- 
ligton,.raay pervade and c^gulate all their pursuitSy and digpsHy 
and exalt the whole of their future- conduct. 

In consequence of the wretchedness ^f the- children in point of> 
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hfll^meiits, great numbers being unable to appear on Sabbath- 
dajs at any place of worship, the Superintendant hath at the 
6<^%[ge6tion of his own mind established in the honorable So- 
dele's institution-room, Sabbath^vening readings, connected . 
widi singing (to make them perfect in which, he has engaged' a 
master at his own expense), to which not only the children of 
the institution, but hundreds of others, flock with the most exem- 
piuy ardour, in connection with their parents, many of whom 
afl$ equally wretched in point of accommodation as to dress. Here 
thc^ can appear with comparative comfort, a small portion of 
the room being lighted on one side for the use of the sm^ers and 
the respectable part of the inhabitants, who associate in great 
numbers, with a pleasure unequalled in any instance witnessed 
before : so that on the other side, which is comparatively dark, 
the poor creatures can have the sidvantage of hearing the Word 
of God read, without any exposure of person or feeling. 

Tbe Superintendant hath great pleasure in sayine, that already 
there appears much good to have resulted from this appropria- 
tioQ of the Sabbath evening ; and as a proof of its general manifes- 
tatiOD, the most respectable inhabitants attend : the numbers alto* 
gether are from four to five hundred each evening. The Superin. 
teiidant trusts that this addilimial efibrt to ameliorate (though at 
coii^anble personal exp^ue) the. condition of those more im* 
mediately under hiscare^ will meet the approbation of the Society; 
resting^ with every degree of conscious innocence on the purity of 
his intentions, and the blessing of Providence for any good Uiat 
may result to them in their present and future existence.

Havikg attended the Tublic Examination of the boys at the 
honorable Irish Society's Institution for the Education of the 
Poor of Colenune, and having repeatedly visited it smce its open- 
ing in the month of Jul^ last, I have great {Measure in being 
enabled to certify the rapid progress of the bojrs ; which is almost 
incredible, considering their former state of iterance, and the 
shoittimethey have hi3 an opportunity of learning. Their reading

shewed me great attention he must have paid to them in every
